THE  following  Letter  (dated  the  28th  May,  but  of  which,  from  the  great 
quantity  of  other  bufinels  that  has  intervened,  the  copy  was  not  finifhed  until 
yelttrday)  to  the  (jovernor  General  and  Council,  in  anfwer  to  their  Letter  and  En- 
cloUires  of  the  i  "ith  January,  directing  the  Surrender  of  the  AfTignment,  is  now  read, 
and  being  approved,  is  figned  and  ordered  to  be  difpatched.

Gentlemen, 

On  the  28th  of  March  lali,  we  had  the  honour  to  receive  your  letter  of  the  13th 
January  preceding,  together  with  extracts  from  your  confultations  ;  copy  of  an  en- 
gagement executed  by  Sved  Ahfum  Cuwn,  and  twenty-three  Apprndixes. 

When  thofe  papers  arrived,  Mr.  Davidlbn,  one  of  the  Stlc6l  Committee  of  this 
Government  was  indifpofcd,  but  was  exptcled  to  be  loon  able  to  attend  bufinefs, 
Mr.  HoUond,  then  of  the  Committee,  being  abfenr,  the  Committee  prefent,  in  that 
firu'aiion,  confiftcd  only  of  two  perfcns,  the  Prefident  and  Mr.  Sadie ir,  bt fides 
Major  General  Stuart,  who  commands  the  army  now  in  the  field,  and  who  has  a 
leat  and  voice  only  on  particular  occafions.  The  decifion  of  qurftions  before  the 
Commitiee  might  thus,  before  the  recovery  of  Mr.  Cavidfon,  have  depended  en 
the  Picfidtnt  aioiie,  by  the  prepond-rance  of  his  carting  vote.  From  a  precaution  of 
drlicacv  in  him  which  cannot  be  condeir.ned,  he  therefore  poftponed  for  fome  davs, 
and  until  the  determination  of  the  Committee  could  no  longer  he  his  determination, 
onlv  to  offer  to  the  confideration  of  the  Board  fuch  rreafures  as  might  be  produftive 
of  important  confequences,  bu:  of  which  a  fhorc  dcLr/  could  not  alter  the  nature 
or  effccft. 

Among  the'e  was  the  furrender  to  the  Nabob  of  the  AfTgnm.ent  granted  by  his 
Highnefs  to  our  Prefident  on  ben.iirof  the  Company,  and  for  which  you  have  beea 
pleaf  d  to  give  d.reftions  in  the  letter  which  wc  have  now  the  iionour  to  acknow- 
ledge.    The  Affignment  could  not  itfclfhave  been   conridvred  2S  an  evil  by  the

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N-abob,  who  acknowledges  in  his   letter  to  the  Court  of  Direftors,  that  it  was  a  vo- 
luntary aft  of  his  own  ;  nor  has  it  been   condemned   by  you,  who,  on  the  contrary, 
have  exprelTed  your  entire  fatisfaftion  with  it,  and  applauded  the  addrefs  and  ability 
with  which  fo  confiderable  a  point  muft  have  been  gained.    The  fubjed  of  complaint, 
into  an  inveftigation  of  which,  from  the  confequence  of  it,  you  have  fince  declared 
yourfclves  to  have  been   forced  to  enter  for   the  fake  of  doing  jufliice  to  the  Nabob, 
and  to  retrieve  the  injury  fuppofed  by  you   to  have  been   call:,   in  the  minds  of  the 
country  powers,  upon    our   national   f.iith,  by  that  infraftion  of  our  engagements, 
which  occafioned  the  complaint,  did  not  however  appear  to  you  of  that  kind  of  con- 
fequence which   required  cither  imm.ediate  decifion  or  even   inveftigation  ;  for  the 
fame  complaint  appears  to  have  been  laid  before  you  in  July  lafh :  and  though  the 
ratification  of  the  preliminary  treaty  with  the   Marattas  v/as  then   in  fufpenfe,  which 
■was  likely  to  be  affeftcd  by  any  diflrufi:  of  our  national  faith  j  and  though  that  treaty, 
previous  to  the  death  of  Kvder  AUv,  was  an  event  ftom  the  accomplifhmentot  which 
every  real  obftruftion  required  to.be  inilantly  removed,  you  was  unwilling  at  that 
time  to  be  r^bliged  to  liften  to  reprefentations  of  fuch  a  kind,  or  to  enter  upon  fo  dii'- 
agreeable  an  inveftigation  as  it  required,  when  the  fituarion  of  the  enemy  and  the 
cuxumflancesof  our  affairs  threatened  the  very  exiftence  of  the  Company's  pjlTefnons, 
.and  thofe  of  the  Nabob  in  the  Carnatic  ;  and  being  alfo  in  hopes  thar  the  diflatisfaclion 
of  the  Nabob  might  flwrtly  be  appeafed  bv  the  difpofition  which  you  mention  to  have 
been  exprcficd  by  us,  to  fupport  him  in  all  the  forays  and  oftenfioie  dignity  of  his 
fovereignty  ;  and  trufting  in  our  endeavours  to  reconcile  his  mind  to  the  necrlTity  of 
any  afts  which  the  diftrefs  and  urgcn^^v  of  public  affairs  might  rendiT  indifpenfable ; 
and   you  accordingly  prevailed   on    Syed  Affam.Cawn  to  withdraw  his   Memorial. 
The  complaint  in  this   Memorial,  of  which  you  have  fin ce  taken  notice,  confiils  in 
.the  employment  by  us  of  pcrfons  in  the  management  of  the  affigned  countries,  who 
had  not  been  coniirmed  by  the  Nabob's  fcal  and  fignat-ur?.     it  was  true,  indeed,  that 
from  the  correfpondence  and  tranfaflions  which  had  come  at  an  early  period  before  the 
Committee  ofAfligncd  Revenue,  they  were  led  to  fufpeft  an  improper  influence  in 
the  affairs  of  the  Revenue,  which  was  likely  to  interfere  with  the  application  of  it  to 
the  ufeofihs  Company,  whilethe  Nabob's Au.mildars  were  continued  in  their  offices  ; 
and   the  Committee  obkrved  the  v/ant  of  attention  in  the  Aunnildars  to  the  orders 
iffued  by  theG  ivernor,  and  the  uniform  appearance  of  ftudicd  d-lay  in   complying 
with  them.     .The  fame  Committee  obfe-ved  iikewife,   that  th.e  Nabob  co:itinued  to 
give  directions  to  thofe  officers  in  matters  relative  to  the  Revenue,  contrary  to  his 
a'^reements,   and   that   Committee  faw  with  concern  the  oppofitioa  which  was  made 
to  tiie  collcdion  of  the  Revenue  in  every  province  of  the  Carnatic ;  and  added,  that  to 
j-epeat  orders  to  the  Nabob's  Aumiidars  that  would  not  be  obeyed,  and  could   nut  be 
enforced,  v/ou!d  only    tend   to  confirm  that   difx)bcdience.     Mr.  John  Sulivan,  to 
whom  the  ftiperintendance  of  Icme  of  the  p.rovinces  had  been  entrulled,  had  already 
.-"ivcn    iriformatioi.!,  that   every   letter   he  received  from  tiie    Southward  mentioned 
ibme  inflanccs  of  countcraftion.     'I'he  people  were  taught  to  look  upon  tlie  interfe- 
rence of  the  Company  as  a  temporary  mcafure  that  muft  foon  terminate,  and   '-en- 
geance  was  denounced  againfl   every  man  who  Ihoukl  dare  to  oppofe  the  mandates 
<if  the  Durbar.     As  in  a  former  kttcr  your  Board,  after  exprrfii.ig  your  regret  tliat 
we  fnould  •  have  fuffered  any  confiJeration  even  of  delicacy  towards- the  Nabob,  to 
reftrain  us  from  availing  ourfelvcs  effeftually  of  the  AfTignmtnt,  reminds  us  that  ^ve 
had  given  you  before  hopes  of  our  adopting,  as  our  own,  die  c;):idudt  which  lou  then 
recommended  to  us,  by  the  rtfolution  expreflcd  oi  placing  perfons  in  the  management 
of  the  aiTigncd  coun'iiies,  who  were   likely  to  be  more  under  our  authority  and  con- 
trol ;  and  of  taking  fuch  otiier  meafures,  confidently  with  ti.e  fpiritand  meaning  of 
the  Nabob's  agreemenr,  as  might  give  full  cffcdt  to  every  ftipulation  ii  favour  of  the 
Company  j  and  as  you  told  us  at  the  fame  time,  that  if  we  continued   the  Nabob's 
agents,  or   fuffered   them   to   remain,  under  whatever  denomination,  in  tlie  adual 
charge  or  virtual  control  of  the  Revenue,  they  were,  under  the  fvftem  we  hnd  lately 
iftablilhcd,  (  ur  fervants,  and  alone  fliould   be  deemed  refponfible  for  ail  their  afts, 
which  might  be  the  effjdt  of  the  inflj-nce  of  the  former  fyfte.n  ftdi  fuofifting,  by  our 
.permiflion  oficj  uS  in  reply  to  that  letter,  after  accounting  for  tJic  delay  on  out  part 
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Kin  this  occafion,  which  you  regrettcc],  from  our  anxious  defire  of  making  the  Nabob        t 

a  principal  and  willing  party  to  meafurcs  taken  for  his  own  immediate  fecurity ;  wc   ' 

added,  as  a  circumftance  that  was  to  atone  to  you  as  much  as  pofFible  for  our  former 
delay,  and  that  tnuft  put  an  end  to  fuch  regret  on  your  part,  that  you  mufl:  have 
obferved,  that  the  moment  we  received  from  the  Nabob  fo  unequivocal  a  teftimony 
of  hisdilpofition,  as  his  rcfufal  to  confirm  the  Renters  we  had  appointed  in  conformity 
to  his  own  engagements,  v/e  did  not  hefuate  to  take  the  line  which  our  fituation  pre- 
fcribed  :  as  the  Nabob  had  thus  refufcd  to  confirm  tl^e  perfons  thus  appointed  by  us; 
and  as  unlefs  thofe  perfons  were  authorized  by  us,  notwithftanding  the  rcfufal  of  fuch 
confirmation,  to  adl  in  the  room  of  the  Nabob's  agents,  the  latter  muft  liave  necef- 
fiirily  remained,  and,  agreeably  to  the  warning  you  had  given  us,  would  have  been 
our  fcrvants,  and  we  alone  fhould  have  been  deemed  rcfponfible  for  all  their  acts  as 
influenced  by  the  former  fydem,  fubfifcing  by  our  permiflion  of  it  :  that  line  which, 
for  your  fatisfadlion,  we  haftened  to  declare  to  you,  we  did  not  hefitate  to  take,  and 
which  not  only  our  fituation  here,  but  our  fituation  in  refpecl  to  the  efFedt  of  your 
authority  and  recommendation,  prefcribcd  to  us,  could  confequendy  be  no  other 
than  that  of  authorizing  the  perfons  of  our  appointment  to  aft  in  the  offices  to  which 
the  exprefs  words,  as  well  as  the  fpirit  and  meaning  of  the  Aflignment,  authorized 
fuch  appointment;  and  withouc  doing  which  we  fhould  not  indeed  have  filled  the 
fcope  ot  your  recommendation  and  defire,  which  was  not  confined  to  the  mere  form  of 
appointing,  but  extended  to  the  real  fatl  of  placing  perfons  in  the  management  of 
the  afTigned  countries  who  were  likely  to  be  under  our  authority  and  control.  The 
particulars  of  this  tranfa6^.ion  were  likewife  tranfmitted  to  you  among  the  minutes  of 
the  Committee  of  AfTigned  Revenue  ;  where  ic  is  declared  by  us,  that  as  it  vas  ob- 
vious from  the  Nabob's  letter,  that  he  had  no  intention  to  fign  the  Torana  Chits  or 
nominations  of  Aumildars,  and  that  as  much  dme  had  been  already  loft,  and  the  fea- 
fon  of  the  year  fo  far  advanced,  and  that  any  further  delay  in  fending  the  feveral 
Renters  to  take  charge  of  their  farms  would  be  attended  with  confiderable  lofs  of 
Revenue,  it  was  agreed  by  the  Seleft  Committee,  that  the  Torana  Chics  fhould  be 
figned  by  the  Prefident,  and  delivered  to  the  Renters  before  the  Seleft  Committee  ; 
that  they  fhould  be  immediately  put  in  poflfefllon  of  their  refptfiive  farms  ;  and  that 
all  the  power  of  government  fhould  be  exerted,  ifnecefiary,  to  eitablifh  and  fupport 
their  authority.  Your  anfwer  to  the  account  you  thus  received  of  what  we  confidered 
as  the  line  ot  our  duty,  and  to  which  we  afTured  you  of  our  determination  to  adhere, 
in  the  confidence  of  your  effectual  fupport,  is  of  a  date  fubfequent  to  that  of  the  Me- 
morial in  which  iuch  execution  of  our  duty  is  arraigned  by  the  Nabob's  ao-ent  at 
Calcutta;  yet  this  anfYvcr  from  you  conveys  not  the  leaft  cenfiire  of  our   condufl  or 

^  opinions.  Our  opir.ions  were,  indeed,  ib  much  your  own,  that  ic  was  as  to  our 
firmnefs  and  Hieadineis  only  in  the  prolecution  of  them  that  you  fecired  to  entertain  a 
doubt ;  but  upon  the  receipt  of  our  letter,  you   exprefs  your  latibfadion   with  oiir 

.  declaration,  that  we.would  perfevere  in  the  moll  entire  execution  of  our  duty,  main- 
taining at  the  fame  time  all  the  refped  and  attention  towards  the  Nabob  himfelf,  that 
could  be  poffibiy  reconciled  with  the  faithful  and  upright  difcharge  of  the  truft  re- 
pofcd  in  us  ;•  you  add  a  wifh  that  the  plan  for  the  final  difcharge  ofhis  debts  might 
obtain  the  Nabob's  fanclion,  as  necefTary  to  its  validity  and  cflicacy ;  you  take  the 
precaucion  of  looking  forward  to  a  future  tranfaftion  which  may  require  the  fanctioti 
of  the  Nabob;  but  m  the  tranfaftions  aftually  carrying-on,  and  upon  which  vou 
were  to  pronounce  your  opinion,  which  indeed  was  th:it  of  approbation,  tcftined  by 
your  fenfe  of  fatiifadlion,  you  obferve  no  fr.ch  nccciTity  of  any  fandionj  you  arc 
exprefsly  to)d,  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Committee  of  AfTigned  Revenue  then 
aflually  before  you,  that  on  the  refufal  of  the  Nabob  to  fign  the  Torana  Chits  or 
nominations  of  Atimildars  or  Renters,  it  was  agreed  that  they  fhould  be  figned  by 
the  Prefidenr,  and  delivered  to  the  Henrers  before  the  Select  Committee,  and  that 
they  Ifiould  be  put  in  polTefTion  of  their  refpeffive  farms,  and  fupported  therein. 
This  dirtft^rd  tuli  information  drew  from  you  no  figral  of  your  fenfe  of  the  impro- 
priety, no  doubt  of  the  propriety,  of  the  meafurc.  Icdid  not  induce  you  to  withhold 
the  exp'.efTons  ofyour  latisfadtion  at  our  declaration  to  perfevere  in  the  entire  execu- 
tion OS  our  duty,  a  declaration  thai;  accompanied  our  information  to  you  of  having 
taken  that  line  in  refpecl  to  fuch  Renters  which  our  fituation  required,  and  was  not  a 
J  7  6.  general 
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I.         general  sfiurance  given  in  the  abftraft,  but  in   rej.ly  to    your  letter,  and  exprefsly 

applicable  to  the  regret  you  had  exprefled  at  our  fornner  forbearance  in  relafion  to  the 

Nabob  and  to  the  Renters,  and  in  return  for  the  certainty  of  voureffVaual  fiipport  of 
meafures  recommended  by  you  concerning  them.  If,  on  the  refufal  of  the  Nabob's 
fignature  to  the  nominations  he  had,  by  the  Afllgnment,  authorized  to  be  made  of 
Aumildars,  we  ought  to  have  prevented  them  from  exercifing  the  fundlions  of  their 
offices,  and  confequently  muft  have  fuffe red  the  Nabob's  former  Renters  to  remain, 
over  whom  we  had  no  efFeftual  control,  but  for  whofe  ads  you  had  forewarned  us, 
we  fliould  by  fuch  fufFerance  have  become  refponfible,  you  might  have  immediately 
advifed  us  of  our  miftake  in  the  execution  of  our  dutv  ;  you  might  in  this  adtual  in- 
ftance  have  informed  us  of  the  neceffity  of  the  Nabob's  previous  fanftion,  as  you  did 
in  the  inftance  of  a  future  plan  for  the  payment  of  his  debts  ;  you  might  perhaps  have 
urgtd  him  to  have  given  chat  fanclion  ;  you  might  have  defired  us  to  withdraw,  be- 
fore it  was  too  late,  our  Aum.ildars,  until  fuch  fanftion  was  given  ;  you  might  at 
kaft  have  defired  us  to  forbear  fending  any  others  without  the  adual  confirmation  of 
the  Nabob  :  you  would  have  thus  prevented  the  continuance  of  this  fuppofcd  abufe 
of  the  Affignment ;  you  would,  by  fuch  a  timely  corredion  of  it,  have  prevented 
the  ncccfi'iry  to  which  you  have,  by  fuch  continuance,  fince  confidered  yourfelves 
redi.'ced,  of  directing  the  furrender  of  the  AITignrr.ent  of  his  Revenues,  whirh  you  had 
rtrenuoufiy  reconim<endcd  to  be  demanded  fr  nn  him  ;  for  which,  in  adiff-  rent  form, 
•you  had  yourfelves  fripulated  ;  and  for  wh  ch,  wheaob:aimd  by  our  Prcfi  lent,  you 
applauded  the  zeal  and  abilitv  which  didated  and  brought  to  effcd  thit  important 
meafure.  If  we  had  really  erred  in  the  manner  of  executing  our  duty  in  refped  to 
thofe  l^-ienters,  and  to  the  Nabob,  to  pcrfevere  in  that  manner  would  be  to  continue 
in  our  error,  if  it  had  in  fad  appeared  to  you  to  be  an  error:  If  you  imagined  it  to 
be  an  ad  of  injufcice  to  the  Nabob  ;  if  you  imagined  it  could  be  capable  of  catting 
an  injury  upon  our  national  faith  in  the  minds  of  the  country  })Owers,  at  a  ifioment 
'wh;  n  we  fought  for  their  reliance  on  our  faith,  you  would  r.ot,  by  the  expreffion  of 
your  futisfidion  at  cur  intentional  perfeverance,  encourage  us  to  perfift  in  fuch  a 
condud  :  Your  encouragement  to  peifcvere  implied,  on  die  contrary,  that  vou  ap- 
proved our  condud.  Neither  the  remonftrance  of  the  Nabob's  agent,  who  had  been 
already  folicitmg  you  for  a  co.'ifiderable  time,  nar  the  arguments  contained  in  his 
Memorial,  nor  your  own  refledions  upon  alubjed  fully  then  before  you.  were  fuffi- 
,<;:icni  at  that  time  to  induce  you  to  fugged  to  us  the  neccffity  of  deviating  in  any 
point  from  the  line  we  had  taken,  or  to  determine  your  Board  upon  any  retribution 
ofjufiice,  which,  if  now,  was  then  already  due  to  the  Nabob.  Of  his  Highncfs's 
intentions  to  obtain,  if  pofiible,  tlie  furrender  of  the  AlTignment,  we  could  nor  indeed 
be  igno'-ant,  after  hi«  formal  propofal  to  us  for  that  purpofe  before  we  removed  his 
Aumildars,  upon  the  ground,  which  could  not  be  denied,  that  the  Ailignment  had 
not  then  hitherto  been  produdive  to  us.  It  is  true,  he  had  known  of  our  intention 
to  exercife  our  power  of  appointing  new  Aumildars,  in  order,  by  the  removal  of  the 
old,"  to  remove  the  caufe  whicli  defeated  our  endeavours,  and  to  render,  agreeably 
to  your  recommendation,  theprefent  AlTignment  effedual  for  the  purpofes  for  which 
it  had  been  demanded.  The  failure  of  thofe  Affignments  which  preceded  it,  under 
the  continued  management  of  the  Nabob's  Aumildars,  and  of  this  while  they  conti- 
nued, pointed  out  the  necefllty  of  difcontinuing  thein.  His  former  AlTignment  of 
the  provinces  of  Tiinnivelly  and  Triciiinopoly  to  our  prcdeceflTors  in  this  govern- 
ment, for  the  prelfing  purpofe  of  fupporting  the  war,  was  not  fufi^cred  under 
the  management  ot  liis  fcrvants,  to  ferve  for  that  purpoJe.  To  a  fimilar 
management  was  left  the  execution  of  the  Affignment  f:ipuiatcd  with  you  by 
Treaty,  which  fubfi.'>ed  from  the  2d  of  April  ro  the  2d  of  December  178  i  ;  with 
a  fimilar  unfucctfiful  ifi'uc.  It  muft  be  owned,  that  ihe  experience  which  the  Nabob 
had,  t)t"  being  able  to  lull  the  complaints  of  his  failuie  to  contribute  to  the  expence  of. 
defending  his  own  teiriiories,  by  a  readinefs  to  enter  into  engagement's,  announcing 
•fonie  facrifi:e  of  power  and  of  revenue  for  the  relief  of  the  public  diltrefs,  without  the 
reality  in  event  of  any  facrifice,  diminiffies  the  merit  of  obtaining  from  him  any  new 
engagement,  which  he  might  exped  to  afTed  him  as  little  as  the  fijrmer;  but  as  loon 
as  it  did  become  bkely  to  afi-e.U  him,  and  that  fuch  a  facrifice  to  the  public  weltarc 
would  be  rcalifcd  in  confcqueucc  of  a  refolutiun  cf  t.;king  fuch  effcdual  mcafurt-s  as 
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would  produce  it,  we  were  not  to  be  fiirprifcd  at  a  defign  of  putting  an  end   to  the         j 
whole  ;  and  the  inefficacy  of  tlie  engagement  was  certainly   the   beft  argument  for  " 

.the  difTolution  of  it.     It  mud  be  confefTed,  that  the  motive  prefTed  upon  us  by  his 
Highneis  for  furrendcring  the  Adignment,   if  it  continued  to  ex  ill-,  rnufl"  have  ope- 
rated its  effcft.     If  the  Afilgnment  had  continued  to  be  unproductive,  it  would  have 
■been  incumbent  upon  us  to  have  reftored  it.  From  the  2d  December  178 1,  when  this 
tranfa(5tion  took   place,  till  the  removal  of  the   Nabob's  Aumildars  fcv.-ral  months 
afterwards,  no  Revenue  whatfoever  was  brought  from  it  to  the  Public  Treafury.     Ic 
is  obvious  that  if,  with  the  power  of  the  Company,  the  authority  of  the  Nabob, 
which  is  abfolute,  had  been  really,  as  it  was  apparendy,  united,  an  implicit  com- 
pliance would  have  followed.     Ic  requires  no  alluficn  to  the  facts  already  related  of 
the  mifconduft  of  the  Aumildars,  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Committee  ofAfllgncd 
Revenue,  or  of  the  prafticesof  the  Nabob's  Miniders,  from  the  information  of  Mr. 
Sullivan  j  it  requires  no  reference  to  the  teftimony  of  fpecific  counteraction,  becaufe    - 
the  event  itfelf  is,  under  fuch  circumflances,  the  ftrongeft,  and  an  infuperable  tefti- 
mony of  a  general  countera6tion  to  enforce  the  necefficy  of  removing  the  means  by 
which  it  had  been  efFedted.     The  continuance  of  the  means  would  be  to  continue  the 
efFedl.     The  Nabob's  Aumildars  in  the  man;igement  of  the  afiigned  countries,  en- 
fured  the  Nabob's  objeft  of  a  fpeedy  fiirrender  of  the  Affignment.    They  muft  have 
of  courfe  continued  till  others  v/ere  adrnitted  to  fuccced  to  tlsem.     To  prevent  the 
fucceffion  of  others,  or   to  maintain   the  former,    was  therefore  the  fame  in  etTett  j 
and   to  obftrudt  the  effeift  of  your  recommendation  to  the  Seleft  Committee,  for 
placing  in  the  management  of  the  afiigned  countries  perfons  vdio  were  likely  to  be 
under  their  authority  and  controul,  became  thus  an  object  with  the  Nabob,  or  with 
his  Minifters  in  his  name.     To  appoint  however  fuch  perfons  to  fuch   places,  was 
an  authority  exprefs'.y  given  to  our  Prcfident  by  the  AITignment.     It  was  nor  a  fim- 
ple  recommendation,  or  merely  a  fliare  in  the  choice  or  nomination  of  fuch  Aumil- 
dars or  Renfers,  it  was  tie  effective  appointment  of  fuch  Renters,  which  was  trani:fer- 
red  entirely  by  the  Nabob  ;  he  referving  only  what  you  juftly  have  obferved  to  be  a 
mere  form,  the  fo'-m  of  confirming  them  by   a  Cowle  or  Grant  from  him;  but  by 
an  exprcfs  covenant  obliging  himfelf  togive  fuch  Cowle  or  Confirmation  to  the  per- 
fons appointed  by  the  Prtfident,  a  covenant  exprefsly  precluding  the  pofllbility  of 
miftaking  fuch  confirmation,  as  im.plying  that  a  deliberadve  choice,  or  even  a  negative 
power,  remained   with  i'iin  in  this  particular.     The  want  of  what  you  declare  to  be 
a  mere  form  could  not  vitiate  the  fubltancc,  fliould  not  retard  the  effeil:  of  a  power 
on   all    fides  acknowledged  to   have   been  neceffary  and  important;  but  that  cere- 
mony would   have   become   indeed  a   moft  fatal  obftruftion,  if  when  offered  to  be 
undergone,  it  was  rcfufed  to  be  performed;  and  that  the  rrfufal  was  to  prevent  the 
operation  of  that  fub'.tanti.il  power.    The  grant  of  the  Affignment  implied  the  n.'cef- 
fity  of  exercinng  it,  and  looked  to  the  event  of  its  being  c;cercilcd.     It  required  no 
fpecific  juftification,  being   the  common   courfe  and  expected  conkquence   of  the 
Affignment ;  but  a  juftification,  if  neceff.iry,  was  ind;  cd  at  hand.     The  practices  of 
the  Nabob's  MiniPcers,  the  difobedience  of  his  Renters,  the  advice  of  the  Committee 
of  Affigned  Revenue,  yi)ur  recommendation,  armed  withyour  power,  and,  above  all, 
the  irrefiftible  faft  of  the  unproduftivenefs  of  the  Affignment  in  the  hands  of  the 
old  Aumildars,  denying  all  rcliif  to  the  prefilng  and   impatient,  neceffities   of  tiie 
State,  haflened  t.'ie  appointment  of  new  Aumildars  :  but  it  was  no:  of  a   nominal, 
barren,  or  nugarory  appointment,  that  fuch  motives  were  impulfive;  they  called  for 
a  real  and  immediate  exercife  of  office.     It   was   requifite  that  thcfc  perfons  fiiould 
actualiy  be  placed,  to  ai5t  up  to  the  tenor  of  your  letter,  in  their  refpeftive  manage- 
ments.    Though  they  were  in  faft   poffi-flTed  already  of  the  fubltantial  authority  of 
tlie  Nabob,  through  our   Prcfidrnt,   whom  his  Highnefs  had  empowered  to  confer 
it,  yet  his  Highnefs's  psrfonal  confirmation  of  thera  individually,  by  the  delivery  to 
them  of  the  Cowle,   would  have  been  an  oitenfible  increafe  of  dignity,  that  might 
have  graced  their  entrance  into  offcc,  that  might  have  conciliated  the  minds  ot  his 
in-.mediate  dependants  in  tlie  relpeCtivc  diitridts,  that  might  have  eng-iged  dieirco- 
-operation  for  the  public  fervice.     Ic  muft  have  been  agreeable,  and  probably  would 
.  be  ull-iul.     What  was   thus  defirable  was  inftantiy  and  eaincftly  denied:  what  lay 
176.  C  with 
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L         w'nh  this  Government   to  do  was  done  accordingly :   the   appointment   was  figni- 

fied,  the   apphcation  for  the  Cowie  was  regularly  made  to  the  Nabob.     What  lay 

with  the  Nabob  to  do,  was  not  done  ;  the  Cowle  or  Confirmation  was  refuH^d  ;  he 
declined,  and  declining  renounced  the  privilege  he  had  referred  of  giving  the  Cowle 
cr  Grant  to  the  Aumildars.  He  declined  the  honourable  privilege  of  forwarding, 
for  the  fake  of  impeding  the  public  fervice.  It  was  a  violation  cf  the  exprefs  words 
of  the  Affignment,  not  to  give  his  Cowle  to  the  Aum'ldars  appointed  by  the  Gover- 
nor. The  confirmation  confilled  in  giving  fuch  Cowle,  and  it  was  not  therefore  op- 
tional in  his  Highnefs  to  withhold  it.  The  claufe  for  this  purpofe  is  precife  and  ab- 
folute,  and  admits  of  no  condition.  It  was  not  a  Cowle  to  be  given  if  his  Highnefs 
pleafed,  or  to  thofe  he  chofe;  the  choice  he  had  already  left  to  the  Governor,  in  em- 
pov;ering  him  to  appoint,  and  in  engaging  to  confirm  by  his  Cov.le.  The  delivery 
of  the  Covv-le  was  merely  to  be  an  external  aft  ;  involving  the  Nabob's  intention  of 
complying  with  his  engagement,  but  not  necefilirily  implying  any  approbation  of 
the  choice.  And  this  formal  confirmation,  as  you  juftly  declare  it,  was  necelfarily  to 
follow  the  appointment ;  which,  of  courie,  muft  have  been  the  fubftance.  The 
power  which  the  Nabob  indeed  gave,  was  not  fimply  to  propofe  or  recommend,  but 
determinately  to  appoint.  The  appointment  was  the  aft  which  was  incumbent  upon 
the  Governor.  The  confirmation  or  delivery  of  the  Cowle  was  the  aft  which  was 
incumbent  upon  the  Nabob.  It  was  too  much  to  expeft,  that  his  own  breach  of  his 
ov.n  covenant  fliould  be  fuccefsfuUy  fet  up  by  him  as  an  objeftion  to  the  operation 
of  his  own  deed.  Had  the  Aumildars,  which  the  Nabob  empowered  the  Governor 
to  appoint,  been  appointed  in  vain  ;  had  they  not  been  placed  according  to  your 
recommendation  in  their  refpeftive  managements,  there  was  an  end  to  the  Affign- 
ment,  of  which  fuch  management  was  the  elfence.  It  would,  indeed,  have  been  a 
-cruel  dclufion  upon  the  Company  and  the  Court  of  Direftors,  to  whom  his  High- 
nefs declared  that  this  engagement  for  a  facrifice  of  his  power  and  revenue  to  the 
•jjublic  welfare,  for  a  limited  period,  was  entered  into  voluntarily  by  him  ;  if  he  could 
at  pieafure,  and  before  the  expiration  of  that  period,  annihilate  every  purpofe  of 
•fuch  engagement.  But  an  engagement  to  continue  for  a  cerCain  tiine,  and  execut- 
ed by  mu;^ual  confent,  cannot  be  made  to  ceafe  before  that  time  but  by  the  like  con- 
fent.  Though  the  AtTignment  fhould  not  have  been  made  perfcftiy  to  attain,  with- 
out the  Nabob's  Cowle,  which  was  not  in  our  power  to  procure,  all  the  purpofes 
we  had  in  view,  it  became  our  duty  to  derive  from  it  all  the  benefit  which  ilill  was 
in  our  power;  it  would  have  been  contrary  to  the  original  defign  of  it,  and  con- 
trary to  our  duty  to  fuffer  it  to  ceafe  entirely.  Nothing  in  the  Aingnment  forbid  us 
from  allowing  our  appointment  of  Aumildars  to  operate  its  effcft-.  We  have  fhewn 
that  every  motive  of  right,  reafon,and  nicfTity,  impelled  us  to  it:  when,  in  confe- 
•quence  of  fuch  appointment,  the  AfTignment  could  no  longer  be  defeated  by  prac- 
tices upon  tl'.e  fpot,  and  Minifters  were  fent  by  the  Nabob  with  a  view  to  cfftftuare 
its  furrender  at  Calcutta,  we  owed  to  the  charafter  of  juftice  and  confiilency  of 
your  Board,  to  fuppofe,  that  you  would  infift  upon  the  Nabob's  repref^ntations  pair- 
ing through  the  channel  of  our  Board,  that  you  might  be  furniflied  with  our  fenti- 
iTients  upon  it  at  the  fame  time  :  it  was  juft  to  do  lb,  as  othcrv/ifc  you  muft  judge 
by  partial  rcprefentation.  it  wasconfillent  with  your  own  declarations  to  do  fo  ;  for 
fo  early  as  in  1775,  upon  direft  application  to  your  Board  fro  n  the  Nabob,  to  be 
.jncludtd  in  the  Definitive  Treaty  ot  Peace  with  the  Marattas,  "  You  rcquefted  him 
•'  to  convey  any  further  propolals  he  might  have  to  make  through  the  channel  of 
«*  our  Board,  that  you  might  be  furnifhed  with  our  fcnt-ments  at  the  fure  time, 
*'  refpcfting  the  advantages  alio  to  be  obtained  for  the  Company  on  that  fide  of 
"  India;  and  you  added,  that  we  might  reft  afll;red  that  you  Ihould  obferve  that 
"  conduft  towards  the  Nabob  on  all  fimilar  occafions."  If  any  difix-rence  there  be 
between  that  occafion  and  the  prefcnr,  it  is  that  the  latter  required  ftill  more  ftrong- 
Jy  the  fame  precaotioh  on  your  part,  as  being  an  internal  tranfaction  of  our  Govern- 
ment, which  the  imm.ediate  exigency  of  our  affairs  required  ;  concerning  which 
•tranlaftions  the  Company's  expreftions  addrefted  to  your  Board,  after  dilapproving 
of  your  interference  in  prohibiting  this  Prefidcncy  from  fending  troops  to  Bombay, 
jSiSL,  that  although  the  Aft  for  rei^ulating  the  Company's  affairs  cxpn.'foly  forbids  anv 
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oFthc  other  Prcfidencies  to  engage  in  political  negoclations  with  the  Natives,  with- 
out the  participation  and  concurrence  of  the  Sui)ienne  Council  ;  yet  it  clearly  leaves 
each  dUtinft  Government  power  to  take  from  time  to  time  fuch  fteps  as  the  imme- 
diate exigencies  of  their  affairs  require,  for  felf  defence  or  protection.  Though 
you  have  a  param.ount  jurifdiftion  in  political  negociations,  concerning  which  you 
might  perhaps  be  warranted  to  leceive  fcparate  communications  from  the  Nabob, 
yet  an  interference  in  thofe  matters  where  each  Government  has  a  dillindt  power  to 
take  fuch  fteps  as  the  exigencies  of  their  affairs  required,  required  on  your  part  par- 
ticular precautions  in  the  admifuon  and  confidcration  of  reprefentations  concerning 
them.  On  a  former  occafion  of  dilferences  between  the  Nabob  and  fome  of  our 
prcdeceflbrs  in  this  Government,  you  declared  that  you  offered  your  opinion  as  media- 
tors voluntarily  chofen  by  the  parties  themfelves ;  that  by  the  A&:  of  Parliament  the 
Prefident  and  Council  of  Fort  St.  George  were  enjoined  to  tranf'nit  to  the  Governor 
General  and  Council  advice  and  intelligence  of  all  tranfa£Vions  and  matters  whatfoever, 
that  came  to  their  knowledge,  relating  to  the  government,  revenues,  or  interefls  of 
the  Company;  but  that  no  power  was  given  to  the  Governor  General  and  Council 
to  exercile  any  controul  or  authority  over  the  other  Prefidencies  in  thefe  matters; 
their  powers  being  folely  confined  by  the  A61  to  hoftilities  and  treaties  :  thefe  fenti- 
ments  continued  to  be  thofe  of  your  Board  fo  lately  as  in  February  1781,  and  ap- 
plied to  the  very  fubjetit  of  an  Afilgnment  from  the  Nabob.  After  obfcrving  that 
every  part  of  the  Carnatic,  not  immediately  proteftcd  or  wrefted  from  his  enemy  by 
our  troopp,  was  in  the  hands  of  a  foreign  power,  and  all  his  hopes  of  recovering  it 
depended  entirely  on  our  arins,  you  declared  that  fuch  a  cafe  v/ould  certainly  juftify 
us  in  demanding  from  the  Nabob  the  immediate  transfer  of  his  whole  country,  in 
exclufive  aflignment  far  the  expences  of  the  war  ;  you  added,  that  in  your  opinion 
fuch  a  mcafnre  became,  by  the  necelTity  of  impofing  it,  an  indifpenfable  obligation  ; 
you  earneflly  advile  ir,  and  you  exprefsly  fay,  that  had  you  the  authority  to  com- 
mand, you  fhould  peremptorily  command  it.  His  refufal,  you  obferve,  oughe  to  be 
conftrued,  as  it  would  virtually  prove,  a  declared  feparation  of  his  interefts  from  thofe 
of  the  CoiTfipany,  and  would  require  the  adoption  of  a  new  fyftem,  both  for  the  pre- 
fent  fecurity  of  the  latter,  and  a  future  indemnification  for  the  expences  ana  hazards 
entailed  on  the  Company  by  their  former  connexion  with  the  Nabob.  The  earneft- 
nefs  of  your  advice  to  us  to  demand  the  Afllgnmenr,  and  the  declaration  of  your 
readintfs,  had  you  the  authority  to  command  it,  with  your  omifilon  to  give  any  fuch 
commands,  amounted  :o  a  fuffirjent  declaration,  that  in  relation  to  fuch  transfer  of  his 
country,  you  conceived  that  your  interference  could  not  exceed  advice.  Thefe  limits 
to  your  interference  were  probably  underllood  by  you  to  relate  to  a  furrender  of  coun- 
tries afilgncd  to  us,  as  well  as  'o  a  demand  of  it ;  for  the  prcfcnt  Governor  General 
declared,  after  a  mature  confideration  of  the  Adt  for  regulating  the  Con'ipany's 
affairs,  that  he  was  of  opinion  that  it  clearly  limited  the  controlling  powers  of  the 
Governrnent  of  Bengal  over  the  other  Prefidencies,  to  that  of  the  commencing  of  hofti- 
lities, the  declaring  war,  the  negociating  or  concluding  treaties  of  peace ;  but  did  not 
authorize  thein  to  order  a  furrender  or  exchange  of  any  part  of  the  Coir'.^r.ny's  pof- 
feffions  dependant  on  the  other  Prefidencies,  nor  thofe  Prefidencies  to  obey  fuch 
orders;  an  opinion  to  which  a  caie  only  was  oppofed  of  the  neceffiry  0:  obtaining 
peace,  which  cannot  be  applied  to  the  Nabob,  with  whom  v/e  arc  hoc  at  war. 
This  opinion  of  the  Governor  General  feems  to  be  confonant  with  that  <.f  your  pre- 
fent  Board,  even  fince  you  were  acquainted  with  the  intentions  of  the  Cuurt  of  Di- 
reftors,  in  their  letter  of  the  nth  April  and  9th  June  1781,  that  yoi;;  Prefidency 
iliould  take  the  lead  in  all  military  and  political  operations  ;  for  you  itil!  c;:ndidly 
adhere  to  the  diflinttion  with  which  you  underilood  their  former  intentions,  in 
your  declaration  of  not  difputing  our  legal  power  to  decide  on  any  int.  rnal  meafures 
of  our  Govermr.ent.  But  reverting  to  the  original  cafe  of  the  NaboL's  application 
to  you  to  be  included  in  the  Maratta  peace,  concerning  which  yoor  authority  of 
aiSting  independently  of  us  has  not  been  quellioned,  and  which  yet  you  chufe 
to  be  made  through  the  channel  of  this  Prefidency;  though  tlien,  as  now, 
at  variatice  with  the  Nabob;  it  becaine  us  to  ilippofe  that  in  a  cafe  where  tiiat 
authority  was  lubject  to  fome  doubt,  you  woitld  be  flill  fnore  cautious  in  your

proceeding  to  the  exertion  of  it;    and  that  at  le.ifl:    vou    would  follow    the  rule 
that  had  been  prefcribed  by  your  own  Board,  though,   as  we  iiifornned  yoti,  the 
public  began  to  feel  the  benefit  of  the  mcalures  we  had  adopted,  that  feme  Revenue 
was  alread'y  applied  to  the  public  fervice  ;  that  the  obftruftions  to  the  progrefs  and 
fubfiftence  of  the  army  from  the  different  Aumildars,  while  dependant  on  the  Nabob, 
concerning  which    the  General   Sir  Eyre  Coote,  a  member  of  your  Board,  had.  Co 
often  remonftrated  to  the  Committee,  iubfifted  no  longer;  that  the  Aumildars  were 
protected  againft  the  interference  or  injuftice  of  civil  or  military  officers   refiding  in 
their  refpeflive  diftrifts  ;  and  that   tl.e  people  were  lefs  liable  to  oppreffion  from 
Aumildars;  who,  no  longer  holding  on  a  precarious  tenure,  had  an   intereft   in  the 
profperity  of  the  inhabitants.     Thde  advantages,  of  which   the  Company  and  his 
Highnefs  the  Nabob  would  alike  ultimately  partake,  had  not  prevented  the  miniflers 
and  fervants  of  the  latter,  who  were  affected  by  this  change,  from  working  upon   his 
fondnefs  for  authority,  and  his  jealoufy  of  the.  interference  of  the  Company,  to  make 
•every  effort  for  revoking  the  agreemtrnt  he  had  made  ;  we  were  therefore  aware,and 
actual  information  was  given  to  us,  that  intrigue,  artince,  and  falfehood,  had  been 
emploved  to  give  to  our  proceedings,  and  to  thofe  of  the  Committee  of  AfUgned 
Revenue,  fuch  a  colouring  as  might  bt  capable  of  inducing  you  to  overturn  a  fyllem 
you  had  fo  often  and  ftrongly  approved.     A  plan  was  laid  to   be    regulariy    formed 
for  throwing  upon  us  fuch  a  multiuide  of  afperfions,  that  it  might    be  taken  for 
granted  there  muff  have  been  fame  ground  for  accufation  againft  us.     Out  of  a  vaft 
number  of  falfe  tales,  fabricated  letters,  and  diftorted  fadls,  a  hope  was  entertained 
that  a  few  at  leaft  might  make  impreffion,  and  that  few  would  have  fully  anfwcred 
the  purpofe  of  impofition  ;  though  by  liiiening  to  reprefentations  from  the  Nabob, 
neither  tranfmitted  by  us,  nor   oft'cred  by  us  to  be  tranfmitted  to  you,  a  regulation 
of  your  own  Board  was  direftly  infringed,  yet  it  flill  was  poffible  that  you  might  feel 
reluftance  in  communicating  to  us  the  refult  of  fuch  infringement.     You  might  have 
thought  it  due  to  us  to  give  no  credit,  or  pay  no  attention  to  iuch  accufation  againft 
vs ;  you  misht    at  leaft  ha/e  wiHied    to   avoid    the   appearance  of  being  tcrward, 
after  fuch  an  infringement,  in  raking  any  fteps  corifcqucnt  upon  it,  of  which  the  firft 
fhould  have  been,  no  doubt,  the  communication  to  us  of  the  complaint  againft  u.s. 
We  wiftied  to  free  you  from  thefe  embarraffments,  by  rendering  that  communication 
the  confequence  of  our  own  defire,  and  therefore  wrote  to  you  immediately,  "  that 
~"  we  neither  dcfired  to  avail  ourfelves  of  tlie  fufpicious    appearance  of  Iuch  acruia- 
"  tions,  ncr  of  your  rehance  on  our  integrity,  nor  on  your  confidence  in  the  capacity 
""  and  affiduity  of  the  me;rbers  of  the  Co.rjmittee  of  Affigncd  Revenue,  but  wifned 
"  to  have  a   communication   of  every    argument  urged  againft  the   plan  we  had 
"  adopted,  and  of  every  charge  affertcd  againft  our  condufl  in  the  purluit  of  it;  thus 
-«c  to  give  us  an  opportunity  of  i'jftification,  before  any  opinion   fnould  be  formed  or 
"  ref  dution  taken  upon  eit.'ier  by  your  Board."     This  application,  though  repeated 
in  a  fubfequent  letter,  had    however  no  fuccefs.       We  obfervcd  to  you,  that  the 
■collections  were  attempted  to  be  interrupted  and  embarraffed  by   his  Highnefs  the 
Nabob,  as  you  would  perceive  in  the  inftance  of  V'ellore,    from  th:-  extracts  we  cn- 
clofed  to  you  of  letters  from  the  perfons  cmi>loyed  in  thatdiftfid,  that  his  Highnefs 
founded  his  declarations  on  the  fiaccering  expectations  he   affcrted   to  have  received 
■from  his  agents  at  Calcutta,  that  the  Alignment  would   be  fo  )a  ordered  by  your 
Board  to  be  furrendercd  to  him.     That  the  members  of  this  government  were  fenfible 
■how  littl;  ground  there  could  be  for  fucli  a  rumour,  knowing,  as  we  did,  the   uni- 
form opinion  you  had  entertained  and  communicated  to  us  on  this  fubject,  your  moft 
•earncft  advice  that  we  fhould  demand  an  cxclufive  Affignment.    The  treaty  you  made 
■with  the  Nabob  in  that  view,  rhc  entire  approbation  you  exprcfied  of  the  Affignment 
cbtai.icd  by  our  I'rcftdtnt  ;  your  d.re:t;ons  not  to  fuffer  it  to  be  defeated  ;  your  dil"- 
Jatisfadtion  at  the  delay  which,  fro  vi  delicacy  to  his  Highnefs,  we  fuffered  to  interv-^'ne 
in  the  effeftual  execution  of  It  ;  and,  laftly,  the  intentions  and  conilanc  aim  ijf  our 
employtr?,  that  fuch  arrangements  fliouid  be  made  as  would,  like  the  prtfent,  flee 
the  Prclidtncy  ul   Fort  St.  George  from  a  di-ptnd.uice  on   the   Nabob  in  regard  to 
Revenue,  which  has  been  fo  often  difappointed  :   VVc  irullcd  likewife,  tliat  in  cafe  of 
a  reprcfenution  of  a:)y  abufe  of  this  Aliignaient,  fuch  reprcfcntatioa  Vv^uuld  be  com- 
municated 
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jvjnlcated  to  us  form  our  anfwcr,  before  any  determination  would  be  taken  upon  it 
!>y  your  Board,  but  that  his  MiLWinefs  the  Nabob  might  have  the  weaknefs  to  flaitPr 
himi'elf  with  Ids  regular  proceedings  on  your  part ;  and  every  doubt  fuggefred  to 
the  people  of  the  folidity  and  permanency  of  our  authority  might  lead  to  the  necef- 
firy  of  exerting  not  merely  that  auhority,  bur.  the  adual  force  of  government,  in 
order  to  carry  the  pubiic  meafurts  ii. to  execution  j  tiiat  the  mifreprefenrations  of  the 
Nabob's  agents  were  apt  to  gain  Ibme  credit  here  from  their  ftippofed  communica- 
tion at  Calcutta  with  the  members  of  your  Board,  as  they  had  thus  the  opportunity 
of  knowing  immediately  your  lentiments ;  that  it  was  an  inconvenience  which  wc 
confcfled  we  had  not  foreften,  and  therefore  had  no  objection  to  the  Nabob's  fending 
any  of  his  minifters  or  fervants  whom  he  pjeafed,  but  that  the  event  had  brou^^ht  to 
our  minds  the  wiidom  of  the  Court,  of  birccflors,  in  exp^cf^ly  requefting  his  Highrefs 
to  confine  his  communications  with  them  to  the  channel  of  their  Prcfident  and  Coun- 
cil of  Fort  St.  George  ;  a  rule  which  your  Board  might,  from  what  has  happened,  be 
inclined  to  adopt  in  future  :  That  we  vvere  affured  that  the  Nabob,  having  lately 
appointed  ambaffadors  to  the  Court  of  Great  Britain,  His  IVIajelly's  minifters  declared 
they  would  receive  no  reprefcntaiions  from  his  Highnefs  but  through  the  Eaft  India 
Company  ;  fuch  a  refolution  not  precluding  his  Highnefs  from  complaining  even 
againft  the  Company  :  Nor  on  our  parts,  <hould  we  be  able,  were  we  inclined,  to 
flifle  any  complaint  lodged  againft  our  condud,  though  cur  Board  were  to  be 
the  only  channel  for  its  communication.;  and  that  thcfe  precautions  on  the  part  of 
Adminjftraticn  and  the  Company  feemed  to  arife  from  their  conviftion  that  delegated 
authority  loft  the  weight  and  influence  neceflary  to  the  purpofes  for  which  it  had  been 
intended,  ifrecourle  could  be  had  at  plea fu re,  and  without  its  knowledge  or  inter- 
vention, to  the  fuperior  or  fuperintending  power.  The  anfwer  to  our  letters  did  not 
avow  even  the  cxiftence  of  the  Memorial  to  which  thtfe  applications  pointed.  That 
Memorial  had  been  prefLiited  the  month  before  to  the  Governor  General.  It  muft 
have  been  received,  for  otherwife  it  could  not  have  been  "joithdra-wn.  The  knov/- 
ledgc  of  it  was  not  confined  to  the  Governor  General,  he  mull  have  communicated  it 
to  you  ;  for  it  was,  it  lecms,  the  colleftive  body  of  your  Board  that  afterwards  pre- 
vailed upon  Syed  AffamCawn  to  withdraw  that  Memorial  ;  it  gave  you,  however, 
r,o  alarm  ;  you  even  choofe  at  that  time  to  fupprefs  all  mention  of  it,  thoush  the 
mention  cf  it  might  have  put  us  upon  our  guard  as  to  t!ie  continuance  of  the  miicon- 
du6t  charged  in  it ;  though  fuch  mention  might  iiave  received  or  flrengthened  the  dif- 
pofilion  wliich  you  lay  we  had  esprelTcd  of  fupporting  the  Nabob  in  all  the  forms  and 
oftenfib'e  dignity  ot  his  fovereignty^  and  of  which  thetffefts  aiigiit  work  forgivenefs 
lor  our  paft  cfFences,  and  by  which  you  ftill  hoped  that  his  ciiffatisfaflion  might 
fhortiy  bsappeafcd;  and  .though  luch  a  mention  would  vvell  have  warranted  at  leafi: 
your  exhoitaiion  to  us  to  redouble  thofe  endeavours  in  whicli  you  fay  you  truded  for 
our  reconciling  his  Highnefs 's  mind  to  the  ntceflity  of  any  acts  which  the  diftrels  arid 
urgency  of  public  affairs  might  render  indifpenfable  .:  But  this  hope,  which  thus  you 
entertained,  even  afiei' the  complaints  of  the  Nabob  were  prelenied  to  you,  difcovcrs 
that  you  ftill  confidered  him,  notwithftanding  fuch  complaints,  as  aiftuilly  veiled  in 
all  the  forms  and  oitcnfible  dignities  to  which  he  was  entitled;  ior  a  fupport  of  him 
in  them,  in  the  conitruftion  of  .ui  official  and-'ormal  diipatch,  implies  a  poff.'fTion  of 
them  imm.ediately  preceding.  And  the  truil  you  fiiil  placed  in  us,  manif'efted  like- 
wife,  th.rv  you  perceived  it  might  be  poffible  that  the  afts  vvtii-.;li  we  were  reprefented 
to  have  comn;itrcd,  might,  by  the  ditlrefb  and  urgency  of  public  ati'airs,  have  been 
neceflary  and  indifpenfible,  and  confequcntly  io  juftifiablc,  that  the  Nabob's  mind 
might  be  reconciled  to  them.  I'hac  hope  therefore,  and  that  truil,  could  not  have 
cxifted  in  your  mind,  unlets  it  had  been  evident  at  the  fame  time  to  you,  that  either 
the  facts  contained  in  fuch  Memorials  were  not  true  as  therein  ftated,  or  if  true,  had 
not  the  cfrcct  of  divefting  tiie  Nabob  of  the  forms  and  oftcnfiblc  dignities  of  h:s 
itation.;  and  that  fo  far  from  a  propenfity  to  the  commiiTion  of  thoie  afts  of  pov/cr  in 
oppofuion  to  his  Higiincfs  which  were  not  necefLiry,  we  were  inclined  to  take  pains 
to  reconcile  him  to  dtole  that  were  lo,  neither  fuch  a  cunviftion  in  your  minds,  or 
fuch  cxpreiiions  of  it,  can  be  conltrued  to  have  arifcn  from  any  lentiments  of  par- 
tiality towards  us,  or  even  from  any  relolution  to  avoid  catering  into  animadverhons 
i7^'  ^  upon 
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upon  o-or  conduct ;  for  the  very  day  upon  which  you  cxprefTed  your  (zihfj.a\o:\  to-JS 
in  r-larion  to  the  Nabob,  you  wrote  to  us  a'-cther  letter,  expreisly  containing  ani- 
inadvcrfions  on  our  condufl  in  relation  to  other  fabi'ds  ;  thinking  yoiinelves,  in  one 
inftance,  fufficientiy  wirranted  in  accufing  us  of  ralfehood,  on  the  v/ound,  asyouex- 
prelTedic,  oi' yoin  thiMl:!Hg  that  you  could   /r^.ce  in  your  own  records  flrong  ^r^k's^- 
tive  proofs  of  fuch  falfchcod,  without  waiting,  or  fiace  having   been  able,  to  turn 
that  thought  into  certainty,  or  thofe  piefumptions  into  proofs.     Ic   is  r<ot  unlikely 
riicrefore,  that  if  at  the  fame  time  you  could  warrant  alio  the  fame  belief  of  being  able 
to  trace  any  fuch  prcfumption   againd  us  in  relation  to  the  Nabob,   you  would,  on 
fuch  "round,  have  condefcended  to  comply  with  our  earned  defire,  and  indeed  our 
well  tounded  claim,  of  having  this  accufation  likewife  brought  forward  without  de- 
lay.    It  is  therefore  probable  you  thought  it  fo  frivolour.  or  lb  falfe,  that  any  mention 
or  notice  of  it   muft  have  done  difcredit  to  the  Nabob.     At  any   rate,  you  did  not 
think  his  complaints  of  a  nature  fufficiently   cogent  or  important  to  proceed  imme- 
■diately  upon  the  invefligation  of  them  j  on  the  contrary.,  you  exprefled  your  furrow 
that  we  iliould  have  allowed  fo  much  credit  to  the  reports  which  appeared  to  have 
faken  up  our  attention  when  we  wiote  to  you  on  the   29th  June  and  12th  July.     So 
far  from  hinting  to  us  that  fa£ts  were  allcoged   to  you,  on  which  you  fince  have 
"rounded  your  diredlions  for  the  furrender  of  the  Alllgnment,  which,  if  true,  might 
lead  you  to  the  neceffity  of  fuch  decifion  ;  fo  far  from  hinting  to  us  that  the  Nabob's 
miniftcr  had  made  any  reprtfentation,  or  any  fuch  as  would  even  in  him   have  war- 
ranted the  hope  of  obtaining  that  decifion,  you  acquaint  us  that  you  are  afTured  by 
that  minifter  that  he  never  wrote  a  letter  to  his  mailer  that  conveyed  the  moft  diftant 
fug^eftion  of  an  intention  of  your  government  to  exaft  from  ours  the  furrender  of  a 
pofuive  e.Tgagement,  on  v*'hich  the  firft  and  natural  means  of  maintaining  the  defence 
of  the  Carnatic  depended,  and  which   you   yourfelves   had  declaredly  approved  j  and 
you  give  us  your  promife  that  you  would  not  countenance  fuch  reports  as  we   had 
alluded    to  ;   and   you  exprefs  your  wilh  that   we  fliould  give  credit   to  your  own 
.comrrunications  for  the  knowledge  of  your  fentiments  and  intentions.     As  there  was 
.no  change  of  fentiments  comnnunicated  by  you  as  to  the  Affignment  which  you  had 
declaredly  approved,  nor  as  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Committee  of  Affigned  Reve- 
nue to  vvhoie  management  the  Affignment  was  committed  by  us,  and  whofe  condudt 
you  highly  approved  for  the  great  attention  and  ability  they  Hiewed  in  fuch  manage- 
ment ;   we  were,  by  your  own  defirt,  authorized  to  fuppolc  that  you  had  made  no 
alteration  in  thofe  fentim.cnts.     Your  cotiuam-.l  approbation,   implied  by  yoiir  own 
rule,  encouraged  us  to  continue  in  the  conduct  wc  h.ad  ioilowed.     We  were  in  fome 
fort  forbidden  by  you  to  fufpcd  any  difapprobatioi.  which  you  did  not  ileclare.     Had 
vou,  indeed,  begun  to  fufptft  any  abuit  of  authoiiiy  by  us,  you  w(juld  not,  proba- 
bly, feveral  mwnths  after  the  prefcntation  of  this  Memorial,  have  claimed  fome  merit 
from  having  rcquefted   us  to  afllime  every  authority  by   vvhich    you    could    alTill 
us  in  coilcding  and  applying  the  remaining  refouices  ot  tiie  Carnatic.     This  merit 
too  you  claim  when,  for  the  firft  time,  you  intimate  that  complaints  of  a  very  heavy 
nature  were  prefied  upon  you  daily  by  the  Nabob  of  tl;e  Carnatic,  which  you  had, 
you  fay,  as  )et  avoided  to  take  into  confideration,  from  a  wifh  to  fupport  our  mca- 
furcs;  complaints  which,  you  add,  if  founded  in  fafts   that  were  notjuftified  by  a 
public    neceffity,  of  which   you   could    not   conceive   the  extremity,  were  ruinous 
to  our  national  charader,  and  might  prove  the  caufe  of  very  exrenlive  mifchief  to 
your  prefent  neguciations  for  a  peace  and  alliance  with  other  native  powers. j  but  you 
add,  tliat  you  would  not  lighilv   change  that  opinion  which  you  declared  to  us,  and 
to  our  employers,  of  your  puincular  coniidf  nee  i.i  the  ability  and  intrgiity  of  our 
Prefiden:.    Tiie  force  of  treaties,  the  acknowledged  rights  of  princes,  and  the  degree 
in  w.i  ch  public  neceffity  fhiaiKl  admit  a  deviation  from  the  ftrid  and  legal  attention 
due  to  bvjih,  were  objedts  which  you  thouglit  tiie  experience  of  our  Prcfident  happily 
.calculaied  todctcrmne  upon;  and  you  ftil!  hoped  that  the  Nabob's  complaints  may 
have   been  founded  u;.ua  mifconception,  and   that  they  might  fiiut  redrcis  wnere' it 
-CouiJ  aione  be  elRitually  agreeable  and  ufeful  to  him.     The  complaints  thus  then 
daily  in  October  lall  pi  efled  upon  you,  mult  have  been  fome   other   complaints,  or 
dieflld  upon  you  by  fome  other  nieui.s  than  thofe  of  the  Memorials,  which,  not  till 

after 
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nfctc'r  you  had  decided  upon   them,  you  enclofe  to  U3,  or  you  mufb  have  anticrpated         I. 

the  intention  of  the  Mcinorlalills  ;  for  in  your  letter  which  we  li;ive  the  honour  now < 

to  aniwer,  of  the  13th  January,  afier  the  account  you  are  pleated  ro  give  us  of  your 
jTiotives  and  (■uccefs  in  prevailing  upon  Syed  Aflam  Cawn  to  withdraw  his  firft  Memo- 
rial in  July  latl-,  you  frem  to  have  c-njoyed,  in  this  particular,  a  kind  of  refpite  until 
tlie  month  of  November.  Ycro  mention  that  you  were  difappointed  in  the  v/ifhcs 
and  expectations  you  had  form-d  that  the  Nabob's  diflatiifadtion  would  be  appeafed, 
and  his  mind  reconciled  ;  for  that,  in  the  month  of  November,  Syed  Affiim  Cawn, 
in  confequLiice  of  orders  which  he  had  received  for  that  purpofe,  drew  up  a  fecond 
Memorial,  which  he  prefented  with  the  former,  and  folicitcd  your  confideration  of 
them.  It  was  by  the  means  of  the  Governor  General  that  thefe  reprefentations  were 
communicated  to  you.  The  month  of  No'.  ember  feems  thus  to  have  been  the  sra 
of  the  renewal  of  thofe  felicitations.  Neither  thefe,  nor  thofe  you  mention  of  the 
preceding  Oftober,  though  of  a  heavy  nature,  were  however  of  fuch  a  nature  as 
10  preclude,  though  they  fliould  prove  to  be  true,  the  poffibility  of  being  juftified  by 
a  public  necefficy  of  which  you  could  fcarcely  conceive  the  extremity,  and  therefore 
required,  that  befide  fuch  an  enquiry  into  the  fads  as  could  be  fatisfadlory  or  conclu- 
five  only  by  hearing  the  teftimony  of  both  parties,  fuch  a  reference  to  us  of  them,  and 
fuch  a  demand  for,  and  in  confideration  of  our  motives,  as  might  enable  you  to  judge 
whether  they  were  motives  of  that  public  neccfiity  of  which  you  (till  admitted  the 
pofTtbility  ;  and  which,  if  fuch  exilted,  took  from  our  conduft,  even  if  the  allegations 
againft  us  had  been  true,  all  the  blame  and  all  the  danger  of  which  only  otherwife  ic 
appeared  tayou  to  be  fufceptible.  Your  reliance  particularly  on  the  ability,  inte- 
grity, and  political  experience  of  our  Prefident,  led  you  likewife  to  hope  that  die 
Nabob's  complaints  were  founded  upon  mifconception,  and  your  hope  that  he  might 
{till  find  redrcfs  here,  furnifhes  an  idea  of  redrefs  that  you  muft  then  have  thought 
adequate,  diough  fhort  indeed  of  what  you  have  fince  meant  to  have  given  for  the 
fame,  in  the  lurrender  of  the  AfTignment,  which  you  would  not  fuppofe  warrantable  in 
us,  after  your  earneft  advice  to  demand  it ;  your  repeated  approbation  of  it  when 
obtained,  and  which  grew  out  of  your  own  treaty  ;  the  refponfibiiity  of  which  ^ou 
warnus,  ifwe  fliould  fufFer  it  to  fail  of  its  full  effefl  j  your  requeft  that  we  fhould 
afTumc  every  authority  by  which  you  could  aflift  us  in  the  colieiftion  and  applicadon  of 
the  remaining  refourtes  of  the  Carnatic  ;  and,  above  all,  after  the  declaration  which 
■was  before  you  f;om  our  Prefident,  as  adting  for  this  Government,  ro  the  Nabob, 
that  this  Alflgnmer.t  or  Agreement  v.as  referred  to  the  Court  of  Directors,  and  that 
therefore  it  was  totally  out  of  his  power  to  comply  with  his  Highnefs's  requelt  for 
annulling  it,  were  he  even  fatisfied  of  the  propriety  of  fuch  a  meafure. 

The  complaints  therefore,  which  you  fay  you  imagine  had  been  made  in  the  firfl 
inftance  to  our  own  Board,  muft  have  been  by  you  imagined  to  be  complaints  that 
required  a  rc;r.edy  more  within  our  own  power,  and  a  leiFer  facrifice  of  die  public 
caufe.  You  euuld  not  indeed  fuppofe  that  we  fliould  relax  in  any  part  of  the  Align- 
ment after  the  expreflions  of  your  diffatisfadtion  for  our  having  once  done  fo,  and  your 
warnings  againft  our  doing  fo  in  future  ;  you  did  not  even  think  it  necefTary  that  we 
Ihould  enter  into  controverfial  explanations  with  the  Nabob  on  matt-ers  in  which  he 
had  no  prelent  concern,  but  that  we  might  refer  him  to  that  period  at  which  he  might 
require  from  us  a  reltitution  of  our  truft,  and  a  faithful  report  of  the  manner  in  whici? 
we  had  difcharged  it  j  and  that  ail  intermediate  a^its  were  independently  our  own,  and 
could  only  be  made  fiiblervient  to  his  intcrefls,  being  independently  ours.  There 
could,  befides,  be  no  identity  between  complaints  which  you  imagined  had  been  made 
to  us,  and  complaints  which  you  meniion  as  exhibited  againft  us.  Even  if  the 
original  fubjett  had  been  the  fame,  the  ground  m.uft  change,  in  fome  degree,  v.'irh 
.  the  tribunal  ;  and  the  laft  complaint  muft  contain  a  charge  of  a  denial  of  redrefs  upon 
prefentation  of  the  former,  which,  before  fuch  prefencatio.n,  could  not  have  exiited. 
But  no  imaginauon  on  your  part  or  ours,  or  even  certainty  that  complaints  againft 
us  had  been  tirft  made  to  us,  could  warrant  us  in  fuppofing  you  fo  inattentive  to  all 
jultice,  and  to  the  [Aiblic  intertil  involved  in  the  f;itc  of  the  AfTignment,  as  to  con- 
demn our  conduc^t,  or  annul  thvtt  Aflignment,  without  affording  us  a  fpecific  commu- 
nication of  the  charges  brought  againlt  us  in  relation  to  fucli  .-T.f.':gnment,  as  well  as 

i?'^*  ^  without 
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I.         without  giving  us  any  notice  of  trial,  without  requiring  our  anfwerj  hearing  the 

tcftiinonies   we  might  have  to  difprove  luci  chargt-b.,  or  ihc  juftification  we  might 

have  to  fct  up  againft  them.  But  on  the  very  tirft  intimation  which  you  gave  us, 
that  heavy  complairifs  had  been  made  againft  us  by  the  Nabob,  we  exprcffcd  our 
luiprife  to  you  that  you  fliould  withhold  a  moment  from  us  tiie  commu:i;cat-on  of 
fuch  complaints.  Vve  aiTured  you,  that  we  had  adopted  no  meafures  in  relation  tu 
iiis  Hichnefs,  but  fuch  as  you  previoufly  dlrefted  and  afterwards  approved  j  that  cur 
delicacy  tov/ards  his  Ilig'hnefs,  and  our  forbearance  in  m.my  intianccs,  from  that 
dtlicacv,  to  take  the  meafures  which  our  fituation  lequired,  and  your  direflions 
ex-^reisl'd,  i'.r:d  been,  if  any  thing  had,  the  only  ccnfurable  part  of  our  condu<rt, 
and  you  exprclfed  your  regret  at  it.  Vv'e  recolkftcd,  that  to  our  former  appHcation 
to  you  to  be  made  acquainted  with  any  cbjedions  reported  to  be  made  to  our  plan 
or  execution,  you  fecmed  in  your  anfwer,  forry  that  vve  flicuid  give  credit  to  i'uck 
reports,  and  kindly  promifed  not  to  countenance  them.  But  we  obferved  to  you, 
■that  we  (liould  hold  it  a  countenance  moft  injurious  to  us,  to  fuffer  the  public  notice 
you  then  took  of  fuch  complaints  to  continue  in  their  then  ftate  of  fufpenfe,  as  to  the 
"rounds  and  motives  of  them,  without  giving  us  an  opportunity,  by  an  immediate 
■com.munication  of  them,  as  we  already  had  dcfired,  tojultify  ourfelves  againft  them 
if  ill-founded.  We  concurred,  indeed,  with  you  in  ihe  opinion  you  had  given  us 
in  your. letter  of  the  5th  April  1782,  of  the  propriety  of  our  declining  any  contro- 
■verlial  explanations  perfonaily  with  the  Nabob;  our  that  we  were  anxious  to  receive 
his  complaints  through  your  Board,  that  you  might,  after  you  had  heard  our 
defence,  be  the  fooner  able  to  form  a  judgment  of  our  own  conduct ;  for  that,  as 
we  iiad  already  declared  to  you,  v/e  difciaimed  that  rendernefs  which  fhould  conceal 
anv  information  or  materials  that  could  elucidate  our  conduft. 

For  the  furprile  we  dien  felt  at  your  withholding  tor  a  moment  a  communication 
of  complaints  againft  us,  which  you  withheld  for  leveral  months,  our  motives  have 
been  ftren-^thcned  by  your  fubfequent  proceedings.  For  though  the  very  exiftence 
of  fhofe  complaints  is  conccakd  from  us  from  July  to  0£tober,  at  the  fame  time 
that  our  fufpicions  are  quelled  by  your  defire  that  we  ihould  entirely  credit  your 
own  accounts;  though,  when  the  fadt  of  complaint  is  mentioned  in  your  letter 
of  October,  not  one  is  tranfmitted  to  us  for  our  anfvver,  nor  even  the 
nature  of  them  explained,  except  that  they  were  heavy  complaints ;  or  any 
account  given  to  what  they  pointed,  though  we  were  tne  parties  accufed : 
But  thus  not  heard,  though  in  the  regular  courfe  of  bulinefs  we  might  have 
expcded  them  to  be  tranfmitted  to  us,  who  could  bell:  explain  them  to 
yon,  and  to  the  Court  of  Direftors,  yet  thofe  coippl.unts  contained  in  two 
Memorials,  one  prcfented  iirft  in  July,  and  again  with  the  other  in  November, 
v/cre,  as  you  relate,  entered  upon  your. records  before  the  departure  of  the  Lively 
Fatket.  They  were  both  in  fa£l  entered  in  December,  nor  neceif-trily  lb  at  that 
time;  for  .the  ncceffity,  if  any,  muft  have  related  back  to  July  or  November, 
when  they  were  prcfented  ;  but  they  v>'erc  entered  before  the  departure  of  the 
Lively  Packet.  In  mjcnlioning  them  in  your  letter  to  the  Court  of  Diredors,  you 
fimply  refer  to  the  Papers  themfelvcs;  you  ftate  no  remaiks  upon  them;  you  had 
not  indeed  then  taken  them  into  confideration,  yoa  had  not  as  yet  even  had  the 
accufer's  teflimony.;  but  you  fend  the  accufation  ;  you  did  not  choofe  to  have  to 
fend  the  anfwer  of  the  accufed.  This  partial  tranfmiiTion  is,  however,  to  be 
ccnfidcred  as  impartial  juftice,  becaufe  you  added  no  remarks ;  you  (hd  not  there- 
fore remark  that  you  kept  thofe  accufationsi  carefully  fro.o  us  ;  by  which  means 
you  left  them  to  their  full  operation  againft  us,  and  f  cured  for  them  the  bentiit  of 
a  firft  and  long.imprefiion,  before  any  defence  can  follow  on  our  part;  depriving 
us  (until  it  may  prove  too  late)  of  the  Oi)portuniry  to  deny,  or  refute,  or  explain,  the 
.charges,  or  to  oiler  what  we  had  to  olfer  in  our  juftification  ;  it  was  a  caufe,  it 
Teems,  to  be  heard  only  on  one  fide.  Had  the  Lively  Packet  been  oidered  to  call 
.at  Fort  St.  George,  as  (he  palt  the  Coaft,  fome  intimation  of  this  tranfrniPdon 
inigh.t  have  readied  us,  lb  as  to  follow  it,  within  a  reafonablc  tim.e,  by  a  tranf- 
miir.on  on  our  part;  and  then  the    whole   would    have    come    fairly    before   our 

mafters,: 
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mafters:  but  the  Lively  Packet  was  not  fufFered  to  rail  at  Fort  St.  George.  It  was  T. 
however  ufual,  and  agreeable  to  the  intention  of  tiie  Court  of  Direftors,  for  ■■ 
packets  from  B.^iigal  to  call,  when  the  feafon  would  allow,  at  this  Prefidency,  for 
its  public  difparches  for  the  Company.  It  would  be  a  necdlefs  multiplication  of 
exper.ce  ro  the  Company  to  have  feparate  packets  from  neighbouring  Prefidt-ncies. 
No  feafon  more  favourable  for  calling  here  than  when  the  Lively  failed.  To  call 
here  would  then  have  len  »thencd  her  voyage  but  a  very  few  days.  No  time  at 
which  the  lareft  accounts  from  this  Prefidency,  the  feat  of  war,  could  more 
anxioufly  be  fought,  or  be  more  requifite  to  be  known  by  our  employers.  She  did 
not  carry  from  Bengal  the  ratification  of  the  Mahratta  Treaty,  or  of  any  fignal 
event,  of  which  il-.e  importance,  and  a  long  anxious  expeftation,  mii^ht  account 
for  the  laudable  impa:ience  of  conveying  it  home,  without  enquiring  for  the  events 
upon  this  Coaft.  When  Ihe  failed,  no  account  of  hoftile  fhips  upon  the  Coaft  to 
render  dangerous  its  approach.  The  Lively  Packet  had  been  fent  merely  for  repair 
to  Bengal  from  this  Prefideiic\ .  A  note  had  been  delivered  on  the  part  of  our 
Piefidcnt  to  the  Governor  Gcnc'ral  on  public  affairs  and  for  public  ufe,  in  which, 
among  other  things,  it  v.'as  mentioned,  "  That  Lord  Macartney  made  a  point  of  • 
"  not  detaining  even  private  (hips,  and  took  care  to  have  his  dilpatches  ready,  or 
"  deferred  fr.'^ding  them  to  another  opportuni:y.  It  gave  him  therefore  much 
"  pain,  that  the  :?wallow  Packet  Hiould  iiave  been  kept  at  Madras  feveral  days, 
"  which  was  entirely  tor  ^ir  hyre  Coote.  Lord  Macartney  defired  to  aflTure 
"  Mr.  Haftings,  that  he  would  not  detain  any  vtlTc!  t^om  Bengal  beyond  forty- 
"  e:ght  hours.  As  he  had  few  opportunities  of  lending  immediately  from  hence  by 
''■  any  quick  conveyance,  he  rcquefted  the  packets  from  Bengal  might  be  directed 
"  to  toi;ch  at  Fort  St.  George.  As  the  Nancv  Ketch  did  not  do  fo,  it  would  be  a 
'•'  dilappomtir.ent  to  him  if  the  J^ivclv  Ihould  not  be  ordered  to  call  at  Madras." 
This  re^ueft,  and  thofe  rcafons,  motives  of  public  duty  or  private  civility,  were  not 
fufficient  to  allow  the  Lively  to  touch  at  Madras.  The  countenance  already 
injurious  to  us,  in  fullering  the  public  notice  you  had  taken  of  complaints  againft  us 
to  continue  in  a  liateof  fuipenfe,  without  giving  us  an  opportunity  by  an  immediate 
communication  of  them  tojuftify  ourfelves  againll:  them,  became  ftili  more  injurious 
by  the  advantage  thus  given  to  our  accufers  without  cur  knowledge. 

At  what  period  you  determined  ro  take  thefe  complaints  into  confideration,  we 
cannot  alcertain  ;  were  we  to  judge  by  the  reafon  which  you  alledge  had  forced  you 
ro  do  it,  it  would  fix  it  to  July  :  for  the  infradion  of  your  treaty,  and  breach  of  the 
condition  of  the  Afilgnment,  which  you  fay  appeared  to  you  offuch  confequrnce,  that, 
for  the  fake  of  jullice  to  the  Nabob,  and  toretricvethe  injury  which,  in  tl.e  minds  of  the 
Country  Powers,  liich  an  infraction  had  call  upon  our  nationalTaiiiT,  you  were  forced 
to  enter  into  an  inveffigation  of  it,  wus  fully  let  forth  in  the  Memorialof  Julv  :  and 
cur  injuflice  in  this  inRance  to  the  Nabob,  and  the  Company's  injuftice  in  depriving 
liim  of  Tanjore,  are  the  chief  fubje<51s  of  that  Memorial.  This  infraftiori  how- 
ever did  not,  it  feems,  thtnftrikcyou  in  quite  to  formidable  a  light,  a?  vou  have  fince 
defcnbcd  it.  The  exprefiion,  indeed,  in  your  letter  of  the  19th  Odober,  of  not 
jiaving  yet  Cdnfidered  the  Nabob's  complaints,  leems  to  point  at  an  intention  of 
doing  fo  in  future;  but  fupp'  fing  that  you  were  not  entirely  fixed  in  that  inicntion 
till  you  received  both  Memorials  in  November,  ifill  there  was  time  to  have  tranf- 
mitted  them,  and  to  have  an  anfwrr  even  by  the  common  poil ;  before  the  day  on 
which,  without  fuch  tranfmifnon,  and  confcquently  without  fuch  anfwer,  it  appears 
you  undertook,  thus  only  partially  informicd,  and  confcquently  thus  not  pcrteitly 
qualified  to  judge  upon  an  important  public  meaiure,  and  upon  our  condr.d  in 
the  fupport  of  it;  you  thus  proceed  to  judge  upon  complaints  againft  the  conduct 
of  our  Piefidenr,  which  you  fay  are  the  fubjccl:  of  Aflam  Cawn's  Memorial,  and  in 
which  conduct  we  mud  add,  that  the  whole  of  the  Seledt  Committee  of  this 
Government  equally  partook.  Of  whatever  information  you  might  have  been 
poffeffed  in  relation  to  charges  brought  before  you  againlt  any  individual  in  a  public 
or  private  c..;aciry,  it  would  have  been  fuitable  to'the  wifdom  and  dignity  of  the 
moli:  enlightened  tribund  to  announce  fuch  charges  fpecifically  to  fuch   individual, 
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1.         to  call  upon  him  for  his  defence,  to  give  him  an  opportunity  to  offer  it  before  you 

^, would  proceed   to  pronounce  upon   his  condudl.     However  evident  might  have 

appeared  our  guilt,  and  whether  it  went  to  the   lofs  of  foitune,  fiime,  or  office,  or 
was  in   the   fiifl:  inftance   to  confid   in   the   heavy  misfortune  of  your  crnfure,  the 
eftabliflied    maxims    of  julSice,     the    regularity   and    folemnity   of  judgment,  the 
tendcrnefs  and  precaution  of  humanity,  required,  that   before  fentence  was  pafied, 
•>ve  fnould  be  put  upon  our  trial  and  heard  in  our  defence.     If  with  our  c.iufe  was 
implicated  the  public  caufe,  if,  in  confequcnce  of  the  conviftion  of  our  milcondu6t, 
>.hc  Company  whom  we  reprefcnt  v/ere  to  be  deprived  of  the  benefit  of  an  Affign- 
n>ent  which  was  deemed  proper,  jull:,  and  necefluiry,  which  you  advifed,  authorized, 
and  applauded,  fuch  a  confequence  did   not  entitle  you  to  proceed  more  lightly  to 
fuch  convidion.    But  you  did  not  think  yourielves  fufficientlv  informed  to  pronounce 
upon  your  own  knowledge.     You  obferve,  that  the  Nabob's  charge  againft:  Lord 
Macartney  for  breach  of  the  treaty  concluded  by  your  Government  with  the  Nabob 
the  2d  April  1781,  is  founded  principally,  though  not  entirely,  on  Lord  M.icartncy's 
(fuppofed)  affumpiion    of  the   authority   fpecially   rcferved   to   the   Nabob  in  the 
Afl'ignment,  and   in  Lord  Macartney's  acceptance  of  it,   of  affixing  his  feal  and 
fignature  to  fuch  appointment  of  Aumils  as  fliould  be  made  by  Lord  Macartney, 
and  that  our  proceedings  iranfmitted  to  you  contain  no  other  m.aterials  wiiich  bear 
a  relation  to  this  charge,  except   thoie  which   are  contained  in  our  letter  of  the 
ift  cf  May    1782.      That   there  might   be    in   your   opinion.,     therefore,    other 
materials  relative  to  this  charge,  may  be  inferred  from  this  obfervation.     And  as  iii 
ta<fl  it  led  you  to  fcek  for  other  inform.ation,  you  think  it   neceflary  to  enquire  into 
the   circuir.llance  of  the   original   tranla£lions  faid   to   have   paifed  on  the  1 8th  of 
April,  and  into  thofe  of   the  fubfequent  appointment  of  Aumildars ;    on  fuch  an 
occafion,  you   could   not  indeed  take  too  much  precaution  in  feeking  for  accurate 
infonriation,  and  in  endeavouring   to  acquire  a  perfect  knowledge  of  the  circum- 
.ftances   attending  the   whole  tranla«5i:ion;   you  felt  the  propriety   and   necelTity   of 
•  examining  into  evidence ;  you  were  to  feek  for  truth  from  authentic  documents,  and 
impartial   witnefles,  and  from  the  confidcration  and  comparifon  of  the  teftimonies 
to  be  adduced  by  the  oppofite  parties ;  you  overlooked,  however,  the  proceedings 
of  the  Committee  of  Affigned  Revenue,  authentic  documents  on  this  point,  which 
you  had  received  and  obferved  with  farisfa6lion.     In  thefe  proceedings,  you  already 
poffcfTed  particulars   bearing   a  relation   to  the  charge  againft  us,  which  were  not 
contained  in  our  letter  of  the   ift  of  May,  which  however,  you  fay,  contained  all 
the   materials  you   had   before  you  of  the  proceedings  of  the   Select  Committee. 
That  letter  informed  you,  that,  on  the  Nabob's  refufal  to  confirm  our  Renters,  we 
had  taken  the  line  which  our  fituation  required ;  and  it  was  obvious  what  that  line 
mull  be,  even  without  the  Enclofurco,  which  related  the  whole  tranfaftion  ;  and  the 
proceedings  of  the  Committee  of  AfTigned  Revenue,   gave  you  alfo  the  circum- 
llantial  and  material  motives  for  the  immediate  procedure  of  the  Seledt  Committee 
already  quoted,  that  it  was  obvious  from  the  Nabob's  letter  that  he  had  no  intention 
to  fign  the  Torana  Chits;  and  as  much  tii^ie  had  already  been  loft,  and  the  feafon 
.  of  the  year  was  fofar  advanced,  that  any  further  delay  in  fending  ihc  feveral  Renters 
:to  take  charge  of  their  farms  would  be  attended  witli  confiderahle  lofs  of  Revenue. 
Thele  proceedings,  and  thefe  motives,  might  have  been  proper  to  have  been  brought 
forward  by  you,  and  were  not   unworthy  of  your  confidcration.      It  might  have 
been  prcpcr  to  .  confider,    whether   this  Government  ought,  in   kcepinij;  back   the 
Renters,  to  have  yielded  to  the  views  of  tlie  N.ibob  in  his  intention  not  to  fi^n  the 
T(  ranaCiiits,  and  thus  to  fee  the  Anignmerit  defeated  altogether;  or,  to  ule  your 
woids  applied  to  this  Affignmenr,  wiicther,  after  liaving  contended  for  fo  great  an 
acquifition  with  fo  fortunate  an   illue,  we  ihould  fiiffcr  any  confideration,  even   of 
delicacy  towards  .the  Nabob,   to   rellrain  us  from   availing  ourfelvcs   of  ir.      The 
intentions  of  the  Nabob,  obvious   from   the    letter   above  alluded   to,    called   for 
{)articular  attention.     It  miglu  have  been  right  to  weigh   the   importance  of  the 
tiine  already  lofl,  of  the  advanced  feafon  of  the  )ear,  and  the  confidcrablc  lofs  of 
iJIcvenue  to  arifc  from  any  (uithcr  del.iy  in  lendin.;:  the  Renters  to  cake  charge  of  the.r 
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farms.     If  any  doubt  rubfifled   in   your  minds,  or  was  affedcd  to  be  thrown  iip'^n         I. 
thofe   intentions   and    tliofe    fadts,    it    became  you   to  call  upon  us  for  the  proofs     ' 
of  our  alTcrtions.     We  fhould   have    produced   the  Nobob's   letter,   flit-wn    how 
time   iiad    bc-cn    confumed,    hosv    little    was    to   be    fparcd,    and    how    neccffiry 
was  our  difp.itch,    iuch   fliould    have    bt-cn    the    line   of  your    conduft;    all   this 
was    not  done; — no  part  of  it   was  done; — no   deliberation    upon   the    cogf-ncy 
of  our  motives, — no  mention  of  them  ;  thoup;li  you  declare    that  the  breach  of  the 
Anignir.ent,  for  which  we  are,  in  the  perion  of  our  i'refident,  fo  feverely  cenfured,  and 
for  which  you  deprive  the  Company  of  what  you  termed  a  great  acquifitioK,  was  the 
breach  of  a  mere  form,  rcfcrved  for  the  fole  purpofe  of  pieferving  what  you  call  the  Na- 
•bob's  oftcnfiblc  ibvereignty  ;  and  though  you  acknowledge  that  vour  general  recom- 
mendations might  avail  us  in  tliebreachof  this  mere  form,  if  necefury  for  realizing  the 
collections  ;  yecof  that  necefTity,  of  the  circumfranccs  or  motives  that  did  or  might  lead 
to  it,  you  take  no  account  :  ycu  are  latiified  with  faying,  that  you  apprehended  that 
the  proof  of  fuch  necelTity  would  be  imp-jirible.     This  apprehended  impofTibility  goes 
not  to  the  fadt,  but  to  the  proof;  but  every  [,\&i   is  fufceptible  of  fufficient  proof, 
proportioned  to  its  nature.     The  proof  of  the   ncceflity  of  a  future  meafure,  on  the 
ground  ol  ill  confequcnces  to  arife  from  the  omiHion  of  it,  muft  be  taken  from  ob- 
fcrvation  of  the  palt  or  prefent.     We  are   m.inded  to  guard  againft   future  by  the 
reco'leftion  of  paR,  or  tiie  exiflence  of  prefent  evil  :  it  is  the  certain  profpcd  of  the 
continuance  of  fuch  evil  confequent  on  particular  meafurcs,.  that  conftitutes  the  proof 
of  the    neccifiry    ot   tak'ng   opjiofite    meafurcs.     Ti;e   nature   of   the    cafe  fnould 
^prevent  cxjding   as  a   proof  ui^  fuch   neceHuy,    the  aftual   exiflence   of  the  evil 
after  the   meafure   to  prevent  it  had   taken  place.;  yet  in  that  light  only  could  the 
proof  you  mention  have  been  impoiTible.     If  ynu  had  recommended  to  us,  as  you 
did,  to  place  perfons  in  the  management  of  the  afllgned  countries  who  were  b.kely  to 
be  under  our  own  controul.     If  hem   experience  it  was  known  that  the  collections 
could   not  be  realized   for  the  Con-.pany  but   under  fuch  peilons:  if  the  Na'bub  did 
not  chufe  to  affix  his  feal  to  this  ajipoinrmenr,   and   if  fuch  refulal  on  his  part,   not- 
withftanding  fuch  refufal  and  fuch  purfuit  of  vour  advice  on  our  part,  were  to  con- 
Ititure  that  breach  of  that  mere  form  ^  the  necefTity  of  Iuch  a  breach  depends  upon 
the  reality  of  thefe  fuppotuions,  and  thele  are  fadl:s  which  appear  to  have  lain  within 
the  poiTibility  of  proof.     But  the  caution   with  which  you  proceed    to   pronounce  in 
oppofition  to  thefe  fads,  and  in   favour  of  the  Nabob  againfl  the  Company  and  the 
Company's  reprefentative,  confills  in  refting   your  fvlth  entirely  upon  the  aficrtions 
of  him  who  was  then,  and  him  who  had  been  the  agent  of  the  Nabob.     They  had 
.been  jointly  fent  before  the  Nabob,  or  in   his  nan^.e  by   hi.s  feco;id  Ion,  tlie  Am.eer 
III  Omiah,  to  Calcutta,  to  form  the   Treaty  with   ycu   of  April    17S1.     Tlie  one 
was  and   is  the   Nabob's  Dewan,  or  principal  fervant.     The  other,  to  enter  into  his 
Highncls's  fervice,  forfook  his  iinportant  duty  in  the  fervice  of  the  Conipany.  Thefe 
perlbns  jointly   had  propofed,  foiiciteci,  and   concluded   that  Treaty;  or,    as  it  is 
called  by  tlie  CGmmitcec  of  Secrecy  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  that  fino;ular  re- 
prelentation   and  tranfaflion  ;   in  which,  among  many  other  things,  the  Nabob  de- 
clares himfelf  an  hereditary  Prince,  and  indcpcndant  of  every  one  ;  in   w.hich,    be- 
•fide   the  annexation  of  feveral  Talooks  or  diftr;i5ls,  in  the  Balaghat,  he  claims  the 
refumption  of  the  Talook  or  diltrict  of  Tanjoic,  of  which   he  had  taken  poiTefHon 
according  to  the  rule  and  pradice  of  Hindoffan  ;  but  which,   at  the  fole  infligation 
of  felf-interefted  people,  was  taken  from  him  and  given  to  a  Ryot  or  peafant  of  his; 
and  in  v^hich  likewife  he  defires  that  a  Treaty  be  made  between  the  King  of  Great 
.Britain   and   King  of  France,   fettling  the  peace  and  fecurity  of  the  Carnatic  ;   and 
that  the  rights  of  his  Government,  without  the  connexion  of  any  one,  and  his  power 
to  appoint  a  fucceflbr  to  the  Carnatic,  be  included   in  fucti  Treaty  ;  thefe   perfons 
had  indeed  entered  deeply,  zealoufly,  and   entirely  into  all  his   Higiinefs's   and   fiis 
fccond  fon's  profound  fchemes.     By  Tanjore  and  the  other  territories  demmded  ii\ 
this  Treaty,  the  delegated  power  of  Aliam  Cawn,  the  manager  of  tlic  Revenues, 
would   be  co-extenfive  widi  his  mailer's  acquifit'ons,  and  the  lettlement  of  ttie  fuc- 
celTion  would  have  provided  for  the  duration  of  his  power.     The  importance  of  the 
Treaty  required  a  il'vliniRer  froin  your   Board  to  be  refident  here,  to  maintain  its 
J76.  faithi 
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L         faith  ;  r.nd  the  Nabob's  other  agent,  Mr.  Richard  Sulivan,  was   appointed  by  yoa 

.    at  his  Highncfs's  reqiieft  to  be  that  Minifter.     Thus  each  had  an  aftiia!  or  profpec- 

tive  recompence  in   the  completion  of  the  Nabob's  fyHienn.     Their  caufe  was  com- 
iTion  with  ihcir  mafters.     Of  a  Claufc  of  this  Treaty  of  April  178  i,  the  agreement 
of  December   1781    was   a  modification;    but   that   modification   was  a   material 
change  to  the  manager  Aflam  Cawn  ;  it  took  from  him  the  f'perintendance  of  the 
Revenue.     That  agreement  annulled,  reftored  to  him  that  fuperintendance  of  the 
confidence  to  be  placed    in   Mr.   Richard   Sulivan,  in  the  relative  matters   of  the 
Nabob  and  the  Company  ;  it  is  not  necefTary  to  fay  more,  than  that  at  the  very  time 
he  v,as  confidential  Secretary  to  the  Seled  Committee  of  this  Prefidency,  and  con- 
iequently  poffcflfed  ofall  the  views  and  fecrets  of  the  Company,  as  far  as  related  to 
this   Government,  he  entered  privately  into  the  f-rvice  of  the  Nabob,  vviih  whom, 
by  the  orders  of  the  Court  of  Directors,  none  of  the  Company's  fervants  are  allowed 
to  have  any  communication  without   tne   permifilon  of  the  Prefident  ;  and  that  he 
undertook  the  plan  of  independence  and  ambitious  projefts  of  the  Carnatic  cabinet, 
fo  reprobated  by  the  Companv,  who    fince  have  punifhed  this  untlfuhful  conduft  by 
•difmillinig  him  from  their  fcrvice.     This  Gentleman  was  exprelsly  appointed  by  you 
for  the  purpofe  of  maintaining  the  faith  of  your  Government  in  the  Agreement  con- 
cluded with  the  Nabob,  and  for  the  reprcfentation  of  luch  matters  as  might  at  any 
time  require  his  interpofition  in  that  charafter,   and   in   your  name,  either  with  the 
Nabob,  or  with  the  Prefident  and  Council,  or  Scleci:  Committee  of  Fort  St.  George  ; 
yet,  as  he  acknowledges  he   had  no  imir.edjate  communication  with  that   Prefident 
and  Council,  or  that  Selcdf  Committee,  he  adds,  that  he  felt  himfelf  hurt  in  fome 
points ;  but  whether  hurt  or  not  in  anv  point,  it  wns  his  duty,  wnilc  he  continued  in 
the  enjoyment  and  emoluments  of  office,   to  endeavour,    as   much  as  in  him  lay,  to 
execute  the  duties  you  had  prefcribed   to   him,  wharever   doubts  this   Government 
might  have  entertained,  cither  of  the  righ.t  or  of  the  exp-diency  of  the  appointment 
of  a  reprefentative   here  different  from  and  independent  of  this  Prefidency.     Thofe 
doubts,  which  did  not  affedl  him  in  the  pofTeirion,  fhould  not  have  affefted  him  in 
the  exercife  of  the  office:  this  Prefidency  could  not  have  prevented  him  from  mak- 
ing to  them  at  leaf!:  a  written  reprefcntation   upon  the  fuppotcd  invafion  by  them  of 
the  Nabob's  rights,  which,  if  any  cafe  could,  mufl  have  been  the  cai'e  which  required, 
in  the  words  of  your  credentials  to  him,  his  interpofition  with  us  as  the  Reprefca- 
•tative  and  Minifter  of  your  Government.     If  he  had  really  felt  on  this  occafion,  the 
enormity  he  has  fince  defcribed,  he  could  not  have  refilled  the  fairnefs  and  uncom- 
monnels  of  the  occafion  for  demonilrating,  in  oppofitron  to  our  opinion,  the  expe- 
diency of  his  appointment;   in  the  inflance  of  his  fuppirting  the  Nabob  upon  the 
Jpot,  and  on   the  firft  attempt  of  our  encroachment,  or  at   leall  of  remonllrating 
with  us  and  warning  us  in  your  name,  before  it  might  be  too  late,  of  the  injuflice 
^nd  violence  of  our  proceedings  ;  fucii   remonftrances  (whatever   might  have  been 
the  reception  of  them)  made  by  the  Reprefentative  of  your  Government,  Vv'ould  at 
leaft  Have  rendered  the  refponfibiliry  cf  our  conduft   heavi-r  upon    us.      His  duty 
would    have    been   performed,  however  our  proceedings  might  be  criminal  in  Ui  or 
unjuft  to  the  Nabob  ;  the  incident,  had  it  really  happened,  would  have  thus  been  for- 
tunate to  the  Rcfidenr,  as  affording  him  lb  confpicuous  an  ojiportunity  of  difplaving 
■on  the   moment  his  zeal  and  his  abilities,  as  well  as  alcertaiiung  the  doubled  ufcful- 
nefs  of  his  office,   now  abolifhcd.     The  Refident's  utter  filcnce  to  us  at  the  time  is 
therefore  a  plain  argument,  that  when  tlie  tranlaclion  took  place,  he  did  not  precife- 
Jy  feel  iuch  an  imprciliun  ol  it  as  he  has  fince  endeavoured  to  convey  to  others  ;   and 
that  wha;cver  account  he  may  have  hazarded-  at  a  diftancc,   he  mull  have  been  con- 
fcious  it   could  not  iiave  borne  a  dilcuflion  on  ihe  fpot.     Truth  is  frequently  better 
known  from  the  fudden  feelings  and  exprcfilons  of  men  on  the   mom  nt  that  events 
arifc  before   them,  than  (rom  accounts  that  are  afterwards  deliberately  combined; 
calm   fenfation  contradids   angry  recollection,   and   original  acquiefcence  difcredits 
fubl'eqiient  complaint.     Mr.  Richard   Sufivan,   wJio   was  lent  as    Refident  here  to 
maintain  thefaiih  of  Government  towards  the  Nabob,  made  no  effort  here,  and  ut- 
tered no  complaint  againft  any  breach  of  that  faith  ;   but  afterwards,   in  confequence 
of  the  Nabob's  reprcfentation,  goes  round,  as  he  calls  it,  to  Bengal,  to  make  a  re- 
prcfentation

prefcntation  there,  ceafes  to  be  adual  Refidcnt  here,  he  returns  as  tlic  Nabob's  So-         j. 

iicitor  a:  Bengal.     His  Plighnefs's  two  Memorials,  which   are  in   the   Englifh  Ian- 

■guage,  and   not  fiid  to   be  tranflations,  were  probably  friuued   by  that  Gentleman, 
though  prefented  by  AlTam  Cavvn,  a   Mahomcdan   not  converfant  in  our  language. 
Thele  two  perfons,  as  if  without  bias  in  the  caufe  or  intereft  in  the  event,  as  if  not 
■committed  by  the  affcrtions  advanced  already  by  them   in  the  Memorials,  were  the 
.perfons  you  filefted  to  Itamp  veracity  on  thofe  Memorials.     Before   you  called  on 
thenn  you  had  abundant  time  to  obtain  from  hence,  where  the  tranfaftion  pad,  the 
whole  of  the  tedimonJes  relating  to  itj  perhaps  it  might  iiave  been  no  fuperfluous 
caution  not  to  rely  implicitly  on  thofe  willing  and  interelled  witneffcs,  furniflied  by 
one  fide  only;    and  who,  from   temper  and   fituation,  might   have  obferved  with 
prejudice,    and    might   report   with   partiality.      Of  thefe    wit-ncfles,    one  indeed, 
Mr.   Richaid  Suliviin,   acknowledges   that  he  was  not  prefent  at  the  principal  cranf- 
aiSion  on  the  iBih  of  April  1782;  concerning  which  you  called   for   evidence,  and 
which  related  to  tlie  demand  and   refufil  of  the    Nabob's  feal    aiid  fignaru'-e.      He 
jeports  what  the  Nabob  rcprefented  to  him,  and  this  Ipecics  ot    teftimony  he  gives 
■you  very  cir<:umflantially.     As  to  Affam  Cawn,  the  fingle  witnefs,  fpeaking  from 
his  own  knowledge  of  the  tranfadion,  whom  you  exairiined,  not  merely  the  poffibi- 
lity  or  perhaps  the  propcnfity  ot  luch  a  man,  fo  circumftanced  and  engaged   as  he 
was,  to  mift.ike  or   miflate  the  caufe  of  his  mafterand  his  own,  might  have  occur- 
red to  the  wifdom  of  your  Board  ;  but  the  recollection  of  his  aftual  impofition  on 
you  upon  a  fonr.er  occafion,  fhould,   as  deflrudlive  of  the  credibility  of  his  tefti- 
mony, have  precluded   the  admifllon  of  it.     This  man,  to  foiv/ard  the  views  of  his 
patron,   the   Nabob's  fccond  fon,  the  Aumeer  ul  Omrah,  not  only  aflerted  on  his 
firft  embaffy  to  you,  that   his   mafter,   the   Nabob,  was  poflcffed  of  letters  from 
the  Company  and  the  King's  Minifter,  and  the  King  hiinfclf,  all  expreffing  a  clear 
acknowledgment  of  the  Nabob's  right  to  appoint  a  fucceff^r  to  the  Government  of 
the  Carnatic,  but  he  had  the  audacity  to  impofe  upon  your  confidence  in  producing 
pretended  copies  of  thofe  letters  from  the  King  and  the  Company,  thus  adding  the 
crime  of  forgery  to  that  of  falihood;  a  falfnood  (o  glaring  from  theperuGil  of  the  King's 
and  Company's  letters  to  the  Nabob  upon  record,  from  the  Grant  and  Treaty  fettling   . 
the  fuccefiiion  on  the  Nabob's  eldeft   fon,  and  the  Coinpany's  exprefs  inftruftions, 
that  the  fuccciTion,  fo  fettled,  fhould  be  maintained  ;  from  fuch  a  m.an,   in  fuch  a 
caufe,  no   precaution  could   affure  you  that  you  would  receive  a  genuine  or  perfect 
relation  of  the  cafe;  you  gave  him  previous  warning  ot  the  fubjedt  of  your  intended 
enquiries,  his  anfwtrs  were  prepared  ;  the  fcope  of  the  notice  reached  no  farther.     In 
this  caufc  he  had  been  hitherto  a  folicitor,  if  not  a  party  ;  he  had  been  accuftomed 
to  ipeak  the  fmcoth  but  loofe  language  of  folicitation  ;  his  objeft  was  to  perfuade  ; 
truth  might  not  always  have  led   him  to  that  objeft;  but  juftice,  being  the  fit  ob- 
jedl  of  your  cnquiriis,  and  truth  the  mcft  direfi:  road  to  fuch  an  object,  if  you  ex- 
pefled  to  extraft  it  frc;m  Afi'ami  Cawn,  and  that  he  really  might  be  brought  to  bear 
teftimony  to  truth  on  this  o.Tafion,  it   rnuft   have  been   by   imprelTing  him  with  a 
fcnfe   of  the  new  character  in  which  he  was  to  appear,  and  bet'ore  his  examination 
folemnly  fwearing  him  to  declare  the  entire  truth  in  the  manner  oi  his   law ;  but 
there  was  no  luch  pieface  to  his  examination — he  was,  as  in  every  former  confer- 
•ence,  requcfted  to  inform  the  Board  of  the  circumftances  of  the  tranfadtion  to  the 
beft  of  his  rtcoiJedtion  ;  he  had  notice  to  prepare  his  anfwers  ;  and  there  was  there- 
fore no  more  danger  of  his  failing  in  recollection,  than  in  preferving  confiftence  with 
the  repreientations  he  had  already  made,  eirher  in  his  memorials  or  his   conferences. 
His  examination  over,  he  was  then,  and  not  before,  by  a  fingular  reverie  of  ail  regular 
and  iuft  proceeciirgs,  aflctd  if  he  would  fwear  to  the  truth  ot  all  he  had  declared  :  —  He 
ncitr.er  wiihed  to  Iwear  to  the  truth,  nor  yet  to  lofe  the  benefit  of  his  afiertions.     He 
added  a  new  affcrtion,  that,  by  the  cultom  of  India,  it  v/as  reckoned  dillionourable 
for  a  gentleman,  or  a  man  of  a  certain  rank,  to  take  an   oath  j  though  he  acknow- 
ledged that,  by  the  Mahommedan  law,  he  might  atteft  the  whole  of  it  upon   oath, 
and  that  the  law  does  in  fome  cail-s  prefcribe  it ;  but  that  all  he  had  related  his  eyes 
had  feen,  his  ears  had  heard,  his   tongue  had  uttered,  and   he  had  heard  from  the 
xnouths  of  others.  This  declaration  mull  not  have  been  intended  to  imply  what  nature 
176.  F  has 
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I.        ha?  rendered  incompatible,  that  each  of  the  fafts  had  ftruck  upon  each  of  the  fcnfes, 

•    but  tliat,  rendering  every  fenfeits  proper  objift,  he  had  heard  what  was  fpoken,  and 

fecn  \v!iac  was  fliewn  ;  and  if  no  more  \\as  neceffary  to  conllitiitc  the  truth  of 
what  he  had  related,  we  believe  he  might  have  fworn  without  any  danger  from 
our  laws. 

Upon  what  thi:s  v.'as  uttered  by  this  man's  tongue,  and  heard  by  him  from  the 
mouths  of  others,  did  you  pronounce  your  final  judgment:  your  rcfolution  wis 
taken  the  8th  of  January  for  the  immediate  furrender  of  the  AHIgnment ;  but  you  did 
not  aft  under  the  conviftion  of  its  abfo'ute  neceiuty  of  being  immediate,  for  before 
you  dilpatch  it  from  Calcutta,  ic  might  have  arrived  at  iVIadras  by  the  ufual  ch  mncl 
of  the  polV,  to  which  the  mod  important  difpatchcs  had  bren  entrufted.  You  fent  it 
by  a  conveyance  which  could  not  be  very  quick,  and  happened  to  be  tedious  ;  and 
this  delay  has  eventually  produced  another  ;  for  before  the  arrival  of  your  orders, 
oppofite  orders  from  the  Court  of  Direftors  had  arrived.  To  the  Court  of.Direftors 
both  you  and  we  had  referred  your  Treaty  with  the  Nabob  of  the  2d  April  17S1,  and 
we  had  referred  jikcwifc  to  thein  the  ultimate  judgment  ofthe  AfTignment  of  Decem- 
ber 178 1.  The  Court  of  Dire£tors  have  thought  proper  to  rejeft  the  former  and  to 
accept  the  latter  agreement  :  They  have  exprefsly  defired  it  to  be  rendered  effectual  ; 
you  are  directed  to  afTift  in  giving  it  that  effecl:.  That  direction  to  you  fort'ie  iDain- 
tenance  of  the  AfTignment,  your  knowledge  of  the  like  orders  to  us,  reached  you  in 
little  more  than  a  fortnight  (the  17th  of  February)  after  the  difpatch  (on  the  28th  of 
January)  ot  your  rctblucions  for  the  furrender  of  it,  and  long;  bePire  thofe  ref^jlutions 
arrived  here  (the  28th  of  March)  :  We  had  already  (the  i8th  Februarv),  indeed,  ap- 
plied to  you  to  give  us  that  aiTiftance  in  effrdluating  the  AfTignment  which  you  were 
dirc(5led  to  afford  us.  You  received  this  application  (the  iSrli  of  March)  before  we 
did  your  orders  (28th  March).  Thus  fituated,  with  your  orders  to  furrender,  wirh 
the  Company's  order  to  maintain  the  AfTignment,  the  preference  of  immediate  and 
implicit  obedience  to  your  commands  might  not  have  been  entirely  fafe  or  proper. 
The  date  of  your  orders,  from  the  proximity  of  your  fuuation,  was  the  latcft  ;  but 
fuch  an  excufe,  we  fear,  might  not  avail  us  ;  for  if  it  were  fo,  the  claufe  for  obe- 
dience to  you  as  to  treaties  or  hoftdlties  in  the  ad  of  parliavrent  you  quoted  to  us, 
contains  an  exception  ot  the  fpecial  orders  of  the  Court  of  Direftors,  as  over  ruling 
your's,  which,  from  their  diftance,  and  the  confequent  priority  of  their  orders,  might 
never  be  fufTcred  to  have  any  operation  ;  but  in  obeying  the  orders  before  us  of  your 
Board,  at  the  expenceof  our  obedience  to  our  employers,  and  which  we  conceiveti 
to  be  the  public  good,  we  had  not  the  confolation  of  being  certain  that  we  fhould 
even  have  the  ultimate  approbation  of  your  Board.  The  orders  before  us  were  iflued 
by  you  before  you  knew  the  fuperior  orders  againft  them.  The  aft  of  parliament  you 
have  quoted  as  in  force,  inforces  your  obedience  to  the  orders  ofthe  Court  of  Di- 
rectors, however  cautiouOy,  difpaflionately,  and  difintereftedly  you  might  have  come 
to  the  determination  you  had  made.  A  new  line  as  to  the  refult  was  opened,  and  a 
deviation  from  the  form.er  became  your  duty,  as  foon  as  you  knew  the  late  intention 
of  your  employers,  we  did  you  thejuflice  to  confider  you  inclined  to  tet  the  example 
ofthe  obedience  you  exafted.  We  had  ajiplied  to  you  in  the  confidence  that  you 
would,  towards  enabling  us  to  eFlVftuate  the  AfTignment,  afford  us  the  afiiftance  the 
Court  of  Direftors  had,  by  the  difpatchcs  jufl:  arrived,  defired  you  to  afford  us.  You 
knew  our  expeftations  ;  you  knew  we  had  a  right  to  expeft  every  afTiflance  in  your 
power ;  you  had  a  right  to  fuppol'e  we  fhould  depend  upon  it :  Your  afiiflance,  how- 
ever, would  have  been  thrown  away,  anti  your  belt  intentions  fruftrated,  if,  before 
they  could  arrive,  we  had  rendered  impolhble  the  execution  of  them  by  removing 
the  ground  on  which  they  were  to  operate.  It  was  a  fair  procedure  towards  your 
Board,  by  deferring  the  execution  of  orders  you  gave  when  ignorant  of  the  Company's 
inftiuftions,  to  give  you  time  to  revoke  your  orders  after  you  knew  of  thofe  iiiftruc- 
tions.  It  might,  if  you  chofe,  have  faved  you  from  the  refponfil">iliiy  of  a  mcafure 
iubvcrfive  of  the  Company 'e  views.  We  gave  you  an  opportunity,  at  any  rate,  to 
take  your  line.  AVc  had  experienced,  that  a  flrift  compliance  with  defires  that  had 
betn  cxprefled  by  you,  became  the  very  occafion  of  lubfequent  reproaches  from  you: 
Having  obeyed,  bccaufc  you  dcfued,  and  told  us  you  might  have  commanded,  but 

did 
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did  not  command,  bccaufe  you  knew  it  was  unnecefTary,  you  afterwards  accufcd  us         I. 

of  mifconrtrudion   in  confidering  fuch  a  dcfire  as  equivalent  to  a  command.     Such    

,a  reproach  might  have  indet-d  been  founded  on  the  prefent  inftance,  if  we  had  con- 
iformed  to  your  defires,  after  we  had  reafon,  from  the  Company's  difpatches,  to  lup- 
pofe  you  had  altered,  or  at  leail  to  doubt  that  you  had  continued  them  ;  we  had  every 
•reafon  therefore  to  poflpore  our  meafures  till  we  fhould  know  your  final  refolutionc 
upon  the  fubjeftof  them,  fubfequcnt  to  your  receipt  of  the  Company's  difpatches. 
Ifthefaft  fhould  prove,  whatever  might  be  the  authority  or  the  motive,  that  you 
perfevered  in  a  rcfolution  contradiftory  to  the  Company's  intentions,  the  alternative 
to  us,  though  flill  cruel  and  cmbarrafTing,  would  however  be  that  of  a  fimplc 
choice  between  our  duty  to  our  employers,  and  the  duty  expefted  by  your  Board. 
We  could  not  doubt  but  that  you  would  liaften  to  communicare  your  rcfolution  to 
•us,  whatever  it  might  be.  In  the  fame  proportion  as  your  fentiments  were  to  in- 
fluence our  condud,  in  the  lame  proportion  and  for  that  purpofe  fhould  tliey 
fpcedily  be  announced  to  us.  If  you  meant  to  obey  the  inftruftions  you  had  received, 
and  to  fulfil  the  intention  of  the  Company  in  a;flifting  us  towards  enabfuig  us  to  effec- 
.tuate  the  AfTignment,  you  could  not  be  too  quick  in  removing  the  thing  itfelf  from 
that  brink  of  dcflruftion  to  which  your  former  order  had  approached  it ;  you  could 
not  have  taken  too  much  pains,  by  an  expeditious  revocation  of  that  order,  to  (lop 
the  difturbances  and  quiet  the  apprehenfions  which  the  publication  of  it  by  the 
Nabob's  adherents  might  have  occalioned  throughout  the  country,  to  the  diminution 
of  the  collections.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  you  were  pleafed  to  undertake  to  difobey 
the  Company,  and  that  by  your  controuling  power  over  all  the  Frefidencies,  that 
fyftemwas,  through  you,  to  be  extended  here,  and  that  we  were  to  be  the  inftru- 
ments  of  your  meafures,  it  behoved  you  to  free  us,  as  much  as  you  were  able,  from 
the  rdponfibility  of  being  fo  j  it  behoved  you  at  leaft  to  have  informed  us,  that 
•notwithftanding  the  Company's  inftrudlions,  you  perfifled  in  your  own,  fo  that  we 
might,  as  a  refource  in  our  difficulties,  have  the  fatisfaction  of  being  certain  that, 
when  queflioned  by  our  employers,  you  would  not  difavow  us.  A  fimple  declara- 
tion from  you,  fubfequent  to  your  receipt  of  the  Company's  difpatches,  whether 
conformable  to  them  or  differing  from  them,  might  have  arrived  here  by  the  fafc 
and  ufual  channel  of  the  poft,  even  before  thofe  embarrafTing  orders,  which,  by  a 
flower  conveyance,  you  had  fcnt  off  before  the  arrival  of  thofe  difpatches.  We 
then  might  have  adopted  a  line  of  unambiguous  confequences:  weiliculd  have  known 
precifely  to  what  cenfure  we  expofed  ourfelves,  and  we  fliould  have  been  fure  that  we 
could  not  exp'jfc  ourlelves  to  cenfure  on  both  fiJes.  Our  letter  to  you  of  the  i8th 
of  February,  related  to  the  late  letters  from  the  Court  of  Dirccirori,  and  particularly 
to  this  fubjcft.  We  requefted  a  fpeedy  anfwer  to  that  letter  ;  we  reminded  you  of  it 
in  our  fublequent  letters,  and  we  repeated  our  fblicitude  for  an  anlwer  ;  but  on  this 
fubjeft  we  have  had  no  anfwer.  It  was  not  a  fubjeifl  that  you  overlooked  in  the  midil 
of  your  many  avocations,  and  that  no  approaching  lubje6l  brought  to  your  recollec- 
•tion  ;  our  letteis  brought  it  to  your  recolledion  ;  your  own  letters  came  quite  clofe 
to  it.  You  ohfei  ve  to  us,  in  relation  to  the  Nabob's  complaints  relative  to  the 
AfTignrrent  for  which  we  had  loudly  called,  that  you  had  tranfmitted  them  to  us: 
that  very  tranfmiffjon  accompanied  your  order  ;  but  as  to  that  order,  you  had  per- 
fifted  in  the  moft  perfeft  referve.  The  furrender  of  the  Affignment,  which  was  the 
objeft  of  it,  you  refblved  on  the  8th  of  January  laft  to  be,  and  you  fignified  to  us  in 
your  letter  of  the  13th  of  the  fame  month,  that  it  was  imtnediately  and  elTentially 
necefTary  ;  but  the  f'cntiment  of  that  immediate  and  efTential  neceflity  with  which  we 
have  not  hitherto  complied,  was  not  however  fufficient  to  draw  from  you  a  fuigle 
word  of  a  fublequent  date  to  warrant  us  againll  the  Company's  orders  in  obeying 
your's.  Even  the  v/illing  agent  of  thofe  commands,  upon  the  hearing  on  the  road  of 
the  Company's  intentionsjult  arrived,  ftopt  to  apprize  you,  and  to  wait  for  your 
ultimate  intlrudtions,  but  he  was  diredled  to  proceed  without  further  explanation. 
Doing  fb  much,  and  doing  no  more,  was  afting  with  a  myftery  that  left  us  no  clue 
for  the  fafety  of  our  condud:.  Your  filence  as  to  the  Company's  orders  keeping  us 
in  ignorance  of  your  fentiments,  under  the  prelTure  of  them,  has  indeed  the  perfect 
<elTetl  of  fecuring  an  opportuffity  to  form  an  accufaticn  againll  us  ;  for  if  we  adhere  to 
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I.         the  Company's  direftions,  and  to  what  we  conceive  to  berhe  Companv's  welfare,  we 

inuft  incur  the  imputation  of"  difobeciience  to  your  pofitivc  conmands  oi  the  ith  of 

January  lad,  no:  vet  counrermanded  ;  and  if  we  yield  to  them,  we  are  expofcd  to 
the  rift  of  your  dili  laiminpr  t!ie  propriety  no  long'^r  feafonable  of  our  attention  to 
commands  over-ruled  by  thoie  of  our  common  fuperiors,  to  whom  a  preferable  obe- 
dience nuiO  necclfarily  be  due  by  all  thieir  fi-rvants.  If  it  fliould  be  ftil:  necefT.iry  or 
right  to  furrciider  the  Afliynment  to  the  Nabob,  as  a  retribution  of  juftiC'  for  which  ic 
was  directed  by  you,  that  retribution,  though  P^mcwhat  p':ftponed,  may  ft. 11  becom- 
n-.enfiirate  to  the  extent  of  the  enquiry  fuppoftd  to  be  fuftained.  The  fcntence  from 
your  fiiperincending  Board  pronouncii.g  fuch  a  retribution,  and  fuch  a  facrifice  of 
the  Company's  welfare,  in  atonement  fur  a  breach  of  a  mere  form  by  a  fubordinate 
Pfcfidency,  and  whi(,h  form  was  refcrved  for  the  fole  purpofe  of  prrferving  the  Na- 
bob's oftenfible  dignity,  is  in  itfelf,  as  relative  to  form,  fome  atonemicnt  for  fuch  a 
brrnch  ;  and  the  trrms  of  fovcreigntv,  which  however  incompatible  with  the  name 
and  office  of  the  N.-ibob,  you  apply,  and  fuppole  that  we  applied  to  his  Highnefs, 
mufl.  be  indeed  a  flatttring  compenlation  to  hun,  and  a  full  arknowledgiienc  of 
any  rights  which  the  breach  of  a  mere  form  might  have  caft  into  doubt.  At  any  rate, 
in  poflponing  the  execution  of  your  orders,  we  do  not  preclude  a  future  compliance 
wiih  the:n:  the  failure  of  this  inftant  does  not  operate  upon  the  next,  and  the  incon- 
venience of  this  delay  will  ceafe  with  the  continuance  of  it  j  but  if  we  once  had 
taken  the  fudden  and  irretrievable  ftep  ofaftually  furrendering  the  AfTignment,  nei- 
tiier  a"y  change  in  your  opinion  upon  a  further  reflection  on  this  tranfadtion,  nor 
your  new  difpofition  to  co-operate  with  the  intentions  of  the  Company,  nor  their 
determination  in  favour  of  the  AfTignment,  could  produce  the  relloration  of  it.  This 
AfTignment  had  the  lolid  advantage  of  having  been  the  voluntary  a«fl  of  the  Nabob, 
as  his  letter  to  the  Company  has  acknowledged.  It  was  an  act  of  his  will  that  the 
Company  long  fough',  that  our  prcdecelfors  had  foiicited  in  vain,  and  which,  when 
obtained,  ycu  deenu-d  a  great  acqidfiiion  ;  and  were  pitrjfrd  to  applaud  the  z-r-al,  abi- 
lity, and  addrefs  which  dilated  And  brought  to  tfrl'tt  lo  important  a  meafure.  This 
important  mcafure,  which  the  praiticcs  of  the  Nabob's  minifters  and  fervants  have 
fince  endeavoured  to  defeat,  and  thrir  reprefentarions  to  deftroy,  is  not,  during  tlie 
dominion  of  their  influence,  likely  again  to  be  obtained  from  his  Highnels.  Whether 
we  and  our  Prefidcnt  have  defervediy  loft  the  confidence  of  the  Nabob,  or  whether 
he  has  found  the  profecution  of  our  duty  to  our  employers  incompatible  with  the 
advancement  of  his  views,  and  the  gratificaMon  of  his  f'ondnefs  for  his  fecond  fon,  in 
prejudice  to  hiseldeft  Ion's  eltablifticd  rights  ;  or  whether,  in  confcquence  of  the  atten- 
tion and  ability  which  you  have  obfcrvcd  to  have  been  fhrwn  by  the  members  of  the 
Committee  of  Aftlgned  Revenue,  in  the  management  of  tlie  AfTignment,  and  the 
fteadinefs  with  which  the  fyftem  has  been  purlued,  it  appears  to  the  Nabob,  for  the 
fiift  time,  contrary  to  his  former  experience  and  confident  expeftations,  that  an  Af- 
fignment  from  him  might  be  rendered  more  than  mere  form,  and  might  be  made  to 
rile  iuperior  to  counteraction,  certain  it  is,  that  the  fucccfs  of  our  efforts  might 
equally  dilincline  him  from  giving  fuch  another  opportunity  to  us  oi"  our  luc- 
celfors. 

But  bcfide  the  Nabob,  you  obferve  in  your  letter,  that  the  infrailion  of  the 
AfTignment  had  caft  an  ii  jury  in  the  minds  of  the  country  powers  upon  our  na- 
tional faith.  This  afTertion  pieluppofcs  tiie  fad:,  the  trutii  of  which  you  tnought 
yourlches  bound  to  inveftigate  for  retrieving  the  injury  to  our  national  faith.  If  you 
meant  that  the  accufation  of  I'lich  an  infradion  had  produced  fuch  cfFcdt,  the  in- 
jury would  only  be  chargeable  on  us  if  the  accufation  were  true  ;  but  the  cfFedt  and 
the  caufc  aie  equally  groundiefs.  The  apprchenfions  you  mention  of  the  milcliicvous 
confequences  from  the  Nabob's  complaints,  likely  to  arife  to  the  negociations  which 
you  then  had  depending,  we  fuppolc  are  fublided  by  the  ratification  of  peace,  not- 
wirhftanding  thole;  con. plaints  with  the  principal  power  and  moft  fontiidable  enemy 
in  this  country  ;  whofe  confidence  in  our  national  faith,  after  a  glaring  breach  of  a 
formier  treaty  with  it,  had  been  revived  by  the  joi  it  ;-irj.ances  lent  from  hence  of 
lojiic  uf  His  Majcfty's  and  the  Cum])any's  pnncipd  krvar.ts. 
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It  miin:  howcvc-r  be    ac;:now!ed<»ed,  thar  tlie  Nabob    is  ru[)porcd  to  have  taken         I. 

occafion,  at  all  periods,  to  call  reflt^eftions  in  the  minds  of  ihe  tountry  powers   upon    

our  national  faith.  He  had  been  formcrlv,  for  a  confiderable  time,  the  chief  channel 
of  our  intercom  fe  with  the  country  powers  :  his  policy  is  undvrftood  to  hue  led  him 
to  mifreprefent  tiicm  co  us,  and  us  to  them,  for  the  purpufc  of  more  cfTi  dually  keep- 
ing us  alunder,  and  rendering  his  own  interpofition  the  more  necefiarv,  permanent, 
and  produftive  of  the  elevation  of  his  fortune.  He  knew  how  to  turn  ro  account 
our  conhdence  in  him,  and  our  ignorance  of  the  real  ftate  of  die  affairs  (;f  the  coun- 
try. In  the  treaty  with  the  Nizam  of  1768,  to  which  that  prince,  by  the  influence 
of  our  arms  and  our  power  alone,  acceded,  the  Nabo'b,  wlio  was  the  principal  agent 
intruded  with  this  negociation,  and  who  preferred  to  hold  the  governmini  of  the 
Carnatic  dependant  upon  us,  rather  than  upon  his  former  fuperior,  took  care  to  con- 
trive that  the  tribute  to  be  paid  to  the  latter,  equally  due  by  the  conftitutioii  of  the 
Empire,  froin  the  Carnatic  and  the  Circars,  fliould  be  entirely  payable  out  of  the 
latter,  with  which  he  had  no  connexion.  The  ambition  foftered  in  his  Highne's's 
breaft,  to  be  gratified  folely  by  our  means,  and  which  ambition,  in  the  expr.-fTion 
fubfcribed  by  the  Governor  General,  would  have  extended  to  the  polll  fTion  of  all 
Hindoflan,  being  however  difappointed,  partly  by  our  prudence,  and  partly  by  our 
misfortunes,  the  Nal^ob  became  willing  to  feparate  his  fortunes  from  ours,  as  appears 
by  his  propoled  treaty  with  the  French  Governor  Mr.  Lazu,  and  for  his  juflification, 
early  laid  a  foundation  of  difcontents  againft  u?.  With  fuch  views,  and  from  fuch 
habits,  has  the  Nabob  been  even  led,  among  other  thing?,,  to  mifreprefenr  as  an  ait 
ofinjuftice  towards  him,  the  very  adl  which  the  recovery  of  the  territories  he  claimtd 
required,  and  the  very  aft  which  he  acknowledged,  in  his  letter  to  the  Company,  to 
have  been  a  vohmrary  aft  of  j-'sown.  It  is  no  real  or  pretended  pcrverfion  of  that 
S.Q.,  or  infraiflion  of  the  agreement,  which  Mr.  Holland,  in  your  confultations, 
mentions  to  have  been  charged  by  the  confidential  minittcr  of  the  Nizam,  at.whofc 
court  the  Nubob  has  conftantly  an  agent  or  Vakeel,  as  being  a  decided  breach  of 
faith  with  an  old  ally.  It  is  the  treaty  itftif,  which,  in  the  moft  explicit  terms,  he 
was  taught  to  conhder  in  that  light  :  it  is  the  treaty  perfefted,  not  infringed,  that  is 
reprcfenred  as  the  grievance.  The  treaty  itfelf,  not  the  execution  of  it,  is  faid  to  be 
a  breach  of  faith.  The  fame  Treaty  or  AfTignment,  is  to  have,  as  a  voluntary  aift  on 
the  part  of  the  Nabob,  the  full  merit,  towards  the  Company,  of  teftifyin'*  his  "rateful 
and  boundlcfs  attachment  to  tf^em,  and  his  perfect  reliance  on  their  principal  reprefenra- 
tives  here;  and  is,  at  the  fame  time,  to  lliew  to  the  country  powers  the  breach  of  the 
Englilh  faith,  in  the  mofl  explicit  terms,  to  an  old  ally,  as  well  as  the  unfairnffs  of 
the  divifion  of  the  public  Revenues  ;  as  if  thofe  intended  to  be  received  by  the  Com- 
pany were  not  to  be  applied,  and  with  a  vafl  deal  more,  were,  in  fart,  not  expended 
fur  the  recovery  and  prefirvacion  of  the  Carnatic.  This  old  ally  took  thus,  indeed, 
uncoir.mon  pains  to  fecure  the  exclufive  piivilege  of  our  alliance;  but  it  is  full  time 
to  guard  againft  fchemes  projr<ftcd  by  o.^e  ally  for  poifoning  our  credit  w'th  all  other 
allies.  It  fortunately  happens  that  the  imprcfTions  conveyed  from  a  iran  whom  Mr. 
Holland  mentions  to  be  abhorred  by  tiie  Nizam,  arc  not  likely  to  have  been  deep  or 
durable;  and  that  Mr.  Holland,  though  not  queftioncd  by  you  how  far  he  had  been 
able  to  remove  fuch  imprclTions,  was  probably  difpoled,  as  well  as  enabled,  to  do 
fo,  may  fairly  be  ii.ferred  from  his  official  declaration,  even  after  the  chanoe  of 
Aumildars,  that  we  certainly  had  acfted  throughout  a  very  honoin-able  part  by  the 
Nabob  of  the  Carnatic,  and  that  he  would  have  experienced  a  very  different  treatment 
from  any  prince  of  Hindofhin.  This  witnefs  at  leaft  is  found,  on  examination,  to 
have  already  teftilicd  in  (;ur  favour.  You  will  not  join  with  the  Nabob's  Vakeel,  or 
the  miniftcr  of  the  Nizam,  in  the  cenlure  of  the  treaty  itfcif  That  cenlure  you  will 
aifcw,  niuf!:  have  been  the  oflVpring  of  mifreprefentation  ;  you  muft  agree  that  it 
■corhrms  the  declaration  which  the  late  commander  of  the  army,  a  member  of  your 
Board,  from  his  own  experience,  made  to  this  Committee,  of  the  duplicity  and  ini- 
quity  of  the  Nabob's  government.  And  the  mifchief  to  the  Company  fronn  fuch 
duplicity  diid  iniquity  may  become  an  additional  motive  for  requiring,  in  the  repeti- 
tion of  your  words,  the  adoption  of  a  new  fyllem,  both  for  the  prefent  fecuriiy  of  the 
Company,  and  a  future  iiKkmnification  for  the  expenccs  and  hazards  intaikd  on  the 
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T.         Company  bv  their  formf  r  connexions  with  the  Nabob.     Beficle  thole  evpenccs  and 

thofe  h.i^ards  which  thus  you  iren'ion  to  huvc  been  entailed  upon  the  Company  by 

their  former  connt-dtions  vAih  the  Nabob,  it  cannot  be  diflembled  that  fuch  connec- 
tions rnav,  as  obferved  upon  a  former  occafion,  iiave  been  likewife,  on  other  grounds, 
preiudicial  to  the  honour  and  intereft  of  the  Company.  The  frequent  fupport  given 
by  the  Company's  fervants  to  the  Nabob  in  fubduina,  ;  and  in  feme  inftances,  as  is 
afierred,  in  exterminating  Hindoo  princes  from  the  Kriftna  to  Cape  Comorin,  under 
the  odious  claim  of  coiqueft  ;  or,  as  hibHighncfs  calls  it,  the  rule  and  pradlice  of  Hin- 
doilan,  is  known  to  have  early  indifpofcd  againll  ns  the  Mahratia  ftate,  who  Hindoos 
thrmfelvcs,  and  in  fome  n"eafi>re  conneifted  with  fome  of  the  unhappy  vanquiHied, 
behold  always  with  jealoufy  the  fuccefsful  ambition  of  Mahomedans.  The  Nabob  is 
fuppo'ed  t)  have  been  alfo  countenanced  by  us  in  the  infraflion  of  his  agreement  for 
ceding  Trichiiopoly  totne  Myforeans  ;  which  infraJlion  Hyder  Ally,  as  Regent  of 
M  fure,  declared  to  be  am.ong  his  principal  motives  for  the  invafionof  the  Carnatic. 
His  Highncfs  alienated  alfo  the  difpofnion  of  Nizam  Alls',  though  a  Muffiilman,  by 
endeav.;urmg  to  avail  himfclf  of  our  power  togralp  at  the  Soubahdary  of  the  Dccan. 
An  attempt  againfV  his  conftitutional  luperior,  which  abundantly  accounts  for  the 
averfi(;n,  without  which  Mr.  Holland  mentions,  that  the  Nizam  can  never  hear  the 
name  of  the  Nabob  mentionrd,  and  miiht  have  been  fufficient  to  render  a  prince  of 
his  miftiuftful  and  vindidive  temper  indifferent,  if  not  adverfe,  to  a  nation  which  has 
raifed  arid  pro^efted  this  intrnnonal  ulurper  of  his  dominions.  According  to  an 
opinion  lublcribed  on  a  former  occafion  bv  the  Governor  General,  the  weak  and  inor- 
dinate ambition  of  the  Nabob  did  not  indeed  look  to  lefs  than  the  pofllffion,  if  he 
were  able,  of  all  Hindoltan,  wuhoutthe  advantage  of  ancient  hereditary  right,  or  many 
brilliant  atchievements,  wh  ch  foinrti  nes  reconcile  to 'nj  iftice  ;  it  is  polhble  he  may 
have  been  confiderid  only  as  a  cover  to  our  encroaching  views  ;  and  which,  by  the 
unufual  combination  of  Miluimedan  .uvi  Hi.idoo  princes,  and  the  reonciiiation  of  the 
bittert  ft  eivmitii's,  it  was  thought  efTencial  by  thole  nations  to  reprels,  and  to  punilh 
at  once  our  infidcli;y  and  our  ambiaon. 

Th."  examination  of  Mr.  Hnlland  as  to  the  Nizam's  opinion  of  the  treaty, 
without  any  fuppofition  in  his  l^li.hnefs  of  itj  being  infringed,  leems  to  have  beea 
taken  on  the  3  1 11  December  n'i:,  as  a  [)relude  to  the  exaninatien- you  took,  and 
meant  ab  an  apology  for  the  iVcp^  which  you  purfued  a  few  days  atteiwirds,  the  7th 
and  Sth  of  January  1783,  on  your  fuppofuion  of  the  oppofite  fac't,  chat  there  had 
been  an  infringement  of  the  Treaty.  It  required,  in  fa:t,  a  flrong  apology  for 
depending  on  the  examination  of  Syed  Affam  Cjwn;  you  therefore  in  addition 
mention,  chat  the  proceedings  tranfnittcd  to  you  co.itainev)  no  materials  bearing  a 
relatii)n  to  the  charge  of  Lord  Macartney's  aflumption  of  the  authority  referved  to 
the  Nabob  of  affixing  his  fca!  and  fignature  to  the  appointment  ot  Aumildars, 
except  thole  contained  in  the  Committee's  letter  of  the  ifl:  May  1782  ;  bu'.  in  tift 
you  were  at  that  very  time  pofleffxi  of  an  offici  1  copy  of  the  letter  of  the  13th 
of  April,  from  our  Prelident  to  the  Nabob;  informing  him  that,  according  to 
the  agreejTient  betw,een  his  Highnefs  and  the  Governor  on  behalf  of  the  ompanv, 
he  had  appointed  the  perfoi  s  therein  named  to  be  Renters  of  the  didricts  for  the 
periuds  and  upon  the  terms  fpecified  in  the  inclofed  Tarina  Chics  or  noininaions; 
and  that  Macliulkees  or  Bonds  had  been  taken  from  the  Renters  confor.nably 
th  reto ;  and  that,  as  it  was  necelTary  that  the  Rcnte<-s  (hould  be  difpatched  without 
lofs  of  time  into  the  country,  he  begged  leave  to  recomiiiend  that  the  Tarana 
Chits  might  be  immcdiat.ly  ligned  by  his  Highnefs,  and  returned  to  the  rrrlidcnc. 
You  were  likewife  poffcifed  of  an  otficial  copy  of  the  Nabob's  anfwer  of  liie  15th 
of  the  fame  month,  refuQng  to  fign  the  Tarana  Chirs,  or  to  give  his  confirmation 
to  the  Renters  appointed  by  the  Governor,  allcdging,  among  other  things,  thac  it 
was  thought  neceflary  that  there  fliould  be  a  conjunftive  power  in  the  appontmenc 
of  the  Renter.-)  to  the  diltricls,-  becaufe  liis  Lordlhip  was  newly  arrived  in  the 
country,  liad  no  knowledge  of  tiie  tiilpofiiion  of  the  inhabitants  j  aud  that 
.perhaps  improper  people  might  come  to  iiim  through  tlie  reco^nmendation 
.of  thole  who  were  Ills  Highnels's  enemies  at  M'ldras,  or  of  iiitercffed  and  defigning 
perfons,  whcieby  his  affairs  and  thofe  of  his  country   might   l)e  ruined  i  tivu   mc

perfons  propofed  by  the  Prcfidcnt  were  unfit  ar.d  infiiftiiicnt;  and  thai  the  Tarana         f. 

Chits   and  Maci\uikcre.s    wi-e    not    in    anv    wav  noree.ibic   to  the  eft.ihl  died   f'lr.ns.    , — 

Thefe  are  the  exaft  words  extra6led  from  the  Nabob's  letter,  of  which  a  c -pv  was 
before  you,  and    whicli    is  d-  rifive  of  the  pr.  fent  dirpiite.     It   might  not,   indcr-d, 
have   been  very  mt!tcri;il  whether  the  Tarana  Chits  were  or  were  not   in  the  ulual 
form,  if  in  fuhftance  tlu-y  empowered   the  Aumilaars  to  aft  ;  if  the  form  had  been 
fubflantial,  it   ini'zhr,  on   a  flight  fupgftion   of  the  particular  dcfeft,    have  been 
correflcd.     The  Nabob  might  have   fent  one  drawn  under  his  o.vn  fprcial  diredion  ; 
it  was  mci^ely  to  ipare  him  time  and  trinblc,  and   as  th,-  moft  rrfpedlful  method, 
that   it    was   prel'entrd  to  him  ready  for  his  feal  and  fignature.      It  is  nor  fo  flight  a 
difference  that  could  have  created  an  iricconcileable  variance.  The  three  appointed 
Renrers  were  not  ib  eafily  to  be  altered.     The  feleflion  of  them  did  not  partake  of 
the  latenefs  of  his  Loidfliip's  arrival  in   the  country,  nor  of  his  ignorance  of  the 
jdifpofition   of   the   inhabitants.      This   late  arrival   and    this    igporance    had    not, 
indeed,  prevented   the  Nabob   from   infixing  to  make  the  Afilgnment  exclufively 
to   his   Lordfliip,  or   from   announcing,  in   his   letters  to  his  Aumildars  of  a  prior 
date  of  the  7th  of  December,  wiien  his  Lordship  was  Itill  more  new  and   (till  more 
ignorant,    that   they    were  to  obey   the  Governor,    to  whom  he  had  intruded  the 
.management  of  his  country  ;  but  the  Prefident  was  diffident  of  his  own  knowledge,  • 
and  aware  of  the   rcfpcnfibility   to   v^hich  the  fole  condu6i  of  this  bufinefs  would 
have  expofcd   him,  was   defuous  of  conforming  to  the  fyftem   of  the   Company, 
which   prefers  colle61:ive  b  dies   to   individuals   for  the   management  of  their  civil 
affairs;  and,  laftly,  wed  knew  that,  exclufive  of  the  many  other  objefts  of  his  dutv, 
no  one   prrfon  could  be  equal  to  t'.ie  minute  detail  and  varied  attention  which  the 
fuccefs  of  this   nt%v   undertaking   required;    and  he  therefore  not  only  ultimately 
fubmittcd  the  whole  to  the  Si  left  Ci>inn.ittee,  but  he  appointed,  with  our  confcnt 
and  approbation,  a  Committee  ot   Affigned   Revenue,  whofe  fole  occupation  was 
to  improve  that  Revenue,  and  to  iuppiv  thofe  dcfedts,  and  to  correct  thofe  abufes, 
whatever  they  might  be.,  which  had,  in  the  words  of  Sir  Eyre  Cuote,  reduced  the 
Carnatic  to  a  deplorable  ftate,  even  before  the  enemy  entered  it.     '1  his  Conimittee 
had  been   compokd   of  perfons   all  perteClly  agreeable  to   his  Highnefs,  and   the 
maj(jrity   is   luppofed  to   have  c.;ntiniicd  lo.     Oicafion  was  taken,  at  his  dcfire,  to 
remove  one  of  them,  who,   before   and   fincc,   has  been  the  principal  guide  of  his 
Hiiihncfb's  political    mealures,    Mr.   Paul   Ecnfied,    but   who   happened    at   that 
moment    to  nave  incurrea  the  Nabob's  fevercll  dilpleafure.     This  Committee  had 
advertifed  for  the  highefl  offers  of  rent  ior  the  fevcral   diftiifts  ;  tiiey  had  received 
•  propolals;    they   had    taken   the  precaution  of  enquiring  into  the   charafters  and 
abilities  of  the  candidates;  they   had   examined   their  refources;    they  had,    after 
mature    deliberation,    cholcn   thofe   t!iey    thought    upon  tiie  whole  mod   eli"ible. 
There  was  a   fort  of  juftice  due   to  men  who  had  thus  been  chofen,  though  they 
.fhould  not  have  been,  in  every  inftance,  perfedly  unexceptionable;   and  though, 
from  the  dangers  of  the  war,  and  the  menaces  of  the  Nabob,  we  had  not  flattered 
ourfelvcs  that  perfons  were  found   lo  fit  or   fo  punctual  as  thofe  very  perfons  have 
proved,  whom,  on  this  occafion,  the  Nabob  rcjecfted.     Againft  two  only  of  thofe 
Renters  does  even  Sycd  Aflam  Cawn  pretend  that  the  Nabob  had  framed  obieitions; 
one  of  them,  Ramchiindcrzah,  was  indeed  one  of  thofe  unfortunate  Rajahs,    whofe 
country,    by  being    near   to   the  territories    of   the   Nabob,    forfeited   its   title  to 
indtpendance,- and  became  the  prey  of  ambition  and  cupidity.     This  man,  thooah 
not  able   to  relirt   the  Company's   arms   employed  in   luch  deeds  at  the  Nabob's 
iiivdligation,  hadinduliry  and  ability;   he  acquired,  by  a  feries  of  fervices,  even  the 
.conh'  cnce  ot  the  Nabob,  who  futrercd  him  to  rent  a  part  of  the  country  of  which 
he  had  deprived  him  of  the  property.     This  msn  had  afforded  no  motive  for  his 
icjidion  by  the  Nab(;b,  but  chat  ot  his  being  ready  to  engage  with  the  Company, 
a  motive  molt  powerful  indeed,  but  not  to  beavov-ed;  of  another  of  thofe  Renters, 
-ihat  of  Ncilore,  .Sveu  Affam  Cawn  mentions  the  neglect  of  his  former  engao-ements  ; 
,  and  in    t!ie  firit   IVinnonal  preiented    to  your   Board,   it  is,  with  a  wantonnefs  of 
fallchcor,,  and  incifference   10   detcdtion,  allertcd   to  you,  in  proof  of  the  validity 
'  of  the  Nabob  s  objtd:ions,  that  this  man's  failures  had  already  forced  us  to  remove 
•    170.  himj 
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I.         him;  thfiugh,  in  fii^,  he   was   cont'niied   invariable  in  office,  rliough  oiirgreatcfl 

fuppHcs    has  been   rcc*-ived   from    him,    and  that  in  the   dilappiintment,  of  your 

remittances  and  of  other  relourci-s.  Tne  fperie  fent  to  us  from  Nellore  alone 
has  fometimes  enabled  us  to  carry  on  the  public  bufincfs,  and  that  the  prefcnt 
expedition  agamfl:  the  French  muft,  without  this  afTiftance  from  the  AfTignment, 
have  been  laid  afide,  or  delayed  till  it  might  have  become  too  late.  But  liowever, 
if  the  difficulty  on  the  part  of  th-i  Nabob  had  really  been  as  to  the  men,  if  the 
Nabob  had  any  difpofition  to  accept  of  any  m.cn  prefmted  by  the  PrefK^ent,  and 
authorized  by  the  AfTignment,  fome  method  vvcuild  certainly  have  b -en  devifcd  to 
accommodate  the  maticr,  to  have  prevented  a  variance.  But  the  difficulty  rtuck 
flill  deeper;  it  was  not  the  man  or  men,  or  the  manner  of  confirming  them,  bun 
the  Prefident's  appointment,  that  was  really  to  be  overthrown.  In  fome  letters 
his  Highnefs  has  ventured  to  affert,  that  the  power  he  had  given  to  the  Prefident 
confiitcd  in  giving  him  leave  to  recommend  perfons  to  be  appointed  by  the  Nabob. 
This  leave  would  indeed  imply  in  t^e  latter  confiocration  and  choice;  and  it  miuft 
be  acknowledged,  that  he  did  aclually  propofc  that  the  Affignmcnt  (hould  be  fo 
worded  ;  but  it  was  an  effe£tive  AlTignmein,  after  many  inefFedual  trials,  that  was 
alone  acceptable.  A  nega'ive  power,  a  fhare  in  the  appointment,  would  have  been 
.  to  provide  for  the  poffibility  of  that  defeat  and  dilappointment  againfl:  which  the 
AfTignment  was  intended  to  provide.  The  propofal  of  rcfiriding  the  Governor  to 
a  recommendation,  or  ary  thing  lefs  than  a  lule  and  exclufivc  appointment,  was 
abfoiutely  rejcdiird ;  and  left  the  formality  intended  by  the  confirmaiion,  which  is  a 
mere  cxterr.al  adt  confining  in  figning  and  fealing  a  Covvle  or  Grant,  fhould  by  any 
polTibiiity  be  miftaken  or  miliated  for  an  approbation  or  choice,  or  any  thing  more 
than  what  you  JL.ftly  have  acknowledged  it  to  be,  a  mrre  form  referved  for  the  fole 
purpofe  of  preferving  the  Nabob's  ollenfible  dignity,  for  which  the  fuitable  word  of 
confirmation  was  employed,  a  fpecial  claufc  was  at  the  fame  time  added  in  the 
Afli^nmer.t,  that  whomloevcr  the  Governor  fhould  appoint,  to  him  the  Nabob 
would  give  the  ufual  Cowle,  which  is  ihe  whole  aft  of  confirmation.  The  obli- 
gation of  giving  the  Cowle  is  not  conditional  or  dependant  on  the  approbation  of 
the  Naboti,  or  the  ccnjundive  a()pointnnnt  of  the  Nabob  and  Governor,  it 
follows  the  precifc  feparatc  fole  appointment  of  the  Governor.  The  Nabob,  wjio 
had  v.f;P\ed  and  propofed  that  the  Governor  fliould  have  the  recommendation  onlv, 
and  not  tae  a[)pointmenr,  was  fully  aware  ot  the  extent  of  the  power  which  at 
length  he  conlented  to  delegate.  So  foon  as  he  had  formed  a  plan  of  withdrawing 
the  whole,  he  confiftciuly  llrove  to  withdraw  every  part.  In  his  letter  of  the 
7th  of  March  i7«52,  he  roundly  aliens  that  the  power  he  gave  was  leave  to 
recommend,  and  the  power  he  kept  the  choice  of  appointing ;  and  in  the  faa>c 
letter  he  m.'.kes,  as  he  afterwards  repeats,  a  preying  propoliil  to  the  Prefident  to 
yield  back  lu(h  a  leave,  which  would  not  be  indeed  a  gntat  objedl  to  covet  or 
retain  ;  fuch  a  mere  femblance  of  power  could  not  warrant  the  cxpreffion  of  Syed 
Afiam  Cav.'n,  that  the  Nabob  hcid  given  to  Lord  Macartney  the  powers  which  he 
dehrcd,  neither  leave  to  recommend  or  imperfcdly  to  appoint  could  be  big  with 
fo  much  importance,  as  that  from  the  very  apprehenlion  of  having  trufted  fuch 
poweis  to  Lord  Macartney,  the  Nabob  rtiouid,  as  Syed  AlTam  Cawn  relates,  have 
burll  into  tears,  lelt  an  ill  ule  might  be  made  of  them.  It  was  not  an  apprehc  nfion 
that  more  powers  would  be  arrogated  than  in  faft  had  been  delegated,  but  that  an 
ill  ufe  might  be  made  of  thole  that  had.  The  Nabob  remarking  that  he  had  figned 
a  paper  to  his  own  hurt,  and  thus  fearing  that  an  ill  ufc  iniglit  be  made  of  power 
againit  him,  acknowledged  the  pofTclTion  of  it  in  the  abuftr  exclufive  of  the 
abuled.  A  power  which  could  not  be  exerted  but  in  conjunftion  wich  him,  was 
not  much  to  be  apprehended  by  him;  fuch  a  conjundUon,  as  well  as  your  late  occa- 
fional  adoption  of  the  idea,  that  the  appointment  whicii  by  the  words  of  the 
Aflignmcnt,  and  by  the  nature  of  things,  wa^  to  precede  the  confirmation,  fhould 
not  be  made  without  fuch  confirmation,  clafhes  indeed  Itrongly  with  your  acknow- 
ledgment that  the  letter  was  a  mere  form  prefer ved  only  for  ortenfible  purpofes ; 
and  fuch  an  idea  falls  greatly  fhort  of  your  former  deliberate  opinion,  and  the 
<iecifivc  line   you   had  drawn  for  the  regulation  of  our  condud,  when  you  fignified 

to 
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to  us   that  tlie  Nabob's  rights  could  not  exiil  to  his  own  prt-judice  anri  dfftruftionj         I. 

and  or'  the  liopc  you  entertained,  that  fuch  an  aft  as  the  Afiignment,  v.hich   wirh 

■the  Revenue  and  its  Adminiftration  implicated  every  right  of  fovcreignty,  and 
tl^e  temporary  light  of  the  Nabob's  patrimony  to  the  Company,  for  the  prcfervation 
«f  their  mutual  aUiance  and  common  intcrcfts,  had  precluded  every  pofTibility  of 
future  difference  or  competition:  that  it  was  not  like  a  line  of  accommodation 
drawn  between  contiguous  authorities,  which,  even  under  the  wifeft  and  mod 
minutelv  cautious  provifions,  m.ufl:  be  liable  to  fome  encroachments;  but  that  it  was 
the  abfolute  funender  of  every  portion  of  participated  power  and  of  independent 
properly  on  one  part,  to  the  entire  and  unrefcrvcd  poflclllon  of  the  orher.  Nothing 
can  be  added  to  the  force  of  thefe  words,  which  exclude  not  only  a  joint,  but  even 
a  contiguous  auriiority.   The  Nabob  give  indeed  away  wha:  he  foon  fouo-  it  back- 

The  propofal  for  this  purpofe  was  uwde  fo  early  as  the  7th  of  March  1782,  and 
preceded  long  the  cranfadtion  which  is  charged  upon  the  Prefident  as  an  alTumption 
of  authority.  The  demand  of  the  furrender  of  the  Aflij;nment  was  not  fu-^crefttd 
therefore  by  this  fuppofed  affumption,  or  any  fenfe  of  injury  excited  by  it,  but  the 
afuimpcion  was  fuppofed  as  a  means  of  procuring  the  furrender.  The  new  intcr- 
pretaiion  of  the  Aflignment,  the  conjunftive  appointment,  was  well  underfto&d  to 
be  adopted  on  purpofe  for  preventing  appointments.  The  qucftion  and  conflift  was 
really  well  known  not  to  be  about  the  nominal  confirmation,  but  the  real  Align- 
ment: here  was  the  fland  at  which,  fuch  as  it  was,  the  AfTignment  was  to  be 
oppofed.  It  ceafes  of  courfe,  if  the  Aumiklars  appointed  to  m.anage  it  are  to  v/ain 
for  a  confent  which  they  will  not  obtain.  Its  celTation  had  earnefily  been  demanded 
by  him  who  afferts  his  conjunction  is  neceflary  to  its  continuance.  The  aro-mrenc' 
therefore  or  the  thing  mutt  tall  to  the  ground,  and  after  the  principle  advanced  bv 
the  Nabob,  it  would  have  been  as  ufclefs  in  us,  as  it  might  be  thought  indecent 
towards   him,  to  affctt  demanding,    for  the  fubfequent  Aumildars,  hi.r  Highnefs's 

•  Cowle  on  ttr.iis  different  from  thofe  to  which  he  had  confined  it.  But  vne  have 
ever  been  ready,  and  Hiall  be  rejoiced  to  receive  any  noiice  from  his  Highnefs  of 
his  intention  to  execute  the  claufe  of  the  Afrignirenc,  of  which  the  e:-:pre;s  words 
are,  that  he  will  give  the  ufuai  Cowle  to  the  Aumildars,  which  will  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor.  ^  Such  Cowle  (hall  be  rtfpeftfuUy  treated  and  publicly  proclaimed, 
as  proceeding  from  his  fiighnefs,  and  expreffive  of  his  dignity  and  authority. 

But  Syed  Aflam  Cawn  has  ftated,  it  fecms,  the  tranfadtion  fomewhac  differently 
to  your  Bc-ard.  lo  your  enquiry  about  the  circumftances  that  pp.ITed  the  i;<th  of 
April,  he  begins  by  an  account  of  what  happened  the  i6th  of  January.  He 
mentions,  and  it  happens  to  be  faiSb,  that  the  Prefident  knt  in  ihe  b.-ginnino- of  that 
month  by  his  private  fccrctary  to  the  Ameer  ul  Omrah  the  names  of  three  perfons 
as  propoled  for  the  Aumildary  of  Permacoil.  At  this  time  indeed  a  general  chana^ 
of  Renters  was  not  intended;  Lord  Macartney's  ignorance  of  the  difpofition  of 
the  inhabitants  ot  the  country,  prevented  him  from  fufpeding  that  a  folemn  deed 
was  executed  m.erely  becaufe  it  was  to  be  defeated.  His  intention  was  to  retain  as 
long  as  po(rible,"and  even  at  the  rifl-t  of  fome  inconvenience,  the  Nabob's  Renters  : 
fuch  inconvenience  might,  he  hoped,  be  lefs  confidctable  than  thofe  Vvhich  fudden 
changes  in  the  country  might  produce.  He  aimed  and  hoped  for  ti-.e  Nabob's 
cordial  alTiftance.  Tiie  delays  that  had  hitherto  intervened  he  would  not  admit 
as  proofs  of  counteraftion.  No  furns  of  money  had  as  yet  been  detefted  in  their 
private   conveyance  from  his  Highnefs's   Aumildars,  continued  by  the  Prefident  ro 

•  his  HiglHiefs  or  his  Minifters;  no  prohibition  was  yet  publicly  made  known  to  the 
•natives  againft  giving  to  the  Company,  in  matters  of  Revenue,  information  or 
■afllltance.     No  iiian  as  yet  had  aftually  been  acrefted  within  the  walls  of  Madras  by 

his  Highneis's  Sepoys  for  offering  his  fcrvices  m  conduding  the  AfTignment.  In 
as  yet  was  not  known,  that  the  people  were  taught  to  look  upon  it  as  a  temp  )rary 
meafure  that  muit  loon  tcrm.inate,  nor  that  vengeance  was  denounced  againit  thofe 
who  fliouid  dare  to  oppofe  the  mandates  of  the  Durbar  :  wirh  the  direcft  contrary  of 
fuch  events  did  at  this  time  the  Prefident  Hatter  himfelf.  Tnc  change  of  Pennaroil 
wasanaccidentalcircumftar.ee,  prnpofed  or  allowed  by  the  Nabob  ro  be  proper. 
To  change  for  the  bell  was  to  be  the  IVcfident's  care.  The  Committee  of 
^76.  H  Afiigncd 
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AfTigned  Revenue,  to  whom  the  bufinc-fs  has  fince  been  entirely  committed,  was 
as  yci;  not  affimbKd.  He  jullly  miftrufted  any  other  recommendation.  Bcfide  the 
Nabob's  intertll  in  the  bufinell-,  and  his  knowledge  of  the  people,  his  Highnefs's 
futisfliclion  was  to  the  Prefidnnr  an  objcift.  He  wiflied  not  only  to  be  juft,  but  to 
be  attentive  towards  him  :  and  this  Inflance  fiiews  what  the  Prcfident  was  inclined 
to  have  continued,  if  fubfequent  events  had  left  him  a  choice.  This  inter- 
courfe  of  confidence  and  amity,  thofe  fubfequent  events,  and  the  m.utiial  com- 
plaints becween  the  Prefident  and  the  Nabob,  on  whichever  fide  founded,  muft 
iiave  efFectiially  interrupted  their  further  intercouife,  to  tranfaftions  of  bufinefs, 
to  the  fur.clicns  of  obligation  was  neceffarily  reftriftcd.  After  the  choice  of  Per- 
macoil,  the  Prefident  has  in  fadt  had  r.s  little  a  part  in  the  choice  of  Aumildars,  t:^ 
whom  he  gave  his  appointment,  as  the  Nabob,  v>ho  Pnould  have  given  their,  his  con- 
firmation. They  v;ere  all  unir'brmly  propofed,  confidered,  and  fuccefsfuUv  recom- 
mended by  the  Committee  of  Afilgntd  Revenue  to  the  Prefident  and  this  Com- 
mittee ;  he  did  not  exercife  the  negative  he  had  ;  he  could  not  give  the  Nabob  the 
negative  which  the  Afflgnment  difavowed.  But  Syed  Affam  Cavvn  would  argue 
fiorn  the  exception  to  the  rule,  and  from  the  favour  to  the  right  ;  he  would  fee  no 
difference  in  times  or  circutnftances.  The  j6rh  of  January  mufl:  be  fuppofcd  to 
be  the  eve  of  the  1 8th  of  April.  At  this  latter  prriod  we  are  obliged  to  obferve 
upon  the  falfhocd  and  fallacy  of  Syed  Afiam  Cawn.  A  fallhood  and  fallacy  of  which 
the  facility  of  detection  in  feveral  inflanccs  did  not  prevent,  notwithltanding  his 
former  impofition,  tlie  fulnefs  of  its  elteit  on  your  eafy  credulity.  Mr.  Halibiirton 
did  not,  as  Syed  Afiam  Cawn  afllrts,  produce  to  him  or  to  the  Ameer  ul  Omrah,  the 
Torana  Chits  or  Sunnuds,  being  the  grant  or  nomination.  Our  Prefident's  letter 
to  the  Nabob  might  have  {hewn  you,  chat  the  Torana  Chits  or  Sunnuds  were  en- 
ciofed  to  his  Highnefs  in  that  letter.  Mr.  Haliburtcn  could  not  have  defired,  as 
Syed  Afiam  relates,  that  the  Machuikers  or  Bonds  to  be  execuced  by  the  Renters, 
for  the  due  performance  of  their  engagements,  fiiould  be  executed  by  his  Highnrfs, 
who  was  not  even  a  party  to  them.  The  parties  were  bound  to  the  Prefident,  on 
the  part  of  the  Company,  as  being  refponfible  by  the  agreement  to  his  Highnefs,  for 
the  full  proportion  of  Revenue,  as  collectrd  at  formrr  periods  under  fimilar  circum- 
Ilance.'-.  Tnis  Mackulka  were  fo  prepared  upon  the  matureft  deliberation  by  the 
Committee  of  AfTigned  Revenue,  and  this  deliberation  was  among  thofe  you  had 
obicrved  with  iatisfaclion.  The  M  .ckulkers  were  fenc  as  a  mark  of  attention  to  his 
Highnefs,  that  he  might  fee  the  obligations  of  the  Renters;  but  above  all  the 
Sanned  did  not  exprefs,  though  Syed  Afl^am  Cawn  thought  it  uleful  to  fay  fo,  that 
"  I  Lord  Macartney  havegianted  this  Sunned,"  or  that  Mr.  Haliburton  acknow- 
ledged fo.  The  Governor  is  mentioned  in  the  third  perfon,  as  he  wliofc  orders  in 
matters  of  Revenue  were  to  be  obeyed,  ai.d  to  whofe  order  fuch  Revenue  was  to  be 
paid.  The  Nabob  is  dillinguifhed  by  the  very  dignified  exprelfion  of  the  Prefence  ; 
an  exp.'-cfrion  alF.'ded  by  the  Nabob,  though  perhaps  ftriftly  applicable  only  to  the 
Mogul  Sovereign  of  Hi'idoltan.  its  application  in  the  Torana  Cliits  to  the  Nabob, 
cannot  be  miftakcn,  bccaufc  it  fays  ihe  Renter  is  to  account  conformably  lo  an 
Agreement  between  the  Fre/nnce  ind  the  Govcrr.or  of  Madras,  on  the  part  of  the 
Company.  This  inflrument  Wds  exaftiy  drawn  as  th-^  like  iiiftrumenis  ufually  were 
by  his  Highnefs's  a.Tairs,  v^it'i  the  exception  only,  which  is  direded  by  an  e->prcfs 
claufe  in  the  Agreement,  that  the  Revenue  was  to  b;  managed  and  paid  according 
to  orders  from  the  Governor.  0("  this  inftrume.u,  of  which  the  form  is  dcfcribcd 
as  lb  effential,  and  as  fixing  indeed  the  fovcrcignty  in  him  in  whofe  name  it  is 
granted,  the  infpeflion  beca  r,e  in  the  fame  proportion  indifpenlible.  The  infp''(5tion 
would  havedete  :'ed  at  once  the  impofuion  of  byed  AlTa-n  Civv.i.  The  whole  fabric 
of  accufdtion,  the  whole  prtjcti  of  fuccels,  muft  initanrly  h.cve  vaniihcd  ;  ycni  were 
not  infenfible  of  the  nccefllty  of  this  inf^jccStion.  He  was  afked,  whether  he  ha.l  a 
copy  of  this  paper,  as  well  as  tiiC  Mackulhas.  The  original,  had  i:  ferved  his  piirpofe, 
■mull  have  been  In  his  poffeffion  ;  it  was  to  found  the  grand  proof  of  the  accufation 
againft  Lord  Macartney;  Syed  Afiam  Cawn  is  not  to  apt  to  be  negligent  of  his  er- 
rand :  had  It  ferved  his  purpofe,  he  mull  have  flicwn  it  uith  hi„  Memoiial.  ;  it 
would  have  graced  and  warranted  his  foiicitations ;  but  Syed  Afiam  Cawn  docs   not 

even 
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even  anfwer  as  ro  a  copy.     He  is  not  put  to  the  neccfl'ity  of  anfv^iring,  as  reb.ting  to         I, 

the  Sunneds  ;  he  is  not  obliged  to  account  by  any  accident  for  the  lofs  of  the  oriEiinal ;    

he  is  not  obliged  to  have  recourfeto  a  fecond  forgery;  you  do  not  infift  upon  an  an- 
fwer, you  do  not  repeat  your  queftion,  you  do  not  infift  upon  the  infpeftion  even  of  a 
copy,  nor  upon  his  rr aibns  for  not  producing  one.    His  fuppreffion  of  an  efiential  pa- 
per excites  no  fufpicion  of  his  confciovfnefs,  that  if  produced  it  would  make  againft 
him.     Inftead  of  producing  the  Sunneds  or  Gr.'.nts,  which  was  the  piincipal  and  deci- 
five  paper,  as  well  as  the  Muckulkees  or  Renters  Bonds,  which  in  the  prefent  con- 
teft   were  at  tr.olt  kfs  material,  he  calmly  produces  the  latter  only  ;  the  latter  was 
accepted  for  the  former,  and  the  contents  of  one  pap-r  are  proved  by  the  production 
of  another.     You  mult  now  have  perceived  how  much  you  were  deceived,  and  how 
much  we  have  been  wronged;  but  if  we  had   even  the   misfortune  to  be  culpable, 
you  dill  fnight  be  blamabfc  for  accepting  fuch  proofs  of  it ;  other  afiTrrtions  of  Syed 
Aflam  Cawn  are   equally   though   ufelehly  untrue.     It  is  not  true  ihat  the   Nabob 
delivered,  at  the  time  of  his  granting  the  AGignm.ent  to  Lord  Macartney,  copies  ot 
theSunnud  and  Mockulha,    both  drawn  up  according  to  eftabliflied  f<.'rm.     Such  a 
precaution  might  indeed  have  prevented  the  amicable  difcuffion,  as  to  the  Muckul- 
ha  for  Permacoil.     It  is  not  true  that  the  objeftions  to  the  Aumildars  were  men- 
tioned  to   Mr.  Haliburton:  It  is  not  true  that  the  propofal   of  .nppointing  Aumil- 
dars on  the  part  of  the  Company,  in  lieu  of  Taffildarsor  Collections,  firft  proceeded 
from  Lord   M;:c>.rrncy  ;  and  it  is  on  the  contrary  true,   tliat  to  the  lall,  and  in  the 
very  laft  conference  on  the  fubjcft  of  the  Afilgnment,  the  Prrfident  declared  bv  his 
private  Secretary,  ro  the  Ameer  ul  Omrah  his  preference  of  Taffildars,  as  more  li- 
terally conformable  to  die  Treaty  made  at  Bengal.     Syed  Affam  Cawn  menrions,  as 
within  his  own  obfervation,  other  circumftances  that  paffed  when  he  was  not   prcfenr, 
and  in  a  language  he  did  not  underftand.     It  coll  him  nothing  to  confound  what  he 
heard  with  what   he  knew,  and  what  he  wiflied  with  either.     lie  fays  that  what  he 
related  was  known  to  every  individual  of  any  rank  and   condition   at  Madras  :  h 
general  a  knowledge  is  an  imperfed   knowledge;   he  was   not   put   liowever  on  his 
guard,  and  the  whole  examinaiion  of  Syed  AHam  Cawn,  though  before  fo  refpccta- 
ble  a  tribunal,  and   leading  to  fo  important  a  dccifion,  has  the  appearance  of  beino- 
almoft  as  loofe  and  as  merely  plaufible,  as  if  it  had  been  meant  for  nothino-  more 
than  an  oftcnfiblc  preamble  to  a  purpofe  pre-determined.     The  princioal  tcftimony 
of  Mr.  Richard  Sulivan  confjfts  in  afferting,  that  the  Nabob  made  a  reprefenratinri 
to  him   of  the  condufl:  of  our  Prcfident,  which  in  his  full  opinion  was   not  an  ex- 
aggeration ;  fuch  a  teftimony  does  not  precifely  fet  forth  upon  what  grounds  he  had 
formed  this  full  opinion  ofthefeveral  parts  of  fuch  a  reprefentation;  whether  his  opinion 
was  entirely  founded  on  his  reliance  on  the  Nabob's  drift  veracity,  moderation,  and 
difintercdednei's,  or  whether  that  reliance  was   corroborated   by  hi.s  perfonal  know- 
ledge of  any,  and  what  parts  of  fuch  reprcfentation.     In  a  fubfequent  anfwer  he  fays, 
indeed,  that  he  had  acquainted  the  Board,  in  the  courfeof  his  anfwers  to  their  pre- 
ceding queiVions,  with  the  mianner  in  which  he  acquired  his  information  on  the  uib- 
jc(ft  of  tliem  ;  and   as   he  only  had   mentioned,   as  to  fuch  reprefentan'on,  that  he 
heard  it  from  the  Nabob,  it  appears  to  amount  in  faft  to  no  more  than  hear- fay  evi- 
dence from  one  of  the  parties.     It  is  not  therefore  in   that  fcnfe   furpriflno-,  that  he 
Ihould  be  inaccurate,  that  he  fnould   fuppofe  what  the  Nabob   had  told  "^hirn,   that 
the  AffignmiCnt  gave  to  the  Governor  the  power  onlyof  reccmmtndinrrj  rhoua'h  it  lias 
given  him  cxprefsly  that  of  appointing  ;  and  that  therefore  fuppofing  that  the  Gover- 
nor in  appointing  did  more  than  he  v.as  empowered,  he  fhould  feel  for  an  encroach- 
ment that  did  not  exift,  and  aid  exapgeraiion  without  being  confcioui  of  it,     This 
ignorance  in  your  Mir.ifter  with  the  Nabob,  and  v/ho  had  been  the  Nabob's  P-,4inifter 
with  you,  though  mai  king  the   extremeft  inattention  to  the  duties  of  thofe  ftations 
is  however  a  fault  lefs  deep  than  a  wilful  perverfion  of  the  fafts  he  fliould  know; 
but  whatever  was  the  intention,  it  had  the  ifFcdt  of  mifleading  your  Board,  in  con- 
veying to  you  .Uieitions  received  from  another,  as  if  they  were  true,  on  matters  with 
which,  in  his  ftation,  he  fhould  be  acquainted.     He  fhould  have  known  that  Lord 
Macartney,  inftead  of  having  a  dep.rc  to  have  a  complete  interference  in  the  internal 
Government  of  that  country,  had  obtained  from  the  Select  Committee  the  anpoint-

the  interference,  as  far  as  it  was  to  go  in  the  bufinefs  of  the  country,  was  to  be  en- 
tirJy  enr  lifted,  and  that  every  ftep  takm  or  propofed  for  tin-  execution  of  the  Tr^-aty 
of  Furt  William,  was  fugge fled  and  recommended  by  that  ommittee,  whofe  Chief 
on  that  account  fufFcred  a  temporary  decline  in  his  influence  upon  the  Nabob  j  and 
tha'^,  ir.flead  of  his  L'T- 'Ihip  having  uniformly  m"nifefl:cd  a  difniclination  to  the  mode 
atreed  upon  in  the  Treaty  of  Fort  Wilham,  for  the  colledion  •'  the  Revenues  of 
fi.e  Carnatic,  the  Nabob  acknowledges  in  liis  Ictrer  of  the  I3ch  i  'bruary  1783.  that 
he  vva"  influtnctd  and  iirptDtd,  as  he  calls  it,  to  the  Cefilon  r  AfTignment  of 
Drcember  ijSijby  a  letter  rrom  Lord  Macartney  of  the  23d  of .  >  vembcr  1781, 
in  which  his  Lordlliip  requefted  the  Nobob  to  obferve,  that  it  was  then  above  {even 
'.r.onths  fince  the  date  of  the  Engagement  or  Treaty  of  Fort  William  and  upwards 
of  three  fince  liis  ratification  of  it,  without  any  material  benefit  to  :he  common 
caufe ;  that  the  immediate  want  of  funds  to  pay  the  troops  and  defray  the  many  other 
expei  ces  of  the  w..r,  would  allow  of  no  further  procraftinacion  ;  that  the  cfteem  and 
atrachment  of  the  Company,  and  his  Lordihip's  perfonal  refpeft  and  regaid  for  his 
Highncfs  induced  him  in  the  midft  of  the  difHculties  which  called  for  an  imme- 
diate compliance  witii  his  Highnefb's  engagements,  to  leave  to  his  Highnefs  either  the 
mode  (if  iccuring  the  Revenue  originally  intended,  or  t!iat  of  renting  propofed  to 
be  fubftirutcd  for  it ;  but  that  it  Vvfould  be  entirely  out  of  his  Lordlhip's  power  to 
avoid  carrying  the  one  or  the  other  into  execution  without  lofs  of  time,  accountable 
as  iic  was  fur  the  fatal  conleque;ices  which  mull:  refult  from  any  d<.lay  in  procuring 
thufe  refources  which  were  to  be  derived  only  from  one  or  other  of  thofe  plans. 
This  rcmonftrance  marking  no  preference  of  plan,  and  leaving  the  alternative  to  .lis 
Highnefs,  proves  uo  difinclip.ation  in  our  Pr^fident  to  the  Treaty  of  Fort  William, 
nor  any  determination  not  to  be  fatisfied  until  he  fhould  acquire  a  degree  of  con- 
tioul  fupcrior  to  it ;  and  on  the  contrary  it  denotes,  that  it  w.is  from  the  efteem  and 
attac;-.inent  of  the  Company,  and  his  own  perfonal  regard  and  relped  for  his  High- 
ncfs, that  he  was  induced  to  confent  to  any  deviadon  from  or  liibn;itution  for  the 
Treary  of  Fort  Will  im  as  to  the  Revenue.  The  Refident  in  like  manner,  in  de- 
fcribing  alterations  laid  to  be  made  by  Lord  Macartney  in  the  fpirit  and  unviri' d 
mode  of  warding  the  Sunn,  ds,  and  the  efi^cct  of  fuch  alteration,  as  making  himfelf 
the  Sovereign,  ufuiping  by  one  ftr"ke  of  his  pi^n  the  m.oft  facred  and  invalual)le 
ri'j,hts  ofa  Priice  of  Hindoftan,  as  annihilating  the  Naboblfiip,  and  in  the  moil  ex- 
prels  and  pofitive  manner  declaring  to  the  world  that  Lord  Macartney  was  then 
leated  on  the  Mufnud  of  the  Carnatic,  muft  have  been  fuppofed  to  have  feen  and 
examined  thofc  alterations,  from  niv/dves  uf  duty  in  his  ftation,  wliich  was  intended  to 
preferve  the  rights  fo  ufurped  and  annihilated  by  the  fame  fi:roke  ofa  pen  ;  and  for 
the  purpofe  of  icpielcnlinj,  to  you,  v/h  j!e  rcp'efei^ative  he  was,  this  uturpation  and 
ar.nihilatiiii  ;  rrom  motives  even  of  curiofity  to  contemplate  that  finale  ibike  of  a 
pen,  which  had  worked  fuch  powerful  and  oppofite  effcds,  ne  murb  naturally  hr.ve 
been  iuppofrd  to  have  fpok.-n  from  his  o'.'  n  perfo'ial  and  particular  infjj.-dion  of 
it  J  but  neither  the  fj.i\  o!  the  alteration,  nor  in  cafe  or  an  alteration,  i.s  p)Wcr  10 
produce  fuch  elfefts,  were  once  the  objefts  with  him  of  d.)ubt  or  of  difcuflTion;  nor 
did  t!ie  accumulated  epi  hets  empioved  upon  the  occafion  by  the  Nabob,  c  ivey  to 
the  i<<fidciit  tlie  lead:  lulpieion  or  appearance  of  pa']i'>n  or  ex:;ggcrat,on  ;  they  we  c 
to  him  the  calm  hiltoric  impartial  relation,  of  an  event  reduced  to  the  llrift  mea- 
fure  of  f.^iemn  evidence,  ccuntci balancing  the  fuijjiciotifnefs  of  coming  frjin  a 
partv,  and  jullly  grounding  a  charge  of  many  ii'-avy  crimes  fprouting  from 
s.  finL-ie  (Iroke  "of  a  pen,  as  the  Nabob  had  affured  it  was  fo  :  t'.at  s'ahob, 
v/iiof.  ivaat  of  faith  a;:d  honour  had  been  long  fince  recorded  under  the  haad  of 
Governor  tiuuicnie.',  Mr.  Dupre,  the  prefent  Gi)vernor  Gen;.ral  or  B'  ngal,  and 
Cien'-ral  Jof  ph  Smith.  The  redudlion  of  the  time  cunfumerl  in  this  late  tranlaftion, 
as  reported  by  tlie  RcfiJent,  from  days  to  hours,  .r.ay  be  laid  to  be  the  du'eft 
revel  le  of  exagg:  ration.  The  favour  of  forbearance,  ue  rehues,  for  a  few  h  'ti.  s, 
wouldn()t  be  gr^intcd  to  the  Nabob,  though  the  notification  ot  the  Rent!  rs,  and  the 
rcqucll  of  the  [Nabob's  ll.il  and  fignatuic  appears  to  have  been  of  the  jjth  of.^pn!, 
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and  was  delivered  the  next  morning,  and  the  fiibfequent  tranfaftion  n  reprefented  to        I. 
have  been  on  or  about  the  i8'h  of  April.    With  equal  prccifion  he  repeats,  thatonr    . 
Prefident   did  not  deign  a  difcufTion,  or  even  to  hear  the   Nabob;  and  this  he  ad- 
vances to  you,  who  pofTeflTed  at  the   time,  though  you  ffenn  to  have  forgotte;i,  the 
letter  to   his   Highni-fs  by  order  of  the  Committee,  containing  a  regular  demand  of 
the  Cowle  ;  and  the  Nabob's  anfwer  two  dnys  afterwards,  containing  a  formal  re- 
fufal,  upon  principles  which  admitred  of  no  further  difcufTion.    With  equal  diploma- 
tic accuracy  does  ycur  minifter  adopt  the  Nabob's  pretenfions  of  having  been  vefted 
in  the  fovereig  ity  of  the  Carnatic  by  the  treaty  of  Paris,  and  of  being  the  acknov/- 
ledged  ally  of  ou;  Sovereign  :  the  treaty  of  Paris  v/as  underftood,  indeed,  by  the 
framers  ofitjand  the  pirtipsro  it,  to  operate  upon  this  occafion  merely  in  preventing 
the  continuation  ot  difputes  between  the  Englifh  and  the  French  nations  in  India,  who 
had  taken  oppoiirc  fides  in  fupporting  claims  to  governments  in  Hindoftan,  founded 
en  real  or  pr<. tended   CommiOioiis   from  the   Great  Mogul,  for  the  Soiibahdary  or 
fuperior  Governaient  of  the  Dccan  or  Southern  Provinces  of  Hindoftan,  and  the  Na- 
boblh'.p  or  Dt-|  utylhip  of  the  fubordinate  Government  of  the  Carnatic,  by  ftipulat- 
ing  thir  Mahomed  Ally  Khan  (efpoufed  by  the  E/nglifh)  fliould   be  acknowledged 
for  the  lawful  Nabub  of  the   latter,  and  Salabat  Jung  (efpoufed  by  the  French)  for 
Jawful  Soubah  of  tr.e  former  :   but  this  accommodating ftipulation  confers  no  addi- 
tional rank  on  ihofe  pcrfonsj  what   tbcy  had  before  thev  were  ftill   to  have,  without 
any  danger  from  the  Emopean  nations  who  had  refpeftivcly  difturbcd  them,  of  fur- 
ther dilluibance,  while  peace  fhould  continue  between  thofe  nations.     But  flie  treaty 
neither  exprclTvS  or  vtfts  a  fovereignty  :  this  inveftiture  is  no  more  to  be  foniid  than 
the  treary  Of  alliaiice  o;  the  Nabob  with  the  Scvercign  of  Great  Britain.     The  lan- 
gua_e  cf  the   NabobV  agent  (lid  into  the  witnefs's   teilimony  :  this  teftimony  was, 
indeed,  not  yivcrn  under  liie  awful  impreffion  of  the  abfolute  necefTity  of  its  veracity, 
which  the  previous  adminiHration  of  a  folcmn  and  .•■eligious  oath  cantiot  fail  to  make 
on  a  man  of  principle  and  honour.     This   friend,  this  confidant,  this  former  agerit 
of  the  Nabob,  after  reprefenting  his  friend's  cafe,  and  partly  his  own  ;  after  the  inter- 
rogatories were  over,  and  he  was  committed  by  his  anfvvers  to  them,   v/as  then  aficed, 
as  in  the  cafe  of  Syed  AiTim  Cawn,  whether  he  was  ready  to  atteft  all  he  had  faid  on 
oath;  this  gentleman  could  not  alledge  the  exemption  of  gentlemen  from  oaths.  He 
was  in  an  awkward  predicament  :  he  muft  unfay  what   hejuft  had  faid,  or  he  muft 
acquiefce  in  a  facrcd  aflcrtion  of  it.     A  retrofpeftive  oath  was  tendeied  to  liim,  and 
he  took  it.     The  words,  as  far  as  they  v/ent,  were  guardedly  legal  and  technical  :  he 
had  given,  to  the  bed  of  his  belief  and  remembrance,  the  truth,  and  nothing  but  the 
truth  ;  accidentally  perhaps  omitting  that  he  had  told  the  whole  truth  of  the  defedts  of 
this  ttftimony,  the  nature  of  the  next  cannot  be  accufed  by  us  :  it  is  our  own  letter  ; 
from  our   ov\n  lettei  v/e  cannot  tfcape  :  it  is,  indeed,  of  a  date  (4rh  of  July)   long 
fubfcqucnt  to  that  of  the  tranfa<flion  (18th  of  April),  which  is  fuppofed  to  conflitute 
our  criire.     This  letter  afferts,  that    the  particular  fteps  we  took   in  realizing  the 
coUcclions  of  the  Carnatic,  we  occat'ioned  by  the  necefTity  of  the  cafe,  and  by  your 
.pofitive  direftions  to  render  the  AiTignment  cfFe£lual  ;  if  no  fuch  direftions  had  ex- 
ifted,  our  letters,  in  attributing  fuch  direftions  to  you,  muft  conftitute  a  new  crime 
on  our  parr,  diihr.ft  entirely  from  the  former.     It  would  be  that  of  flander,  of  which 
you  would  be  the  objects,  not  the  Nabob  :  to  you  therefore,  in  this  additional  cafe, 
and  not  to  him,  the  retribution  of  juftice  might  be  due.     The  original  acl,  of  which 
.his  Highnefi  complains,  is  not  altered  in  its  nature  whether  it  was  our  aft  or  j-our's: 
its  operation  iip;jn  him  would  continue  the  fame  ;  and  we  might,  as  to  him.  be  ftill 
juftitiable  in  doin.^  it,  though  not  in  quoting  your  authority  for  it  :  it  is  a  difcufllon, 
therefore,  foreign  to  that  of  the  lurrender  of  the  Affignm.ent  to  the  Nabob,  whether 
we  miilocdc  or  miftated,   orjuftly  interpreted  at.  any  time  your  fentiments,  not  upon 
which,  but  upon  our  conduft,  the  proper  decifion  as  co  the  Nabob  of  the  principal 
.cafe  mull  reft.     Your  authority  might  judify  or  at  lealt  excufe  us,  tliough   the  Na- 
buu  might  liave  reafon  to  com.phdn ;   and   t!ie  Nabob   might   have  no  fuch   reafon, 
though  we  had   not   yoi.i-  authority  for  afting.     Tiie   priiicipal   queftion   as  to  the 
NaDob,  as  to  the  furrc.ider  of  the  AlTignnicnt,  muft  d.pend    thererore  on    what  we 
.did,  not  upon  what  avc  aflcrttd,  that   you  faid  the  part  cf  our  letter  to   Sir   Eyre 
176.  J  Goote, 
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I.         Coote,  which  you  charge  as   reprrhenfible,  is  not  operative  but   n:>rrarive  :  if  wa 

.    narrated  wrongly,  the  fatl  we  ftattd  will  not  iVrve  us  :  it  wiil  not  lerv.-  the  Nabob, 

though  it  v.'ill  argue  on  our  part  v;ant  of  candour,  which  is  a  want  ih;-t  we  difclaim, 
or  v/ant  of  exaft  recol!e^5tion,  from  which  we  do  not  pretend  an  exemption.     In  writ- 
ino-,  indeed,  to  Sir  Eyre  Coote,  we  r'collefted  that  in  February  178  i,  you  carneilly 
recommended  to  us  to   demand  from  the   Nabob   the  Aflignment  of  the  Carnatic  : 
We  recolleftcd  that  in  your  treaty  of  April  1781,  you  ftipulated  for  an  AHlgnment 
of  the  Revenues  of  the' Carnatic  :  We  recolleclcd  that    in  Dcrccmber  1781,  before 
you  knew  that  we  had  acquired  from  the  Nabob  any  additional  autiiority  in  matters 
of  Aflignment,  you  communica'.ed  your  fentiments  relative  to  tiiofe  perplexities  in 
wliich,  from  fome    authoriiaiive  acis  of  Government,  we  might  find  ourfelves  in- 
volved, when  we  came  to   the  neceffary  work  of  appropriating  for  its  defence  any 
fupplics  that  the  Carnatic  could  yield.     You  wifhed    to  inveft   us    in  that  neceflaiy 
work,  with  every  authority  and  confidence  with  which  you  couid  aid  our  operations  : 
you   did   fo   particularly  from    your  perfeft  reliance  upon  the  impartial,  clear,  and 
difcriminating  judgment  of  our  Prefident:  You  were  convinced  that  he  was  difcon- 
ntcled  with  any  local  or  party  views  in  the  Carnatic  ;  and  that,  from  his  great  expe- 
rience in    public  affairs,  no  perfon  could  more  diftintftly  or  juflly  decide  where  the 
claims  of  the  fubjeft  interfered  v/ith  thofe  of  the  Government,  or  where  the  rights  of 
ally  princes  were  involved  with  both,  under  all  the  evils  of  a  general  war.     You  had 
akcady  jufl  mentioned,  that  in  a  crifis  of  fuch  adlual  danger  to  the  exiftence  of  the 
, refpeftive  territorial  rights  of  the  Nabob  Walajah   and    the  Rajah  of  Tanjore,  we 
jfhould  not  permit  theobftruflion  of  their  little  contefts,  or  the  unfeafonable  interpo- 
I  fition  of  their  local  authority,  to  prevent  us  from  taking  care  that  the  produce  of  the 
country  be  collefted,  and  applied  to  its  immediate  defence.     You  defircd  us  to  con- 
iider,  that  to  repel  Hyder  Ally  you  ventured  fo  far  as  to  endanger  even  the  fecurity  of 
the  provinces  (under  your  immediate  care)  by  the  exertions  you  were  making,  and 
determined  to   continue  in  fupport  ofour  Prefidency :  that   it   was  true  it  was  not 
only  the  wifli,  but  tlie  interell  of  Britain,  to  afford  every  protcftion  to  the  Nabob 
and  the  Rajah,  and  to  indulge  them  in  the  fuUeft  and   happieft  enjoyment  of  their 
rights  ;  but  that  thofe  rights  could  not  exifl;  to  their  own  prejudice  and  deftrucirion  ; 
and  that  fuch  was  your  confidence  in  our  integrity,  prudence,  moderation,  and  public 
zeal,  that  you  would  not  hefitate  to  give  your  fanftion  to  any  nieafure  which  we  might 
think  the  moft  effcftual  to  realize  the  refources  of  every  diftrift  of  the  Carnatic  that 
x;ou!d  be  wrcllL-d  from  the  enemy,  or  which  he   had  not  yet  been   able  to  lay  waftc. 
Thefe.  rcfourcesj  Ln  being  applied  in  the  relief  and  fupport  of  the  Carnatic,  were  ap- 
plied to  their  i'.ift  purpofei  nor  could  either  the  condition  of  alhances,  nor  in  any 
degree  the  fpirit  of  them,  contradict  the  principle  of  fuch  obvious  and  neceffary  juf- 
tice.     This  letter  appeared  to  us  to  have  been  written  under  the  impreffion  of  that 
ftrong  conviftion  which  experience  operates  upon  tiie  mind,  that  the   Revenues  of 
.the  Carnatic  would  not,  without  confiderable  exertion  on  our  part,  be  applied  to  its 
immediate  defence;  that  in  that  application  we  Ihould  meet  with  perplexities,  and 
fmight  be  deterred   by   the  intcrpofition  of  local  authority,  and   that  you  therefore 
'wifhed  to  invigorate  our  refolutions  and  encourage  our  exertions,  by  convincing  our 
judgment  of  the  juftice   and   propriety,  as  well  as  of  the  neceffity  of  them  ;  and  by 
giving  us  your  fan6lion,and  inv^lling  us  with  your  authority  and  confidence  in  aid  of 
our  operations.     No  words  could  be  Itronger  in  our  conception  ;  and  not  only  im- 
plied a  full  power,  bur  a  (trong  exhortation  to  ail  accordingly.     We  conceived  that 
your  exprcffions,  applying  even  to  fuch  authoritative  adts  as  the  ncceOary  appropri- 
ation of  fupplies  might  involve  us  in,  applied  with  lefs  doubt,  and  with  greater  effeCl, 
to  the   detail  of  operations  under  any   authorized  and  general  arrangement :  they 
equally  applied,  we  thought,  to  the  Affignmcnt  you  had  advifed  us  to  demand,  and 
the  Aflignment  you  obtained  ;  the  objeft  of  both  being  the  im\c,  and  the  one  lub- 
llitutcd  for  the  other;  if,  before  you  kntw  of  our  fucccfs  in  aftually  obtaining  an  Af- 
fignment  from  the  Nabob,  you  told  us  we  Ihould  not  be  deterred  by  the  intcrpofition 
of  his  local  authority,  you  xTiuA  have  (ully  memt  that  we  Ihould  take  much  greater 
■ftrides,  if  neceffary,  for  collctfling  and  applying  the  public   Revenue,  than  that  of 
fending  CoJkdors  appointed  by  our  Prefident,  but  under  the  Nabob's  authority,  and 
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by  virtue  of'his  Afilgnment ;  you  muft  have  fuppofed  the  podlbilicy  of  the  cafe  of        I. 
Jt-miing  Collv-flors  iindtroiir  own  authority,  without  any  foit  of  delegation  orautlio-  '  - 

jity  fi't^m  the  Nabob.     Any  ineafurcs  you    fay  you   v^uuld   fanftioii   that  we  fhould 
tliink  mofl  cfFedual  to  realize  the  public  refourccs.     No  right  of  the  Nabob',«  was 
allowed  to  (land  in  the  way,  upon  the   maxim    that  no  right  could  exift  to  his  own 
prejudice  anddrflrudlion,  which  m.uft  follow  if  m;."ans  were  not  founded  for  defccd- 
ing  the  Carnatic  ;  you  miifl:  therefore  have  meant,  that  we  fljould  at  lead:  not  be  de- 
terred from  fending  Aumildars,  when  appointed  by  exprefs  authority  from  the  Nabob, 
though  rlie  Nabob  fhould  afterwards  refufe  them  his  Cowle,  which  he  had  no  right  to 
do,  being  contrary  to  the  exprefs  covenant  he  had  made  to  give  ic.   Your  objeft  was  to 
realize  the  lefources ;  your  means,  any  meafures  that  we  ftiould  think  effectual.    You 
defired  us  to  prociiie  an  Afiignment  ; — you  procured  one    for  us:  you  defu'ed  that    ■ 
our  meafures  fliould  beefFedual,  and  therefore  that  the  ALffignment  fliou'd  be  efiec- 
tual  J  we  were  therefore  warranted,  we  humbly  apprehend,  in  our  declaration  to  Sir 
Eyre  Cootc,  diat  we  were  directed  by  you  not  to  be  deterred  by  the  interpofition  of 
any  local  autht/rity.     We  did  not  quote  thefe  expreffions  as  from  your  letter,  though 
they  were  there  :  we  did  nor  quote  the  letter;  it  was  the  general  rciuk  of  your  ad- 
vice, and  we  adopted  your  words  merely  as  the  beft  v/ords.  '  But  if  we  had  quoted 
them  as  yours,  we  fureiy  might  be  warranted  in  thus  applying  your  fentimentson  the 
colleflion  and  application  of  the  public  Revenue,  and  of  the  mode  ot  ihatcolleclion 
■under  the  Afiig/iment ;  being  a  grant  which,  previous  to  the  delivery  of  thofe  fenti- 
ments,  you  had  recommended  and  procured.     Whether    it  was  the  Affignment  of 
April,  or  the  AOlgnment   of  December  178 1,  one  or  other  was  to  be  effeftuated  : 
and  when  you  found  that  forfome  time  the  latter  was  not  effeftual.you  recommended 
us  new  meafures  :  you  regretted  our  forbearance,  and  you  declared  us  refponfiblc  for 
the  continuance  or  it  :  your  wifhes,  intentions,  and  dircftions,   were  frequently  re- 
peated and  varioiifly   exprcfled  ;  and  all  this  happened  previoully  to  our  letter  of  the 
4th  of  July  1782  to  Sir  Eyre  Coote,  in  which,  neverthelefs,  you  aliedge  an  Ani- 
chronifin,  as  quoting  an  authority  from  you  for  efFcftuating  the  Affignment  of  the 
Revenues  of  the  Carnatic,  before  you  knew  of  the  exiftence  of  the  latt  Afilgnment ; 
as  if,  when  giving  that  authority,  you  could  have  had  no  AlTignment  in  contempla- 
don  ;  as  if  already  you  had  not  recomimendcd  and  procured  an  Afllgnment;  as  if  the 
authority  you   gave  did    not  appiy  to  any  Aliignment  of  the  Revenues  ;  as   if  that 
authority  had   not  been  exprefelv  conveyed   in  the  moft  general  and  comprehcnfive 
terms,  for  the  direct  purpofe  of  including  every  Affignment  and   every  meafvire  that 
had  for  its   object  to   realize   the  Revenues  of  the  Carnatic.     There  could  be  no 
Anachronifm  only  in  quoting,  for  amcafure  purfued,  an  authority  given  fubfequent 
to  that  meafure.     It  was  not  therefore  material  how  many  days  your  authority  was 
given  before  we  wrote  to  you  of  t!ie  laft  Affignment,  or  how  many  weeks  before  you 
received  it,  but  whether  that  authority  was  prior  to  the  meafures  we  declare  to  be 
confequent  of  ic  :   nor  is  it  neceffary,  for  the  application  of  a  general  authority,  that 
the  particular  cafes  to  which  It  may  apply  fhould  have  happened  before  fuch  autho  • 
rity  was  granted,  or  even  that  all  fuch  cafes  fliould  have    been  exprefsly  forefeen. 
The  purpofe  of  a  general  authority   is  to  comprehend  cafes  which  may  happen   and 
may  not  be  forefeen  ;  it  is  therefore  no  objefcion  to  our  application  of  your  injunc- 
tion'for  realizing  by  any  meafures  the  colleftions,  that  the  particular  obftrudlions  to 
be  ove-rcom.e  by  fuch  meafures  ffiould  not  then  have  been  known  to  you  :  it  is  fuffi- 
cient  that  it  was  within  the  provifion  of  the  authority  you  gave.     But  you  obferve, 
that  the  letter  was  written  upon  a  fubject  totally  foreign  from  the  iVffignment,  fug- 
gefted  by  the  recent  capture  of  Negapatam,  and  defigned  to  prels  this  Governnicnc 
to  avail  ourfelves  ot  the  advantage  by  immediate  application  of  the  Revenues  of  the 
Southern  diftrids.     The  letter  touches  indeed,  by  gradual  cranfitions,  upon  feveral 
fubjeds  :  i:  begins  by  the  mention  of  a  delay  in  your  negociations  for  the  relief  of  the 
Carnatic,  and  affurances  of  your  efforts  to    afford  us  fupplies  and  to  counteract  the 
enemy.     From  Negapatam  you  proceed  to  theafTliirs  ot  the  Nabob  of  the  Carnatic, 
.and  of  the  Rajan  of  fanjore  ;  the   neceffity   of  the  application  of  the  Revenues  of 
shofe  countries  to  their  immediate  defence  ;  the  jultice  of  any  meafures  producing 
chat  efied  j  the  declaration  of  our  duty,  and  the  full  offer  of  your  authority,  con- 
.17  6.  fidence, 
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fidiT.ce,  ar.d  fanftlon,  in  the  proTecution  ofany  fuch  meafures,  and  the  exprcfs  appli- 
cation of  thtn-,,  not  to  the  Southern  dlftrirls  only,  as  you  iuppofe,  but  to  evt-ry  dif- 
trift  of  the  Carnatic  that  could  be  wrcilcd  from  the  enemv,  or  which  he  had  not  yet 
been  able  to  lay  vvafte.     Afrer  the  htter  above  quoted  of  the  26th  December  1781, 
defirinrr  us  and  authorizing  us  to  take  every  ineafure  we   might  think   nccefiary  for 
rcilizing  the  coUeftions  independently  of  any  Affi^nment,  we  ftood   in  little  need  of 
your  letter  of  the  3th  of  April,  to  v/arrant  us  in  taking  the   meafure  oi  p!aci>ig  Au- 
niildars,  under  our  own  authority,   in  the  managemt-nt  of  the  country  ;  which  word?, 
with  many  others  on  the  fame  fubjeft,  are  in  that  letter  of  the  5th  of  April,  v/hic!i 
however  you  fay  does  not  authorize  us  fo  to  place  them.  You  allow,  indeed,  that  your 
words  p.uthorized  us  to  adminiller  the  Revenues,  and  not  leave  them  partially  in  the 
Nabob's  hands  and  at  hisdifcretion  ;  which  is  to  allow  an  adminiftration  without  an 
adminiftrator  ; — to  allow  us    rhe  end   if  we  can  attain   it  wichout  means.     You  re- 
commend and  authorize-  us  to  pl'ice  Aumildars  ;  you    now  fay,  we  fnould  not  have 
-placed  them  without  the  Nabob's  confirmation,  funified  by  his  fignature.   He  would 
not  give  that  fignature ;  we  muit  therefore  either  have  not  afted  agreeably  to  your 
defire  at  that  time  of  placing  the  Aumiidars,  or  we  muft  have  afted  contrary  to  your 
prefent   defire  of  our  not  placing  them  ;  we  muft  have  difagrecd  with  you   then  o.'- 
difafrreed  with  you  now.     The  conduct  we  held   v.'as  conformable  to  the  feniimcnts 
you  held  *.  it  does  not  appear  to  us  to  be  as  eafy  to  change  the  one  as  you  have  done  the 
other.     You  infift,  indeed,  that  we  had  no  authority  from  you  to  appoint  A.um.ildars 
without  the  formal  junftion  of  the  Nabob;  but  you  forget  your  words  in  that  very 
letter  of  the   fth  of  April,  which,  inftead  of  fuch  formal  or  any  junftion,  are,  that 
"   wealTeit  and  exercife  the  entire  and  undivided  Adminiflrration  of  the  Revenues  of 
"  the  Carnatic,  and  every  power  conneftv-d  with  it ;  in  a  word,  the  whole  fovereignty, 
"  if  it  fliali  be  neceflary  to  the  effVilual  exercife  of  fuch  a  charge;  not  admitting  the 
"  interpofuion  of  any  authority  whatever  which  might  pofllbly  impede  it,  until  the 
"  neceiiity   which  has   required   the   fufpenuon  of  the  conftitutional   controul   fhall 
*'  ceafe,  and  it  fliall  revert  of  courfe  to  i;s   original   and   regular  channel."     Every 
{general  authority  to  be  exercilcd  muft  apply  to  a  fpeci  il  cafe  :  fuppofing  in  favovir  of 
the  Nabob's  cafe,  that  his  fcal  and  fignature  to  the  appointments  were  more  than 
what  you   allow  them  to  be,  mere  form  preftrved  for  oftenfible  put-pofes,  and  that 
they  were  intended  as  a  conftitutional  controul  over  the  appointments  of  tfie  Prefidrnt, 
vet  your  own  words  fuggeft,  allow,  advife,  the  fufpenfion  of  fu'  h  controul,  if  neccffiry 
for  the  eft\ctual  exercife  of  the  entire  and  undivided  Adminiftration  u{  the  Revenue; 
which,  in  another  part  of  the  fame  letter,  you  plainly,  and  indeed  juftlv,  rhink  lequires, 
and  you  confequcntly  exprefsly  recommend,  that  we  ftiould  place  perfons  likely  to  be 
under  our  own  controul  in  the  management  of  the  AfTigned  Countries.     There  is  no 
exclufive  adminifb'ation,  and  no  exclu'ion  of  interpofition,  or  fufpenfion  of  controul, 
which  might  impede  fuch  Adminiftration,  that  thofe  expreflive  words  did  not  amhorize 
us  to  deduce  from  your  authority  and  direftion.     Whatever  paiticular  a-ft  we  might 
do  to  obtain  an  exclufive  Adminiftration  ;  whatever  particular  interpofidon  v/e  might 
refufe  or  controul,  v.e  mght  fufpend,   if  Ciipahle  of  impeding  fuch  exclufive  Adiiini- 
flraiion,  wc  are  juftified  in  ranging  them  under  your  general  inftrutlions,  which  cannot 
operate  but  as  they  are  particulanzr d  and  applied.  A  general  approbation  hkewife  in- 
cludes every  aft  that  was  known  to  the  approver.     The  ad  of  fi^rdlng  Aumiidars  was 
known  to  you  with  all  its  circumftanccs,  by  our  Difpatch  of  the  firft  of  IVI  ly,  ar.d  by 
the  Minutes  of  the  Committee  of  Affigned  Revenue  tranfmitred  at  the  fame  time;  you 
acknowledge  both  ;  you  expr^fs  fatisfadion  upon  occafion  of  each  ofihem  :  that  fa- 
tisfidion  implies   approbation;  yoti   could   not  be  ftcisfied  if  you  did  not  approve. 
On  occafion  offending  fuch  Aumiidars,   we  declare  to  you  our  intention  to  perfevcre 
in  the  entire  exerution  of  our  duty  :  you  particularly  exprefs  vour  fatis'adion  at  the 
declaration  of  fuch  an  intention  ;   and  we  hold  that  fuch  a  llitisfadion  is  a  clear  ap- 
probation of  the  meal'ure  to  which  a  perlevcrance  in  fuch  a  duty  alluded,  and  theieforc 
ihat  we  ha;i  th,- honour,  though    it   be  not    necclfary   for    cur  ioftilication,  or"  your 
approbation,  particularly  applicable  to  this  very  meafure.     But  if  it  be  true  that  the 
parts  are  Contained  in  the  whole  ;  thatevtry   part  of  our  condud   comes  perfedly 
Avithin  the  ddcription  of  your  gtneial  inftrudions  and  fubftquent   fatisfiiction,  as 
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this  letter  has  dpmonftrated  already;  Co  true  ic  is,  whar  we  afTerted  in  our  letter  of       I. 

the  5th  of  December,   without   any  fulpicion  of    its   admiiring  a  doiibr,  that   we 

adoptfd  no  meafures  in  relation  to  the  Nabob,  but  fuch  as  you    previoufly  dircflied 
and  afterwards   approved.     If  nothing  was  to   be  underllood  to   be  authorized  but 
what  was  previoufly  fpecified  ;  not  only  your  Commiflion  mud  for  your  fafety  be  as 
long  as  your  proceedings,  but  it  mv;ft  contain   a  prididion  of  the  particular  events 
to  which  fuch  fpecific  condud  is  to  be  applied,  upon   the  fait  of  your  approbation, 
however  flattering  and  advantageous,  the  propriety  of  our  condudl  is  Irfs  dependant 
than   upon   that  of  your  authority,   your  words    and   your   authorities   have  bren 
exadtiy  quoted  by  Uj.     They  change  not  their  fenfe  with  the  change  of  your  fenti- 
ments.     If  we  have  mifreprefcnted  in  the  inflanccs  difcufled,  if  we  have  nut  repre- 
fented  with  the   utmoft  cxactnefs  your  words   and  authorities,   we  fli.dl   fubfcribe  to 
your  charge,  that  a  habit  of  luch  mifreprefentation  fcemed  to  conftitute  the  leading 
principle  of  all  our  correfpondence  with   your  Government,  in  our  explanation  of 
every   meafure    of  which   we    might    apprehend    your    difapprobation,    expetfting 
fiom    the   fame    rule,    the    credit   of    the    habit   of   fairncf';,    if   in     the    prcfent 
inftances  we   Hiall   be  found  to   be*  fair,  and  that  we  had   really  your  fan6lion  to 
take  every  meafure  which  we  migh.t  think  more  effedual  for  realizing?,  the.  relource* 
of  every  Diftrict,  and  confequtfntlv   for  the  particular  meafure  which   we  did  think. 
efFcflual,  and  have  found  to  be  fo.     But  it  was  with  little  precaution  that  you  have 
fuppoftd  that,  in  the  deed   appointing  the  Aumildars,  the  name  of  our  Prefident 
was  fubftituted  to    that   of  the   Nabob ;  whereas   the   deed   infpccted    ih-rws,  at  a 
glance,   tliat   there  was  no   fuch,  or  any  other  fubflitution    or   fuppreffjon  of  the 
Nabob's  name,  but  that  it  was  expreffed  in   the  ufual  manner  of  fuch  deeds.     You 
fuppofe  that  our  Prefident  had  granted  the  AumiJdars  a  fecond,  or,  as  you   call  it, 
a  final  appointment;   but  the  appointment,  as  the  Papers  demonftiate,  was  a  fingle, 
firnple,  and  indeed  an  abfoiute  appointment,  to  which,  whether  the   Nabob  would 
or  would  not  affix  his  feal   or  fignature  of  confirmation,  our  Prefident   was  bound" 
to   fubfcribe,  as  a   teftimony   of  the  appointment  made  by  him  under  the  Afiign- 
ment :  and,  lafliy,  you  fuppofe  the  validity  of  the  objeftions  to  all  the  Aumildars, 
though  Sycd  Aflarn  Cawn  confines  the  objections  to   two  of  them,  though   he  only 
relates  from  the  Nabob,  wititout  aficrting  from  himfelf,  thofe  ohjeftions,  and   that 
confequently  you  had  not  a  fliadow  ,cf  tcitimony  as   to  their  validity ;  and   that   in 
ta6t  experience  had  proved  they  were  not  valid;   upon  thefc  gratuitous  and  ground- 
iefs  fuppofidons  have  your  hoftile  rcfolucions  been  formed  againft  us,  and   what  is 
much  worfe,  againft  the  Company,  In  the  dircifed  iurrender  of  the  AiHgnment.     If, 
in  avoiding  the  perverGon  of  which  you  are  pleafed  to   accufe  us,  of  mutilated  ex- 
tracts of  your  letters,  as  authorities  for  our  own  proceedings,  we   proceeded   difFe- 
lently ;  if  we  had  thought  ourfelves  unauthorized  to  ad;  if  on  the  Nabob's  refufing 
to  confirm  the  Aumildars  we  appointed,  we  did  not  conceive  ourltlves  authorized  by 
you  to  dired,  and   had  not  directed  them   to  proceed,  and  confequently   had   not 
placed  them  in  the  management  of  the  AfTigned  Counaues;  if,  in  confequcnce  of  the 
ftoppage  of  our  Aumildars,  the  Nabob's  Aumildars  had  continued  in  the   manage- 
inent  of  thofe   countries;  if  under  their   management  they  rem.itted  no  m.ore   than 
they  had  done  during  the  time  they  vvere  continued  by  our  Prefident,  from    Decem- 
ber to  April,  vvhidi  was  not  a  fingle  pagoda,  but  which  was  as  much  as  they  or  tlie 
Nabob  had  remitted,  notvvidjftanding  nis  promifcs  and  engagements,  fince  the  firft 
entrance  of  Hyder  Ali   into  the  Carnatic  in  1780;  if  in  confequence,  befides  the 
refources  loft  to  our  Southern  troops,  the  main  army  would  have  bc-en   deprived  of 
fcveral  lacks  of  pagcdas,  which  have  in  a  fav  months  been  remitted  by  the  Company's 
Nonhcrn  Aumildars  ;  if  the  army,  by  the  want  of  fuch  money,  had  become  fcveral 
months  more   in  arrears;  if  its  prefent  arrears  occafion  great  diilrefs   to  the  troops, 
as  well  as  great  apprehcnfion  of  their  defcrtion  or  mutiny  ;  if  fuch  greater  arrears 
had  been  produdive  of  the  evils  in  that  cafe  lb  much  more  to  be  apprehended  ;  if  the 
want  of  fuch  money  and  of  the  other  refources  furnithed  by  the  Aflignment  had  pre- 
vented our  attempts  to  defend  the  Carnatic,  or  fupport  the  war  againlb  our  different 
enemies;  if  under  the  prclTure  of  all  thcfe  misfortunes,  and  to  avoid  your  reproaches, 
,and  thofe  of  our  employers,  we  ihould  have  endeavoured  to  plead  a  want  of  adequate 
^76.  K  authority 
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I.         authority  from  your  Board  for  realizinor  the  refourres  thit  would  have  prevenred 
"  misforcune,  we  ap  ?rehend  it  is    then  alone,  and  for  tlie  firfl:  time,   rhat  th  -  ahrojiite 

neccflity  would  take  place,  as  the  only  chance  for  our  defence,  not  oaiv  of  muti- 
lating your  letters,  and  the  extracts  of  them,   and  of  perverring  thofe  mutilationsi 
but  of  afl.ially  fupprefiing  many  flrong,  drcifive,  and  unperverrablf  authoriti'^s  de- 
livered to  us  bv  you,  wirli  other  palpable  motives  of  co;z;ency,  though  vvr  fhoul]  be 
deterred  from  it,  not  only  by  the  coiifideration  of  the  mcanr.efs  of  fuch  a  condn5t, 
but  by  the   convid^ion  of  the   folly  to   fuppo!e  t;iat  fich  perverfion   or  fniprefTi  m 
would  not  quicklv  be  difcovered,  and   become   an  a^jgravatiin  of  our  g'lilr,  you 
vould  quickly  have  reminded  us  that  fo  earlv  in  the  war  as  in  February    178  i    you 
warned   us  of  the  necefliry   of  realizin  j  refources  at   iiome,  ani  recommended   an 
cxclufive  transfer  of  the  Carnatic,  as  the  period  might  at  fo  ne  time  ex  ill  when  you 
miglit  ceale  from  fending  us  fupplies,  or  when  the  refources  fro  n  whence  they  were 
drawn  might  fail  you.     That   the  queftion   was  thereby  reduced   to   a  very  fhort 
alternative,  whether  the  fufety  of  the  Carnatic  (liould  be  wholl/  provided  fo:  by  tiie 
refources  of  a  remote  and  foreign  ilate,  or  in  part  by  its  own  ;  vvhether  the  Nabob 
and  Rajah  were  to  derive  their  exi^ience,  and   every  advantage  f-^om  the   pro'eft  on 
of  the  Com.pany,  with  the  hazard  of  ir<-  deftrutlion,  and   without   any  return   evea 
of  fupport  in  fo  unequal  a  caufe;  or  whether  we  (hould  emplov  the  power  which  wc 
poffclTed,  with  the  means  w'uch  natural iv  and  of  i.L'ht  appertain  to  us,  for  fuch  pur- 
polcs  ,  you  would  lav  before  us   the  neceflity  of  empl">ying   luci    power  from   the 
denial  ot  all   afliftaice  from   the  Carnatic,  and   the  violation  of  the   NabobS   pro« 
ir.if"   to  pay   in  that  very  m'^ndi  of  February   i'  8   ,  a  lack  of  pagodas   for  the  re- 
lief of  the  troops;  you   would   have  d^ck  upon   tne  N  ibob's   engagement   in   the 
Treaty    of    Fort  William,  of   April   178,   for    the   afll.';nment  of  his   Revenues, 
with  the  power  of  interception  and   feizure  to  our  Officers  ;  our   own   obfervatioa 
might  have  been  rcmried  on  us,  that  it  was  obvious,  that  if  a  fucccf^ful   collciflioa 
of  the  Revenue   depended   upon  th.;   exertion  and  authori'y  of  his   Highnefs,  and 
he  had  been  fii.cereiy  difpiTed  to  let  the  Company  have  them  to  defray  the  expences 
of  the  war,  thofe  Revenues  might  have  b.  en  thrown  into  the  Company's  Trcafurv, 
immediately  from  his  Highnefs's  Officers,  without  the  in'^crvention  of  our  Receivers. 
Whether  the  total  failure,  whicii  hid  happened  in  this  refpeel,  vvas(iwing  to  the  want 
of  inc'ination,  power,  o:  fkihul  management  on  the  part  of  his  Highnefs,the  fa£t equally 
proved  the  necelTity  of  ufing  other  meafuies  than  thole  which  had  hitherto  proved 
10  be  inefrectual  ;  vou  v\ould   have  mentioned  the  repeated  rem onftrances   to  us  of 
the  Comm.auder  in   <^hief  of  the  Army,  employed  in  the   dt-fcnce  of  tne  Carnatic, 
that  with  the  cxperien  e  we  had  of  the  Nabob's  total  maflivity  and  negledt  of  his 
own  affairs,  of  his  liaving  rencicnd   us  no  one  aid  fince  the  General's  arrival,  and 
of  cither  his  inability  or  uifmclinati on  even   ac  t'lat  moment  to  give  the  leall   alTifl- 
ance  towards  the   ncovery  of  that  country,  at  prtfent   in  the  hands  of  the  enemy, 
on  which  his  all  depended;  that,  upon  the  moft  inature  conllderation   of  all  thofe 
intereffing  circumftanccs,  he  was  fully  perluaded  in   his  own   mind,  that  we   fhould 
ftand  juftihed  both  to  cur  King  and  Country  in  taking  f)r  a  time  the  entire  manage- 
ment of  the  Carnatic;  you  would  have  contrafted  our  merit  in  proc  ring   that  ma- 
nagement from  the  Nabob  through  the  ability^  zeal,  an>l  addrcfs  of  our  Prefident, 
as  you  hi.ve  declared,  and  it  being  a  volun^aiy  aft  of  his  own,  as  in  his  letters  the 
Naf  Ob  hi:  i.felf  acknowledges,  wih  our  lunfequent  dement   in   fuffering,  through   a 
dread  of  refpnnfibilit-  lil  becoming  our  aceep'ancc  of  nfponfible  offices,  or  through 
a  tjrctended  wint  of  adequate  authority  Ipccificaliy  a  plied  to  the  cafe,  or  from  in- 
activity, or  perhaps   more  oufcure  and   corrupt  motives,  which   coukl  not  fail  to 
prefeni   tiicmfelvcs,  tliat  Affignment  to  be   defeated;  and  the   Nabob's   breach  of 
Jiis   own   covenant  to  prevent  tiie    operation  of   hi     own  deed,  you   would   have 
repeated    what    wr  ne  d    n  >:    repeat,    the   w  fli,  the  advice,  the    exhortation,  the 
folicitude  y  lu   exprefTed  lo    tuhy,  and   in   fo    many   of  your  Difpatches,  that  wc 
ihould  take  any  and  every  meafuie  that  m  ght  be  effcdual  for   rcanzin::;  the  collec- 
tions.    Your  JJ  .cdift.oii  of  die  p  Tplexitic.'>  in  wh  cii  our  aurh  iritative  aft',  fir  that 
purp  fc  v/ere  ..Kt'y  to   invulvc   tis,  vonr  delire  of  infjiiiing    us    witli  confidence   in 
jnectiny,  lelillii)^,   and  fuiUi^uuting   thufe    pcrpkx.acs,    and  your  full,  general,

unrefervcd,  unqualified  authority  and  fanftion,  in  this  neceffary  woik,  applicable         I. 
to  every  AfTignment,  and  every  cafe  within  or  without:  an  AfTigninent;  and  then  takin^^  > 

the  converfe  of  your  directions  and  inflrudlions  to  us,  you  would  liave  been  war- 
ranted to  tell  us,  that  in  oppofition  to  them  we  had  not  employed  tlie  power  whidi 
we  poflcfied,  with  the  means  which  naturally  and  of  ri^^ht  appertained  to  it;  that  we 
had  fufFcrcd  ourfelves  to  be  deterred  by  the  interpofition  of  local  authority  ;  that  wc 
had  not  taken  the  mealbres  we  thought  moft  effeclual  for  realifing  the  refourccs 
of  every  diftriifl ;  that  we  had  not  aflerted  or  cxercifed  the  entire  and  undivided  ad- 
miniftration  of  the  Revenues  of  the  Carnatic,  and  every  power  connefted  with 
it;  that  we  had  not  completely  availed  ourfelves  of  the  AfTignment,  after  having 
contended  for  lb  great  an  acquifition  with  fo  fortunate  an  ilFue  ;  that  we  had  not 
placed  perfons  in  the  management  of  the  Affigned  Countries,  who  would  be  likely 
to  be  under  our  authority  and  controul;  you  would  indeed  have  juftly  deemed  us 
refponfible,  not  only  for  the  acbs  of  the  Nabob's  Agents  fubfifting  by  our  permif- 
fion  of  them,  but  for  all  the  failures  and  all  the  rnisforcunes  confequent  upon 
fuch  a  permillion,  and  fuch  unproduftivencfs  of  the  AfTignment  j  and  you  might 
in  fuch  a  cafe  juftly  and  unanimoufly  have  refulved — 

I  ft,  That  the  Government  ot  Fort  St.  George  had  been  negligent  of  its  dutv, 
as  well  as  of  your  inftrudlions. 

2nd,  That  no  nectiTity  exifted  of  ftopping  the  Aumildars  appointed  by  their 
Prefident,  by  virtue  of  the  Aflignment,  from  proceeding  to  the  management  of  the 
Afilgned  Countries,  under  pretence  of  their  not  having  obtained  the  Nabob's 
feal  and  fignature  to  fuch  appointment,  the  fame  being  allowed  to  be  no  more 
than  a  mere  form  rcferved  for  oftenfible  purpofes ;  and  whicii  would  be  allowing 
the  Nabob  to  avail  hunfclf  of  his  own  breach  to  gain  his  own  piirpofe. 

3rd,  That  every  neceflity  and  every  duty  (hould  have  impelled  us  to  ccilc<rc  and 
apply  the  produce  of  the  country  to  its  immediate  defence. 

4th,  That  the  employment  of  Aumildars  exprefsly  appointed  by  virtue  of  a 
deli^gated  authority  trom  the  Nabob,  fuch  appointment  particularly  mentioning 
fuch  delegation,  is  not  a  denial,  buc  in  faft  an  acknowledgment  of  the  Nabob's 
authority. 

5th,  That  the  Nabob's  refufal,  contrary  to  his  covenant,  to  fign  the  appoint- 
ments was  his  own  refufal ;  that  we  were  not  anfwerabic  for  ir,  and  ihould  not  have 
been  reftrained  by  it  from  executing  the  remaining  covenants  of  ihe  agreement,  for 
the  management  of  the  public  Revenues. 

6th,  That  by  our  wilful  and  fara!  inaction,  owing  to  our  redraint  of  the  Aumil- 
.dars  from  proceeding  in  the  collexftion  of  the  Revenues,  we  had  broken  our  en- 
gagements, forfeited  our  truft,  and  facrificed  at  once  the  conncfted  intereft  of  the 
INabob  and  the  Company. 

And  lallly,  Thar  fuch  an  abandonment  of  our  principles  and  fyftem,  a  conduft 
fo  contrary  to  our  duty,  our  knowledge,  and  our  former  profcfUons,  under  pretence 
that  our  profefTions  applied  to  different  matters,  and  bore  a  different  meaning,  bur 
were  milreprefcnted,  perverted,  and  mutilated,  could  only  proceed  fiom  the  opera- 
tion of  fome  blind  and  implacable  jealoufy,  envy,  or  refcntment,  or  other  abje<fl  or 
corrupt  pafiions,  fecretly  governing  iome  of  us,  taking  advantage  of  the  facility,  civi- 
lity, and  confidence  of  others  of  us. 

We  fliall  however  endeavour  to  avoid  the  ground  of  fo  ferious  a  cenfure.  In  the 
profecution  ef  our  duty,  we  bcfcech  you  to  confider  as  an  aft  of  ftiid  and  neceffary 
juftice,  previoiifly  to  t!ie  reiteration  of  your  orders  tor  the  furrendcrof  the  AfTignment, 
how  far  it  would  be  likely  to  afi^cd:  third  perfons  who  do  not  appear  to  have  com- 
mitted any  breach  of  their  engagements.  You  command  us  to  compel  our  Aumiis 
to  deliver  over  their  refpeftive  charges  to  fuch  as  (hull  be  appointed  by  the  Nabob,  or 
to  retain  their  truft  under  his  fole  authority,  if  he  fhcill  chufe  to  confirm  them.  Thofe 
Aumih  are  really  Renters  ;  they  were  appointed  in  the  room  of  the  Nabob's  Aumiis, 
.Tnu  contrary  to  his  wiflies  ;  they  have  been  already  rejefted  by  him,  and  are  there- 
fore not  likely  to  be  confirmed  by  him.  They  applied  to  this  Government  in  con- 
fequcnce  of  public  advertifements  in  our  name,  as  polTclTing,  in  this  inftance,  the 
jo.nt  authority  of  the  Nabob  and  the  Companv,  and  h^ve  eiittred  into  mutual  and 
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I,         {Irict  covenants  with  us,  zr.d  we  with  them,  reiative  to  the  renting  of  t!'.-::   feveral 

■ diftricis   not  afcually  in  poIT.-iTjon  of  the  enemv  ;  by  which  covenants,  as  thc-y  are 

bound  to  the  punctual  pavm^-nt  0*"  their  rents,  and  due  management  of  the  country, 
fo  we,  and  ouf  confti-uents,  and  ;he  public  faith,  are  in  like  manner  hound  to  main- 
tain them  in  the  enjoyment  of  th.eir  leafes  during  the  continuance  of  the  term.  That 
term  was  for  five  vears,  acr'eeably  to  the  w;.rds  of  the  Alignment;  which  declares, 
that  the  time  of  renting  Ihall  b.-  for  three  or  five  years,  as  the  Governor  fliail  firttle 
»vith  the  P.cnters.  Their  leafes  cannot  be  legally  torn  from  them.  Nothing  but  their 
previous  breach  of  a  part,  could  jnftify  our  breach  of  th"  whole.  Such  a  (tretch  and 
abufe  of  power  would  indeed  not  only  favor  of  the  affumpnon  of  Ibverrignty,  but  of 
arbitrary  and  oppreffive  defpotifm.  In  the  prefent  conteft,  whether  the  Nabob  be 
guilty,  or  we  be  guilty,  the  Renters  are  not  guilty  ;  whichever  of  the  contending  par- 
ties has  broken  the  condition  of  the  Afilgnment,  the  Renters  have  not  broken  the  con- 
dition oftheir  leafes.  Thefe  men,  in  condui'Tiing  the  bufinefs  of  the  AfTignment,  have 
a 'led  in  oppofition  to  the  defigns  of  the  Nabob,  in  defpire  of  the  menaces  denounced 
againfl  all  who  fhoukl  dare  to  oppcfe  the  mandates  of  rhe  Durbar.  Juftice,  gratitude, 
and  humanity,  require  that  provifion  (hould  be  made  by  you,  before  you  fet  the  Na- 
bob's Minifttrs  loofe  upon  the  country;  for  the  protection  of  the  viftims  devoted  to 
their  vengeance.  We  have  likcwife  to  intercede  in  favour  of  the  Company  and  the 
Nation,  upon  whom,  hov/ever  innocent  in  this  quarrel,  your  retribution  of  juftice  to^ 
the  Nabob  may  fall,  and  not  upon  us,  with  iijuftice  and  diflrelTina  weight.  You 
warned  us  early  of  the  pofTibility  of  failure  ot  thofe  refources  from  whence  your  fup- 
plies  to  us  arofe.  One  of  your  own  members,  the  Commander  of  the  Army,  declared 
however,  foon  afterv/ards  from  hence,  that  the  army  and  inhabitants  of  this  coun- 
try mull  chiefly  depend  on  fupplies  from  Bengal  ;  upon  which,  he  was  forry  to 
obferve,  they  rnuft  principally  depend  for  their  future  fupport.  The  expences  at 
that  time  were  confiderably  inferior  to  the  prefent  expences.  The  detachment  of 
your  army  approaching  in  its  demand  to  thofe  of  the  whole  Carnatic  army,  was  not 
then  arrive?!  Iiere  to  our  def.nce,  or  to  the  iricreafe  oT our  difburfements  of  the  vaft 
films  now  obliged  to  be  iflued  monthly  fiom  this  Treafury  fur  rlis  Majcfty's  troops. 
By  A(ft  of  Farliamenr,  and  the  Company's  commands,  no  fums  were  then  ilTued,  as 
that  Aft  or  thofe  commands  did  nit  then  exift,  or  at  lead  did  not  reach  this  Prefi- 
dency.  There  were  tnen  no  hoftiJities  with  the  Du.ch  ;  our  predeceffors  in  office  had 
rot  then  the  expence  of  guarding  againft  them  or  attacking  them.  The  French 
troops  did  not  arrive,  or  the  French  fleet  remain  at  that  time  to  excite  precautions 
;ind  multiply  charges.  There  was  only  one  army  in  the  field:  your  remittances 
■were  always  confiderable,  but  at  no  time  equal  to  the  difcharge  of  the  arrears  or  re- 
lief of  the  diftrcfies  of  the  army.  Since  our  accefiion  to  this  government  in  June 
17S1,  to  the  fixteen  lacks  you  have  remitted  to  us,  we  have  added,  in  fpecie,  twen- 
ty-one lacks  froit)  our  other  refources ;  none  of  it  was  drawn  from  our  bills  on  you, 
which  all  were  given  on  account  to  creditors ;  yet  all  together  has  not  been  found 
fufHcient,  though  we  have  huPoanded  our  receipts,  v>/hcr<;  our  economy  was  allowed  to 
operaje,  with  almoft  penurious  care  :  but  we  have  been  obliged  to  't'aintain  three 
armies  againftour  m.any  enemies.  The  expulfion  of  the  Dutch  from  the  Coaft  of 
Coromandel ;  die  carrying  the  war  into  our  Indian  enemy's  territories  to  the  South- 
ward and  to  the  Northward  j  our  expedition  againfl:  Tvlonficur  Bufley,  and  the  French 
troops  at  Cuddalare,  however  all  proper  and  ncccJfT'ry,  have  alio  been  cxpenfive. 
We  have  gone,  in  our  efforts  for  terminating  the  war  with  fuccefs,  to  the  utmoft  ex- 
tent of  our  refources.  From  thofe  efforts,  or  a  confiderable  portion  of  them,  we  mufl: 
liave  abflained  ;  we  might  not  perhaps  have  been  able  to  have  flood  upon  our  de- 
fence, if  the  refources,  which  the  Allignment  furniflied,  of  money,  provifions,  cattle, 
nnd  that  perfonal  afliilance  from  the  Polygars,  of  which  Sir  Eyre  Coote  fo  often  re- 
gretted the  want  under  tlie  Nabob's  immediate  adminiflration,  had  not,  under  the 
delegated  adminiflration  of  the  Comi)any,  come  opportunely  to  our  aid.  It  is  the 
cafe  of  imminent  necefficy,  for  we  neither  fee  the  pod'ibility  of  holdinu  out  without 
fuch  aid,  or  how  it  could  he  fupplied  ellewherc.  It  would  be  unreafonablc  in  Ub  to 
txpedt  fuch  a  fuppletiicntai  aid  liom  you;  the  wants  atSlually  lubfilting  are  more 
iJun  you  can  fu^-ply  :  you  have  already  declared  to  Ui  the  uifufEcieiicy  of  your  re- 
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fourccs  for  anfwering  the  accumulr.ted  demands  upon  you.     The  Nabob's  offers  in-         I. 

drcd  nniovint  toaproiiiife  of  fupplying  even  one-third  more  than  the  Afiignmenc  has    

produced  :  of  t!ic  performance  of  this  promifeyou  do  not  feem  to  be  entirely  certain. 
You  t!o  not  chuG;  that  the  execution  of  your  orders,  for  the  furrender  of  the  Affisn- 
.mrnr,  Ihould  wait  fur  the  performance  of  any  of  his  Higiincfs's  ftipulations ;  yon 
vvifh  the  furrender  to  be  immediate  ;  you  are  awajc  that  the  performance  of  che  Na- 
i')ob's  promifes  might  hoc  be  immediate;  juRice  to  the  Company,  and  juHice  to  the 
Nabob,  were  not  to  i-cc.j)  pace;  the  reiiioution  to  the  Nabob  was  elTentialiy  necef- 
fary,  but  it  was  not  necelfary  to  fecure  the  Company's  welfare,  by  making  it  a  con 
dij-ion  to  accompany  die  former;  the  promifed  provifion  fur  his  welfare  was  a  fub- 
frq«ei)t  agreemeni:,  not  to  be  concerned  with  the  prior  retribution,  and  it  would  be 
iubrcquent  .at,  whatever  dillance ;  the  Soucar  iccurity  to  the  Company  mio-In  be 
poftponed.  roany  diitance  j  the  country  might  have  been  unexpcftedly  foond  to  have 
been  opprcired  by  the  Company's  Aumildars ;  the  Nabob  might  not  have  been  abfo- 
Jutely  adyeric  to  fuch  an  accufation  ;  it  miglic  gratify  his  rcfcntmcnt,  and  afford  a 
pKiofible  exp«fefblg:-nGi:, giving  a  third  more  than  was  fuj)plied,  or  any  proportion  of 
,\\hat  was  fuppiied  in  die  timcof  fuch  Aumildars.  The  iamc  caufjs  which  prevented 
the  Nabob  Irum  fupjihnng  eiiher  (o  large  a  fum,  or  a  fmalier,  or  any  lum  before  the 
J\frignment,  notwithltanding  his  promifes,  and  the  remonftranccs  made  to  him,  might 
prevent  the  perforaiance  of  his  late  occafional  promifes.  If  you  could  not  have  de- 
pended upon  his  engagements,^  it  would  not  become  neceffary  for  you  to  have  ear- 
ncftly  recommended it>  us  to  demand  che  immediate  transfer  of  his  whole  country 
In  exclufive  AlTigiiment ;  it  would  not  have  been  neccfiary  for  you  to  have  en- 
tered into  a  pofitive  ireary  for  fecuring  thofc  engagements.  You  would  not  have 
forefcen  the  perplexities  from  the  failure  of  the  Nabob's  engagements,  which  we 
ftould  not  meet  if-the''Nabob  fulfilled  h's  engagements  ;  but  had  he  adlually  made 
an  arrangement,  you  miglic  foon  have  occafion  to  repeat  what  was  faid  on  a  former 
cccafion  of  the  Nabob,  that  at  prefent  we  know  that  he  pays  no  regard  to  that 
.arrangem.ent  further  than  it  fuits  his  own  intercft  ;  or,  in  the  language  of  Governor 
Duprc,  that  the  Nabob  did  not  obferve  the  injunftion  upon  other  occafions,  or  any 
occafions  but  thole  that  fuit  his  own  purpofe.  And  you  Ihouid  not  torget  what  the 
refult  of  former  experience  had  induced  the  prefent  Governor  General,  th-n  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Prefidtiicy,  together  with  the  relt  of  irs  executive  members,  to  declare, 
that,  as  the  Nabob's  cor.duft  was  I'uch  as  to  deR.oy  all  confidence  in  his  engagements, 
the  Com.mittce  placed  no  dependance  on  tiiem.  The  records  contain  not  fince  any 
remarkable  inftances  of  adherence  to  his  engagements,  for  rhe  retrieval  of  his^cha- 
•rafter.  There  appears  in  th'.s  rcfpecft  to  have  been  .a  .uniformity  in  his  conduct ;  it 
ndghc  not  therefore  have  been  luperfluous  pnidcnce  in-  your  Frefuient,  to  have  re- 
jcollecled,  and  related  to  che  reft  of  your  i-^oard,  his  former  experience  and  confcquent 
niiftrufl: ;  and  upon  an  cccafion  fo  cndcal,  and  perhaps  irrecrievable,  your  implicit 
reliance  on  the  Nabob  might  with  propriety  have  yielded  to  the  cautions  which  had 
hitherto  been  found  neceffary  towards  him. 

Thefefuggcfcions  will  be  fiifficient,  we  hope,  to  excite  your  juit  attention  to  the 
.permanent  lafety  and  welflire  of  thefe  territories,  fubjeft  to  your  lupei intending  con- 
trol ;  we  call  to  th.e  aid  of  our  folicitations  what  even  before  tne  invaiion  of  the  Car- 
ratic,  you  juftly  had  obferved  of  the  duty  of  che  Nabob,  in  providing  for  its  defence  : 
you  earneflly  recor.unended  that  matter  to  the  attention  of  this  Prc.fidency,  declaring, 
that  it  was  che  fnft  duty  which  every  Government  ov»vd  to  its  fubjects,  and  which 
ihey  had  a  juil  right  to  exprc!:,  th.i,t  the  Revenues  paid  by  tliem  Ibould  be  appropri- 
;itcd  towards  it.  We  rcca!  to  y(Uir  remembrance,  the  cbrrefponding  fentiments  of 
our  employers;  they  oblerve,  that  as  the  war  in  Furope  was  continued  with  unabat- 
ing  vigour^  and  as  the  detcnce  ol  the  Carnatic  muft,  in  times  of  hoilility,  devolve 
entirely  upon  rhe  Company,  rhey  foujid  themfeives  obliged  to  attend  very  particularly 
to  thole  defecls  in  the  iyltein  clu-n  fub filling  on  the  Coalf,  which  rendered  the  means 
of  fupporiing  the  army  precarious,  and  rhe  inconveniencies  arifing  thc-efrom  diftrefTinCT 
to  the  Company,  and  dangerous  to  tie  country.  That  from  the  correfpondcnce 
with  the  Nabob,  relative  to  the  meeting  of  his  troops,  thev  were  fully  convinced 
ithat  nothing   could   with   fai'cty   be  trulted  to   troops  u::der    thefe   circumftances  ; 
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I.         that  they  agreed  that  app;irent  ftreugth  might  be  real  weaknefs,  and  that  it  was  ex- 
"    '  tremeiy  dangerous  to  be  conr.e<fled  with  fuch  troops;   that  they  were  aifo  fuily  fa^is- 

fied  of  the  propriety  of  taking  immediare  fteps  to  infure  fuch  aiTiflance  from  the  Car- 
natic  as  they  had  a  right  to  exped:,  and  which  the  protedion  and  defence  of  the 
country  rendered  abfolutely  neccfTary ;  that  the  necefilty  of  adopting  decifive  mca- 
furcsior  the  providing  and  enfuring  certain  funds  for  the  reguhir  paynnent  of  the 
army,  appeared  very  urgent,  an  1  was  fulhi'  eftablifhed,  and  that  the  obJ<rct  was  very 
dt-firable.  Of  obtaining  this  object,  fo  juft,  fo  necrffary,  fo  defirable,  and  which  ob- 
vioufly  confifted  in  an  afTignment  of  Revenue,  the  Court  of  Direftors  feemed  however 
to  entertain  little  hope;  becaufe  from  many  laudable  and  afteftionate  motives  to  the 
Nabob,  they  could  not  adopt  the  idea  of  conftraining  him  to  it;  and  th.at  they  equally 
defpaired  of  his  doing  it  as  a  voluntary  acl  of  his  own.  Tiiis  embarraffiTient  has 
been  fortunately  removed  by  ihofe  efforts  to  which  you  have  been  pleafed  to  give  the 
Mattering  appellations  of  zeal,  ability,  and  addreis ;  they  have  been,  to  ufe  fome  ex- 
prtfiionSj  as  realizing  the  hopes  of  our  employers,  exerted  in  bringing  his  Highnefs 
to  attend  to  reprefentations  which  had  for  their  objecT:  the  common  lafecy,  and  thereby 
to  eftablifli  certain  relburces  for  the  payment  of  the  troops,  and  all  his  ftipulations 
with  the  Company  in  a  reaionable  time;  nor  was  this  regulation  propofed  or  re- 
quefted  from  a  defire  to  infringe  his  dignity,  or  abridge  his  confequcnce,  but  as  an 
arrangement  which  equally  involved  his  welfare  and  the  fafety  of  the  Company  in 
one  common  caufe  ;  and  rendered  our  refources  for  the  maintenance  of  the  army 
fubftantial,  and  lefs  precarious  refpeding  the  time  of  payment.  We  befeech  you 
ferioufly  to  rtiieft  upon  the  confcquenc.s  cf  undoing  at  once  fo  important  a 
meafure,  fo  difficult  to  have  cfFefted ;  for  after  we  had  contended  for  fo  great 
an  acquifitjon,  with  fo  fortunate  an  iiTue,  to  prevent  us  from  preferving  it 
may  not  be  perfectly  prudent  or  fafe.  It  may  be  an  objeil  of  moment,  and  give 
room  for  repentance,  to  renew  the  defeds  in  the  fyftem  which  had  fubfiftcd  on 
the  Coall,  rendering  the  means  of  liipporting  the  army  precarious,  and  the  incon- 
venicncies  arifing  therefrom  diftreiring  to  the  Company,  and  dangerous  to  the 
country.  It  might  be  difficult  to  apologife  for  forcing  us  to  revrrt  from  fteps  that 
enfured  to  the  Company  fuch  afiiftrnce  from  the  Carnatic,  as  they  had  a  right  to 
exped,  and  whici,  tiic  protedion  and  tlefence  of  the  country  r.ndered  abfolutely  ne- 
cellary.  No  feafon  of  peace,  much  lefs  that  of  war,  can  be  fo  perfedly  fecu;e  as  to 
remove  the  necciTity  of  adoutins  decisive  meafures  for  pr-.viding  and  enfuring  cer- 
t.un  funds  lor  the  regular  payment  of  the  army:  that  certaintv  of  lefource  in  every 
emergency,  on  the  coaft  of  Coromandei,  that  dilpofition  or  the  N  .bob  to  yield 
without  conibaint  to  meafures  for  thn  purpofe,  were  the  objeds  lon^  covrted  ;  but 
had  been  coveted  in  vain  by  tlie  Company.  Thofe  objcds,  by  his  i.iiglincfs's  vo- 
luntary Affignment,  were  completely  attained.  That  ad  is  completely  voluntary 
to  which  the  will,  at  the  tin-.e  of  execution,  confcnts.  The  purpofe  of  a  voluntary 
engagement  is  to  bind  even  therri  to  whom  it  might  afterwatds  ceafe  to  be  pleafmg. 
No  ad  could  be  binding  if  repentar,ce  were  fiifficient  to  unbind  it.  Ti  e  coniVraint 
which  the  Con-pany  wifhed  to  avoid,  was  the  conflraint  in  originally  acceding  to  it,; 
but  the  Nabob  h.as  declared  it  to  be  the  voluntary  ad  of  !us  own,  and  that  declara- 
tion was  voluntary  alfoj  his  fubfequ  nt  repentance  .argues  not  violence  or  kii.dnefs 
in  them,  but  ficklenefs  of  judgment  at  leaft,  and  inequality  of  temper  in  him.  That 
change  and  that  repentance  argue  for  a  maintenance  of  the  prefent  AfTignment,  as 
another  might  not  be  obtained  without  conftraint.  The  Alignment  having  thus 
placed  the  Coirpany  in  the  fituation  that  they  wiflied,  in  which  they  were  not  j'-laced 
before,  and  from  whence,  if  rcrjioved,  they  may  not  be  there  placed  again:  a  refo- 
lution  to  overturn  it,  after  a  knowledge  of  its  being  approved  at  hoir.e,  may  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  dilcuffion  of  the  motives  which  could  lead  to  luch  an  undertaking,  and 
inay  occafion  an  eiU]ilijXiataJiig.lO|.mdaiion  of  the  Nabob's  prcteniiojij^t.  ^^  cannot 
now  be  concealed  by  what  »  train  of  futlden  and  "unfo;tuha!(!''arntl?nts  to  others,  he 
firft  had  occaiion  to  riic  into  notice:  it  may  he  remembered,  that  his  father,  fiom 
being  in  a  fubordinaic  office  under  the  Soubalidar  of  the  Decan  in  the  Circars.,  was 
/cnt  to  command  at  Arcot  in  the  room  of  Abdulla,  who,  on  the  eve  of  his  intended 
.departure  for  tliat  place^  was  found  dead  in  his  bed.     This  Government  had   been 
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d< {lined  for  Scld  Mahamct,  a  youth  not  yet  ofan  age  fit  to  govern.     This  youth  was        I. 

aflarr.nated  in  the  prefence  ot  him  to  whole  care  he  was  entruRed,  and  who  by  this  means    

continued  \r,  tiic  Government^  until,  in  the  coiirreofthe  contefts  with  oppofire  claimants 
and  avengers  of  Mahcnnet's  death,  he  fell  bravely  in  battle  at  Ambnur.     His  eldeft 
ion,  whiht  p'jrfiMnji  his  f;it'icr's  courageous  example,  was  taken  prilbner  in  the  field; 
but  his   fecond,  the  prefent  Nabob,  fccared    l-iiii-ifclf  by  flight.     With  a  finguiai- 
and  fortunate  fortfight  of  thofe   accidents,  he  had  procured  from  the  Soubah  of  the 
Decan,  in  pr  frrcnce  to  his  elder  brother,  a  rL-verfion   to   the  fubordinate  Govern- 
ment of  the  CatnAiic  ;  or,  with  a  boldncfs  and  quicknefs  of  addrefs  fuited  to  the  oc- 
cafion,  and  counrenanced  by  frequent  examples  in  the'confufion  of  the  Mogul  em- 
pire, he  aficrtid  at  cnce  that  he  had  fuch  a  reverfion  to  this  title,  real  or  pretended  j 
he  had  veiy  litde  in  addition  ;   his  authority  was  not  fupported  by  reputation,  troops, 
or  trcafure  ;  the   people  were  attached  to  his  opponents,  the  family  of  the  former 
governors :  he  applied  for  fupport  in  vain  to  the  French  Eaft  India  Company  ;  they  were 
engaged  in  different  views.    Thofe  views  extended  to  the  exclufive  poff-flion  of  the 
country.     Their  Reprefenrative  claimed  in  his  own  perfon  the  office  of  Nabob.     The  " 
Englifh  Company  mufl:  have  abandoned  the  Coall,   or  difputed  th.e  poffrffion  of  the 
country  with  iheir  rivals:  their  interference  was  a  matter  of  necefllty,   not  choice. 
The  conftitutional  authority  of  the  Mogul  w^s  hid  in  the  anarchy  of  the  times  :  it 
was  for  that  period  a  vacated    dominion,   which  converted  occupancy  into  a  right; 
under  fuch  circumftanccs  Mahomed  Ali  accompanied  our  troops,  he    gave  the  af- 
fiftance  of  his  advice,  and  the  influence  of  his  office:  but  fo  little  at  that  time  did 
he  or  we  think  of  conquering  merely  for  him,  that   the  Company's  colours  were  re- 
gularly hoifted  in  the  forts  that  furrendcred  to  our  arms  :   he  afterwards  dvlired,  not 
as  a  matter  of  right   but  to  encreafe   his  authority,  and  convince   the  people  of  the 
Company's  cfl;eem  fjr  him,  that  the  flag  of  the  Circar  or  Nabobfhip  be  hoifted  in  the 
country  forts.     The  office  of  Nabob   was  uninterruptedly  contiiuied  to  Mahomed 
Ali.     The  fancbion  of  the  Mogul's  name,  and  a  genuine  commiffion  for  the  Nabob- 
fhip, were  obtained  for  liim  by  the  influence   of  the  Company.     But  as  well  in  the 
fjgnification  of  the  name,  as  in  the  n.;ture  of  the   office,  it   implies   deputation  and 
depcndance.     That   dependance  v/as   transferred  only  from   the  Soubahdar  of  the 
Decan  in  the  firft  inftance,  and  the  throne  of  Delhi   in  the  fccond,  to   whom  it  ori- 
ginaly  belonged,    to  the  Compan)',  who  hatl   acquired   it  by   their  arms,  and  pre- 
ierved  it  by  their  protcAion.      It  is  an  office  entirely  confined  to  military  command; 
it  is  utterly  diftir.61  from   the  adminiftration  of  the  Revenues,  which  belong  inde- 
pendently to  the  office  of  Dewan.     The  Nabob  and  Dtwan  are  like  the  Governor 
and   Intendant   in    a   Fre,",ch  Jurifdidlion.     It   v/as,  as   among  thefe  in  the  Mogul 
conftitution,  amaximofftate  to  keep  thofe  offices  diftimft  and    independant.     In 
prevailin^^  upon  fome  of  our  predeceflors  to  unite  them  for  a  tims  the  Nabob  met  with 
difficuhy  and  oppofuion,  and  fjcceeded  only  upon  a  revertable  condition,  in  the  caie 
which  fo  often  na^  happened  of  a  failure  in  his  erigagements.     The  friends  he  gained 
to  his  fupport  on  this  trying  occafion,  fupported  him  only  on  the  allegation  of'cheir 
inexperience,   at  that  early  period  of  the  Country  Governments,  which  would  rtVidcr 
them  liable  to  loiTes,  as  well  as   their  want  of  time  to  regulate  fo  extenfive  a  con- 
cern J  that  the  Renters  were  not  fo  much  to  be  depended  upon  as  the  Nabob,   whofe 
future  welfare  would  depend  on  his  alliance  v/ith  the  Englifii ;  that  the  Nabob  offer- 
ed to  make  his  paymenrs  in  monthly  proportions,  in   the  fame  method  the   Reenters 
would,  and  with  the  fame  readinefs  ;  that  the  Prefidency  v/ou!d  difplace  any  of  the 
Company's  Renters,  who,  through  bad  management  or  ill  dcfigns,  fliouid  fail  in  tr.e 
payment  of  his   rents,  fo  would  it  'oe  proper  to  remove  ail  the  Nabob's  managers, 
and  take  pofieffion  again   for   the  Company,  if  he  fhould  be  guilty  of  any  fec^-ec 
pra<5lices,  or  endeavour  to  alienate  the  Revenue,  which  he  then  folemnly  promifed 
to  the  Company,  as   he   did   by   the  payment  of  his   former  Affignment ;  that  he 
fcem.td  to  be  fjncere  in  his  intentions  then,  it  was  mu;h   his  intcrcit   to   be  lb;  he 
knew  that  it  was  always  in  the  power  of  the  Prefidency  to  take  away  from  him  acrain 
the  authority  which  he  then  defued  to 'be  placed  in  him,  and  he  couid  nor,  if  he  gave 
fojuft  an  occafion,  complain  ;  fiiould  he  fitil   in  the  performance  of  that  agreement, 
iihey  fl;iould  be  juftified  in  throwing  off  ail  regard  .for  hirn;  tha;  thfv  owght  to  give 
.176.  him 
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I.         liim  reputation  to  collect  his  rent<:  as  well  as  his  tiihute  from  th''  Poly'gars,  of  wliicit 

t!ie  Comjjany  were  to  Iiave  half,  cxclufive  of  the  fums  already  {lijjulated ;  that  if  he 

fliould  give  juft  occafion,  they  fliould  break  all  conneftion  with  him,  and  taking  pof- 
{efTion  of  the  whole  for  the  Company,  only  icttlins  upon  the  Nabob  aind  his  family 
Juch  an  allov/ance  r,s  might  be  netedary  for  his  fubfilKrice,  without  leaving  them   in 
any  degree  of  authority  j  all  thefe  motives,  promifcs,  and  refervations,  were  not  fufH- 
<-ient  to  prevent  'lron<^  difTents  from  diis  indulgence,  grounded  upon   the  character 
:ind  condLidl  of  the  Nabob,  from  the   commencem-'nt  of  the  Coinpiny's  connedlioii 
with  him.     Whether  his  charaifler  or  conduct  has  fince  been  improved,  he  certainly 
fucceedcd  in  clofing  the  eyes  of  the  Company's   Rcpre'mtatlves  from  the  condition 
of  the  Icafe  which  ciiey  had  granted,   and  the  power  of  rcfumpdon    which  they  had 
referved.     The  conditions  were   broken,  but  the  refumption  was  forgotten  ;  what- 
ever indeed  were  his  Highnefs's  defctis,  they  were  liable  to  be  overlooked  in  the  con- 
fideration   of  the  engaging  deportment  and  dazzling  magnificence  for  which  he  fb 
long  was  diflinguifhed  ; — private  attention  might  have  been  required    by  public  in- 
dulgence ;  his   former  obligations  v/ere  loJi:  in  t!ie  demand  of  frefh  obligations.     It 
is  the  misfortijne  of  men,  who  have  no  original  claims,  to  know,  v/hen  fuccefsful,  no 
bounds  to  their  views.     Thefoimer  boundaries  of  Ids  Government  were  too  narrow 
to  contain  him,  claims  were  laid  to  new  diRrifts  on  each  fide  of  the  hills  which  na- 
ture made  a  boundary,  in  the  Payenghaut  and   the  Balinghaut;  every   neighbouring- 
Rajah  or  Chief  to  the  Southward,  or  Northward,  or  V/eftward,  if  inferior  in  force  t« 
the  Coirpany's  forces,  was  to  be  reduced   to  ihe  Nabob's  fubjeclion,  according  tc? 
the  rule  and  prafticc  of  Plindoilan,  for  which  he  compenfated  his  friends,  the  Com- 
pany, by  giving  them  his  thanks.     He  confidered  his  family  as  deilincd  to  be  t!ie 
favourite  objecTtsor  oftenfible  infi:ruments  of  the  Company's  increafed  power.     When 
the  provinces  of  Bengal  became   fubjccl;  to   the  Company,   Mahomed   Ali  piop^led 
that  his  eldeft  fon  fliouId  be  transferred  to  the  Nabobfiiip  of  that  country,  while  his 
fecond  was  to  fucceed  to  tliat  of  the  Cirnatic.      His  views  to  the  Decan,  his  earneil 
wifhes  even  for  all  Hindollan,  have  been  too  well  known  not  to  have  done  us  much 
rr.iichief.  He  is  no  more  reckoned,  than  the  Nabob  of  Oude,  among  the  native  powers 
of  Hindoftan.     They  are  both  Europeans  in  conneLfions  ;  dependance  and  the  jea- 
loufy  enteitained  of  tiiem:  it  is  not  leaionable  to  expect  that  a  perfecl  reliance  will- 
be  placed  by  the  real  powers  of  the  co'intry,  on  the  equity,  moderaiion,  or  good 
fiiith  of  the  Companv,  while  any  of  its  chief  lervants  or  depen.lants  are  counteninced 
in  the  commifTion  of  adls  derogatory  from  thofe  principles.     Of  the  Nabob's  conduit, 
however,  for  fome  time  pad,  though  nothing  can  be  U\d    in  Jufiification,  foinething 
may  be  offered  to  m.itigate  the  dcteftation  th.it  mi'^ht  be  felt  a^ainil  him  :  his  mind 
is  in  the  polIcJIion   of  other  men  ;  of  the  infinencc  over  hi  n  of  his  fecond  fon,  the 
Ameer  ul  Omrah ;  of  the  dangerous    principles    and  retllefs   ambition  of  that  fori 
^^"^'^  ^  *''you  are   fully  apprifcd,  from  our  records  fo  far  back  as    1775,    and   indeed  from 
,-,--.        '  one  at  Icall  of  our  own  mem.bcrs,  wlio  has  puoiicly  declared  and  iolemnly  warned 
6>ii-  i-.vre        lis  agiinft  this  Iran's  intrigues,  and  his  diliifTedion  to  the  Company.     His  views  to 
Cooic'i  let-  tftabJifli  his  fucceflion  to  the  Carnatit,  being  thwarted  by  our  refolution  of  adhering 
'■"•  to  the  Company's  orders  for  maintaining  tiie   lliccefTion,  as  fettled  both   by  Grant 

and  by  Treaty  on  the  eldeft  fon,  and  on  which  refolution  did  really  originate  the 
prefent  difj  urc,  his  Excellency,  the  Ameer,  may  be  iuppofed  to  tiave  turned  na- 
turally his  thoughts  towards  effecting  a  lecond  revolution  in  this  Government;  than 
the  infirumenrs  of  the  former,  none  fitter  could  be  found.  Mr.  Paul  Benfitld  was 
ri:turncd  to  the  Settlement,  as  convcrfant  in  the  affairs  of  the  Carnatic,  as  iaterelted 
in  its  fuccefs,  f;om  his  demands  upon  the  Nabob,  and  particularly  from  his  being 
agreeable  to  his  Highnefs,  whom  it  was  our  obje«;:t  to  indulge,  as  far  as  v/as  con- 
filtent  with  our  duty-  Mr.  Benfiekl  was  placed  at  the  head  of  the  (irlt  Committee 
of  Affigntd  Revenue,  appointed  for  carrying  into  execution  that  part  of  your  Treaty 
of  April  1781,  which  related  to  the  (Revenue ;  it  was  Mr.  Benfield's  Jnterefl:,  as  it 
was  his  duty,  10  contribute  efi"e6tually  to  that  bunnefs;  but  it  was  not  the  Nabob's 
intention  that  it  fnould  be  ctFcfted.  The  AHignmcnt  of  December  1781,  was 
granted  on  the  cxprcfs  condition  tliat  Mr.  Renfield  rtiould  not  have  the  linalleft  con- 
tern  in  it.  '1  he  performanct' of  thii  condition,  on  the  part  of  the  Prcfidency,  offend- 
ed 
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cd  Mr.  Benfield  :  diat  offence  did  not  prevent  him  from  treating  with  us  for  a  large        I. 

bullock  contrad  for  the  army,  at  a  price  confiderably  advanced  beyond  the  average  cofl ■ 

of  that  or  any  preceding  period  ;  nor  Hid  it  prevent  us  from  agreeing  to  give  him  fo  ad- 
vanced a  price,  in  the  hope,  grounded  upon  the  fuppofitio"  and  his  prcfcflion,  of  his  ex- 
traordinary refources  in  iuch  an  undertal<ing  :  it  remained  with  us  only  to  fee u re  ths 
benefit  which  was  to  be  fo  dearly  purchafed  ;  it  was  necelTary,  in  anobjcdl  of  fiich  magui- 
tiide,  to  remove  every  pofllbility  of  evafion;  but  IVIr.  Benfield  wiilied  to  be  a  con- 
tradlor  only  as  to  profit,  and" to  be  merely   an  agent  as  to  rcfponfibility.     We  ap- 
pointed him  in  both  rcfpcfts  as  agent  ;  being  an  office  in  which  the  exertion  of  tholl- 
qualities,  which  would  have  enabled  him  to  fulfil  the  contrair,  weuld  have  enabled 
him  to  fupply  the  army  without  one  ;  wliether  the  emoluments. of  this  office  were 
below  his  confideration,  or  that  hecxpeded  diit  a  difappointmcnt  in  the  agency  would 
lead  to  a  renewal  of  the  contrad,  he  fuffcrcd  many  of  die  cattle  cnmmitttcd  to  his  care 
to  perilh  tor  want  of  food,  alledging  he  had  none;  but  propofinga  new  contract  on 
extravagant  terms,  for  feeding  them;  we  rtjeded  his  contrad,  and  difmiffcd  him  from 
the  agency.      Caufes  lefs cogent  upon  his  paffions  would  have  fccured  us  his  enmity: 
men  of  unbridled  paffions  are  oftcncr  connc-ded  by  their  enmities  than  regards.     The 
Ameer  ul  Omrah  and  Mr.  Benfield  were  well  known  to  each  other,  mutual  efteem  did 
not  appear  to  attrad  them  to  each  other;  but  as  foon  as  the  objeds  of  their  antipathies 
were  the  fame,  they  united  at  once.     In  this  partnerfhip  Mr.  Benfield  has  brought 
his  knowledge  of  Minifter?,  his  intereft  in  Parliament,  to  die  former  experience  of 
his  fuccefsiul   intrigues  upon   the  fpot.      Letters   have  fince   been  written   to   the 
Crcv/n,  to   Adminittraticn,  to   the   Company,  and   againft  the  Company,  without 
the  pcrmiffion  of  the  Company's  principal  Reprefentatives  here,  and  being  without 
his  permiffion,  contrary  to  ihe  Company's  orders.    Mr.  Benfield  has  conilant  commu- 
nications with  the  Nabob  and  the  Ameer.     Thougii  a  fervant  of  the  Company,  he 
has  publicly  devoted  himfelf  to  the  frrvice,  and  is  faid  to  be  in  the  monthly  pay  of 
the  Nabob.     In  that  fervice,  we   have  information  to  the  full  convidion  of  our 
undcrilanding,  that  he  mifinforms   the    rnir.d,    and    mifleads    the   judgment,  and 
excites  the  paffions,  and  foments  the  defigns  of  the  Nabob,  contrary  to  the  real  and 
ultimate  intercil,  fatiifadion,  and  tranquillity  of  the  Nabob  himfclF,  and  contrary, 
as   far  as  fuch  perverfion   can  effqd  the  intereft  and  reputation  of  the  Nation,  the 
Company,  and  the  Company's  Reprefentatives  here.     We   had  once  entertained  a 
hope  that  his  Highnefs  would  in  time  recover  from  his  delufion,  and  when  he  had 
found   the   incfficacy  of  his  efforts  to  overturn  the   Agreement,  that  he  would  be 
more   inclined   to  dojultice  to  the  inftruments  and  manner  of  iis  execution.     We 
hail  occafion  to  obfcrve   fuch  rapid  changes  in  the  fe.-itiments  he  had  expreffed  of 
the   fmie   perfons,  that   we   could    fcarcely   confider    his  praifes  or  cenfures  to  be 
prompted  by  affcdti'n  or  refcntmcnt,  but  were  the  weapons  he  fucceffivcly  tried   for 
the   attainment   of  his   purpofcs;  but   Mr.  Benfield  has  taken  cire  to  commit  the 
Nabob  in  a  condud  fo  grols,  fo  indecent,  i'o  iiidefenfible,  even  on   the   ground  of 
having  received  provocation,  and  fo  different  from  his  former  more  guarded  attacks, 
that  the  Nabjb  can  hardly  now  think  that  there  is  room  for  retreat.     After  leci'rinf 
here  fo  w.ide   a   breach,   Mr.    Benfield  projeded    to  effid    another    againft     this 
Prefidency  in  Bengal.    He  defiied  leave  to'  proceed  to  Calcutta  for  the  benefit  of  his 
health.     The   preferable   welfare  of  the   Company's  affairs   on   this  Coaft,  which 
materia'ly  influence  the  whole  of  its  affairs,  were  however   confidcred   to  depend 
very   much  on    the   maintenance   and   continuation  of  harmony  and  a  good  under- 
ftanding  between  die  Reprefentatives  of  the  Company  in  ihc  refptdive  Prefidencies. 
Diftance,   ir.ifconceptior,    accident,    might   fom.etimes   create  a  difference    in    the 
opinions  of  m<-n,  and   milunderftandings   am.ongft  them.     This  Prefidency  had  on 
frequent  occafions   facrificed  its   private  opinions,  and   had   othcrvvife   taken  every 
precaution    to  prevent  fuch  mifunderftanding  ;  the  refulU  of  a  permiffion  to  Mr. 
Benfield  to  go  to  Bengal   was  amongft  the  moft  neceffiry  precautions.     His  nppo- 
fition  to  this  Government  was  not  a  matter  merely  of  a  conjedure,  or  of  inference, 
but   was  open,  dired,  and  avowed   by  him.     His   charadcr  and  his  difpofition  ta 
thwart,  overturn,  and  mil'reprcfcnt  the  public  meallires  here,  were  too  notorious  to 
require  being  defcribcd.     The  members  of  the  Govcrnmentj  from  the  goodnefs  of 
170.  M  their 
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I.  their  caule,  and  the  firmnefs  of  their  condufl:,  had  been  able  to  refiH  every  counter- 
— — ,. —  action  atrempted  on  the  fpor.  The  records  indeed  gave  warning  fufficient  of  the 
principles  and  praftices  of  Mr.  Benfield,  who,  fo  long  ago  as  in  the  year  1769,  was 
reprelented  by  the  Prcfident  and  Council,  in  their  general  letter  to  the  Court  of 
Directors,  as  a  champion  in  the  caitje  of  fcSlion,  who,  in  the  year  1770,  was  bv  the 
Court  of  Direftors  difmiffed  from  the  Connpany's  fervice  for  his  fa£J ions  and  inflam- 
inaiory  behaviour,  who  after  he  had,  on  the  pronnife  of  future  good  behaviour,  been 
reftored  to  the  feivice,  was,  for  diiobedit-nce  of  orders  in  1772,  unanimoufly 
fufpended  from  the  fervice,  and  was,  in  the  year  1774,  ordered  by  the  Court  of 
Direftors  to  be  reprimanded  and  muiifted  for  his  offence.  His  fubfequent  condudl 
and  principal  (hare  in  the  public  diforders  at  this  Prefidency,  was  frefh  in  all  men's 
minds  conneifled  with  the  Settlement.  But  however  the  members  of  the  prelcnt 
Government  mip^ht  hold  them-fclves  able  to  refift  the  efFecls  of  this  failious  and 
inflammatorv  difpofition  of  Mr.  Benficld,  while  he  was  within  their  own  bounds, 
they  did  not  think  it  prudent  to  depend  upon  being  equally  fuccefsful  at  a  diftance, 
where  they  forefaw  the  practicability  as  well  as  the  inclinarion  of  Mr.  B-*nfie]d  to 
do  mifchief  by  artifice,  intrigue,  and  mifreprefentation.  But  if  his  health  really 
required  a  change  of  air,  as  a  furgeon  had  certified,  he  (hould  be  allowed  to  go  to 
a  more  Northern  or  more  Southern  latitude,  to  the  Eaft  or  to  the  Weft,  or  any  where 
but  where  he  might  do  mifchief:  but  Mr.  Benficld's  health  was  to  be  impr  vcd 
only  by  going  to  the  fakibrious  climate  of  Calcutta,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
Supreme  Council.  Ele  has  fince  continued  at  M.idras,  and  has  continued  apparently 
in  health.  Whatever  might  have  been  the  character  formerly  given  of  the  inflexible 
pcrverfenefs  and  obftinacy  of  the  Nabob  by  the  Governor  Geneial  and  others,  Mr, 
Benfield  forelaw  that  it  might  be  poflible  that  his  Highnefs  would  return  at  length  to  a 
ienfe  of  his  error  and  milconduit,  fiom  a  continued  confideration  of  that 
difintcnflednefs  and  fcrbearing  fpirit  you  have  been  pleafed  to  remark  in  us,  the 
latter,  of  v.\\'w\\  Mr.  Benfield's  whole  ccndudt,  and  even  indeed  the  Nabob's  addrefies 
to  us,  furnilhed  us  ample  opportunities  to  excrcife,  as  our  perfeverance  in  oppofinon 
to  his  Highnefs's  willies  iiave  done  of  the  former  difpofition.  Mr.  Benfield,  to 
Iccure  the  permaner.cy  of  his  power  and  the  perfedlion  of  hii  fchemes,  thought  it 
neceflarv  to  render  the  Nibob  an  abfolute  ftranger  to  the  ftate  of  his  affairs.  He 
affured  his  Highnefs  that  full  judice  was  not  done  to  the  ftrength  of  his  fentiments 
and  the  keennefs  of  his  attacks,  in  the  tranflatii-.ns  that  were  m.idc  by  theCom[  any's 
fervants  from  the  original  Perfian  of  his  letters,  he  therefore  propofed  to  him, 
that  the  fhc.uld  for  the  future  be  tranfmitted  in  Englifla.  Of  the  Englilh  language 
or  writing,  his  Highnefs  or  the  Ameer  cannot  read  one  word,  though  the  latter  can 
converfe  in  it  with  fufficient  fluency.  The  Perfi.-.n  language,  as  the  language  of 
the  Mahommedan  Conquerors  and  of  the  Court  of  Delhi,  as  an  appendage  or 
iignal  of  authority,  was  at  all  times  particularly  aff:cl:td  by  the  Nabob.  It  is  the 
language  of  all  afts  of  ftnte  and  all  public  tranfactions  among  the  Muffulman 
Chiefs  of  Hindoflan.  The  Nabob  thought  to  have  gained  no  inconlidcrable  point,  in 
procuring  the  correfpondencc  from  our  prcdeceflors  to  the  Rajah  of  Tanjore  to  be 
changed  from  the  Mahratta  language,  which  that  Hindoo  prince  underllands,  to 
the  Perfian,  which  he  difclaitns  underitanding.  To  force  the'  Rajah  to  the  Nabob's 
language,  was  gratifying  the  latter  with  a  new  Ipecies  of  fubfcrviency.  He  had 
formerly  contended  with  confldcrable  anxiety,  and  it  was  thought  no  inconfiderab! 
coft,  for  particular  forms  of  addrefs  to  be  ufed  towards  him  in  that  language.  But 
all  of  a  fudden,  in  favour  of  Mr.  Benficld,  he  quits  his  former  affedions,  his  habits, 
his  knowledge,  his  curiofity,  the  increafing  m.illruft  of  age,  to  throw  himfelf  upon 
the  generous  candour,  the  faithful  intcr[)retation,  the  grateful  return,  and  eloquent 
organ  of  Mr.  BenfiJd.  Mr.  Benficld  relates  and  reads  what  he  pleafes  to  his 
Excellency  the  Ameer  ul  Omrah  ;  his  Excellency  communicates  wi.h  the  Nabob 
his  father  in  the  language  th.e  latter  underllands.  Through  two  channels  fo  pure 
the  rruih  muft  arrive  at  tlie  Nabob  in  pcrfedt  refinement.  Through  this  double 
trull  Iiis  Highnefs  receives  whatever  imprefTion  it  may  be  expedient  to  make  on  him. 
He  abar.dons  his  fignature  to  whatever  paper  they  tell  him  coniains,  in  the  Englilh 
.l.iiiguage,  ti.c  fcntiaunts  with  which  they  had  infpiied  him.    He  thus,  is  furroundcd 
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on  every  fuie.     He  is  torally  at  their  mercy,  to  believe  what  is  not  true,  and  to  fub-         I. 

icribe  to  v/h:it  he  does  not  rr.ean.  There  is  nofyftcrn  ib  new,  fo  foreign  to  his  intentions,    — — 

I'o  contrary  to  his  inclinations,  that  they  may  not  purfue  in  his  name,  v/ithout 
pofTibility  of  dcteftion:  for  they  are  cautious  who  approach  him,  and  have  thought 
prudent  to  decline  from  him  the  vifits  of  the  Governor,  even  upon  the  ufual  folem:! 
and  acceptable  occafion  of  delivering  to  his  Highnefs  the  Company's  letters.  Such 
is  the  complete  afcendancy  gained  by  Mr.  BenField.  It  may  partly  be  explained  by 
the  fails  obferved  already,  fome  years  ago,  by  Mr.  Benficld  himfelf  in  regard  to 
the  Nabob,  of  the  infirmities  natural  to  his  advanced  age,  joined  to  the 
decays  of  his  conftitution.  To  this  afcendancy,  in  proportion  as  it  grew,  mud 
chiefly  be  afcribed,  if  not  the  origin,  at  leaft  the  continuance  and  exercife  of  the 
Nabob's  difunion  with  this  Prefidency,  a  difunion  which  creates  the  importance  and 
fubfcrves  the  rcfcntmcnts  of  Mr,  Benfield;  and  an  afcendancy  v^hich,  if  you  efFc(5t 
the  furrender  of  the  Affignment,  will  entirely  leave  the  exefcife  of  power  and 
accumulation  of  fortune,  at  his  boundlefs  difcretion.  To  him,  and  to  the  Ameer 
nl  Omrah,  and  to  Syed  Aflam  Cawn,  the  Affignment  would  in  fad  be  furrcndered. 
He  v/ill,  if  any,  be  the  Soucar  fecurity ;  and  fecuricy  in  this  country  is  countcr- 
fecurity  by  pofltffion.  You  would  not  chufe  to  take  the  Affignment  from  the 
Corr.-jjny  to  givr  it  to  individuals.  Of  the  impropriety  of  its  returninir  to  the 
Nabob,  but  remaining  with  Mr.  BeiiHeld,  he  would  nov/  again  argue  from  his 
former  obfrrvations,  that  under  his  Ilighnefs's  management  his  country  declined, 
-his  people  emigrated,  his  Revenues  d^cieafed,  and  his  country  was  rapidly 
approaching  to  a  Hate  of  political  infolvency. 

Of  Syed  Alum  Cawn  we  judge  only  from  the  obfervations  this  letter  already  con- 
tains, butofthe  other  twoperfcns  we  undertake  to  declare,  not  as  parties  in  a  caufe, 
or  even  as  voluntary  vvirnelfes,  but  as  executive  officers  reporting  to  you  in  the  dif- 
charge  of  our  duty,  and  under  the  impreffion  of  the  facred  obligarion  which  binds  us 
to  truih  as  well  as  to  juHice,  that  from  every  obfervation  of  their  principles  and  dif- 
pofuion,  and  every  information  ot  their  character  and  conducfV,  they  have  profecuted 
projcfts  to  the  injury  and  danger  of  the  Company  and  individuals  j  that  it  would  be 
improper  to  truft,  and  dangerous  to  employ  them  in  any  public  or  important  fitu- 
ationi  that  the  tranquility  of  the  Carnatic  requires  a  reftraint  to  the  power  of  the 
Ameer;  and  that  the  Company,  whofe  fervice  and  proteftion  Mr  Benfield  has  re- 
peatedly and  recently  forfeited,  would  be  mo;e  fecurc  againft  rr.iichicf  and  confufion  if 
he  were  removed  from  their  feveral  Prefidcncies. 

What  Mr.  Benfield  mufl.  have  meant  to  cftcd  at  Calcutta  you  efFcflcd  however 
without  him,  though  perhaps  more  flowly  ;  and  you  have  done  it  upon  the  inveftiga- 
tionof  one  complaint  only,  of  the  many  preferred  againft  us  or  our  Prefident  by  the 
Nabob.  The  invcfli?ation  of  thefe,  conducted  like  the  former,  might  have  led  to 
conclufions  afFefting  every  qualify  becoming  our  ft.itions  :  th:re  is  fcarce  a  bad 
principle  that  they  might  not  employ.  You  have  not  informed  us  whether  thofe 
complaints  are  to  be  fubjefts  of  your  future  difcuffions  and  reiolurion?,  or  whether,  as 
you  firft  fent  them  home  without  remarks,  you  have  fincc  followed  them  by  any. 
There  are  fome  comp'aints  that  have  a  better  chance  of  making  impreffion  before  than 
after  they  have  been  difculTcd  :  a  tale  of  diftrefs  well  told  excites  iomcames  a  kind  of 
fenfation  that  renders  almoft  unwelcome  the  conviftion  ot  its  falfehood  :  this  tale  n- 
tendcd  to  be  told  was  not  perhaps  intended  to  be  proved.  Of  the  Nabob's  intentions 
in  this  relpe6t  a  Ipecimen  has  lately  been  offered,  in  relation  to  the  heavieftof  all  his 
charges,  and  the  lighteft  were  probably  made  on  lighter  pretext.  A  Jam^-dar  or 
Officer  had  been  executed  for  mQtiny  at  Nellore,  under  the  orders  of  the  Com.man- 
dant  of  that  garrifon  :  the  Nabob  immrediately  loudly  and  repear  dly  chart>'tl  this  faft 
as  murder  ;  but  when  the  Commandant  was  called  upon  to  undergo  his  trial,  and  a 
court-martial  ready  to  be  appointed  as  fooh  as  his  Highnefs  fhould  be  ready  with  his 
witneflcs,  as  on  former  complaints,  he  declined  the  dangerous  occafion  of  proving 
what  he  had  not  to  prove.  In  arbitrary  governments;  iiiEalTcin  monarchies,  the 
fubordinate  inftruiTients  of  power  feldom  fail  to  furniih  ample  inftances  of  the  abufe 
of  power  :  tne  difficulty  is  not  to  demonftrate  the  abulc,  but  to  procure  attention  to 
-the  fuffcrers  by  it.     In    the  tumult  and  fucccfiion  of  affairs,  and  tlie  multitude  of 
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complaints,  the  intiiffercnce  to  diflant  and  ordinary    fufFerings  operate    with    the 
interefl    and    influence    of   the  power  that  is  attached  to  prevent   or    retard    the 
corredion  of  it.      The  mind  muft  be  roufcd,  the  attention    be  fixed,    hy  accu- 
mulated   and  animated    defcnptions  of   fevere    and  extraordinary  hardlhip,  :    the 
ntcelTuy  of  the  cafe,  the  inciuftry  and  ingenuity  of  oppofition,    the  difpofition  to 
dilcontent,   will  eafily  difcolour  and  pervert  the  mod  common  incidents,  afticHis 
even  of  grace,  of  juilice,    into  new  ground    of  diflflxtisfaftion.     In   the  fulnefs  of 
fuperintending   authority,  fometbing  may  be  allowed    to    folid   and  well  directed 
folicitation  ;  and  after  a  refolution  once  taken  of  protefling  the  ppprcfTed,  it  may 
be  eafier  to  condemn  than  maturely  to  examine.     The  Nabob's  complaints,  which 
you  have  not  examined,    are   already  however  anfwcred,-  as    far    as  we  knew  of 
them,  in  a  Minute  of  our  Prefident  of  the  4th  of  September  lad,    teftified  and 
adopted  by  the  Committee,  and  to  which  for 'the  prefent  we  take  the  liberty  to 
refer.     Of  the  propofal   (on  the  danger  in  this  Settlement  of  a  famine  and  a  fie^e) 
to  the  Nabob,  by  the  Governor,  to  remove  to  a    place  of  fecurity  and  plenty, 
whether  it  was  intended  as  an   aft  of  kindncfs  and  attention,  or  ought  to  be  con- 
fidered  as  negleft  and   ill  ufage,  may  in  fome  meafure  be  judged  by  the  meffcn- 
gers.  Sir  Hedor  iSiunro  and  Sir  Edward  Hughes,    who  were  chofen  to  convey 
it ;  from  the  difficulties  and  perils  that  it  might  have  removed  from  his  Higbnefs  ; 
from  the  example  of  his  quitting  Madras    when   formerly  befieged'j  and  is  j5ut  be- 
yond doubt  by  the  Admiral's  account  of  the  tranfaftion,  who  was  called  upon,  has 
publicly  declared,  that  the  propofal  was  made  merely  in  cafe  it  (liould  be  equallv 
agreeable  to  his  iJighnefs  ;  and  that  it  would  be  turning  things  indeed  to  confider  it 
as  any  thing  like  a  menace  or  threat, or  to  make  it  a  chargeagainft  iliis  Government. 
Of  the  Prefident's  withholding  provifions  from  the  Nabob  you  will  determine  the 
probability,  not  only  from  the  injuftice  and  barbarity  of  fuch  a  procedure,  its  incom- 
patibility with  European  difpofition  or  manners,  but  alfo  from  that  very  Prefident's 
aftuai  allowance  from  the  public  Hock  to  that  very  Nabob  for  the  daily  fubfiltence 
of  1400  people,  as  appears  by  the  annexed  certificate  of  the  proper  officers.    If 
any  further  accufations  in   the  name  of  the  Nabob  fliould   be  tr.infmitted  to  your 
Board,  or  any  attempts  made  to  prove  his  former  allegations,  we  requeft  you  will 
favour  us  with  the  communications  of  fuch,  and  grant  us  a  reafonable  time  for  tranf- 
mitting  our  defence,  before  you  proceed  to  final  relolutions.     It  may  prevent  the 
regret  of  erroneous  decifion,  and  the  necefiary  length  of  fubfequent  difcuffion.    For 
that  length   we  fhai!  not  follow  your  example  of  making  an  apology  :  the  fhortefl: 
letter  may  require  pardon  to  be  aficed  for  it,  if  it  be  noc  pertinent  to  the  matter,  or  the 
matter  improper  ;   if  i:  be  inconfiftent  in  argument  and  mifiaken  in  fait ;  if  it  deals 
in  o-eneral  charges,  or  epithets  mifipplied,  and  condemning  expreffions  that  were  not 
employed.      Our   pre.^erit  aniwer  is  to  your   letter,  confultations,  relolutions,    and 
appendixes,  amounting  to.^  7  quarto  gages;  and  to  the  whole  of  your  treatment  of 
us  in  the  matter  of  the  AffignmenT,"ex'preiTed  and  implied.    We  are  not  anxious  about 
whofe  nuriiber  of  pages  is  the  fewer  ;  we  are  more  anxious  to  avoid,  by  the  regularity 
and  fyfttm  of  our  conduft  and  correfpondence,  a  reproach  fimilar  to  that  of  changing 
our  declaration  of  maintaining  refpeft  and  attention  ro  the  Nabob,-  into  that  of  fup- 
porting  him  in  the  forms  and  ofttnfole  dignity  of  his  f   •creignty,  of  winch  we  know 
not  the  exiftence  ;  or  of  one  time  declaring  that  an  o'^  was  gbtained  by  ability 
and  addrefs,  which  muft  have  been  granted  from  fincerity  and  warmth  of  attach- 
ment,   and    dcfcrvcd    the  credit  of  unexampled  fidelity;  and   immediately  after- 
wards declaring,    that    the  nccefiity  muft  have  been  defperaie  which    could  have 
warranted  the  exadion  of  a   conceflion    to  which'  the  grantoi   w.-»s    forced,    or  of 
deciding  in  the  fame  paper,  ihat  the  fame  condition  was  a  mere  form  for  oftenuble 
purpofcs,  and  ;.i)  eflcntial  requifite  to  a  fubllantialpurpofe.  We  fliouUi  certainly  wiih 
to  have  paid  miOre  attention  in  a  difcuffion  afFefting  the  pui^lic  and  individuals,  than 
to  have  minuted  the  confideration  of  a  letter  upon  record,  and   included  it  in  our 
Appendix,  which  i(i  faft  we  had  fent  you,  and  you  had  acknowledged,  and  yet  after- 
wards demand  it  as  hitherto  unknown  to  you.     We  mention  thi-fc  circumltanccs  as 
denoting  inattention,  for  which,  no   iloubt,  your  multiplied    avocations  will   fuffi- 
citntly  account  i  but  a  knovi'ledge  of  which  inattention  may  allb  counterbalance  ilie 
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weioht  in  your  favour  agair.fc  us  of  ability  and  knowledge.    We  endeavour  to  fupply         I. 

ourdirfefts  in   thofe  refpefts  by  the  afiiduity  of  our  efforts.     The  fubjefl  before  us,    

your  prefcnt  fentiments  being  againft  us,  required  a  clofe,  minute,  and  continued 
invcftigatioHj  from  the  origin  of  the  AfTignment  to  the  prelcnt  hour  :  what  we  have 
written  itiay  fpare  much  further  writing.  We  hold  it  our  duty  to  communicate  at 
large,  agreeably  to  inftruflions,  the  grounds  and  reafon  of  our  conduft  and  opinions. 
We  hold  it  liberal  and  manly,  and  a  juftice  due  to  you,  when  we  differ  from  you,  not 
to  foreftall  the  approbation  of  our  employers  :  nor  fhali  even  your  confent  to  our  re- 
ferving  our  arguments  for  the  Court  of  Direftors,  tempt  us  to  take  the  advantage  or 
fubniit  to  the  appearance  of  partial  rcp"efentations.  We  wifii  to  give,  as  we  willi  to 
take,  the  opportunity  of  defence  againft  general  charges  :  indeed  we  ftiali  not  attempt 
ro  make  any  defence,  which,  indeed,  can  only  apply  to  fpecial  matter.  General 
charges  are,  indeed,  the  relburccs  of  thofe  to  whom  i'pecial  matter  of  accufation  is 
not  afforded  :  it  is  the  unavailing  fupplement  to  fad,  as  invedive  is  to  argument  : 
the  former  are  fuppofed  to  imply  the  want  of  the  latter.  If,  as  on  a  former  occafion, 
you  (hould  affert,  without  ffiewing,  that  our  letters  are  difengenuous  or  fophiftical, 
we  fhall  expcd  that  the  omiffion  of  proof  will  prevent  a  belief  of  the  fafts  j  as 
we  moll  heartily  wifh,  for  the  fake  of  the  public  and  our  own  fakes,  that  this  may  be 
the  lalt  difference  between  yt>ur  Prefidency  and  ours. 

It  is,  indeed,  afferted  by  the  Durbar  and  its  adherents,  that  they  have  affurances 
from  Calcutta  ofyour  inclination  to  removethe  Seleft  Committee  of  this  Prefidency, 
and  to  place  the  Government  in  other  hai.ds.  We  have  not  confidered  how  far  it 
might  be  poffible  to  deprecate  fuch  an  event  by  an  immediate  compliance  with  your 
iiteial  directions,  and  an  indifference  to  our  real  duty,  and  the  intereft  of  thofe  we 
are  bound  to  fervc.  The  event  would  free  us,  indeed,  perfeiflly  from  our  perfonal 
fhare  in  the  public  embarraffments ;  and  our  entire  removal  from  authority  would 
not  be  a  very  abrupt  tranfuion  from  the  ftate  to  which  your  arrangements,  delega- 
tions, and  appointments,  have  tended  to  reduce  it.  We  ihouid  be  bctterpleafed  to  fee 
adiHbluiion  of  our  Governmient  effefted  by  avoteofour  fufpenfion  from  your  Board, 
than  by  ihc  co  fequences  which  might  refult  fiom  a  furrender  of  the  Affignmcnt  to 
the  Ameer  ul  Omrah,  Seyed  Affam  Cawn,  and  Mr.  Benfield  ;  and  in  the  firft  cafe  it 
would  be  a  great  confolation  to  us  to  be  affured  that,  fatisfied  of  depriving  us  of  our 
ftatioiis,  you  left  the  dilpofal  of  the  Affignment  to  the  ultimate  decifion  of  our  em- 
ployers; and  that  you  would  fupportthe  authority  of  our  fucceffors  as  much  as  you 
have  laboured  to  render  ours  ineffectual  to  the  public  fervice.  Befide  our  difficulties 
from  abroad,  we  have  here  to  encounter  the  principal  inftruments  of  the  former  fub- 
verfion  of  this  Government;  yet  fueling  ourfelveson  the  ftrong  ground  of  a  juft  and 
uniform  conduft,  we  fhail  be  prepared  for  every  event  which  may  happen  to  us  in 
contending  fur  the  welfare  of  the  Company,  and  the  due  execution  of  its  commands.

EXTRACT  of  Secret  Letter  from  Lord  Macartney  to  the  Chairman;  dated 

31ft  July    1781. 

TN  order  to  defr.iy  the  current  expences  of"  the  war,  I  applied  to  the  Nabob  <:)^  Arcor, 
•*•  according  to  the  purport  of  the  Enclofure;  for  being  refolved  Uriel!/ to  adhere 
to  mv  covenants,  and  to  receive  no  obligation  from  any  Prince  of  the  country,  I  v/as 
able  to  fpeak  co  his  Highnefs  with  a  rtfpeilful  firmnefs,  to  which  he  had  been  unac- 
cudomed,  and  to  prefs  him  with  an  earneftncfs  fuirable  to  the  exigency  of  the  occa- 
fion.  But  neither  our  nccrfTiries,  nor  the  fenfe  of  his  own  danger,  could  extraA 
anv  afTiftance  from  himj  and  it  has  been  intimated,  by  his  direftion,  that  he  has 
lately  enrercd  into  a  treaty  with  the  Governor  General  of  Bengal,  precludinjz,  as 
he  declares,  the  propri' ty  of  the  AlTignment  demanded  from  him  in  purfuance 
of  the  advice  given  from  thence  in  the  letter  No.  4,  of  the  26th  of  February 
laft. 

PRIVATE  NOTE  of  Applications  to  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob  of  the 
Carnatic,  4th  July  1781. 

Fort  St.  George. 

hr  L  the  interefls  of  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob,  and  thofe  of  the  Company,  on  the 
Coall  ot  Coromindel  are  now  in  the  greateft  danger.  The  Company  has  a  con- 
fiderable  army  in  the  field  ;  but  money,  provifions,  and  cattle,  all  which  muft  be 
amply  luiplied  in  order  to  carry  on  war  with  fuccefs,  are  almofl:  entirely  wantincr. 
Lord  Macartney  has  a  perfect  knowledge  of  the  friendly  fentiments  of  the  Kino- 
of  Great  Britain  towards  his  Highnefs,  and  is  inflrufted  by  the  Court  of  DircLlors 
to  cultivate  and  prelerve,  by  every  indance  of  fervice  and  attention,  the  clofe 
connection  which  has  long  fubfilfed  between  his  Highnefs  and  the  Britifh  Nation. 
His  Lordlhip  thinks  it  therefore  the  firft  and  moft  prefiing  objeft  of  his  duty, 
on  finding  his  Highnefs's  dominions  invaded,  to  make  the  moft  fpeedy  and 
Iplrited  efforts  to  repel  the  enemy.  The  firfl  and  imimcdiate  point  to  be  accorn- 
plifhed  is  to  find  a  fund  for  defraying  the  charges  of  the  army.  His  Lordfhip  is 
driven  to  the  necefiity  of  applying  to  his  Highnefs  to  furnilh  fuch  a  fund,  and 
his  Lordfnip  flatters  himfclf  that  his  Highnefs  will  pleafe  to  fignify  to  him,  without 
delay,  wl.at  his  intentions  arc  in  this  rcfpeft.  It  has  been  recommended  to  this 
Prclidcncy,  in  the  flrungtrft  terms,  by  the  Governor  General  and  Supreme 
Council  of  Bengal,  to  require  from  his  Highnefs  the  immediate  transfer  of  his 
country  in  ey.clufive  AlTignrnent  during  the  war  only,  and  for  the  fule  purpofe  of 
defraying  the  expences  it  orcafions.  His  Lordfnip,  however,  would  be  Rill  better 
pleafcd,  that  his  Highnefs  could  procure  on  this  important  occaiion  a  fum  of  money 
of  at  lead  five  lacks  o'  pagodas,  to  be  folely  applied  to  the  recovery  of  his  own  dom.i- 
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II.        nions,  than  to  take  fiich  an  AfTignmenr,  cfpecially  if  it  was  not  perf^flly  agreeable 

J, to  his  Highnefs  to  grant  it;  but  the  alternative  fcems  cflential,  as  without  cafh   to 

pay  the  troop?,  or  fuch  an  efFcftive  Affignment  as  will  infure  a  loan,  the  mofl:  fatal 
confequences  may  await  his  Highnefs  and  the  CoPiipany.  His  Lordfhip  is  deeply 
concerned  at  being  obliged  to  begin  his  Government  with  propofals  of  this  kind, 
and  has  onlv  the  confolation  of  hoping,  that,  on  the  relioration  of  peace,  he  will 
be  able,  as  he  is  defirous,  to  promote  the  honour  and  profperity  of  his  Highnefs, 
and  of  his  illultrious  houfe.

EXTRACT  of  a  Letter  from  the  Governor  General  and  Council  of 
Bengal  to  Charles  Smith,  Efq.  &c.  Seleft  Committee  of  Fort  Sr. 
George,  dated  Fort  William,  i6t\\  February,    1781. 

THE  Nabob  can  no  longer  be  confidered  as  the  Proprietor  of  the  Carnatic,  while 
every  part  of  it,  not  immediately  protefted  or  wrefled  from  his  enemy  by  our  troops, 
is  in  the  hands  of  a  foreign  power,  and  all  his  hopes  of  recovering  it  depend  en- 
tirely on  our  arms.  A  cafe  like  this  will  certainly  juftify  you  in  demanding 
from  the  Nabob  the  immediate  transfer  ot  his  whole  country  in  exclufive  Affign- 
ment for  the  expences  of  the  war.  We  venture  to  add,  that  in  our  opinion  fuch  a 
meafure  becomes,  by  the  nccefl'ity  impofing  it,  an  indifpenfable  obligation.  We 
earneflly  advife  it,  and  had  we  the  authority  to  coaimand,  we  fhould  peremptorily 
command  ir.  His  rcfufal  ought  to  be  conllrued,  as  it  would  virtually  prove,  a 
declared  fcparation  of  his  interells  from  thofe  of  the  Company,  and  require  the 
adoption  of  a  ne\v  fyl^em,  both  for  the  prefcnt  fecurity  of  the  latter  and  a  future 
indemnilication  for  the  expences  and  hazards  entailed  on  the  Com.pany  by  their 
former  connexion  with  the  Nabob. 

EXTRACT  of  Secret  Letter  from  Lord  Macartney  to  the  Chairman, 
dated  28th  September,   178 1. 

IN  the  Carnatic  it  mav  be  with  fome  reluflance  that  the  prefent  Nabob  fubmits 
to  your  influence.  His  fucceiTors  may  be  difpofed  to  refill  it  entirely;  at  all  events 
its  extent  muft  be  ever  fiuftuatinj,  and  its  exiftence  precarious.  No  double 
Government,  fuch  as  fubfifts  in  the  Carnatic,  can  be  durable,  uniform,  or  prof- 
perous. 
•  Mr.  Mac  Very  loon  afterwards  I  had  occafion  alfo  to  confult  frequently  with  *  him  in  confe- 
quence  of  another  tranfaftion  of  the  Bengal  Government  relative  to  the  Nabob  of 
Arcot.  His  Highnefs  had  been  for  fome  time  dilgufted  with  that  dependance  which 
he  had  transferred  to  the  Company  from  the  Soubah  of  the  Decan,  and  the  throne 
of  Delh',  to  whom  it  originally  belonged.  He  had  indulged  the  hope  that  the  Agents 
deputed  by  him  from  hence  lafl  year  to  the  Court  of  England,  would  contribute  not 
a  little  towards  freeing  him  from  any  interference  of  tiic  Company  j  and  a  deputa- 
tion to  the  Government  of  Bengal,  which  is  eltabliOicd  by  Parliament,  promifed 
to  add  to  the  advantages,  or  ilipply  the  deficiencies  of  an  European  einbafTy.  He 
thtrefore  lent,  in  March  170!,  two  perfons  as  his  Minillers,  with  requelb  to  the 
Governor  General ;  they  indicate  his  Highnefs's  aim  at  an  encreafe  of  pofleflions 
and  of  power,  which  the  Company  has  not  thought  juft  or  wife  to  fufFer.  To 
thcfe  demands  he  joined  an  offer  to  aflign,  during  the  continuance  of  the  prefent 
troubles  the  Revenues  of  the  countries  yet  remaining  to  him,  towards  defraying 
the  charges  of  the  war,  on  conditions  in  favour  of  his  creditors,  who  feem  to  have 
been  concerned  in  this  em.bafTy,  of  obtaining  Company's  bonds  equal  to  the 
Revenues  of  the  dillritfls  which  had  been  affigned  to  them,  but  to  whicn  conditions 
the  Governmciit  of  Fort  St.  George  had  no  authority  from  you  to  agree.  This 
Affinnment,  however,  was  preffed  forward  by  the  Nabob's  Minifters  as  the  firft 
objec't  of  iheir  deputation  ;  and  as  it  appeared  to  Mr.  Haltings  that  it  promifed  a 
fealbnablc  relief  to  the  Carnatic,  it  was  readily  accepted  in  April  17 Si,  and  the 
replies  of  the  Governor  General  and  Council  to  the  Nabob's   leveral  requelL  were 
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tranfmitted  to  this  Prefidency,  with  an  intimation  that  they  (liould  be  confidcrcd  as        II, 
■having  all  the   fandion,  force,  and  validity  of  a  treaty,  and  one*  of  the   Minivers 


from  the  Nabob  returned  with  credentials  as  Minifter  of  the  Governor  General  and*  Mr.  R.J. 
Council  of  Bengal  at  his  Highnefs's  Court,  for  the  purpofe  of  maintaining  their  "''^''''"• 
faith  in  the  execution  of  that  treaty,  and  alfo  as  their  Reprefcntative  at  this  Prefi- 
dency. Mr.  Haftings  has  been  fo  obliging  as  to  write  to  me,  that  if  my  appoint- 
ment to  this  Government  had  been  foreleen,  neither  he  or  Mr.  Wheeler  would  have 
had  recourfc  to  this  unufual  intervention,  but  would  have  rather  referred  the 
Nabob  and  his  creditors  to  the  Prefidency  of  Fort  St.  George,  as  being  the  regu- 
lar inltrument  of  the  Company's  participation  in  the  Government  of  the  Carnatic* 
He  has  fince,  and  I  believe  truly,  been  informed  that  if  the  treaty  and  enibaffy  had 
happened,  as  was  expefttd,  to  arrive  during  the  late  Adminiftration,  they  would 
have  been  treated  with  dcrifion,  and  refented  as  injurious. 

From  thele  dangers  at  leall  the  fettlement  v.'as  relieved  by  the  change  you  made 
in  the  adminiftration  of  this  Prefidency.  The  whole  tranfadtion  had  now  a  fair 
and  candid  examination}  and  from  the  application  given  to  it,  and  the  opportunities 
of  judging  of  it  upon  the  fpot,  it  is  probable  that  the  view  taken  of  it  has  been  a 
juft  one.  It  appeared  that  the  Alhgnment  of  the  Nabob's  Revenues  to  be  collefted 
by  the  conjunct  management  of  his  and  the  Companv's  fervants,  with  the  fame 
controul  in  favour  of  the  former,  had  aeftually  been  already  made  bv  his  Kigunefs 
to  my  predeceflbr,  as  to  part  of  his  country,  and  indeed  carried  into  execution  ; 
and  to  me,  before  he  knew  the  contents  of  the  treaty,  he  made  the  offer  of  the 
remainder ;  fo  that  the  tfFcft  of  the  intervention  of  the  Supreme  Council  was,  id 
this  inftance,  which  pafT-dfor  counterbalancing  all  the  Nabob's  political  dcirjands,  to 
obtain  by  their  means,  what  he  liad  given  or  was  ready  to  give  before  ;  but  at  the 
fame  time,  as  far  as  the  treaty  bound,  to  bind  this  Prefidency  from  attemptir.g  to 
improve  the  plan  of  finances  if  deficient,  or  if  it  fhould  fail  froti)  fubllitutin::!;  ano- 
ther in  its  rootn.  The  neceflary  participation  of  the  Company  in  the  Governmcni: 
of  the  Carnatic,  th.rough  its  Reprefciuativcs  upon  the  fpot,  is  meant  to  be  rather 
the  efFeft  of  influence  than  the  exertion  of  foice.  The  imintd;ate  iriterfererice  of 
another  Government,  and  through  another  channel,  dtftroys  or  diminiflies  that  ne- 
ceflary influence.  If  it  had  been  perverted  to  the  purpofes  of  corruption,  it  was 
full  tim.e  to  change  the  hands  by  which  it  was  to  be  diredlcd ;  but  there  is  no 
alternative  between  taking  away  the  management  from  this  Prefidency  entirely,  or 
leaving  to  it  under  inftrudtions  from  the  fuperintending  power,  the  executive  means 
of  managing  with  advantage  and  effeft.  Very  foon  after  my  accefTion  to  this 
Government,  I  had  a  ftrong  inftance  of  the  difadvantage  reluking  from  this  inter- 
pofition  of  the  authority  of  the  Supreme  Council,  and  the  imbecility  into  which  it 
caft  this  Prefidency.  In  the  midfl  of  our  diftreffes,  without  money  or  provifions, 
the  army  in  arrears,  and  the  garrifons  ready  to  mutiny,  I  applied  to  the  Nabob  in 
the  mofh  urgent  manner  for  aOiflance.  He  never  precifely  denied  his  ability  to 
give  it.  Many  of  his  friends  acknowledged  he  could  have  given  it.  The  final  anfv/c r, 
however,  which  was  lent  me,exprefred  that  hisHighnefs  had  concluded  a  treaty  with  the 
Governor  General  of  Bengal,  which  provided  for  all  the  fupplies  which  he  (houldfurnifli. 

Notvvithflanding  my  experience  of  the  ill  confequences  of  this  immediate  inter- 
vention of  that  Governirienr,  I  was  refolved,  if  I  had  been  empowered  lb  to  inter- 
vene, to  abide  ftrictly  and  fcrupulouQy  by  every  claufe  and  article  of  its  conven- 
tions. The  exercife  of  the  power  was  with  me  at  firft  a  prefumption  of  the  rioht; 
your  inilruftions  indeed,  after  delivering  your  opinion  on  the  plans  propofed  for 
rem.cdying  the  dciefts  in  the  prelent  fyftem  on  the  Coaft,  direct  the  Prefidency  ot 
Fort  Sr.  George  to  negociate  the  bufincls  with  the  Nabob,  and  cxprcis  the 
continuance  of  your  hope  that  his  Highnefs  may,  in  concert  with  us,  forthv.ith 
eflabliih  certain  rtiburces,  and  heartily  join  in  the  moft  powerful  exertions,  and 
make  luch  fpecdy  and  judicious  arrangements  as  fnall  appear  proper  and  fatisfaftorv 
to  us  ;  but  if  that  Pnnce  Ihould  finally  refufe  his  confent  to  arrangements  w-hich 
equally  involve  the  vt'cifare  and  the  fafety  of  your  property  in  one  common  caufe, 
you  th'  n  defire  us  to  apply  to  the  Governor  General  and  Council  of  BrngaJ,  tc/« 
in  Jiicb  cafe  are  cm^ozva-ed  to  furiiifi  ui  with  injirii^icns  Low  to  proceed.     Tliefc 
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II.       pofitive  direiStions  appear  ro  mark  the  precife  boundaries  of  the  authority  confided 

reipeilively    in   this    Prefidency,  and   in   the  Suprenne  Council,   as   declared  by  a 

Member  of  that  board.  The  whole  of  this  difcuITion  leads  to  no  certaintv,  that  our 
ftric!:!:  conformity  to  the  agreement  made  by  that  power  with  the  Nabob  of  the 
Carnatic,  in  the  firft  inftance,  without  any  previous  application  from  a  concurrence 
with  tile  Prefidcncv  of  Mtidras,  would  free  us  from  all  refponfibiiicy  in  acknow- 
ledging their  validity  or  abiding  by  their  contents ;  but  I  have,  with  a  view  to  the 
great  good  which  united  efforts  operate,  and  from  the  refpeft  which  I  bear  to  the 
opinions  of  Mr.  Haftings,  adapted  my  conduft  to  them,  and  fhall  place  my  fatis- 
fattion  in  fuch  a  faithful,  zealous,  and,  I  hope,  judicious  execution  of  his  plans,  as 
to  give  them  the  heft  chance  of  fuccefs.  And  lell  the  appearance  upon  record  of  a 
difference\)f  opinion,  either  as  to  authonty  or  to  n-ieafurcs,  fhould  be  productive  oi 
inconvenience  or  be  diiagreeahle  to  him,  the  letter  from  the  Committee,  on  the 
fubjeCt  of  the  treaty  and  em^bafiy  became  no  formal  refolution  of  the  Board  ;  and  I 
was  authorized  by  my  colleagues  to  acquaint  him  that  he  might  confider  it  as  pro- 
ceeding from  them  merely  as  individuals,  and  addreifed  to  him  aioae.  As  far, 
jr.decd,  as  this  tranfaftion  r:-lates  to  finances,  it  muft  be  obferved,  tha:  no  arrange- 
ment of  them,  while  the  prefent  war  continues,  can  be  produdtive  of  much  Revenue. 
Part  of  the  country  has  been  ruined  by  the  ravages  of  Hyder  ;  part  oi  it  has  been 
deferred  by  the  dread  of  his  inhumanity  ;  and  the  remainder,  witn  littie  more  excep- 
tion than  what  immediaiely  furrounds  our  garrifons,  or  is  covered  by  our  camp,  is 
under  the  command  of  the  numerous  bodies  of  horfe  belonging  to  the  enemy,  whofe 
rapid  motions  enable  theai  to  guard  exterifive  poui-'iTions. 

EXTRACT  of  a  Letter  from  Lord  Macartney  to  the  Secret  Committee; 
cated  29th  U6i:ober  178  i. 

IN  the  mean  time  our  efforts  tend  to  give  a  gond  countenance  to  your  affairs,  and 
to  find  rcfources  for  the  war,  while  there  is  a  neceffity  for  maintaining  it.  The  Nabob 
of  the  Carnaiic  has  agreed  with  me  to  appropriate  the  Revenues  of  what  he  ftill  pof- 
feflrs  of  his  rerricories  towards  recovering  the  remainder,  with  a  referve  of  one-fixth 
part  for  ttic  purpofe  of  the  private  expences  of  his  family  and  his  houfeliold.  Af- 
lignmcnts  had  been  already  made  witli  regard  to  particular  parts  of  his  country;  bur, 
by  the  infidelity  of  his  Min;fters,  and  the  contrivances  of  his  Colledors,  thofe  Af- 
fignmencs  were  evaded,  and  the  Receivers  for  the  Company  fruftrated  of  the  Revenue. 
A  cordi.-:l  concurrence  of  the  Nabo'i,  in  regulations  for  counLeracl:ing  the  caufes  of 
former  failures,  is  particularly  neceffary  in  the  eftabliihrnent  of  tiiis  fvllem.  He 
lecms  to  truft  your  prefent  Reprefentatives  :  they  were  aware  that  fuccefs  as  well  de- 
pends on  the  chuice  of  inftrumcnts,  as  on  the  propriety  of  meafures;  Jiey  have  been 
■c:areful  in  appointmg  pcrfons  converfant  in  tiie  finances  of  the  C.Tnatic,  and  perfectly 
agreeable  to  h:s  Highnels,  to  condu£l  a  bufinefs  lo  cloicly  conncfted  with  his  Go- 
vcrnmi.nt. 

To  the  Chairman  and   Deputy  Chairman  of  the   Honourable  Eaft  India 
Company.     1  5th  Decern. bcr  lyb'i. 

Gentlemen, 
TO  the  uncert.'.inties  neceffarilv  incident  to  a  ftate  of  warfare,  have  been  added 
heie,  the  doubt  and  dilTiculty  of  providing  means  10  carry  on  tiie  conteft.  Arms  in 
the  hands  of  l.)!diers  not  being  more  riquiHe  than  money  for  their  fubriftence,  it  his 
been  theohjeii  of  your  former  and  your  jjicfcnt  fei  vants  in  thib  Prefidency,  to  feeure 
a  ford  f(;r  tliat  purpofe,  in  a'.ldition  to  the  fupplies  from  Bengal ;  lib.-ral  in  propor- 
tion ro  ti-.eir  own  refources  and  wants,  but  inadequate  either  to  the  regular  or  con- 
tingent expenses  of  the  army  on  this  Coa.'i,  as  they  are  gratlually  encreafed  without 
a  pofTibility  ot  immediaie  reformation. 

Eirly  in  this  war  his  Highncfs  the  Nabob  of  the  Carnatic,  was  indvjced  to  give 

nn  AiTignmert  :o  the  Company  ot  fome  part  of  his  tloininions  not  vet  in  pofiKrion  of 

nc  enemy,  with  a  view  of  applying  fach  of  the  Revenues  of  them  as  could  be  col- 
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k-fled,  towards  repelling  the  invader?.    For  this  purpofc,  two  of  the  Company's  fcr-        II. 

vants  v.cre  appointed  in  the  refpeclivc  Provinces  as  Receivers  of  the  net  Revenues,  to   ■ 

be  remitted  to  the  Prefidency  or  to  the  army  ;  but  his  Highnefs's  officers,  who  are 
•ftiU  employed  in  tiie  manafremeni  of  the  Revenues  in  ihofe  diftricts,  made  out  their 
accounts  of  receipts  and  dlfburfements  in  fuch  a  manner  that  little  balance  was  left 
for  the  Company's  Receiver.  The  fubfeqiicnt  incurfions  of  the  enemv  did  certainly 
occafion  fome  diminution  in  the  receipts,  and  furnifhed  a  oretext  for  a  much  greater. 
The  difburfements  being  entirely  at  the  difpofition  of  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob,  and  of 
his  principal  f-rvantr,  were  fuffered  to  continue,  or  were  brought  fo  near  ro  the 
amount  ot  the  receipts,  that  the  want  of  check  upon  them,  or  oi  interference  in  the 
collections  on  behalf  of  the  Company,  foon  appeared  to  render  the  AiTignment  of 
liuie  effetV.  The  arranpement  made  by  the  agents  of  the  Nabob  fome  time  after- 
wards, with  theGoveinmenr  of  Bengal,  extending  the  AiTignment  to  all  the  countries 
of  the  Nabob  remaining  in  his  poflVfiion  ;  and  giving  to  the  Company's  Colledor  the 
powers  of  interception  and  feizure  of  monies  fecrcted  by  the  officers  of  the  Nabob,  was 
a  confiderable  (iep  towards  remedying  tlie  defefts  of  the  firft  tranfaftion  ;  but  it  was 
confined  entirely  to  the  continuation  of  the  war,  during  which  few  of  the  expences  it 
occafioncd  could  be  reimburfed  from  a  country  defolated  by  the  enemy.  The 
charges  of  each  Province,  which  by  excefTive  abufe  had  contributed  to  the  diftrcffes 
of  the  Nabob,  were  fuffered  to  continue  in  their  full  extent.  His  Plighncfs's  officers, 
employed  in  the  colkdlion,  who  had  ufually  been  chofen  in  confideration  of  prefents 
cr  advances  n:ade  to  him,  did  not  often  give  fatisfacVion  either  to  their  capacity,  in- 
duftry,  or  integrity ;  and  it  v/as  not  likely  that  the  reins  of  government  would  be 
held  much  m.ore  ilridtly  over  them,  when  the  confcquences  would  not  contribute  to 
the  immediate  fupply  of  his  private  wants.  However,  it  was  determined  to  make 
the  moft  of  what  was  thus  obtained ;  and  therefore  a  Committee  was  appointed  of 
perfons  fuppofed  to  be  converfant  in  the  affairs  of  the  country,  and  agreeable  to  his 
Highnels,  with  inilruflions  given  t!iem  to  carry  into  execution  the  powers  thus 
granted  to  the  Company.  The  authority  v.'hich  the  Commitee  found  it  neceffary  to 
demand,  in  order  to  give  any  efficacy  to  the  claufes  of  interception  and  feizure 
abovc-m.entioned,  created  an  aL:rn.i  in  his  Highnefs's  breaft,  confidering  the  exertion 
of  powers  by  Europeans  o-ver  liis  officers  as  fubverfive  of  his  dignity  and  govern- 
iTienr.  He,  to  miv  great  furprife,  expreiTed  the  hig'ieft  difTatibfaccion  and  miftrufl  of 
Mr.  Benfieid,  the  Prefidet.t  of  the  Connnittee  entriified  with  this  bufinejs.  He  aifecled 
to  apprehend  the  fate  of  the  Nabob  of  Bengal ;  and  rather  thati  l"u;ter  the  interfe- 
rence of  tb.e  Company's  fervants  difp^rfed  throughout  his  territories,  he  preferred  to 
give  to  t!"e  Governor,  on  behalfof  the  Company,  a  pov/er  to  n;)minate  natives  to  thofe 
offices  on  which  the  colleftions  chiefly  depended.  He  confidered  it  as  lefs  deroga- 
tory to  his  ftation  to-invdV  your  Rrprefentative  herewith  a  confiderable  portion  of 
his  authority,  than  to  divide  a  lefler  with  ieveral  perfons  of  inferior  rank.  His  Hig!i- 
nefs  was  in  f^ft  averfe  to  any  delegation,  notwithftanding  the  perfedl  confidence  he 
feeiTicd  to  place  in  a  perfon,  whofe  uniform  difintereftednefs  was  as  great  a  novelty  to 
him,  as  it  was  a  fecurity  againil  concealed  defigns. 

Some  arrangement  was  however  become  cffential,  not  only  for  the  purpofe  of  pe- 
cuniary ref()urces,  but  alio  for  fecuring  fuch  an  influence  throughout  V'\t  country,  as 
v/ouid  facilitate  the  Commander  in  Chiefs  endeavours  to  fi.ad  thofe  other  fupplies, 
and  that  friendly  afuftance,  the  want  of  both  v^hich  he  has  loudly  complained  of  Atip.excii. 
during  the  whole  courfc  of  the  cairipaign.  It  became  therefore  advantageous  in 
fvery  refpeft  to  have  fuch  a  Ilia.'-e  in  the  appointment  of  his  Highnefs's  officers, 
throughout  the  <;ountry,  as  would  oblige  them  to  confulc  the  welfare  and  inrcreft  of 
the  Company. 

The  entire  mana2;eiTieni:  of  the  Finances,  from  the  want  of  v.'hich  former  arrange- 
rr.ents  had  failed,  a^jpearcd  from  experience  to  b?  as  necciTary  as  it  was  delicate  to 
demand,  and  difficult  to  obtain.  AU  thefe  points  however  vv'crc  by  perfeveiance  and 
by  temper  gradually  accompliflbed,  and  a  precifc  term  of  five  years  fixed  ibr  the  ex- 
ercife  of  thcfe  powers.  Tiic  deed,  which  eftablifhes  an  alteration  in  the  Government 
of  this  country,  fo  defirable  for  the  Company  a.nd  the  people,  btars  date  the  fecond 
jnftant.     Th-e  net  refuuices,  after  defraying  the  fixed  charges  of  his  Highnc.*s's  f a- 
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II.       tnily  and  houfliold,  being  a  fixth  of  the  whole,  are  dedicated  not  only  to  the  fupport 

— — '—    of  the  war,  but  alfo  to  the  repayment  of  fuch  expences  incurred  by  it,  as  fliall  be  due 

,T-t  its  termination;  the  forplus  to  be  fubjeft  to  any  furrher  arrangrnnent  which  fhall 

i/e  made  between  his  Highntfs  and  the  Company,  for  the  payment  of  his  public  and 

private  debts. 

His  His^hnefs,  once  reconciled  to  this  delegation  of  his  authority,  has  feen  the 
good  confcqucnces  which  neccilluily  ariie  from  it,  both  to  hiitjfclf  and  to  his  fubjefts. 
It  cannot  be  diflembled,  that  fome  abufes  have  frequently  attended  the  con^.mand 
cntrufted  to  the  Company's  Military  Officers,  Paymafters,  and  other  civil  fervants, 
ftationed  in  the  Nabob's  garrifons.  The  grievances  of  the  people,  communinated 
to  his  Highnefs,  were  only  known  at  fecond-hand  to  the  Prefidency  ;  when  the 
failure  of  redrefs  difgufted  his  Highnefs  fufficiently  to  make  him  often  fupprefs  the 
complaint,  rather  than  to  become  a  folicitor  without  a  certainty  of  relief.  It  is  the 
nature  of  abufes,  unpunifhcd  or  undetefted,  to  increafe,  and  they  were  the  vain  fub- 
jeft  of  remonftrance  from  the  Nabob  to  the  Government  at  Bengal ;  but  now  the 
immediate  communication  between  the  natives  and  the  PreHdency,  as  it  will  render 
abufes  liable  to  expofure,  it  will  contribute  to  prevent  and  to  correft  them. 

The  authority  of  the  Company,  hitherto  totally  diftin6t  from,  and  fometimes  clafh- 
ing  with  that  of  the  Nabob,  occafioned  a  double  and  divided  Government,  which 
will  for  the  future  be  fimplified  and  efficient.  It  mufi:  however,  for  the  moment,  be 
productive  of  the  inconvenicncies  which  accompany  every  change  of  fyftem  ;  it  is  cal- 
culated to  operate  ciFcflually,  but  gradually.  Violence,  inftead  of  perfuafion,  might 
perhaps  have  operated  a  more  iudden  change,  though  nothing  could  draw  much  ac- 
tual Revenue  from  a  country  overrun,  depopulated,  and  impoverilhedby  the  enemy. 
No  numentaiy  advantage  cculd  hcwever  compenfate  for  the  dijcredit  of  ufmg force  tewards 
a  Prince,  in  firioi  friendflAp  and  alliance  with  the  Company,  fince  his  acceffon  to  his 
domiuiotis.

EXTRACT  of  a  Letter  from  Sir  Eyre  Coote  to  the  Seleft  Committee; 
dated  nth  September  178  i. 

THE  experience  v/e  have  of  the  Nabob's  total  inaftivity  and  negleifV  of  his  own 
affairs;  of  his  having  rendered  us  no  one  aid  fince  my  arrival  on  the  Coaft  in  No- 
vember laft  ;  and  of  either  his  inability  or  difinclination  even  now  to  give  the  leaft 
afiiftance  towards  the  recovery  of  that  country  at  prcfent  in  the  hands  of  the  enemy, 
on  which  his  all  depends  :  I  fay,  upon  the  moft  mature  confideration  of  all  thefe  in- 
tereQing  circurnftances,  I  am  fully  perfuaded  in  mv  own  mmd,  that  we  (hould  (land 
juftificd,  both  to  our  King  and  Country,  in  taking  for  a  time,  the  entire  management 
of  the  Carnatic;  and  in  guaranteeing,  in  their  juft  rights  and  privileges,  fuch  of  the 
Polygars  as,  either  from  neccITuy  or  lU-ufage,  have  been  induced  to  become  fubfcr- 
vicnt  to  Hyd'.r  ;  and  would,  upon  fuch  proteftion,  unite  with  us  and  againfl:  him  : 
rot  meaning  thereby  to  rob  the  Nabob  of  either  his  honour  or  his  rights;  but  upon 
principles  of  the  fcundeftfricndfliip,  and  with  ail  due  refpecl  ai'd  regard  for  his  perfon 
and  authority,  to  give  that  real  afilllance  towards  his  future  interclls,  which,  from  a 
miftaken  policy,  he  himfelf  denies  them.  All  refources  which  might  by  fuch  a  mea- 
fure  be  obtained,  would  neceffarily  be  employed  in  fupport  of  a  w,ir.  and  be  credited 
the  Nabob  in  our  accounts ;  which  will  carry  vviih  it  the  appearance  of  having 
given  fome  al'iftance  to  thecaufe,  v/hereas  at  preient  there  is  none. 

EXTRACT  of  a  Letter  from  Sir  Eyre  Cootc  to  the  Seletfl  Committee  j 
dated  19th  September  lyjii. 

I  had  better  gi.ve  i;p  the  burthenfome  tafk,  and  fpare  our  arms  the  fhame  and  dif-  > 
grace,  and  our  interells  from  the  total  ruin  in  which  they  mr.y  be  involved,  by  thef&' 
'hidden  and  double  tranfaftions  in  the  Nabob's  GovernnienL.

EXTRACT  of  a  Letter  fi  om  Sir  EyreCootc;  dated  4th  November  1781.  « 

THE  gieat  end  ofalliancc  between  all  Powers  whatever  is  mutually  to  fupport  and 
to  afTift  each  other  in  the  time  of  need.  If  either  of  the  parties  tiius  allied,  follows  a 
fvlKm  of  Government  defl:ru6liveof  thofe  very  means  which  renders  alliance  valuable, 
better  then  had  all  connexion  ccafe,  than  that  one  or  other,  by  a  faithful  obfcrvar.ce 
of  treaty,  fliould,  in  exerting  irfclf  to  retrieve  misfortunes  brought  on  by  intentional 
mifmanagement,  run  an  obvious  rifk  of  involving  itfelf  in  ruin  ;  and  from  which,  if  ic 
fortunately  does  efcape  once,  it  fhall  have  no  fecurity  againft  being  expofed  to  a  fe- 
cond  time,  by  either  not  polieirmg  or  aiTcrting  that  right  which  fcems  fo  naturally  to 
belong  to  it;  and,  if  the  connexion  is  to  be  continued,  fo  indifpenfably  neceflary  to 
its  fururc-  fafrty.  I  have,  in  former  letters,  pointed  out  to  your  Committee  the  appa- 
rent necefTity  there  was  for  taking  a  lead  in  the  executive  management  of  the  affairs 
of  the  country,  unril  the  war  fliould  be  brought  to  a  conclufion. 

EXTRACT  of  a  Letter  fromSir  Eyre  Cootcj  dated  8th  November  1781. 

I  have  repeatedly,  my  Lord  and  Gentlemen,  and  in  the  moft  exprefllve  terms, 
warned  you  of  the  ruin  which,  in  the  midfl:  of  all  our  exertions,  may  be  brought  upon 
the  national  Interefts  by  the  duplicity  and  iniquity  of  the  Nabob's  Government. 

EXTRACT  of  a  Letter  from  Sir  Eyre  Coote;  dated  13th  November  1781. 

HAD  ihe  Nabob's  Amuldar,  at  Tripetty,  attended  my  fummons,  and  the  other 
Polygars  afiembled  their  forces,  as  I  required  they  fliould,  the  accident  we  have  met 
with  might,  nay,  I  will  venture  to  fay  would,  never  have  happened.  This  is  a  proof 
of  the  bad  confequences  arifing  from  the  exercife  of  a  feparate  authority,  and  the  fup- 
port of  a  divided  intercft  in  the  country,  at  fo  very  critical  a  period,  which  requires 
that  every  inftrument  fiiould  be  obedient  to  the  grand  axis  upon  which  every  thing 
turns. 

EXTRACT  of  a  Letter  from   Lord    Macartney    to  the    Chairman  and 
Deputy  Chairman;  dated  27th  March  1782. 

Having  mentioned  the  Mahrattas  and  the  Saubah,  I  am  naturally  led  to' 
fpeak  of  our  ancient  friend  the  Nabob  of  Arcot.  From  England  I  brought  with 
rfie  the  ftrongeft  difpofition  and  moft  fincere  wifhes  to  conciliate  him  as  much 
as  pofnble,  and  to  engage  him  to  fee  and  purfus  his  true  inteielis.  I  confefs  I  v,as 
weak  enough  to  think  I  had  fucceeded ;  but  I  have  been  fully  undeceived. 

The  inconvenience  rcfulting  from  the  nature  of  the  Company's  conneflion  with 
'him,  have  been  freqiter.tly  expJained  to  you  by  my  prcdeceffors.  1  (hall  not  therefore 
have  occafion  here  r.o  enumerate  them  all ;  but  the  occunences  of  the  piefent  war 
have  fn  fully  exemplified  the  danger  of  taking  upon  yourfclves  the  defence  of  the 
Carnatic,  without  poffeffing  an  entire  controul  over  its  Revenue  and  Refources  of 
every  kind,  that  I  cannot  avoid  treating  the  fubjecl  at  fome  length  in  this  feparate 
addrefs  to  you;  and  I  truft  my  fentiments  will  be  honoured  with  your  approbation; 
that  you  will  lofe  no  time  in  giving  your  fanfcion  to  die  meafures  which  have  been 
taken,  or  in  fuggefting  fuch  other  plans  as  fliall  in  your  wifdom  appear  moft  expe- 
dient for  curing  this  radical  defe6l  in  your  fyftem. 

It  is  a  fad  fufficiently  cftablifiied  by  experience,  that  the  provifion  made  by  the 
Nabob  for  rciniburfing  the  ordinary  charges  of  dcfrnding  his  country  in  time  of 
pea^e,  is  very  infecure ;  failures  conftantly  happen  in  the  Nabob's  engagements, 
and  the  Company  have  often  found  themfelves  in  the  utmoft  diftrefs  to  provide  for 
the  current  demands  of  their  fervice.  Under  fuch  circumftances,  how  is  it  poffible 
for  them  to  bear  the  extraordinary  preffures  cf  war  ?  With  an  empty  treafury, 
with  large  arrears  due  from  the  Nabob,  and  widi  a  country  expofed  to  all  the  ravages 
of  an  enemy,  how  are  they  to  put  their  troops  in  motion,  cr  to  maintain  them  when 
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IT.        in   the  field?      But   the  difficulty  rr.uft    appear,    as   we   have  experienced    in  the 

prefenc   war,  aimofl   infurrnountable,  when   I    add,    that   the  country   which   their 

troops  are  employed  in  defending,   being  totally  under  the  controui  of  the  Nabob, 
does  not  yield  for  their  frrvice  even  the  refources  which  the  enc-my  cinn  Jt  reach. 

When  the  invafion  of  Hyder  Alie  took  place,  the  Governnnent  here  was  precifely 
in  the  fuuation  above  deicribrd,  and  was  confcquently  compelled,  in  the  firil 
inftance,  to  have  recourfe  to  England  and  to  the  Bengal  treafury  for  fupplies. 
Upon  mv  arrival  here,  the  diftiefs  for  money  had  rifen  to  a  mod  alarming  height. 
The  produce  of  the  drafts  on  England  had  been- expended.  Bengal,  thougii  fne 
exerted  herfelf  greatly  for  us,  was  too  much  prefTed  by  her  immediate  concerns 
to  give  all  the  aid  which  we  flood  in  need  of.  The  Nabob  and  the  Kajah  of 
Tanjore  had  fupplied  nothing,  or  next  to  nothing;  the  army  and  every  other 
department  had  fallen  into  arrears;  and  there  were  no  vifible  means  of  lupporting 
the  caufc  even  for  two  months. 

Next  to  the  exertions  which  were  immediately  required  to  raife  money  upon  the 
credit  of  the  Company,  I  turned  m.y  attention  towards  realizing  fuch  refources  as 
might  ftill  be  drawn  from  the  Carnatic,  ^d  after  much  diiBculty  at  length  obtained 
the  Agreem'int  from  the  Nabob  of  the  2d  December  laft,  which  I  had  the  honour 
of  tranfmitting  to  you  by  the  Swallow  Packet.  The  ftipulations  contained  in  that 
Agreement  were  fufficienr  to  have  fecured  all  the  benefits  propofed  by  it,  had  the 
Nabob  afted  with  that  faidi  which  he  had  fo  folemnly  pledged  on  the  occafion,  and 
which  every  call  of  his  own  honour  and  of  our  diitrefs  required  from  him, 

I  am  (orry  however  to  obferve,  that  the  expedations  l  had  with  fo  much  reafon 
formed  on  this  lubjeft  have  been  in  a  great  meafure  difappointed.  Soon  after  the 
Agreement  took  place,  I  found  that  attempts  were  fecretly  made  to  oppofe  the 
efFecls  of  it.  The  Aumildars  and  Renters  in  the  country  had  been  inftrufted  by 
the  Nabob  to  obey  my  orders  refpeiSting  the  Revenues,  but  they  were  privately 
given  to  underftand  at  the  fame  time,  that  the  bufinefs  of  the  colleftions  was  to  be 
conduced  as  formerly.  That  the  Nabob's  auihority  was  to  remain  unimpaired  in 
any  degree  in  the  country,  and  that  they  were  only  to  remit  fuch  fum.s  to  the 
Company  as  he  might  firft  order  and  approve.  Of  all  this  we  have  the  moll 
undoubted  proof,  which  {hall  be  trar.fmitted  to  vou  ;  and  the  proceedings  of  the 
Committee  of  Afligned  Revenue,  which  have  been  carried  on  v/ith  great  impartiality 
will  amply  teflify  the  mifconducl  of  the  Renters,  who  were  put  under  our  orders,  and 
the  ftudied  perplexity  and  confufion  which  have  been  thrown  into  the  affairs  of  the 
country,  witi  the  view  to  deprive  us  of  all  juft  information. 

The  fcrupulous  exaclncfs  with  which  we  executed  the  Agreenricnt  on  our  parr, 
feeined  early  to  have  difj^leafed  the  Nabob,  becaufe  it  led  to  the  detettion  of  the 
fecret  iniiLience  which  had  been  fo  powerfully  employed  to  counteraft  us.  Our 
determination  to  expofe  that  influence  heightened  his  difpleafure  into  refcntment; 
The  Nabob,  finding  it  impofTible  to  avoid  the  reproach  of  violating  his  folemn 
engagement,  hid  recourfe  to  the  language  of  recrimination,  and  li.<ving  taxed  us 
with  ignorance  and  mifmanagcmcnt  of  his  country,  afcribed  to  thefe  caufes  that 
want  of  fucccfs  which  had  in  fad:  been  owing  entirely  to  the  exertion  of  his  own 
fecret  influence  againft  us. 

We  have  upon  our  Records,  as  we  humbly  hope,  fully  vindicated  our  own 
condud,  and  fixed  the  charges  we  brought  againft  the  Nabob.  If  you  fhall  be  of 
the  fatne  opinion,  you  will  approve  the  fteps  we  have  taken,  and  agree  with  me  in 
thnikmg  it  highly  necefiary,  that  the  AfTignment  which  the  Nabob  has  made  fliotild 
be  continued  not  only  during  the  war,  but  until  all  his  debts  be  difcharged  :  for  I 
venture  to  afTert,  upon  the  little  experience  which  I  have  had,  that  if  the 
management  of  the  country  be  rellorcd  to  the  Nabob,  after  all  it  has  fulFered  in 
this  war,  and  from  former  oppiefTions,  there  vvill  not  be  a  Revenue  nearly  fuflicient 
to  pay  even  the  current  charges  of  its  defence. 

With  the  AfTignment  of  the  country  we  mufl  have  full  audiority  to. regulate  the 
internal  Government  and  expcnces,  which  laft  are  now  f  >  enormous,  and  for  the 
grcateft  part  fo  uieKfs,  that  we  Ihall  immediately  be  obliged  (if  the  Nabob  VifiU 
xLOt  conftnt)  to  make  large  dedudions  ourfelvcs  j  for  fuch  is  the  Il.ice  of  the  country 
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at  this  moment,  that  the  adtual  produce  of  any  one  diftrid  will  not  pay  even  half       H. 
of  the  expences    which   are  attachrd  to  it.     The  ufclefs  milirary  maintained  bv  the    —.^—^ 
Nabob,  and  which   are  conftantly  in   a  (late  of  mutiny  for  want  of  pay,   fliould 
likewife  be  (Iruck  off. 

Upon  all  thcfe  fubjeifts  I  requeft  to  be  furnifhed  with  yoiir  inftruftions,  by  the 
firft  conveyance  after  the  receipt  of  this  Difpatch  ;  for  I  think  it  utterly  iinpofTible 
that  your  former  influence  on  this  Coaft  fliould  be  re-eflablifhed,  or  prefcrved  in 
any  degree,  unlefs  fuch  a  prrmanent  and  fecure  arrangement  as  that  which  I  have 
mentioned,  be  adopted  without  lofs  of  time.  The  Nabob  is  almoft  broken  down 
by  age  and  infirmity.  His  fecond  fon  Ameer  ul  Omrah,  has  an  entire  afcendancy, 
and  diri.-£ls  every  thing  without  controul.  To  him  I  attribute  much  of  the  oppo- 
fition  I  have  met  with,  in  fulfilling  the  purpofes  of  the  late  Agreement.  His  views 
are  openly  pointed  to  the  fuccefTion  of  his  father,  in  prejudice  to  his  elder  brother; 
and  the  Nabob  has,  I  believe,  fecured  it  for  him  as  far  as  he  can,  by  a  decLiration 
in  his  will.  The  eldefl:  fon,  Omdut  ul  Omrah,  is  a  man  of  underftanding,  but 
entirely  given  up  to  his  pleafures.  Ameer  ul  Omrah  is  aftive,  flirewd,  and 
ambitious,  and,  I  believe,  lb  little  attached  to  the  Englifli,  that  whoever  expcfts 
fincerity,  fupport,  good  faith,  or  good  difpofition  to  the  Company,  expefts  what  he 
will  never  find.  This  fhort  ftate  of  the  Nabob's  family  may  be  of  ufe  to  you  in 
determining  upon  the  propofed  Arrangement,  and  in  that  view  I  have  thought  it 
my  duty  to  infert  it. 

The  Ameer  will  write  volumes  upon  volumes  of  complaint  againft  our  condudt ; 
feveral  of  his  letters  I  have  found  means  to  fee,  which  are  fo  full  of  grofs  mifrepre- 
fentation  ar,d  falichood,  that  a  general  denial  is  the  only  anfwer  that  can  at  prefenc 
be  given  to  them ;  but  I  fliail,  by  the  firft  conveyance,  tranfmit  to  you  a  number 
of  authentic  papers  which  will  afford  ample  information  of  the  whole  of  this 
bufinefs. 

When  the  AfTignment  of  the  Revenues  was  made  to  us,  I  forefavv  many 
difficulties,  and  was  aware  of  the  artifices,  &c.  which  mitiht  be  praftifed  to  defeat 
it.  But  I  conceived  that  at  all  events  it  was  a  foundation  flone,  which  a  faithful 
fervant  of  the  Company  would  find  means  to  build  a  permanent  fyftcm  upon,  for 
the  falvation  of  the  Company,  the  Creditors,  and  the  Nabob  himfelf  The  folemn 
oaths  of  i\mcer  ul  Omrah  gave  me  hopes  that  I  fliould  have  his  affiftance  ;  but 
they  have  long  fince  vaniflied,  and  nothing  remains  but  to  perfevere  fteadily, 
unfliaken  by  menace  and  unfeduced  by  temptation.  Every  pradice  tliat  can 
allure  or  deter  is  now  employed  by  the  Durbar.  But  I  believe  they  begin  to  be 
convinced  of  the  inefficacy  of  both ;  and  after  the  firft  ebullitions  arifing  from 
difappointment  are  over,  they  will,  I  imagine,  fee  their  folly,  and  fubfide  in 
acquiefcencc.  '1  he  conclufion  of  my  laft  letter  to  the  Nabob  was  as  follows  : 
In  all  events  and  at  all  times  your  Highnefs  may  perfedlly  rely  an  the  reftitude 
of  my  intentions.  I  have  no  other  view  than  to  lender  your  Highnefs's 
fuuation  honourable  and  happy,  to  rcftore  peace  and  profperity  to  your  dominions, 
and  provide  for  the  heavy  debts  due  to  the  Company  and  your  private  Creditors. 
Thele  are  the  objetts  nearcft  to  my  heart,  and  1  have  no  doubt  of  their  being 
fully  accomplifned,  if  your  Highnefs  will  follow  the  natural  diftates  of  your 
"  own  mind,  and  afford  me  that  hearty  fupport  and  co-operation  which,  as  a 
"  fincere  friend  to  your  Highnels,  and  a  faithtul  fervant  to  the  Company,  I  have 
"  a  right  to  expect." 

To  thefe  declarations,  which  I  am  perfuaded  are  perfedily  agreeable  to  your 
fentiments,  I  fliall  moft  ftrictly  adhere;  but  whatever  meafures  1  may  adopt,  lam 
fully  fenfible  that  I  fliall  meet  with  many  obftruftions  from  interelfed  and  dilap- 
pointed  men.  A  rigid  obfervance  ot  C(wenants,  a  refufal  or  all  preients,  and  a 
moderate  miode  of  living,  arc  matters  of  fuch  example  as  we  cannot  expecl  will 
at  firtt  be  much  followed  or  approved;  but  the  recovery  of  your  aft'airs  in  the 
Carnatic  from  their  prefcnt  diftraftcd  ftate,  and  the  hope  of  raifing  them  even 
beyond  their  former  fplendor,  arc  in  themfelves  not  inconfiderable  rewards  to 
gratity  the  mind  of  an  honelt  man,  or  ftimulatc  the  exertions  of  an 
ambitious  one. 
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^  EXTRACT  of  a  Letter  from  Lord  Macartney  to  the  Secret  Committee ; 

dated  14th  May  1782. 

OUR  late  arrangements  for  taking  under  the  management  of  the  Compa- 
ny the  Revenues  of  the  Nabob,  have  been  fuHy  approved  by  the  Governor  Gene- 
ral and  Council  of  Bengal.  They  rather  cenfure  us  for  having  hitherto  fhewn  too 
rauch  delicacy  to  his  Highnefs  in  that  refpett,  than  fjr  any  difpofition  to  infringe 
upon  his  privileges.  Every  obflruftion  is  however  thrown  in  our  way  by  him,  or 
rather  hisfecond  fon,  Ameer  ul  Omrah,  and  his  affociates.  But  I  have  the  utmofl 
confidence  that  the  uncommon  attention,  ability,  and  integrity  of  Mr.  Oakley,  who 
prefides  at  the  Afllgned  Revenue  Board,  fcconded  by  the  other  members",  will  in  the 
end  put  the  Nabob's  Finances  on  fuch  a  footing,  as  ultimately  .to  prove  the  falvation 
of  the  Britifli  interefts  on  this  Coaft. 

EXTRACT  of  a  Letter  from  Lord  Macartney  to  the  Secret  Committee  i 
dated  i6th  July  1782. 

AS  the  Rodney  vvill  be  difpatched  to  you  very  foon,  and  will  convey  to  you  the 
fulled  and  mod:  authentic  account  of  your  affairs  here,  I   mull  principally  refer  you 
to  the  information  which  you  will  ."-eceive  by  her  ;  but  as  it  is  polTible  that  this  let- 
ter may  reach  you   fooner  than  her   arrival  in  England,  I  Hiall   now  fhortly  touch 
upon  a  few  points,  to  prevent  your  being  fuddenly  imprelfed  with  any  falfe  reprefen- 
tations,  which  may  perhaps  be  tranfmitted  in  private  letters  from  hence.     You  will 
obferve  by  the  enclofcd  Paper,  N°  i.  the  opinion  of  the  Government  of  Bengal  re- 
lative to  the  AlTignment  of  the  Nabob's  Revenues  to  the  Company.     1   truft  it  will 
continue  the  fame,  although  every  nerve  is  drained  by  the  Durbar  to  induce  them 
to  alter  it,  and  to  dedroy  that  fabric  which  has  cod  mc  fo  much  pains  to  build.     We 
have  now  edablidied  the  fydem  which  you  have  been  fo  long  folicitous  to  introduce. 
The  defence  of  the   country  is  folely  in  the  Company's  troops  ;  and  Revenues  are 
fecured   to   pay  them  beyon«l   the  Nabob's   power  to   embezzle.     If  after  all  they 
who  have  the  power  fliould  exercifeit,  and  demolifli  what  has  been  done,  the  refpon- 
fibility  mud  entirely  red  with  them. 

(N"  I.)— EX  T  R  A  C  T  of  a  Letter  from  Bengal  to  Lord  Macartney,  See; 
dated  5th  April  1782. 

WE  are  very  forty,  at  a  feafon  of  fuch  accumulated  difficulty  and  danger,  you  diculd 
have  fccn  any  thing  in  the  Nabob's  condufb  of  a  tendency  to  have  impreficd  you 
•with   fuch   fcrious  apprehcnfions,  or  extorted  from  you  fuch  fcvere  rcfledions  upon 

it. 

You  are  already  in  poffedion  of  our  fentiments  upon  the  late  arrangement  con- 
cluded with  him  for  the  Adignment  of  his  Revenues,  and  entire  management  of  them 
to  the  Company,  in  the  name  ot  your  Prefident.  \Vc  have  applauded  the  zeal  and 
ability  which  dictated  and  brought  to  effeft  fo  important  a  meafure,  and  we  have  given 
the  Nabob  the  credit  of  unexampled  fidelity  and  attachment  in  fo  great  a  facrifice. 
We  had  entertained  the  hopes  that  fuch  an  a£l,  which  witli  the  Revenue  and  its  ad- 
minidration  implicated  every  right  of  fovereignty,  and  the  temporary  delegation  of 
his  whole  patrimony  to  the  Company,  for  the  prefervation  of  their  mutual  alliance 
and  coinmon  intereds,  had  precluded  every  podibility  of  future  didcrence  or  com- 
petition. 

1:  was  not  a  line  of  accommodation  drawn  between  contiguous  authorities,  which 
even  under  the  wifed  and  mod  minutely  cautious  provifions  mud  be  liable  to  ibine 
encroachments,  it  was  the  abfolute  furrendcr  of  every  portion  of  participated  power, 
and  of  indepcndant  property  on  one  pai  t,  to  the  entire  and  unrcferved  podcdion 
of  the  other ;  when  you  had  contended  for  fo  great  an  acquilition  with  fo  fortunate  an 
iffue,  you  mud  allow  us  to  ex,prefs  our  regret  that  you  diould  have  fudered  any  con- 
fideration  even  of  delicacy  towards  the  Nabob,  or  atteiuion  for  thole  feelings  which 
it  rniglu  be  natural  for  hiin  to    retain  for  the  intered  of  the  Carnatic,  wluch  wer£ 
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fSIll  eventually  his,  to  reftrain  you  from   availing  yourfelves  of  it,  with  an  effe6l  as        JI, 
complete  as  the  defperate   necefiity,  which  alone  could  warrant  your  having  exafted    .    ' 
fuch  a  conccfTion,  inevitably  demanded. 

If  the  Revenues  of  the  Carnatic  could,  have  been  adminidered  by  one  hand,  while 
the  conduft  df  the  war,  which  was  nccefiary  to  its  falvatiorj,  and  which  could  not  be 
fupported  without  the  entire  appropriation  of  its  Revenue  to  it,  was  direded  by  ano 
thcr,  there  was  no  necefTity  to  combine  them  under  one  exclufive  authority.  If  this 
combination  was  neceflary,  it  would  unavoidably  defeat  its  purpofe ;  if,  after  it  had 
been  effcdted  in  form,  its  fubflance  was  deftroyed  by  a  participation  of  authority  per- 
mitted to  exift  under  any  mode  of  connivances.  We  beg  that  your  Lordfliip,  &c. 
will  not  underftand  thefe  obfervations  as  intended  to  convey  any  kind  of  cenfure  : 
happy  would  it  be  for  the  national  inflerefts  and  reputation,  if  the  fame  difmterefted 
and  fbrbtaring  fpirit  fhould  invariably  dilate  the  conduft  of  their  affairs.  In  this 
free  dilcuflion  of  a  point  upon  wliich  your  explicit  references  of  it  feem  to  call  upon 
us  for  our  decided  opinion,  and  you  exprefs  your  affurances  of  receiving  our  ample 
fupporr,  we  mean  no:  to  convey  cenfure,  but  to  imprefs  confidence.  To  perfons 
whole  integrity  we  did  not  hold  in  the  highefl  eilimarion,  we  lliould  not  offer  the  advice 
which  we  now  give  to  you  ;  which  is,  that  you  do  afTume  and  exercife  the  entire  and 
undivided  adminiftration  of  the  Revenues  of  the  Carnatic,  and  every  power  conneft- 
ed  with  it:  in  a  word,  the  whole  Sovereignty,  if  it  fliall  be  necefTary  to  tiie  cftedlual 
exerciie  of  fuch  a  charge,  not  admitting  the  intcrpofuion  of  any  authority  whatever, 
which  may  pofTibly  impede  it,  until  the  necefTity  which  has  required  the  fulpenfion 
of  the  conftitutionai  controul  fliall  ceafe,  and  it  fliall  revert  of  courfe  to  its  original  and 
regular  channel. 

In  the  conclufion  of  your  letter  upon  this  fubjedV,  you  gave  us  hopes  that  you 
would  adopt,  as  your  own,  the  condudl  v/hich  we  now  recommend,  by  tlie  refb- 
kition  expreiTed  of  .placing  perfons  in  the  I'lianagement  of  the  AfTigned  Coun- 
tries, who  were  likely  to  be-  more  under  your  authority  and  controul,  and  to  take 
fuch  other  meafures  confiftently  with  the  fpirit  and  meaning  of  the  Nabob's  /gree- 
ment,  as  may  give  full  effect  to  every  iVipulation  in  favour  of  the  Company.  If  you 
continue  the  Nabob's  agents  or  futfcr  them  to  remain,  under  whatever  denominatio.n,  , 
in  the  adual  charge  or  virtual  controul  of  the  Revenue,  they  are  under  the  lyftem 
which  you  have  lately  effabiiflied  ;  your  lervants  and  you  alone  will  be  deemed  refpon- 
fible  for  all  their  afts,  which  fhall  be  theefFcdof  the  influence  of  the  former  I'yllem  ilill 
fubfifl:ing  by  your  permilTion  of  it  :  while  you  purfue  this  plan  your  intercourle  with 
the  Nabob  may  and  ought  co  be  reftrittcd  to  fimple  ad^and  expreffions  of  kindncfs.; 
you  may  with  propriety  decline  to  enter  into  controverfial  explanations  on  matters 
with  which  he  has  no  prefcnt  concern,  reierring  hnn  to  that  period  ac  which  he  may 
require  from  you  a  reftitution  of  your  trull,  and  a  faithful  report  of  the  manner  in 
which  you  have  difcharged  it ;  all  intermediate  afts  are  indeptrndantly  your  own,  and 
can  -only  be  made  fubfervient  to  his  inteicfb,  being  indcpendantly  your's.

Para.  10. —  H  I  S  Highnefs  the  Nabob,  or  rather  his  fecond  fon  and  Minifler,  the 
Ameer  ul  Omrah,  fliil  pcrfevcres  in  the  fame  unfortur.ate  fyilcm  towards  this  Go- 
vernment, nor  is  it  to  be  wondered  that  he  fhould,  whilft  encouraged  by  the  repeat- 
ed mandates  to  us  from  Bengal  to  furrender  to  him  the  Aflignmcnt  of  his  Revenues 
of  the  2d  December  17S1,  that  rock  of  lire ngth  upon  which  you  ftand  in  the  Car- 
natic. It  is  almoft  unaccountable  to  us,  how  the  Governor  General  and  Council 
fhould  dream  of  fuch  a  meafure,  till  at  lead  all  the  purpofes  were  completed  for 
which  you  know  the  AfTignment  was  granted  ;  and  the  mifchiefs  of  the  former 
fyfttm,  and  of  the  lo6fe  undeterminate  conneftion  with  the  Nabob,  were  extinguilhed 
beyond  a  pofTibility  of  revival.  Happily  a  fenfe  of  cur  fuuation,  a  knowledge  of  our 
176.  ■  duty, 
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II.        cluty,  and  an  obedience  to  your  indruftions,  have  refilled  the  ruinous  rcquifitions  of 

Bengal. 

1 1 .  From  the  moment  you  furrender  the  Afilgnmenr,  you  ceafe  to  be  a  nation  on 
the  Coaft.  And,  as  a  faithful  fervant  and  trultee  for  the  Company,  I  hope  not  to 
be  made  a  vvitnefs  or  an  accefi'ary  to  the  period  of  your  power.  You  are  fo  fully 
poffcfTed  of  this  whole  fubjeft  from  the  Papers  tranfmittcd  to  you,  that  1  fhall  fay 
nothing  further  upon  it. 

(N"  3.) — E  X  T  R  A  C  T  Letter  from  Lord  Macartney  to  the  Secret  Committee; 
dated  24th  January  1784. 

Para.  3.  THOUGH  we  had  the  mod  prefTing  folicitations  from  the  Governor 
G-^neral  and  Council  of  Bengal,  from  the  late  Sir  Eyre  Coote,  when  at  the  head  of 
the  army  in  ihe  field,  and  above  all  from  the  extreme  urgency  of  the  occafion,  to 
obtain  the  full  management  and  application  of  the  Relburces  of  the  Carnatic,  with 
the  mofl:  flattering  compliments  upon  our  fuccefs  in  this  bufinefs,  and  the  ftrongeft  in- 
juniflions  to  perfevere  in  making  tlie  Nabob's  Afllgnir.ent  effeftual,  notwithftanding 
the  oppofition  we  fhould  meet  with  ;  yet  on  a  fudden,  and  in  the  midft  of  the  ftrug- 
gle,  carried  on  by  the  force  of  thefe  iniunftions,  and  repeated  promifes  of  fupport, 
the  complaints  of  the  Nabob,  privately  tranfmitted  to  Bengal,  found  admittance  upon 
the  Records,  were  credited  without  any  reference  to  us  for  proofs  or  anfwcr  of  any 
kind,  and  made  the  foundation  of  a  refolution  to  force  us  to  relinquifh  the  Affign- 
menr,  and  abandon  the  Revenues  again  to  the  Nabob's  mifmanagement,  in  the  very 
height  of  the  war,  and  when  the  Company  had  expended  every  Pagoda  they  could 
raife  from  their  own  funds  or  credit  to  defray  the  charges  of  it. 

4.  If  I  afted  right  in  maintaining  ihe  Afiignnient  againfh  fuch  a  hafty  and 
inconfiftent  refolution,  I  truft  that  all  the  enmitv  ic  has  produced  will  fall  before 
your  approbation,  and  the  approbation  of  my  Sovereign  and  Country.  I  certainly 
ftand  m  need  of  every  fupporc  to  protect  me  againft  the  difpleaiure  which  the  Go- 
vernment General  has  levelled  at  this  meafure,  and  againft  the  intrigues  of  the  Na- 
bob, which  have  been  aftive  and  refentful  in  the  highelt  degree. 

5.  Much  of  the  trouble  I  have  experienced  in  matters  that  have  apparently  no 
connexion  with  the  Nabob's  Affignment,  has  however  fprung  from  that  fource  ;  and 
if  you  will  be  pleafed  to  examine  the  views  and  charadlers  of  the  principal  adlors  in 
the  fcene  of  India,  and  compare  them  with  the  nature  of  the  events  that  have  hap- 
pened, I  doubt  not  you  will*be  convinced  of  what  I  fo  fenfibly  feel,  that  when  the 
Nabob  is  in  oppofition  to  Government  he  finds  no  want  of  zealous  champions  to 
fupport  his  views  (however  repugnant  to  your  intcrefts),  and  to  promote  faction  and 
difturbance  in  everv  quarter. 

6.  The  purpofes  of  fuch  men  are  moft  efiriftually  anfwered  by  fowing  the  feeds 
of  jcaloufy  and  mifundcrllanding  j  by  embroiling  the  Govcrniricnt  in  dil'putes  with 
every  perfon  of  confequence  that  can  be  oppofed  to  it ;  and  by  filling  private  letters 
to  England  with  complaints.  The  foil,  it  mult  be  confelfcd,  has  been  of  late  un- 
commonly favourable  for  men  of  fuch  principles  to  work  in.  A  long,  dangerous, 
and  complicated  war,  with  various  fuccefs  and  innumerable  diftrcfles,  offered  daily 
fubje^'ts  of  uneafinefs,  jealoufy,  and  dilappointment ;  which,  when  directed  by  the 
fpiri:  of  the  Durbar  and  its  agents,  aflumed  a  thouland  Ihapes  to  oppofe,  diltrefs,  and 
endanger  your  Government. 

10.  Having,  on  my  arrival  in  this  country,  found  your  affairs  moft  critically 
fituated  in  all  rcfpefts,  I  endeavoured,  by  an  early  and  laborious  attention,  to 
acquire  exadl  information  of  the  ftate  of  every  department,  and  have  commu- 
nicated to  you  from  time  to  time  the  refult  of  my  enquiries  and  obfervations. 

1 1.  The  firlt  thing  that  ftruck  me  as  defective  in  your  iyftem,  was  the  nature  of 
the  Company's  connedtion  with  the  Nabob,  by  which  the  rclources  of  a  province, 
garrifoned  and  defended  by  your  forces  in  peace  and  war,  were  altogether  in  the 
conrroul  of  his  Highncfs,  under  a  fimplc  and  infccure  engagement  of  reimburfing  by 
inftalments  the  current  charges  of  a  certain  proportion  of  thole  forces.  This  ftipula- 
tion  even   in  peace,  was,  from  couftant  failure  and  backwardncfs  in  the  Nabob,  a 

fource 
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fource  of  perpetual  aliirm  to  Government,  which  often  found  itfelf  abfolutely  unahle  II. 
to  provide  for  the  paynnnt  of  the  troops  when  it  became  due.  But  if  fuch  are  the  ■ 
inconvenitrncies  of  this  fyftem  in  time  of  peace,  how  totally  unprovided,  weak,  and 
defencclefs  mult  be  your  ficuation  under  it  in  time  ofv/ar,  and  particularly  of  an  in- 
vafion  of  the  country  from  whence  th's  fcanty  refourcc  is  to  come  ?  When  llyder 
■AUi  entered  the  Carnatic  in  Juiv  1780,  there  was  an  inftant  flop  to  all  payments 
from  the  Nabob,  upon  a  plea  ofabfukue  inability.  Your  army,  at  the  very  moment 
that  its  expences  were  doubled,  loft  even  its  ufual  fupply,  and  the  whole  charges  of 
the  war,  ordinary  and  extraordinaiy,  and  even  the  ^aily  fuftenance  of  the  troops 
were  thrown  upon  you  :  in  this  dreadful  exigency  was  obtained  tiMt  Affignment, 
without  which  all  your  Revenues  and  Credit  muft  have  been  inevitably  iunk  to  no 
purpofe. 

12.  In  my  letter  of  the  ift  December,  I  declared  my  opiniop,  that  from  the 
moment  you  fhou:d  furrender  that  Affignment  you  would  ccafe  to  be  a  nation 
on  the  Coafl: :  I  now  repeat  to  you  the  fame  opinion.  Whatever  reliance  you 
may  formerly  have  had  upon  the  gratitude,  fricndfliip,  or  fidelity  of  the  neigh- 
bouring Princes,  has  been  long  fince  at  en  endj — from  the  time  of  Hyder's 
entering  the  Carnatic  in  July  1780,  to  the  Afl'gnment  of  December  1781,  The 
inability  or  Linwillingnefs  of  the  Nabob  to  afllft  you,  appear  fully  detailed  on  your 
Records  before  my  arrival  in  this  country;  and  the  AQignment  itfelf,  from  the  date 
of  it  till  the  Company  had  the  full  management  of  the  Revenue,  was  mere  moon- 
iliine,  and  did  not  furnifh  you  with  a  fhilling.  By  the  eflablifliment  fecured  under 
the  late  peace  to  the  French  on  this  Coaft,  and  by  the  force  they  pofiefs,  avA  feem 
determined  to  maintain  here,  it  is  paft  a  doubt  that  your  firft  and  principal  ftand 
againft  that  nation,  in  cafe  of  a  rupture,  muft  be  made  in  the  Ciirnatic.  What 
then  have  you  to  truft  to  ? — To  nothuig  but  yourfelvcs  having  the  adminiftration 
and  direction  of  the  Revenue^  of  the  country  which  is  to  be  defended. 

EXTRACT  of  a  Letter  from  Lord  Macartney  to  the  Secret  Committee; 
dated  September  19th,  1784. 

1.  THE  Admiral  having  fignified  his  intention  of  fending  a  frigate  to  England, 
I  take  the  liberty,  as  ufual,  of  adding  to  the  general  Difpatch  a  fiio:  t  Letter  from 
myfelf. 

2.  The  re-eftablifliment  of  peace  in  theCarnatic  has  already  given  a  fenfible  relief 
to  your  affairs;  and  as  foon  as  the  temporary  difficulry  of  providing  for  the  difcharge 
of  the  army  extraordinaries  is  removed,  your  eftablifhment  will  be  brought  back,  as 
nearly  as  it  can  be,  to  the  former  ftandard,  and  the  utmoft  economy  in  my  power 
employed  in  every  branch  of  your  fervice. 

Such  however  has  been  the  fevcrity  with  which  the  late  war  has  prcfTed  upon  vour 
Finances,  that  although  means  may  ftill  be  found  to  extricate  you  in  time  from  the 
heavy  burthens  incurred  by  it;  thcfe  means  depend  fo  much  upon  the  fyftem  you 
may  adopt  in  conit-quence  of  rhe  change  your  fituation  has  undergone,  that  I  cannot, 
while  I  remain  in  your  Government,  omit  any  opportunity  of  giving  you  the  beft 
information  and  afliftance  i  am  able  towards  forming  your  refolutions  on  this  impor- 
tant objeft. 

4.  The  continuance  of  peace  in  India  being  the  fole  foundation  on  which  you  can 
reft  the  hope  of  retrieving  your  affairs,  God  forbid  that  any  thing  ftiould  happen  to 
diil:urb  it  in  any  quarter.  It  appears,  indeed,  by  the  different  calculations  we  have 
fent  you,  that,  vv'iih  all  the  advanta<;es  of  peace,  and  all  the  R.evenue  of  the  Carnatic, 
under  the  m.oft  productive  management,  you  vvill  fcarcely  be  able  to  provide  for  the 
relief  of  your  o«  n  burthens,  and  the  heavy  debts  of  the  Nabob. 

5.  To  revert,  under  fuch  circumftances,  to  the  fyftem  which  exiued  in  the  Car- 
natic before  the  war,  would,  in  my  humbie  opinion,  be  to  expofe  your  poffefTions  to 
the  moft  dangerous  rifle i  Thscleareft  dem.onftrations  have  been  adduced  to  prove 
the  ablolu'c  incfhcacy  of  that  fyftem,  and  the  Nabob's  interefv  and  fafety  are  equally 
concerned  with  your  ov.n  in  its  fpeedy  amendment.  The  Affignment  of  the  counrry 
has  placed  in  your  hands  the  means  of  correcting  it  for  a  time  j  bur  there  is  no  pro-

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I!.        vifion  yet  formed  beyond  the  p;  rlod  of  that  Afilgnment ;  and  I  feei  the  moft  painful 

-— anxiety  for  the  confcquenct;s  of  furrendering  the  Revenues  again  to  that  mifmanage- 

ment  and  confufion  from  whence  thev  have  been  fo  happily  refcued. 

6.  A  ftatementof  Colleftirns,  delivere-d  by  the  Committee   of  Revenue  and  fent 

-you  by  this  (hip,  is  the  moft  fansfaftory  evidence  I  can  afford  you  of  the  ad>^ntage3 

alreadv  derived  from. the  AfTignment.:  A  clear  Revenue  of  about  2I}  lacks  of  pagodas 

^havc  been  drawn  from  a  country  which,  before  the  AlTignment,  yielded   no  relief  to 

-the  prcinng  exigencies  of  the  war.     1  humbly  prefume  upon  this  ftatemcnt   to  afk, 

what  would  have  been  the  confequence  had  we  furrendered  the  ColK-6l:ions  to  the 

Nabob  at  the  time  we  were  required  to  do  fo   from  Bengal  ?     A  totai  failure  on  hi^ 

part  muft  inevitably  have  followed  ;  and  the  war,  if  ir  could  have  been   at   all  fup- 

ported  ar'ter  fuch  failure  (which  I  conceive  fcarcely  pofiible),  would  have  carried  your 

diftrefles  to  the  Ir.ft  extrem.ity. 

■7.  I  truft  your  Honourable  Court  will  do  me  the  juflice  to  believe,  that  in  thefc 
Teprefentations  I  am  aduated  by  no  other  motive  than  tlie  pureft  regard  for  theprof- 
perity  of  the  country.  The  rreatment  I  have  perfonally  received  in  the  adminiftra- 
tion  of  your  affairs  with  the  Nabob,  can  have  no  effccl  upon  nsy  public  conduct  and 
opinions.  The  fame  impartiality  and  regard  to  truth  which  lead  me  to  propofe  a 
different  fyftem  of  connection  with  the  Nabob,  would  have  equal  influence  in  refpect 
10  the  Rajah  of  Tanjore,  were  his  affairs  in  the  fame  fituation  j  but  the  Rajah's  agree- 
ment with  the  Company  to  keep  tip  no  troops,  and  to  depend  entirely  on  them  fjr 
protc(51;ion,  averted  an  evil  which  flill  exifts  in  the  claims  of  the  Nabob  ;  and  having 
alfo  an  income  much  lefs  encumbered  than  the  Revenue  of  the  Carnatic,  the  nccef- 
lity  is  not  fo  apparent  in  his  cafe  as  in  that  oftheNabob,  yet  I  think  the  Rajah  fiiould 
contribute  more  largely  than  he  does  ro  the  defence  of  the  country,  and  be  obliged  to 
bear  his  proportions  of  the  burthens  of  the  war. 

8.  The  zealous  and  difinterefted  exertions  of  the  Committee  of  Affigned  Revenue, 
ioy  which  fuch  extend  ve  refourceshave  been  derived  from  the  country  in  the  height  of 
an  invafion,  cannot  efcape  your  notice.  Plad  thofe  gentlem.sn  aflsd  upon  the  prin- 
ciples which,  I  fear,  have  often  governed  your  fervants  in  the  coUeftion  of  your 
Revenues,  1  am  confident  that  a  third,  perhaps  half,  the  lun  now  brought  to  ac- 
count would  have  been  funk,  and  excules  plaufible  enough  might  have  been  drawn, 
■from  the  fituation  of  the  country,  to  jullify  the  want  of  fifccefs  :  but  the  prcfertc 
inftance  affords  an  example,  that  no  difficulties  in  this  branch  are  too  great  to  be 
furmountcd.by  an  honeft  and  perfevering- attennon  to  your  intcretl's. 

EXTRACT  of  Letter  from  Lord  Macartney  to  the  Secret  Committee  ; 
dated  14th  Odtober  1784. 

Para.7. — FROM  the  ftatements  now  enclofed  you  mull  perceive  at  once  how  iinpof- 
fjble  it  v.'ill  be  for  you  to  exift  in  the  Carnatic  if  you  furrender  the  Ajfignment.  With 
every  attention  to  the  management  of  the  Revenue  on  its  prefent  advantageous  foot- 
ing, your  relief  from  this  relource  will  not  be  very  material  for  the  next  tiu'ce  years  j 
afterwards  indeed,  if  tl.e  peace  of  the  country  be  not  diiturbcd,  a  rapid  progrels  may 
be  made  in  the  difcharge  of  the  Company's  and  the  Nabob's  incumbrances  ;  but 
without  the  AfTignment,  1  fee  not  a  ray  cf  hope  for  the  prcfervation  of  the  Company 
or  the  fecuriy  of  the  Nabobr.n  this  Coalt.  As  my  voucher  for  this  aiTertion,  I  nuill 
call  to  vour  remembrance  the  difordercd  and  ruinous  ftate  of  the  country,  and  the 
extreme  infiifHciency  of  the  Nabob's  payments  while  he  collefted  the  Rcvenui-s  him- 
felf.  During  the  firfl:  eighteen  months  of  the  late  invafion,  the  Company  obtained 
fcarcely  any  affrftance  from  him  :  the  AfTignment  was  then  procured  j  and  in  the  next 
eighteen  months,  notv^/ithftanding  the  dcvaflations  of  the  enemy,  and  the  greatcft 
oppofition  and  intrigue  on  the  part  of  the  Nabob  himlelf,  you  vviil  obfcrve,  from  the 
books  of  this  Prefidcncy,  what  confiJerable  rcfources  have  been  ilrawn  from  ihe^  coun- 
try, refources  without  whichall  our  other  aids  mull  have  totally  failed  in  carrying  us 
through  the  multiplied  embarraflinents  of  the  war. 

8.  1  have  already  faid  fo  much  upon  this  fubjed,  and  upon  the  Nabob's  conduct: 
in  gcner^^l,  in  my  former  letters,  that  I  fliouki  think  it  fupcrfiuuus  to  add  more,  were

diiced  in  die  minds  offome  perfons  in  whole  judga^ent  and  knowledge  of  this  fcene    ■ 

I  had  refled  my  (trongtfl;  hopes  of  approbation.  Could  I  have  thotight  for  a  moment 
that  a' variety  of  random  accufitions,  totally  iinfupported,  and  void  of  all  probability  ; 
fuch  as,  that  1  had  openly  violated  all  my  engagements ;  received  bribrs  ;  cut  off  peo- 
ple's ears  and  nofes  ;  deprived  the  Nabob  of  his  nccelfdry  fuftenance;  taken  from  him 
his  coach  and  horfcs,  &c.  ;  I  fay,  were  it  pofTible  for  me  to  have  imagined  that  fuch 
abfurd  afprrfions  as  thefe  would  have  met  with  the  fmalieft  belief,  1  Ihould  certainly 
have  oppofcd  them  here  with  a  much  more  ferious  vindication  than  they  appeared  at 
rhe  time  to  defcrve.  The  truth  is,  and  I  iiattcr  myfclf  it  is  manifeft  to  every  one 
both  here  and  at  hom,e,  t'lat  all  thcfe  llories  were  fabricated  merely  to  excite  com- 
panion for  feigned  diftref?,  and  refentment  againft  the  fuppofed  author  of  it,  with  the 
view  of  obtaining  the  wifncd-for  fiirrcnder  of  rhe  AfTignmenr. 

9.  The  Iced  Icll  on  a  foil  thoroughly  prepared  to  receive  it,  and  bring  it  to  maturity. 
The  Governor  General  and  Council  of  Bengal,  without  waiting  for  the  necefliiry  proofs, 
or  even  hearing  the  party  accufed  in  his  defence,  haftily  rcfoivcd  to  gratify  the  Nabob 
to  the  utmoft  extent  of  his  dcfire,  and  ordered  that  Affignment  which  had  been  ob- 
tained with  lb  much  difficulty,  and  had  produced  fuch  ciTential  relief,  to  be  re- 
•  ftored  inthi;  midft  of  the  war,  when  our  wants  were  at  the  higheft,  and  our  means, 
even  with  the  AfTignmcnt,  -altogether  inadequate  to  fupply  them. 

ic.  It  is  fortunate  for  me,  that  my  honourable  Employers  have  taken  up  this 
matter  with  a  more  deliberate  attention  to  the  principles  of  juRice.  On  them  I  rely 
with  confidence  for  the  public  vindication  of  my  charafter,  which  has  bren  lo  wan- 
tonly attacked  :  this  becomes  necelTary  not  merely  for  the  fupport  of  innocence,  but 
to  encourage  thofc  who  may  fuccced  m.ein  the  faithful  dii(;harge  oftheirduty  j  and 
to  remove  an  impreffion  but  too  prevalent  here,  that  no  one  can  venture,  with 
impunity,  to  alTert  your  rights  and  interetis  in  oppofition  to  the  fchc:T:es  of  the 
Nabob.' 

EXTRACT  Letter  from  Lord  Macartney  to    the  Secret  Committee  ; 
dated  30th  January  17S5. 

Para.  4. — THE  letter  I  wrote  to  you  of  a6th  January  1784,  b/  the  Burbridge,  con- 
■veyed  my  own  particular  fentiint^nts  upon  the  ftate  of  your  auairs  here;  as  thefe  fen- 

■  timents  are  fully  confirmed  by  fubfequent  experience,  I  fincerely  hope  they  have  had 
feme  weight  in  direfting  the  arrangements  that  were  in  contemplation  at  the  time  that 
letti-r  was  received.     Much  indeed  will  depend  upon  the  refoiutior.s  you  may  have 

■  adopted  for  the  future  conduft  of  this  Prelidcncy.  If  they  tend  to  fecure  you  in  the 
■refources  of  the  Nabob's  Affignment;  if  they  provide  for  a  firm,  united,  and  difinre- 
•reftrd  Adminiflration,  and  remove  the  inconveniencies  and  doubts  wliicli  hang  upon 
■yourprcfent  fyflem,  the  afl^airs  of  the  Company  may  yet  recover,  and  perhaps  exceed 
their  former  profperiiy.  But  as  all  this  feems  neceffary  to  yctir  fucceis,  fo  I  dread 
the  failure  in  any  one  efil'ntia!  article  as  an  evil  of  the  moft  ferious  confequence. 

6.  1  am  happy  to  oblcrve  to  you,  that  the  trarquiilify  rellored  by  the  pt^ace  (till 
•continues,  and  with  a  more  fettled  appearance  than  it  bore  at  the  date  of  our  latl 
advices ;  yet  the  returns  of  plenty  are  butflowly  felt,  and  thofc  provinces  vvhicli  have 
heen  fully  cpprefl'td  by  the  hand  of  the  enemiV,  will  require  a  confiderible  time  to 
emerge  from  their  prclent  low  and  exhauftcd  ftate.  Some  of  the  diftricts  are  much 
depopulated  j  all  of  them  more  or  Icfs  ravaged  ;  and  the  bonds  of  mutual  intereft, 
•which  uniied  the  indullry  oi  the  molt  diitan:  parts,  torn  akindr.  Thele  calamities 
cannot  be  healed  but  by  a  permanent  fyfteni  of  miJd  and  indulgent  mcafures. 
Bv  e  fins  rhe  C3rr;uic  of  an  immcnfe  load  of  expence,  yo:i  have  acquired  the 
mtans  of  adopiing  fuch  a  fyflem,  and  purfuing  it  with  fuccefs ;  but  it  never  will,  nor 
can  Dc  tttccted  uuuer  any  other  management. 
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EXTRACT  of  a  Letter  from  Lord  Macartney  to  the  Secret  Committee  ; 
dated  Calcutta,  the  27th  July  1785. 

Para.  6. — THE  Difpatch  of  the  ^zh  of  December  confirmed  the  intelligence  of  his 
TMr.  Holland's)  appointmenr,  and  at  the  fame  time  brought  your  commands  to  de- 
liver up  the  Nabob's  Affignment. 

7.  Your  refjlution  was  taken,  and  your  orders  iifued,  after  the  fuliefl:  delibera- 
tion, with  our  letter  to  Bengal  of  the  26th  May  17^3,  my  letters  to  you  of  the  ill 
December  ly'^^S,  and  of  the  24th  January  1784,  and  every  other  material  paper 
before  you.  I  own  neverthelefs,  with  great  deference,  that  my  fentiments  re- 
mained unaltered. 

S.  1  confidered  the  Affignment  as  the  rock  of  your  ftrength  in  the  Carnatir,  and 
therefore  had  guarded  it  with  equal  vigilance  againll"  the  affauks  of  the  Durbar  and 
the  m.enaces  of  Bengal.  It  had  contributed  largely  to  your  fupport  through  the 
war,  and  might  have  fecurcd  the  (lability  of  your  commerce  and  dominion  on  the 
Coaft:— 

"  Dies  aliter  ahsium   est." 

^I  had  Icn^  fince  exprefied  my  hope  of  not  being  made  a  witnefs  or  an  accefiary  to  a 
premature  furrender  of  it;  and  indeed  no  man  could  be  lefs  properly  employed  on 
fuch  an  occafion  than  myfelf,  being  pi-rfonally  difagrecable  to  the  Durbar,  and  from 
my  knowledge  of  their  duplicity,  difafjeftion,  and  politics,  totally  unqualified  for 
anv  negociation  that  required  the  flightelt  degree  of  confidence  to  be  rcpofed 
in.  them. 

9.  If,  then,  it  had  been  my  intention  to  wait  for  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Holland,  it 
now  became  impoffible  to  adhere  to  it.  The  only  part  left  me  was,  to  do  what  I 
conceived  you  meant  I  fhould — to  refign  my  Government,  and  retire  from  the 
Icene. 

10.  But  however  unfit  or  unable  I  might  be  to  remain  upon  it,  I  was  ftill  ready 
and  felicitous  to  employ  every  means  in  my  power  for  your  fcrvice,  to  the  laft  mo- 
raenf  of  my  fray  in  any  part  of  India. 

11.  For  this  purpofe  I  offered  myfelf  notwithftanding  the  unhealthy  feafon  of  the 
year,  to  take  Bengal  in  my  way  to  Eugland,  and  endeavour,  by  a  perfonal  repre- 
il-ntation,  to  imprefs  the  Governor  General  and  Council  with  luch  a  fenfe  of  the 
embarraffments  and  dangers  arifing  from  the  late  inftruftions,  as  might  be  likely  to 
obtain  their  immediate  advice  and  affifi-ince.  My  olTer  was  eagerly  embraced  ;  and 
in  lefs  than  a  week  I  embarked  on  the  Greyhound  Packet  tor  Calcutta.  I  was 
haftened  and  animated  by  an  idea,  that  I  fhould  have  the  rare  felicity  of  faving  the 
Company  iwice  from  deftruiftion.  Having  reicued  it  cnce  before  by  obtaining  the 
Aflignment,  1  hoped  it  was  fww  refcrved  for  mc  to  avert  the  fatal  confequences  ap" 
prehcnded  from  its  fudden  abolition. 

12.  Give  me  leave  now  to  requelt  for  a  moment  your  attention  to  the  enclofed 
Papers,  N^  i,  N''  2,  N°  J,  which  were  entered  on  the  Records  of  Fort  St.  George 
previous  to  my  departure,  and  are  proper  for  your  information. 

N'  1.  is  a  Copy  of  my  Minute  of  the  28ih  May  1785,  expreffing  my  refolution  to 
quit  the  Goviratnent,  and  allj^ning  my  realbns,  &c.  &c. 

N°  2.  is  the  Copy  of  a  Minute,  dated  the  ill  of  June  1785,  accompanied  by  two 
Papers;  one  containing  an  affidavit  on  the  fu'ijrft  of  my  covenants  with  rhe  Ho- 
nourable Company  ;  the  oth.er,  a  declaration  or  Itatement  of  the  net  amount  of  my 
acquificions  in  your  iervice  ;  which,  during  the  fp:'.ce  of  four  years,  from  my  arrival  at 
Madras  on  the  .:2d  Day  of  June  17(51  to  the  ill  June  1785,  do  not  exceed  eighty- 
one  tl'.oufand  I'cvcn  hundred  and  ninety-fix  itar  pagodas,  or  thirty-tv^o  thoufand 
{even  hundred  and  ninety  pounds  eight  fliiliings  (leriing,  at  the  exchange  of  eight 
n-iii.ings  per  pagoda.  And  when  the  vvhcJe  of  that  fuin  is  applied  to  the  arrange- 
mcni  of  my  private  affairs,  I  can  venture  to  afiure  you,  as  a  gentleman  and  a  man 
of'  honojr,  thdi  then,  after  having  pall  upwaids  of  one  and  twenty  years  in  feverai 
public  employ  mentt  of  rank,  trufl,  and  cmolu  .  ent,  I  fliall  pollcf)  a  very  fmall,  if  ar.y, 
addition  to  irij  family  inheritance.

13.  I  liad  indeed  for  flime  time  before  been  providing  againfl;  t  liis  emergency  ;  for, 
well  apprized  of  the  Nabob's  extenfive  influence,  and  of  tlie  abiiuv,  induRry,  and 
vigilance  of  his  agents,  and  obf.rving  a  concurrence  of  many  other  circumflances,  I 
was  not  without  apprchenfions,  that  before  the  Government  of  Madras  could  have 
t  mely  notice  of  the  train,  the  AITignmenc  might  be  blown  up  at  home,  the  fuddeii 
Ihock  of  wliich  I  knew  ip.uft  alinoft  inftantly  overthrow  the  Company  in  the  Carnatic  ; 
I  therefore  employed  inyfelf  moft  afllduoully  in  making  preparations  to  mitigate  the 
mifchief,  and,  by  degrees,  collefled  and  itorcd  up  all  the  itioney  that  it  was  poOlble 
to  rtlervc  with  la.'ety  frcin  other  iervices  and  dcr^ands,  fo  th.it  when  the  cxplofion 
burft  upon  us,  I  had  provided  an  unexpeded  mafs  of  little  lefs  than  thirteen  Lacs  of 
Hupees  to  refill  its  fit  ft  violence. 

14.  This  precautionary  treafure  has  proved  the  immediate  falvation  of  Fort  St. 
George,  and,  with  careful  management,  may  be  rendered  fufficient  to  bear  up  againft

•propofing  to  make  a,  fliort  vifit  to  the  Northern  Settlements  in  my  way;  but,  owing 
to  unfavourable  weather,  I  was  difappointed  in   my  dciire  to  fee  JNIaluhpatam.     I 
.■was  more  fortunate  witli  rcfpecl  to  Vjzigapatam,  at  which  Faclory  I  went  on  fliore 
for  a  day  or  two ;  and  fr<  m  thence,  proceeding  diieftly  hither,  I  arrived  in  the  mid- 
•dle  of  June,  and  took  the  carlicft  opportunity  of  delivering  to  the  Governor  General 
and  Council,  the  Difpatches  from  Madras,  whicii  had  been  entruiled  to  my  care. 

23.  It  would  b-  great  ingratitude  to  thefe  Gentlemen,  were  I  to  be  filent  on  the 
fubjeft  of  their  preltnt  attention  and  civilities  to  me,  which,  on  more  than  one  occa- 
fion,  have  been  particularly  pointed  and  obliging. 

24.  With  regard  to  public  bufinels,  and  the  objcdts  and  iiTue  of  my  voyage  h-.r,-*, 

•they  are  fu  ly  exi.ibiced  in  the  correfpondcncc  now  tranhnictcd  to  you,  in  N°4,  N"'  5, 

.N°  6,  and  N"  7,  of  wliich  I  entreat  your  kriousperufal ;  as  from  thence  a  much  more 

accurate  idea  may  be  formed,  than  the  O'^ht  Iketcli  of  a  common  general  letter  can 

vConvey. 

25.  I  had  long  bcf  )re  been  lb  much  enlivenetl  (:tnd  your  Honourable  Court  was, 

no  doubt,  enhvencd  alfj)  by  the  happy  profpects  held  out  in  the  iate  Governor  Gc- 

-neral's  letter  to  you,  of  the  i6ch  December   1783,  publilhed  in   icveral   newfpapers, 

:  both  foreign  and  domelbc,  that  l  flattered  myfelt  with  hopes  of  finding- fuch  rciources 

in  Bengal  alone  as  might  relieve  any  exigency  or  liiilrcis  in  the  rell  of  India,  relult- 
ing  frtim  a  lofs  cf  the  AfllgnmentjOr  from  other  misfortunes;  bit,  in  the  range  of 
my  enquiries,  no  diflindt  traces  were  to  be  difcovcred  ot  tlicle  progi;olbcdtcd  Funds. 
.1  had  it  feems  formed  a  vifionarv  rfHinatc;  the  reality  dilappeared  like  a  phantom  on 
the  approach  (>!  expenmenf,  and  I  looked  here  for  it  in  vain.     Tlic  Government  de- 

-dared  themleivcs  Itrangers  to  Mr.  Mailings'  letter,  and  indicated  noi.  a  fcw  iymp- 

.40ms  of  their  own  neccffities. 

26.  They  had  been  obliged  not  only  to  rcurijl  the. Drafts  from  Madras  within  a 
very  narrow  compafs,  but  to  pofiponc  to  a  diftance  the  difchargc  ot  many  which  had 

.been  long  running  upon  them  j  and  the  difiiculiy  ofxomplying  with  y  >ur  orders  rc- 

Jative  to  Chinii,  they  had  not  been  able  to  obviate  or  furmount.     Could  they,  by  any 

means,  have  commanded,  either,  in  the  prududions  or  the  revenues  ot  this  country, 

the  rcfourccs  you  required  io  complete  an   invellment  for  the  Ihips  appointed  to 

..return  to  Europe  next  year  from  Canton,  they  would  Icarcely  have  tailed  to  provide 

.and  fupply  cveiy  poliible  remittance  for  tMat  purpole  at  Co  critical  a  junfture,  when 

■  they  knew  your  expeftacior.s  muft  be  high,  the  Tea  trade  almoll  entirely  your  own, 

.^nd  the  demand  for  that  article  lb  large,  that  a  timely  and  abundant  importation  of  ic 
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II.       from  abroad,  would  prove  of  powerful  efficacy  to  revive  your  credit,  and  replenifli 
your  Treafury  at  home. 

27.  Thus,  then,  from  a  failure  of  the  relief  of  Fort  St.  Georgp,  wiiich  wss  looked 
for  and  folicitcd  in  this,  quarter,  and  from  the  Governor  General  and  Council  not 
chocfing  to  hazard  any  delay  in  the  execution  of  your  inftn.i^tions  of  the  9th  of 
December  iaft,  you  will  not  be  furprifed  at  the  receipt  of  fuch  unpleafant  accounts 
as  will  probably  be  tranfmitted  to  you  in  a  few  months  hence  from  the  Coaft.  I 
confefs  my  own  apprehenfions  to  be  fo  ftrong,  that  I  cannot  avoid  allowing  much 
credit  to  a  very  intelligent  correlpondent  at  iVIadras,  who  does  not  fcruple  to  give  a 
clear,  unqualified  opinion,  and  to  write  as  follows: 

28.  "  The  new  arrangements  from  England  with  the  Nabob,  however  fpecious 
*'  and  plaufible  on  paper,  will  be  found  fallacious  and  impracticable  in  execution, 

•'  and  terminate  at  la(t  in  unfpeakable  confufion  and  diftrefs.     Mr.    ■ ,  and 

'-  a  few  artful,  or  overbearing,  unprincipled  men,  about  the  Durbar,  may  help  them- 
"  felves  in  the  fcramble,  but  the  fair  creditor,  to  whom  the  Nabob  is  juftly  indebted, 
"  will,  in  all  likelihood,  be  baffl'd,  and  have  little  chance  of  receiving  a  fingle 
<^'  Fanam,  till  the  Company  itfelf  refume  the  receipt  and  management  of  the  Re- 
"  venues,  and  diilribute  as  well  as  afcertain  the  proportions." 

29.  That  the  neceffity  of  your  aifairs  will  oblige  you  to  have  recourfe  to  t'lat  mea- 
Jure  I  have  little  doubt  ;  you  will  therefore  naturally  endeavour  to  provide  againlt 
the  hazards  and  difficulties  which  it  may  be  likely  to  involve,  for  rnany  new  and 
ferious  ones  are  to  be  reafonably  apprehended,  efpt^-cially  if  yoti  recolleft  the  fixth 
article  of  the  Nabob's  propofed  treaty  with  Bengal  in  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1801,  (through  the  channel  of  his  Dewan  and  Minifter  Alleui  Cawn,  and  Mr. 
Richard  Jofeph  Sulivan)  now  enclofed  to  you  in  N°  8,  and  which  includes  an  idea 
ftill  in  bud  at  the  Durbar,  and  ready  to  expand  with  the  fiiO:  prcmifing  weather  at 
Pondicherry. 

30.  Neither  can  I  foon  forget  the  ftrong  folicitude  fo  lately  manifelted  by  the 
Nabob  for  negociating  direftly  v;iih  the  French,  under  pretence  of  the  cefilon  of 
Villenour  and  Bahoor,  and  thus  immediately  coming  into  clofe  contract  with  that 
intriguing  and  dangerous  nation,  inftead  of  tranfafting  with  them,  as  formerly,  through 
our  intervention. 

31.  All  thefe  confiderations  operating  upon  my  mind,  I  loft  no  opportunity  of 
urging  the  Governor  General  and  Council  with  all  the  arguments  which  the  impor- 
tance of  the  tubjedt  fupplied.  If  I  have  failed  of  making  the  defired  irnprelTion,  no 
^eal  or  exertion  has  been  wanting  on  my  pait  ;  and  if,  from  the  want  ot  fuccefs  in 
my  miffion  here,  rhe  evils  which  menace  your  officers  in  the  Carnatic  fhould  be 
realized,  kt  it  not  be  llorgotten  that  1  iiad  exhaufted  every  endeavour  to  avert 
them.. 

32.  Having  now  notiiing  further  to  detain  m.e  here,  I  prepared  without  delay  for 
my  departure,  but  as  the  Greyhound  Packet,  in  which  I  had  ;:o:iie  from  Mailras, 
was  extremely  finall,  inconvenient,  and  ill  calculated  for  a  voyage  to  Europe  at  this 
feaibn,  I  made  application  to  Government  to  grant  me  a  palTage  in  the  Swallow 
Packet,  then  lying  in  this  river,  and  to  all  appearance  unemployed  on  any  public 
fervice  ;  they  have  been  fo  good  as  to  comply  with  my  requcft,  and  I  propole  to  em- 
bark in  her  for  England  in  the  courfc  of  ne.a  week. 

80.  It  is  with  pleafure  that  I  now  turn  to  tlie  lopth  paragra;.'!i  of  your  Difpatchof 
the  9th  Deci-mbcr  laft,  com.municating  to  nie  the  una.umou*  thai  ks  of  vour 
Honourable  Court  for  my  zeal  and  atlivity  in  your  fcrrvice,  and  for  my  ajjijlan.e  in 
procuring  the  late  peace  in  India;  and  i  beg  leave  to  exprcls  th.c  nigh  fc.iic  I  muft 
ever  cntLTtain  of  this  mark  of  your  favour. 

8t.  '1  hat  I  have  fcrved  you  with  zeal  and  activity,  and,  let  me  add,  with  a  difin- 
tcicllednels  unexampled  in  niy  llation,  I  have  ;he  umquwo^al  icftimony  ot  tri)  own 
heart,  without  which  no  otlier  applaufe  could  minilter  any  fiiicere  facistadion. 

82.  That  I  gave  my  beft  afTiltance  in  procuring  tiie  late  peace  wi;h  fippoo  is  no 
Irfs  tiue  than  I  was  tardily,  fcantily,  and  ungiacijuflv  alTitted  bv  this  Govi-rnment; 
iheRccoids  before  you  wiilfliew  how  early  I  ap;)!ieU  fur  power:,  nnd  inltruCtions,  how 
-ate  tht-y  were  obtained,  and  the  conients  of  thufe  which  are  alljided  at  lalt,  fo  long 
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had  they  b'cn  with!ield  that  our  CommifTioners  to  Tippoo  had  fet  forward  on  their        li. 
journey  without  them.  , 

83.  Whntever  praifcs  therefore  may  be  due  to  thofe  who  made  the  Peace,  the  late 
Governor  General  and  his  Council  had  no  pretenfions  to  participate. 

84.  However  honoured  and  confirmed  by  your  fant^ion  and  applaufe,  they  con- 
demned it  without  refervc,  and  v;ould  have  rifqufd  its  difruption. 

85.  Happily  indeed  before  they  ventured  on  the  fecond  ftep  they  began  to  fee  the 
danger  of  the  firfl:,  and  retired  from  the  precipice  although  widi  rckic?.ance  ;  and  yet 
what  could  liavc  been  the  objedl  that  drew  them  to  approach  it  ? — It  was  net  furely 
to  mortify  the  Government  of  Madras ;  it  was  not  furely  to  gratify  the  vanity  of 
Mahomed  Ali,  Miferable  indeed  muil  be  the  condition  of  the  Company  in  the 
Carnatic,  if  a  new  conflagration  may  be  lighted  up  there  by  a  little  fpark  from 
Chepauk  ;  if  intercfts  of  fuch  magnitude  as  yours  are  to  be  hazarded  fo  lightly,  and 
your  tranquillitv  and  fafety  made  to  ofcillate  and  traverfe  with  the  paHions  and  in- 
trigues of  the  Nabob's  Durbar. 

86.  To  fecure  the  Company  againft  fuch  a  wretclied  contingent  flate,  and  to  rivet 
their  predominance  on  the  fpot,  it  was  neceflary  that  the  Company  alone  iliould  make 
Peace  for  the  Carnatic,  and  that  the  Company  fliould,  as  Protectors  of  the  Country, 
take  upon  themfelves  to  anfwer  for  the  conditions  of  the  Treaty,  which  they  could 
not  have  done  if  the  Nabob  had  been  a  contrafting  party. 

87.  If  then  this  Peace  of  ours,  fo  criminated  by  the  late  Governor  General  and 
his  Council,  has  been  made  with  fuch  precautions  for  your  dignity  and  faJety ;  if  at 
the  time  when  almofl  every  other  Peace  with  our  enemies,  v^ith  the  French,  the 
Spaniards,  the  United  States,  and  the  Mahrattas,  had  admitted  of  the  lols  of  entire 
Provinces,  this  Peace  of  ours  was  concluded  without  the  abfcifiion  of  a  fingle  inch 
of  territory;  and,  let  me  add,  without  the  difgrace  of  purchafing  with  m.oney  the 
neutrality  or  forbearance  of  any  Indian  Power.  If  thefe  diftinguifl-iing  circumftances 
be  confidered,  I  flatter  myfelf  I  fhall  be  pardoned  for  any  little  animation  I  mav 
feel  in  defending  it  from  the  attacks  or  reproaches  of  this  Prefidency.  You  will  in- 
dulge me  too,  1  hope,  if  I  value  your  approbation  fo  highly  ;  if  I  am  fo  proud  of  it 
that  I  wifli  to  enjoy  it  pure  and  unalloyed,  and  that  the  tranlaftions  of  my  Admini- 
ftration,  which  are  the  objeft  of  it,  may  ftand  feparatc  and  difi:inct  from  thofe  of  this 
Governm.cnt,  which,  by  the  mode  of  exprefTing  your  thanks  to  the  late  Governor  Ge- 
neral for  his  endeavc-urs,  and  to  his  Council  for  their  ajjifiance,  in  procuring  Peace  with 
thefeveral  Powers  in  India,  would  not  fecm  to  be  the  cafe. 

88.  If  the  phrafe  feveral  Powers  in  India,  mean  more  than  the  Powers  c/ India, 
and  include  our  European  antagonifls  in  India,  thofe  thanks,  lo  worded,  might,  v/hen 
they  palTcd,  have*  appeared  to  fome  obfervcrs  as  of  rather  too  great  a  latitude,  if  not 
prematurely  applied.  The  Peace  with  France,  and  the  Peace  viuh  Holland,  v/ere 
procured  ac  home  :  as  to  the  latter,  enougii  has  been  faid  of  it  in  another  part  of  this 
letter;  but,  with  regard  to  the  former,  1  venture  to  call  to  your  recolledlion,  that, 
before  the  news  of  it  could  reach  Calcutta,  before  any  ofEcial  communication  arrived 
in  the  Carnatic,  the  m.om.eat  I  received  the  intelligence  which  ali:ertained  the  fa6t, 
the  Government  of  Madras  took  the  prompt  and  decifive  ftep  of  notifying  it  to 
Monfieur  de  BufTy  without  delay,  and  of  concluding  with  him  an  im;nediate  cefTa- 
tion  of  arms,  by  means  of  which  your  afTitirs  on  the  Coaft  were  refcued  from  the 
defperate  ftate  which  they  had  been  thrown  into  by  the  various  nusfortunes  of  the 
month  of  June  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Cuddalore. 

89.  Such  being  the  exafl  ftate  of  the  cafe,  and  the  Peace  with  Tippoo  being,  as 
you  have  Icen,  ret)robated,  and  almoft  difclaimed  by  the  late  Governor  General  and 
his  Council,  the  only  Peace  then,  either  with  a  native  or  a  foreign  Power  in  India, 
which  they  have  a  juft  claim  upon,  is  the  Peace  with  the  Mahrattas  ;  that  certainly, 
but  that  alone  properly  belongs  to  them,  and  no  others  pretend  to  a  fhare  in  it.  If 
therefore,  too  delicate  as  well  as  too  juft  to  encroach  upon  their  ground,  I  am  de- 
firous  of  Handing  only  upon  my  own,  (being  rcfigned  to  fall,  if  it  will  not  fupport 
me)  I  tn.ft  you  will  excufe  this  digreifion  wnich  arofe  fo  narurally  from  the  feelings 
of  a  i'ratcrul  mind,  anxious  to  difcnininate  thanks  from  compiiments,  and  to  evince 
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H.        that  tlic  thanks  V.'hich  you  had  been  pleafcd   to  honour  me  with  ucre  not  entirely 

—    unmeritird. 

go.  At  the  fame  time  that  I  exprefs  my  fenfibility  of  your  approbation,   in   this 

•  inftance,  I  feel  no  lefs  affefted  bv  the  delicate  tfT.ns  in  which  your  opinion  is  con- 
veyed of  fome  parts  of  my  condudl  tovvard'^  tl-.e  Nabob,  relative  to  the  Toiana  Chics, 
the  communication  of  the  Peace,  and  the  Minute  of  the  gth  September  178 '{. 

yv.  Not  having  my  papers  here,  which  would  enable  me  to  be  as  accurate  as  I 
with  to  be,  in  the  elucidation  of  any  matters  that  come  before  you,  1  muft  defer  en- 
tering upon  the  fabjeft  at  prefent ;  but  from  mv  immi'diate  recolle'ilion  of  fafts  and 
circumftances  I  can  venture  to  promilV,  that  I  fh all  find  no  difficulty  in  vindicating 
myfelf  upon  all  the  points  to  vour  perfed  fatisfaftion. 

92.  Nor  will  it  be  lefs  eafy  to  ihew  from  the  Records  of  the  Comp.iny,  how  f/e- 

.  quently  the  Durbar  has  attempted  to  impofe  upon  yo^J   before  by   the  falfeft  repre- 

-  lentations,  and  with  what  com.plete  fjccefs  thev  have   hitherto  been  able  for  fuch  a 

ferics  of  years  to  carry  on  the  mofl:  extraordinary   fyftem  of  political  deception  that 

has  ever  occurred  in  the  hiftory  of  mankind. 

9J.  It  is  indeed   lome  confolation  to  me  to  nod,  that   of  the  various  complaints 

^gainft  me  from  the  Nabob,  with  which  I  have  been  attacked,  moll  of  them   are  fo 

^foolifh  and  improbable  as  in  a  great  meafure  to  counterafl  their  own  venom  and  au- 

<daci:y  :   but  there  is  one  fo  extrcmrlv  malignant  in   its  intention,  and  pernicious  in 

its  confequences,  that.you  will  require  to  be  [jarticuLirly  informed  of  it. 

,94.  Merely  to  infult  or  calumniate   m.e  as  an    individual,  he  might  perhaps  at ■ 

•  tempt  to  paJliate  by  a  pica  of  precipitate  palTton  and  rcfentment,  but  to  aft  the  parr 
.  of  a  public  as  well  as  a  private  incendiary,  and  to  endeavour  by  a  mofV  deliberate  and 
.atrocious  falfchood,  boldly  affirmed  in  a  letter  to  a  man  in  the  highcil ftarion  of  your 

fcrvice,  to  excite  fuch  perfonal  jealoufv -and  aniraofity  in  his  mini,  as  were  thought 

.  wioft  likely  to  embroil  the  Governments  of  ^Bingal  and  Fort  St.  Georg?,  to  diftract 

your  fervice,  and  rnofl:  elTentially  injure,  if  not  ruin,  your  affairs  in  India,  is  a  degree 

of  v.'ickednels  and  ingratitude  to  tlie   Coirpany  that  adm.its  of   no  extenuation  or 

.apology. 

95.  I  will  fcate  the  matter  in    a  few  words.    ^Happening  -not  long  fince   to  look 
-over  fome  old   London  news-papers,  and  among  them  thr  Putjlic  Advertifer  of  tlie 

3d  June  17H4,  I  caft  my  cy«s  upon  a  letter  .inferred  in  it,  dated  froTi  Calcutta, 
December  tlie  3d,  ly'ij,  and  figned  VV.  iVl.  You  will  cafiiy  imagine  that  I  fh  juld 
have  palTed  it  over  without  much  attention,  if  I  had  not  obfervcd  my  own  na  ne  in 
one  of  the  paragraphs,  which  is  as  follows: 

96.  "At  the  .moment. I  am  writing,  we  are  informed  that  Lord  Micartnev  is  ap- 
"  pointed  Governor  General  of  Bengal,  and  that  General  Snith  and  Mr.  Edward 
•'  Monfton  arc  arrived  at  Bufforah  in  their  way  here,  as  Membf-rs  of  the  Supreme 
"  Council.  This  is.ftirther  conoborated  bv  a  letrer  from  the  Nabob  of  Arcot  to 
"  Mr.  Haftings,  entered  on  the  confultations  the  ajth  November,  in  which  the 
"   Nabob  fays,  that  Lord  Macartney  had  told  his  Highnefs  he  had  received  letters 

■"  from  Mr.  Fox  and  Mr.  Burke,  afTuring  him  that   Mr.  Haftings  was  to  be  dif- 

■"  mifTe ',  and  he,  Lord   Macartney,  appointed  Governor  General  of  Bengal." 

■  97.  Well  acqii.iirattd  as  1  was  with  the  forgeries  and  inventions  of  tiie  .Durbar,  I 

r:ould  fcarcely  bring  myfelf  to  believe  that  the  Nabob  had  fent  a  letter  to  Mr.  Haft- 

.ings  of  fuch  a  nature;   but  the  rcfpeftduc  toyoiu-  Honour.ible  Court,  and  che  dillin- 

_^iiit)ird  nanus  which  liave  been  nientimed  with  hich  treedom,  and  tlie  julbce  I  owed 

-lo  mylelf,  rendering  it  nccefifary  to  know  the  truth,   1  applied  to  this  Government 

{()r  iaforinaiion,  and   found   that  he  ccrtauily   had,  and   that    his    letter   was   upon 

•record. 

98.  tTlie  whole  llory  is  not  only  abfolutely  falfe  and  improbable  in  evecy  particu- 
lar, but  it  is  impunible. 

,99.  .From  the  month  of  March  1782  to  this  hour,  I  have  never  had  any.  converfa- 

tion  whatfoever  with  the  Nabob  or  any  of  his  family?  nor   have   I    feen, either  him 

.or  them,  except  when  accidentally  p.iffing  in  a  carria;j!e,   the  N.ibob  having  broken 

ofTail  prrU  nal  interctiutfe  with  me,  even    lo  far  as  to  refule  iccriving    from    mc  in 

the  ufual  ceremony  your  Honourable  Courc'.s  letters  to  hiii). 
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TOO.  For  a  confiderable  time  pad,  indeed  almoH-  ever  fince  the  Refolution  of  the         U. 
Hoiife  ot  Commons  for  the  dilmidion  of  Mr.  Haltings,  there  have  been  various  re-  - 

ports  fabricated  and  indiiftrioiifly  fpread  through  fcveral  parts  of  India,  rek'ive  to  the 
luccefr.on  to  that  Gentleman's  Government,  and  the  names  of  Lord  Cornwallis, 
Lord  Chatham,  Mr.  Leyccfter,  Mr.  Vanfittart,  Lord  Macartney,  and  others,  have 
been  mentioned  for  it  zt  different  times  and  in  different  modes  ;  in  whifpers,  private 
Ifttcrs,  and  in  public  news-papers  ;  but  with  regard  to  myfclf,  I  never  held  but  one 
uniform  language  upon  the  fubjcdt,  and  I  appeal  for  the  truth  of  it  to  the  Gentle- 
men of  my  Council  at  Madras,  and  to  every  other  perfon  there  with  whom  I  have 
had  occafion  to  converfc.  I  always  declared,  that  were  I  to  confider  a  removal  from 
;Fort  St.  George  to  Eengal  merely  in  a  pecuniary  light,  it  was  not  an  objeft  to  me, 
as  the  difference  of  emolument  between  j^,  17,000  and  £.26,000  per  annum,  being 
the  refpeftive  allowances  of  the  two  Governments,  would  be  abforbed  by  the  differ- 
ence and  encreafe  of  cxpence,  but  that  my  views  did  not  at  all  point  tov/ards  it,  and 
that  they  were  bounded  entirely  by  the  faithful  difcharge  of  nny  duty  where  I  was, 
and  by  the  hope  of  being  able  to  complete  the  plan  I  had  begun  ;  and  thus  to  leave 
the  Company's  affairs  at  my  departure  for  Europe  on  fuch  a  footing  in  the  Carnatic, 
as  would  enfure  their  ftability  and  permanence  againll  every  accident  that  might  have 
been  apprehended  from  v/ithout  or  within. 

loi.  Such  were  my  declared  fentiments ;  and  I  can  appeal  to  Mr.  Haftings  him- 
felf,  whether  he  was  not  more  than  once  informed  by  my  diredhion,  that  I  enter- 
tained no  thoughts  or  defire  of  his  office;  and  I  could  appeal  if  neceffary  to  much 
higher  authority  at  home. 

102.  Your  Honourable  Court,  in  whom  reds  the  nomination  to  it,  and  to  whom 
I  fhould  therefore  naturally  look  up,  well  knows  that  I  never  have  folicited  or  ap- 
plied for  it  in  any  addrefs  to  you,  either  coUcdlively  or  individually  ;  and  I  do  fo- 
lemnly  affure  you,  that  I  never  folicited  or  applied  for  it  through  any  other  channel, 
whether  private  friends  or  public  minifters. 

103.  Having  faid  thus  much,  I  muft  alfo  exprefs  my  regret  that  this  Government 
did  not,  by  informing  me  of  the  Nabob's  letter,  afford  me  an  opportunity  of  doing 
myfelf  juftice  to  them,  inftead  of  fuffering  fuch  a  fallhood  to  contaminate  their  Re- 
cords, uncontraditled  and  unremarked  on  ;  and  thus  finifhing,  in  the  tranfmifilon 
home,  a  fure  vehicle  for  the  poilbn  to  work  its  purpofe  againft  me  in  the  minds  of 
my  honourable  employers. 

104.  How  different  a  language  would  his  Highnefs  have  held  of  me,  if  I  hadob- 
ferved  a  different  conduft  from  that  which  I  did  obferve  ! 

105.  Had  I  endeavoured  to  delude  him  by  flattering  his  paffions,  by  giving  him 
hopes  of  repoffcffing  Tanjore,  of  extirpating  or  expelling  every  Zemindar  or  Foly- 
gar  of  the  Carnatic,  whofe  riches  or  territory  excited  his  avarice  or  ambition,  and 
of  aiding  him  tj  elevate  his  fecond  fon  to  the  difherifon  of  his  eldeft;  or  had  I  en- 
deavoured to  delude  the  Company  by  reprefenting  that  he  truly  was,  what  he  affedls 
to  ftyle  himfelf,  the  hereditary  independaiit  Sovereign  of  the  Carnatic,  and  a  man  of 
ftrift  honour  and  integrity  j  that  he  had  the  pureft  intendons  and  v,/ifhes  for  your  in- 
terefts  and  profperity  ;  and  that  you  might  rely  on  his  generofuy  and  liberality  of 
fentiment  for  the  performance  of  all  his  engagements  with  you,  I  fficuld  have  been 
extolled  by  him  as  the  beft  Governor  you  ever  fent  to  Fort  St.  George,  and  I  might 
poffibly  have  been  one  of  the  richeft. — But  ever  attentive  to  the  various  orders  and 
inftructions  with  which  you  had  thought  neceffary  to  guard  your  Prefidency  of  Madras, 
your  apprehenfions  of  the  Nabob's  afpiring  views,  the  jealoufies  you  had  exprefs- 
ed  of  his  defigns  at  different  periods  and  on  different  occafions,  your  wife  policy  in 
endeavouring  to  hold  m-your  own  hands  the  whole  military  power  of  the  country, 
and  that  the  Nabob  Ihould  depend  entirely  on  the  Company  for  proteftion  and  iup- 
port,  I  regulated  my  condud  accordingly,  and  never  for  a  moment  loft  fight  of  thefe 
great  lines  of  direction  for  my  Government. 

106.  To  conciliate  the  Nabob's  mind  to  his  real  fituation,  which  he  feemed  will- 
ing to  forget,  to  revive  in  his  memory  without  wounding  his  delicacy  or  his  pride,  the 
fteps  by  which  he  had  riicn  to  elevation,  to  lead  him  to  fee]  his  obligations  to  the 
Company,  that  whatever  rank  or  territory  he  had  tver  poffeffed,  cither  by  his  paper 
iitles  or  by  aitual  occupancy,  he  derived  from  their  arms,  their  influence,  their  ge- 
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If.         nerofity  ;  and  that  his  intereds   and   fecuiity  were  fo  involved  in  theirs,  that  to  at- 

..—. tempt  or  pretend  to  adiftinct,  feparatc,  independant  Sovereignty,  as  he  talked  of,  or 

to  imagine  that  he  could  exift  without  tlie  Company,  or  to  expect  that  the  Company 
would  go  on  defending  the  country  at  their  own  expence,  v/ithotit  an  adequate  Ihare 
of  the  Revenues  of  it,  were  abfurdities  that,  though  in  fome  meafure  warranted  by 
foraier  fiiendfliip  or  connivance,  he  ouglit  no  longer  to  indulge  in,  as  they  would 
prove  a  fatal  deceit  upon  himiclf,  and  mufc  foon  end  in  his  total  dellruftion,  and 
in  that  of  his  beft  friends  on  the  Coaft.  To  engage  the  Nabob's  mind  to  a  calm 
confideration  of  all  thefe  points,  was  not  an  eaiy  tafk,  but  it  was  a  neccfifary  one, 
and  was  performed  with  fuccefs. — The  refult  was,  his  Afllgnment  of  the  Revenue. 

107.  In  the  genera!  letter  by  the  Swallow  of  January  1782,  fulljuftice  was  done 
to  the  Ameer  for  his  fliare  in  the  accomplKhment  of  this  meafure  ;  and  furely  his 
aid  and  concurrence  are  no  flender  proofs  of  the  gentlenefs  and  conciliation  of  my 
language  and  deportment  in  my  part  of  the  bufinefs,  and  that  I  did  not  employ 
thole  airs  of  arrogance  and  imperious  diftation  which  the  Durbar,  but  the  Durbar 
alone  and  their  partizanSj   have  fince  imp\ited  to  me. 

108.  It  is  true,  indeed,  that  having  obtained  the  Affignment,  I  held  it  faft  with  a 
Jleadinefs  and  perfeverance  which  the  Durbar,  I  believe,  did  notexpefl;  that,  whether 
from  pride,  prudence,  or  principle,  I  held  myfelf  above  temptation  j  that  from  my 
growing  experience  in  your  affiiirs,  I  became  proof  againft  impofition,  and  again  ft 
tiioie  ad;s  which  having  been  pra£tiled  perhaps  fuccefhfuUy  upon  others,  it  was 
provoking  to  fee  loft  upon  me;  and  that  through  every  tranfid.on  with  them  I  endea- 
voured to  difcharge  the  duty  of  an  honelt  man  and  a  faithful  fervant  to  the  Company 
and  State. 

.109.  Thefe  were  offences  that  I  know  the  Durbar  will  never  forgive  me  ;  and  I 
have  therefore  little  doubt,  that  wherever  I  am,  I  fhall  meet  in  my  way  with  frequent 
traces  of  their  malig/ury  as  long  as  I  live. 

110.  I  {hall  now  draw  this  letter  to  a  clofe,  which,  from  the  various  matter  that 
has  .unavoidably  crouded  upon  me,  is  fwclled  tar  beyond  the  fize  I  expefted  when 
I  firft  took  up  my  pen. 

111.  As  it  is  piobably  the  laft  letter  I  may  have  occafion  to  trouble  you  with,  I 
will  venture  to  plead  (bat  circumitance  as  its  apology.  There  is  another  which  may 
not  be  fo  eafily  excufed,  and  which  I  v/ifh  it  had  been  pofilblc  to  avoid,  but  hav- 
.in»  from  ir.v  fnuation  been  fo  intcrwcven  into  the  texture  of  vour  affairs,  that  the 
tnanfadtions  could  not  he  feparatcd  from  the  perfon  without  injury  to  both,  I  have 
fometimes  been  forced  into  a  (train  of  egotifm  and  controvtrfy  very  unplcafint  to 
my  feelings  and  oppofite  to  my  charafter;  but  it  is  better  that  I  ihould  fuiTer  incon- 
venience or  uneafineis,  then  that  you  fl'iOuld  be  darklv  or  impeifecftly  informed. 

112.  It  is  not  without  pain  that  I  recollect  fjme  pafTages  of  this  letter  v/hich  ex~ 
prefs  or  imply  a  complaint  or  difTatisfadion  of  the  proceedings  of  others,  but  I  could 
not  erafe.them  without  being  guilty  of  difingenuity  to  you,  or  of  injuftice  to  thofe 
•Gentlemen,  who  had  concurred  with  me  in  meafures  which  differing  fo  widely  froni 
.the  fentiments  of  tiiis  Government,  might  be  mifconceivcd  or  ir.ifconftrued,  if  they 
were  not  fairly  reprefented  and  explained. 

I J  3.  Referving  myfelf  for  fuch  t'drther  communications  as  you  may  think  proper 
to  reouire,  when  i  fliall  have  the  rionour  of  w.utiiig  upon  your  H  )nourable  Court  in 
_perfon,  I  ftiall  only  add,t:)at,  as  in  the  exercifc  of  your  authority  I  have  been  Iblely 
guided  by  an  attention  to  your  honour  and  advantage,  fo  if  in  the  purfuit  ot  them  I 
have  ever  fallen  into  any  feeinlng  irregularity  or  error,  I  rely  with  confidence  on  your 
iiipport  (fhould  I  want  it)  againft  any  fliafts  of  enmity  or  perfecution  that  may  be 
aimed  at  me  from  certaitT  quarters,  having,  in  the  difcharge  of  my  duty  through  every 
l)ranch  of  your  fervice,  always  pictcrred  public  utility  to  private  regaidi.,  reputation 
•to  emolument,  and  your  interclt  to  my  own.

Tile  Ameer,  in  conver'ation  with  me,  always  aluimicd  entirely  to  himfelf  the  merit 
of  bringing  his  father  to  relifh  my  fentiments,  and  make  the  AiTignment. 

What  influence  Mr.  Sulivan  may  have  had  over  fuch  a  man  as  the  Ameer,  I  do 
not  now  enquire,  nor  do  I  know,  otherwife  than  as  I  learned  by  what  has  come  from 
Mr.  Sulivan  himfelf. 

I  fiiould  be  glad  to  fee  the  reprefcntations  faid  to  be  made  by  me  to  a  Member  of 
the  Council  of  Bengal,  which  fhew  that  it  was  chiefly  owing  to  Mr.  Sulivan's  zeal  and 
influence  that  the  Nabob  granted  to  me  the  Sunnud  of  Aflignment  for  the  Revenues 
of  the  Carnatic  ;  and  I  do  requeft  that  your  Honour.'.ble  Court  will  call  for  thefe 
reprefcntations,  and  lor  every  other  in  which  1  ever  have  mentioned  Mr.  Sulivan's 
name.

MINUTE   for  Council,  May  28th,  1785. 

HAVING  frequently  exprcffed  to  the  Board  my  intention  of  proceeding  to  Europe, 
as  foon  as  I  received  authentic  information  of  the  appointment  of  a  fucceffor  j  and 
the  Honourable  Court  of  Direflors  having  now  apprized  us  of  the  nomination  of 
Mr.  Holland  to  fucceed  me  in  the  Government,  I  propofe,  in  confequence,  to 
avail  myfelf  of  the  e.'.r'icft  opportunity  of  puttincr  that  intention  into  execution. 

My  health  is  m.uch  broken  by  fcvere  and  repeated  attacks  of  the  gout,  and  I 
feel  m\felf  unable  to  continue  thofe  exertions  of  labour  and  appiioation,  by  which 
I  have,  during  thefe  laft  four  years,  fufcained  the  heavy  and  encreafing  weight  of  the 
charge  entrufted  to  me.  But,  were  my  ftrength  and  abilities  much  fuperior  to 
what  I  feel  them,  I  candidly  confefs,  it  would  be  utterly  impoffible  for  me  to  carry 
on  the  Company's  adtninillration  under  the  orders  jufi:  received  for  furrendering  tl>e 
Nabob's  AfTignment.  Thefe  orders  arc  founded  in  fentiments  diretlly  oppofite  to 
the  opinions  which  I  have  invariably  mtertained,  and  communicated  to  my  em- 
ployers of  the  aftual  fituation  of  their  alFairs  ;  and  I  cannot  help  fuppofing  from 
them,  that  the  Honourable  Court  of  Dire«5tors  have  withdrawn  their  confidence 
from  my  adm.iniilration  ;  and,  by  eftablifning  a  fyflem  which  tends  to  throw  an 
abfolute  dilcredit  upon  all  that  I  have  done,  and  reprefcnted  upon  this  important 
I'ubjeft,  it  would  appear  as  if  they  meant,  though  they  have  not  exprefTed  it,  that 
my  refignution  flwiild  immediately  I'bllow  the  receipt  of  thefe  orders. 

After  all  that  has  paffed  relative  to  this  Aflignment,  after  the  druggies  that  have 

been  made  to   keep  it,  again  ft  the  whole  power  of  Bengal,  and   againft  the  moft 

determined   oppofuion   of  the  Nabob.  I    certainly  cxptdred-  that   the   Honourable 

.Court  of  Directors  would  have  allowed  greater  credit  to  the  motives  which  induced 

me,  contrary  to  my   own  perfonal  intereit  and  fafcty,  to   hold   faft  to  the  Affign- 

vnent,  as  the  great   refource   for  the  commion   piefervation   of  the   Com.pany  and 

•their  friends;  and,  ac  any  rare,  that  they  uould  nor  have  furrendered  this  pledge  of 

fecurity,  without   pointing  out  and  obtaining  fomc  equivalent  fur  it.     'J  he  ftate- 

ments  and  calculations  before  the  Honourable  Court  at  the  time  they  came  to  the 

■refoludon  of  relloring  the  Aflignment,  led  to  conclufions  directly  the  reverie  of 

thofe 
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II.        thofe  which  '^ave  been  taken  in  the  general  letter.     They  fhewed   the  r.ipid   decline 

of  Revenue,  and   encreafe  of  expence,  while  tlie  country  was  under  the  Nabob's 

rnanaoement.  They  proved,  that  the  whole  amount  of  his  receipts  were  infuf- 
ficient  to  difcharge  one  half  of  the  annual  demands  upon  him  from  the  Company 
and  his  Creditors ;  and  they  demonftratcd  that,  by  the  Company's  management:, 
the  Revenue  was  nearly  doubled,  and  promifed  a  Fund  amply  fufficient  to  have  eafed 
the  Nabob  in  a  few  years  of  inoft  of  his  incumbrances.  I  conceive  therefore, 
(and  am  pretty  confident  I  (hall  nevi  r  have  caule  to  change  my  opinion)  that 
the  Nabob's  real  intereft  and  happinefs,  as  well  as  the  general  fecurity,  would  have 
been  beft  confulted  by  retaining  the  AfTignment,  and  that  the  Company,  upon  the  fame 
principle  that  they  affert  their  right  to  wield  the  the  fword  for  the  common  good 
in  the  time  of  war,  might  have  adminiftered  the  Revenue  for  the  common  good  in 
time  of  peace.  When  danger  threatens,  the  principle  muft  hold  equally  good  in 
both  fituations.  The  embarraflfments  which  the  late  war  has  thrown  upon  the 
Company,  render  their  circumftances  almoft  as  critical  at  this  junfture,  as  they 
were  during  the  invafion  ;  and  until  the  army  arrears  are  reduced,  and  fecure  Funds 
eftablilhed  for  the  prefent  and  future  payment  of  the  troops  our  internal  danger 
is  as  great  as  any  that  can  threaten  us  from  without. 

The  differences  that  have  fubfifted  between  the  Nabob  and  this  Govern- 
ment, and  which  no  accommodating  fpirit  on  my  part  can  now  reconcile,  prefent 
infurmountable  objeflions  to  my  bearing  any  concern  in  the  new  arrangements.  Their 
fuccefi  muft  chiefly  depend,  in  the  firft  inflance,  upon  their  being  brought  forward  by 
:Gcntlemen,  againfl  whom  the  Nabob  entertains  none  of  theie  violent  prejudices 
which  he  has  manifefted  in  all  his  actions  and  correfpondence  with  me,  ever  fince 
the  AfPignnient  was  firft  obtained  from  him.  I  am  ftill  fenfible  of  tlie  great 
difficulties  and  perplexities  which  are  liliely  to  involve  this  Government,  however 
fuccefsful  it  mav  be  in  its  fiift  operations:  thefe  can  only  be  alleviated  by  the  power- 
ful aid  and  interpofition  of  the  Governor  General  and  Council  of  Bengal ;  and,  if 
the  Board  ihould  think  it  eligible,  I  freely  offer  my  fervice  to  proceed  thither  in  my 
way  to  England,  and  endeavour,  by  a  perfonal  reprefentation  of  the  ftate  of  this 
Government,  to  draw  iuch  a  decided  and  effedlual  fupport  from  them,  as  may  be 
adequate  to  the  relief  of  its  embarraffments. 

This  offer  proceeds  folely  from  a  wiA  to  employ  ray  fervice  in  any  way  that  may 
be  acceptable  or  ufcful,  to  the  very  lall  moment  of  my  flay  in  India.  I  have  no 
other  concern  which  could  induce  me  to  vifit  Bengal,  and  particularly  at  thiS  un- 
healthy feafon  of  the  year;  but  fliouid  the  Board  be  of  opinion,  that  my  prefence 
there  will  not  tend  to  fhengthen  their  written  reprefentations,  or  to  give  the  Gen- 
tlemen a  better  infight  into  the  aclual  ftate  of  your  affairs  than  they  have  at  prefent, 
I  fliall  requeft  permiflion  .in  that  cafe  to  proceed  to  England  on  the  Glatton, 
jiow  under  difpatch.

MINUTE    for  Council,  June  ift,  1785. 

"HAVING  in  my  Minute,  read  at  the  Board  the  28th  May,  fignified  my  intention 
•  of  foon  proceeding  to  Europe,  I  now  beg  leave  to  record,  that  I  propofe   embark- 
ing on  the  Greyhound   to-morrow  for  Bengal,  from  whence  J  mean   to  take   my 
paffage  to  England  by  the  fpeedieft  fdCe:  conveyance. 

At  the  fame  time  that  I  mention  this,  I  cannot  omit  to  txprefs  my  particular 
thanks  to  the  Members  of  the  Board,  for  the  unremitting  fupport  which  I  have 
received  from  them  in  the  execution  of  the  laborious  duties  of  my  office  :  without 
this  ftipport  1  mult  have  funk  under  the  peculiar  embarraffiients  of  my  fituation  : 
"tvith  it,  I  have  been  enabled  thus  far  to  reftore  peace  and  tranquillity  to  the  country, 
and  to  make  fome  provifion  for  the  numerous  and  prcffing  demands  of  the  fervice. 
The  late  orders  from  England,  however  they  may  have  affc(5ted  thofe  plans,  by 
whicli  alone  1  conceive  the  Company's  interclh  and  eftabli.fhments  on  this  Coaft  arc 
likely  to  be  fupported,  can  make  no  alteration  in  my  wifhes  for  the  profperity  of

their  affairs,  or  my  firm  determination  to  promote  that  profperity  as   far  as   I  can,        H. 
both  in  Bengal  and   in  England,  by  the   aid  of  Tuch   informaiioi.s   as  I   may  have  " 

acquired  durina;  my  refidence  in  the  counrry. 

I'hc  lad  duty  i  am  to  pcrfonri,  before  I  tnke  my  final  leave  of  th';  Coafl-,  will  be 
■my  formal  refignation  of  the  Government.  I  Ihall  fend  it  in  writing  from  the  laft 
I\^orthern  port  of  the  Circars  at  which  I  fliall  touch  in  my  way  to  Bengal,  I  now 
•deliver  up  to  the  Board  my  key  or  the  Treafury,  and  fnall  deliver  up  the  keys  of 
.the  Fort  St.  George  to  Mr.  Davidfon  at  the  moment  of  my  embarkation,  both 
under  the  necelTary  refei  vation  of  my  right  to  rcfume  them — "  in  the  event  of  my 
■"  bting  obliged,  which  God  forbid,  (by  any  accident  befalling  the  ihip  in  her 
"  paffage  to  Bengal)  to  return  to  this  Prefidency ;  or  any  other  contingency  com- 
"  ptrlling  my  return." 

The  painful  moment  is, now  arrived  when  I  mufl  bid  you  firewcl.  My  feelings 
on  the  occafion  arc  too  ftrong  for  my  exprcfTion.  May  your  adminiftration,  Gen- 
tlemen, be  happy;  I  am  fully  perfuadtd  it  will  be  jufl:,  prudent,  and  honour- 
able. 

Before  I  conclude,  I  beg  leave  to  enter  upon  your  Records  two  Papers :  I  requeft 
they  may  go  together  with  my  prefent  addrefs  as  numbers  in  the  Packet  to  England. 
One  is  an  Affidavit,  and  the  other  a  Declaration,  both  which  it  is  proper  to  have 
tranfmittcd  for  the  information  of  my  honourable  employers.

I  George  Lord  Macartney,  Governor  and  Prefident  of  Fort  St.  Geor2;e,  m 
:the  Eaft  Indies,  do  folemn'.y  fwear  and  declare,  to  the  bell:  of  my  knowledge  and 
belief,  that  from  the  day  of  my  arrival  Iiere  on  the  aid  June  178  i,  to  this  hour,  , 
X  have  never  by  myfelf,  or  by  any  other  perfon  for  me,  diredly  or  indirealy, 
accepted  or  received  for  my  own  benefit,  from  any  perfon  or  perfons  whom- 
foever,  a  prefent  or  prefents  of  any  kind,  except  two  pipes  of  Madeira  wine  from 
two  particular  friends,  (one  of  whom  never  w.is  in  India,  the  other  is  at  Bensal,) 
a  few  bottles  of  Champaign  and  Burgundy,  and  fruit  and  provifions  of  very  trifling 
value.  And  I  farther  fwear  and  declare,  that  I  have  confined  myfelf  folely  to  the 
Honourable  Company's  allowances,  which  are  forty  thoufand  pagodas  per  annum, 
and  the  commilTion  and  confulage  on  coral,  which  during  my  Government  have 
produced  on  an  average  one  thoufand  pagodas  per  annum;  that  I  have  never  em- 
bezzled, or  mifappropriated  to  my  own  ufe,  any  part  of  the  Company's  monies  or 
eff'eCls;  and  that  I  iiave  nor  been  engaged  in  any  trade,  traffic  or  dealing  of  any 
.kind,  but  ftri(5Uy  and  bona  jide  obferved  all  my  covenants  with  the  Honourable  Eail 
India  Company,  and  aifted  in  all  things  for  their  honour  and  intercft  to  the  beft  of 
my  judgment  and  ability.

MINUTE   for   Council,  June  ift,   1785. 

HAVING  in  January  1784,  ir.ade  up  my  account  of  the  clear  benefit,  (after 
paying  my  cxpences,)  of  the  Government  of  Fort  St.  George  to  me,  from  my 
arrival  to  that  time;  I  tranfmitted  It  to  the  Honourable  Court  of  Directors  by  the 
BuPjridge,  whicn  iailed  from  hence-  for  England  early  in  the  February  following. 
The  balance  in  my  favour  was  then  52,224  pagodas  ;  fince  that  period  to  this  day, 
1  ft  June  1785,  the  net  benefit,  according  to  the  moft  accurate  fetrlement  that  I 
can  draw  out,  amounts  to  129,572  pagcdas  ;  fo  that  upon  the  whole,  during  my 
four  year's  refidencc  in  India,  my  fortune  has  been  incrcaled  by  the  fum  of  81,796 

17^-  U  pagodas, 
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II,        pagodas,  from  which  ought   to   he  dediifted  my   expcnces,  and   the  price  of  my 

—   pafiage  to   Europe,  which  I  conceive  can   fcarcely  be   cllimated  at  Icfs   than   5003 

pagodas. 

Although  the  provifion  of  58  Scci:.  of  the  Aft  of  the  13d  of  His  Majcfty  de- 
clares, that  no  perfon  returning  from  India  before  the  lit  January  1787,  fhall 
be  compelled  to  deliver  any  inventory,  or  account  of  his  property,  I  have  thought

To  the  Honourable  John  Macpherfon,  Efquire,  Governor  General^  and  Council, 

at  Fort  AA'illiam. 

Gentlemen, 
THE  Company's  flup  Houghton  arrived  from  Ejigland  the  26th  inttant,  and 
brought  us  letters  from  the  Court  of  ]3ire61ors,  datetl  the  9ih  and  10th  December, 
of  which  we  have  now  the  honour  to  inclufe  copies  for  your  information. 

You  will  perceive  by  thofe  Dii])atches,  that  the  Honourable  Court  of  Direftors 
have  ordered  the  furrcnder  of  the  Aflignavent,  and  referred  us  to  certain  Treaties 

and 
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and  Arrangements  to  be  made   with   the  Nabob   and   the  Rajah  of  Tanjore,  (or       Ji. 
defraying  the  expences  of  proteding  the  Carnaric  both  in-pcace  and  war.  

We  have  in  confeqiience  written  a  letter" to  the  Nabob,  cofjy  of  which  we  enclufe, 
informing  him  of  cur  intention  to  comply  with  the  Company's  orders,  wiih  as 
much  expedition  as  ihe  nature  of  fuch  a  change  will   permit. 

Onr  Prefidcnt  finding  his  hcaltli  much  imp.iired  by  frequent  attacks  of  the  gciir, 
has  detennined  to  return  to  England  immediately,  in  which  refolution  he  is  not 
only  ftrengthened  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Holland,  v/ho  is  nominated  to 
fuccccd  him  on  his  refignation,  but  alfo  by  the  purport  of  the  orders  received  from 
the  Court  of  Direftors,  in  the  execution  of  which  he  cannot  be  a  party  confift- 
ently  with  his  known  lentiments,  with  the  line  he  has  taken,  and  under  the  ftrong 
prejudices  which  have  invariably  operated  againft  him  in  the  mind  of  the  Nabob. 

To  take  away,  therefore,  every  pretence;  to  impute  to  him  the  embarralTments 
and  difficulties  which  mull  neceflarily  attend  the  new  arrangements,  he  now  with- 
draws himfelf  from  the  fcene,  and  he  trulh  tb.at  his  m.btivc  f)r  doing  lb  will  be 
received  as  the  beft  evidence  he  can  give  of  his  finccre  difpofuion  rn  obey  the  orders 
of  the  Company,  by  removing,  as  far  as  depends  upon  himfelf,  what  might 
perhaps  be  confidered  as  an  obllacle  to  their  accomplilhment.  We  beg  leave  to 
enclofe  a  copy  of  the  Minute  delivered  in  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Prefidcr.: 
on  this  occafion. 

We  have  made  it  our  particular  requeft  to  Lord  Macartney,  that  he  will  proceed 
to  Bengal  before  he  takes  his  final  departure  for  Europe;  and  this  we  have  done 
with  a  view  of  availing  ourfelves  of  his  perfonal  reprcfentations  to  you  upon  the 
ftate  of  this  Prefidency,  in  order  that  you  may  be  fully  apprifed  of  our  prcleiit 
embarrafltnents,  and  prepared  to  give  us  the  mnft  efieiflual  relief  in  your  power. 

Strongly  imprefled  as  we  are  with  the  higheft  fenfe  of  duty  and  obeJ.ierce  to  ihe 
orders  of  our  conftituents,  it  may  yet  be  permitted  us  to  exprefs  our  apprehenfions 
of  the  fata!  confequences  that  may  refult  from  the  fudden  abolition  of  the  AfTign- 
ment  fecurity  without  any  equivalent,  or  chance  of  an  equivalen:,  to  anfwer  the 
various  prelTing  and  momentous  exigencies  of  the  fervice. 

Soucar  lecurity,  on  which  the  Court  of  Direftors  feem  to  lay  fo  great  a  ftrefs, 
never  can  be  obtained  from  the  Nabob  for  the  heavy  pnym.ents  he  will  have  to 
make  to  the  Company.  Nor,  if  obtained  for  any  part  of  them,  can  it  be  depended 
upon;  fince  we  know  for  a  certainty,  that  the  principal  Soucars  here  are  abfoiuteiy 
ruined  by  former  tranfadions  with  the  Nabob,  and  that  there  is  not  one  in  the  place 
whofe  lecurity  can  be  fafely  taken,  even  for  fo  Imall  a  lum  as  twenty  thoufand 
pagodas. 

We  fear,  therefore,  that  this  expeded  refource  of  Soucar  fecurity,  which  his 
been  held  out  to  the  Company  in  flich  fhewing  colours,  will  fail  alto^^ethcr  of  its 
purpofe,  and  leave  us  to  depend  entirely  upon  the  faith  and  honour  of  the  Nabob, 
even  for  our  daily  fupport. 

However  favourably  we  might  be  inclined  to  think  of  the  Nabob's  future 
intentions,  we  certainly  cannot  draw  any  hope  from  the  pail  experience  of 
cAir  own  or  of  any  former  Government.  The  Records,  for  many  years  paft, 
are  full  of  elTential  failures  on  die  part  of  the  Nabob  in  his  money  engage- 
ments, and  of  conftant  complaints  on  the  part  of  Government  of  the  critical 
and  dangerous  fituations  to  which  they  were  frequently  expolcd,  by  being  reduced 
to  our  abfolute  dependance  on  the  Nabob  in  this  particular. 

The  breaking  out  of  the  late  war  afforded  the  moft  llriking  example  of  the 
Nabob's  infufficiency  or  difinclination  to  aiful  us  ;  for,  from  the  time  of  Hyder's 
invafion  in  July  lyio,  until  the  acquifition  of  the  Afllgnmeni  in  December  178a, 
we  fcarcely  received  any  afUftance  whatfcever  from  him,  though  at  this  period  he 
had  not  only  the  obligations  of  faith  and  honour,  but  the  more  powerful  ftimulativc 
of  felf  prefervation  to  d\re&:  him  to  his  true  interefls. 

But,  admitting  that  he  has  now  profited  by  the  lefTons  he  has  had,  and  that  he  is 

further  impreffed  with  the  moft  lively  attachment  and  gratitude  to  the  Company  for 

.the  immenfe  obligation  v»hich  he  has  received  from  them;  and  allowing  him  to  a 61 

in  conlequence  with  the  pureft  defign  of  fulfiUiDg  his  engagements,  nothing  is  more 
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II.        eafy  than  to  prove  from  the  materials  before  yen,  and  which  were  before  the  Court 
.  of  Dircftors  at  the  time  'their  hue  orders  were  framed,  that  ic  is  impracticable  for 

the   Nabob,  in   the  management  of  his  own    Revenues,  to   perform  what  is  now- 
required  from  him. 

It  appears  by  the  Nabob's  ownaccounts  entered  in  iheproceedings  of  the  Committee 
of  Afligned  Revenue,  that  his  net  receipts  from  the  whole  Carnacic,  on  an  average 
for  the  three  years  immediately  before  tlie  war,  were  13,81,218  pagodas  per  annum. 
Suppofing  him  to  receive  the  fame  fum  now,  without  any  deduction  for  the 
impoveriflied  and  ruined  ftate  of  many  of  the  dillricts  in  confequencc  of  the  war, 
how  will  this  account  then  lland.^ 

His  proportion  of  the  current  charges  for  the  deu-nce  of  the  Carnatic,  exclufive 
of  the  pay  of  the  King's  troops,  will  be,  according  to  the  former  arrangements, 
about  _____  ^  lacks

21  lacks. 
This  is  a  moderate  computation,  and  yet  it  Ilrevvs  at  once  a  deficiency  of  about 
eight  lacks  of  pagodas.  It  is  poffible  indcrd,  and  barely  poffible,  that  the  Nabob 
may,  by  anticii  ations  of  the  Revenue,  and  other  forced  and  unnatural  methods, 
difcharge  his  payments  in  full  for  the  firft  year:  but  this,  we  think,  is  the  utmoft 
that  can  be  exoefted ;  and  if  it  be  done  at  ail,  it  mult  be  at  a  heavy  expence  to  the 
Revenue,  and  to  the  welfare  of  the  inhabitants,  v/hich  will  be  rr.iftrably  felt  in  the 
lecond  and  third  years  bv  all  the  parties  concerned. 

Under  the  impreiiion  of  circumllances  fo  ftrong  and  convincing,  we  have  invariably 
oppofed  the  Nabob's  vicvvs  of  obtaining  the  imm.ediite  furrender  of  the  AfTign- 
ment ;  and  we  are  fure  ic  will  appear  hereafter,  diac  in  this  oppofition  we  have 
confuited  his  true  and  permanent  interefts,  as  well  as  thofe  of  the  Company,  by 
retaining  the  Affignmcnt  in  our  hands;  the  current  charges  of  defence  might  have 
been  fccurely  provided  for,  a  confidcrable  part  of  the  Nabob's  public  and  private 
debts  cxtinguilhcd,  and  his  mind  eafed  of  a  heavy  load  of  care  and  vexation. 

This  muft   appear  evident  from  the  pafl  fucceis  of  the  Committee  of  AfTigned 
-Revenue  in   the   management  of  the   Collodions,   of  which  you   have   authentic 
accounts  before  you. 

We  trult  you  will  excufe  fo  minute  a  difcuffion  of  a  fubjeft  which,  by  reafon  of 
its  importance,  v.cH  m.erits  the  rnofl  fcrious  attention  that  can  be  given  to  it. 
You  are  fully  acquainted  with  our  debts  and  embarrafTments  occafioned  by  the  late 
ruinous  and  complicated  war  in  the  Carnatic;  and  v/e  flatter  ourfelves  that,  in 
confequence  of  the  new  arrangements  by  which  we  are  direded  to  part  with  the 
chief  fccurity  we  had  for  our  prefent  relief,  you  will  confider  of  the  moft  early  and 
effe6lual  means  to  fupport  us  againft  the  heavy  and  urgent  demands  for  arrears,  and 
for  the  current  pay  of  his  Majeity's  and  the  Company's  forces  on  this  cftablifhmenr. 
We  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  i^ord  Macartney  for.  any  particulars  concerning  the 
ftate  of  this  Prcfidency,  which  may  have  efcapeJ  us  in  the  corrcfpondencc  with 
your  Board.

The  confequences  which  may  refult  from  the  furrender  of  the  Afllgnmenr,  as 
well  as  the  difiicuiiies  which  -may  immediately  occur  in  realizing  a  fufncienc 
Revenue  for  the  fecurity  of  tht:  Carnatic,  are  fubje<fls  of  deep  concern  and  critical 
embarraiTmcnt.  No  perfon  can  afford  this  Government  better  lights  for  their 
guidance  than  your  Lonhhip  can,  fiiould  their  interference  be  required  by  the 
Adminiftration  of  Fort  St.  George. 

Permit  me  to  add,  my  Lord,  that  I  fliall  be,  for  my  own  part,  extremely  ready 
to  avail  myfelf,  for  the  general  good,  of  the  honour  of  your  Lordfhip's  communi- 
cations upon  thefe  interefting  fubjeds;  and  if  rriy  fenfe  of  the  obligirions  which 
the  Company  owe  to  your  Lordfliip,  in  your  vifit  to  this  Settlement,  for  the 
purpofes  Itarcd  in  the  public  Difpatch  fi-om  Fort  St.  Geortre,  coukl  iiicreafe  the 
iatisfatllion  which  the  breall:  of  every  zealous  Governor  feels  in  the  fteady  purfuit  of 
the  good  of  his  employers,  I  would  with  cliearfulnefs  tender  my  thanks  to  your 
J_.ordfliip  upon  the  prefent  occafion;  and  I  can  anfwer  for  every  member  of  this 
Government,  that  their  fentiments  coincide  with  thole  whicli  I  have  now  the 
honour  to  exprefs  to  your  Lordihip.

Sir, 

I  HAVE  received  the  honour  of  your  letter  of  the  15th  in.ftant,  informing  mc 
that  the  Board  had  taken  into  confiderarion  thelatl  Difpatches  from  Fort  St  George, 
under  date  the  ift  June,  and  that  they  Ihould  be  happy  to  receive  anv  reprefcntation 
v;hich  I  might  wifh  to  communicate  to  them  on  tlie  affiiirs  of  the  Prefidency  of  Fort 
■St,  George  in  general,  or  more  particularly  relative  to  the  orders  recently  received 
from  the  Company  on  the  fubjecl  of  the  Afilgnment  of  the  Revenues  of  the 
Carnatic. 

With  refpeft  to  the  general  (late   of  Furt   St.  George,   it  has   been  fo  amply  de- 
tailed in  the  letters  from  that  Prefidency,  _that  little  remains  for  me  to  add  :  if  how- 
ever any  thing  contained  in   them  fliauld  appear    to  require  either  explanations  or 
opinions  from  me,   I  fhall  give  them  with   the  utmolt  rcadincfs  to    the  bell-   of  my     . 
judgment  and  ability. 

As  to  the  orders  recently  received  from  England,  my  fenti:nents  are  unequivocally 
exprefled  in  the  Minute  delivered  by  me  in  my  place  at  Furt  St.  George,  and  in  the 
letter  from  thence  of  the  ift  June,  figncd  by  me,  and  now  before  you.  They  conti- 
jiue  unaltered  ;  and  I  repeat  to  you,  with  equal  concern  and  conviclion  to  myfelf, 
that  the  furrender  of  the  AiTignnient  up  to  the  Nabob,  v/hether  conOdered  as  a  mea- 
lure  of  ftate  or  of  finance,  muft  infallibly  draw  with  it  the  ruin  of  t!-.e  Company's  affairs 
on  the  coaft  of  Coromandcl. 

Let  mc  requeft  you,  Sir,  for  a  moment  to  recur  to  the  ftatemenrs  which  I  had  the 
honour  of  tranfmittmg  to  your  Government  in  Odtober  laft,  and  you  will  perceive 
at  a  glance  the  impoffibility  of  the  Company's  exilling  in  the  Carna'ic  widiout  the 
Alignment  Even  with  it,  and  with  every  attention  to  rhc  management  of  the  Re- 
venue on  its  prefent  advantageous  footing,  by  Mr.  Oakcley  and  his  Committee,  die 
Company's  relief  from  that  refource  will  not  be  very  fcnfibly  felt  for  the  next  two 
or  three  years.  Afterwards  indeed,  if  the  peace  of  the  Carnaic  be  not  difturbed,  a 
rapid  progrefs  may  be  made  in  the  dilcharge  of  the  Company's  and  the  Nabob's  in- 
cumbrances; but,  without  the  Affignment,  I  fee  not  a  ray  of  hope  for  the  preferva- 
tion  of  the  Company,  or  the  fecunty  of  the  Nabob.

nviidars,  and  double  Revenue  Otricers  of  ail  kinds  over  the  whole  country  ;  the  Col- 
kftions  themfelves  would  either  fail,  or  be  irrecoverably  embezzled,  and  neither  the 
Nabob  nor  the  Company  receive  a  fiiilling  from  them.

aware  cf  the  inconveniencies  and  lofs  of  Revenue  which  may  immediatciy  refult 
from  a  transfer  of  the  Colleftions  from  the  charge  and  controui  of  the  Com- 
pany's fervants  to  the  rnanag(»ment  of  the  Nabob  and  his  Minifceri, 

They  arc  further  of  opinion,  tiiac  die  exhaulled  (late  of  the  Finances  of  this  Go- 
vernr.-itnt  will  not  admit  of  any  extraoi'dinary  and  continued  aid  to  Fort  St.  George, 
-fliouid  any  great  lofs  of  refource  from  the  reftoration  ofthe  AfTignment  produce  the 
diilrefs  that  is  apprehended  from  the  meafure  ;  and  upon  this  ground  the  Board 
admit,  that  there  are  arguments  of  increafed  weight  in  fupport  of  thofe  reafon;. 
-which  have  given  caule  to  the  appeal  of  the  ift  of  June  from  tne  PreiiJency  of  Fort: 
St.  George. 

It  appears  at  the  fame  time  to  the  Board,  that  the  orders  of  ths  Company  for  fiir- 
rcndering  the  Afligriment  were  given  after  much  confideration,  and  v/hh  i  ful!  view 
of  the  ccnfcquenccs  which  were  likely  to  arife  from  them.  1  he  meafure  mud  Jiavc 
bern  approved  by  his  Majetty's  Minifters,  as  well  as  by  the  Court  of  Dircftors,  and 
i'eems  to  have  been  founded  on  a  liberal  principle  of  national  juftice,  a  principle  in- 
variably conneded  with  found  political  wifdom. 

It  appears  further  to  the  Board,  that  the  Company  have  taken  extraordinary  pains 
in  the;r  letter  to  the  Nabob  of  Arcot  ro  explain  to  his  Highncfs  the  conditions  upon 

•  %vhich  the  Sunnud  ofAlfignment  is  n'dored  to  him.  Tlie  inference  which  the 
Nabob  muft  draw  from  the  letter  is,  that  the  forfeiture  of  his  country  will  be  a  cer- 
tain confequence  of  the  non-performance  of  thofe  conditions.  The  final  arrr.ngernc  nt 
whicli  the  Company  propofe  as  the  great  b-^fis  of  the  fecurity  of  the  Carnatic,  is  fo 
difintercftcGOi  their  part,  and  lo  favourable  to  ihe  real  r;trhcs  of  the  Nabob,  and  of 
the  Kijahof  Tanjore,  that  it  would  be  difficult  even  lor  a  foreign  fhace  (if  fuch  flare 
■ueie  umpire  in  the  queftion),  to  devife  a  more  equal  or  a  more  liberal  adiuftment. 
The  adjuflment  gives  a  nev;  and  properly  defined  conflitution  to  the  Government  of 
the  Carnatic,  and  provides  the  mcft  equitable  regulations  tor  the  full  application  ot 
the  Revenues  of  the  Circars,  the  Carnatic,  and  Tanjore,  to  the  fecurity  of  our  pol- 
ItfTions  upon  the  Coaft  of  Coromandel,  and  with  the  utmcft  regird  that  can  be  fhcwii 
to  the  rights  of  our  native  allies,  as  v- ell  in  peace  as  war.     The  Board  are  cf  op'- 

-rion,  chat  this  important  arrangement  is  fo  conneftcd  with  the  orccrs  relative  to  Uic 
Afugnn^.ent,  that  the  extcmion  of  them  could  not  be  fufpend.ed  widiout  injury  to 
that  arrangen'cnt.  S-houid  the  great  and  generous  purpofcs  ot  it  be  defeated  by  any 
failure  on  the  part  of  the  Kabot?,  or  of  ti.e  Rajaa  ot  i  anjorcj  tit^juftice  of  the 
Company  and  the  liberal. poliry  of  the  ftatc  will  not  be  the  lels  conlpi-:uaus,  nor  will 
the  creditors  of  the  N.ibob  have  a-jotlxaufe  of  diiTatisr'action  or  complair,:. 

The  Governor  General  and  Council  fee  the  juftice  and  feel  ti'.e  policy  oi  leaving  to 
orders  fo  evidently  founded  on  principles  of  national  jullice,  and  directed  to  the  public 
good,  tlieir  full  Icope  and  proper  ctfcct;  and  they  truft  that  the  Nabob  \v;li  fi.id 
greater  relources  than    the  PieUiiency  of  Fort  St.  George,  expeet    from  his  bed 

•  exertions. 

Refolvcd,  That  ihefe  o^  inions  be  conim-unicated  to  the  Right  Honourable  Lord 
Macartney. 

Keiolvcd  further,  and  Relolved  unanimoufiy.  That  it, be  recommended  to  the 
Adminiftration  ot  Foi  t  St.  Gtorgi^  to  carry  the  Company's  ordcis  rtlative  to  the 
lurrender  of  the  Airignment  into  execution  without  delay ;  and  that  the  faid 
Adminiffration  be  aUuied,  that  every  aid  of  refource,  and  every  co-operaiion 
v/itiun  the  power  of  this  Government,  will  be  chcarfuily  granted  to  relieve  any 
dillreis,  or  remove  any.  inconvenience  that  may  arife  in  the  Carnatic  from  tnc 
immcdi-.te  execi  io  i  ot  the  Conipany's  commands.

The  fecurity  of  the  Renters,   who  have  fully  and  faithfully  fulfilled  their  engage- 
ments with  the  Company,  muil  be  likewife  fb  particularly  attended  to,  that  it  will  be 
proper  for  the  Governor  General  to  acquaint  the  Nabob,    that  any  injury  or  oppref- 
.fion  towards  thol'e  Renters  from  his  HighnelVa  Government  will  be  confidercd  as  an 
-aft  of  hoftility  towards  the  Company.

"EXTRACT  from  the  Requeft  of  the  Nabob  Waifijah  to  the  Governor 
General  of  Bengal,  &c.  entrulied  to  the  care  of  AfTam  Khan  and 
Richard  Jofeph  Sulivan,  Efquirc  ;  February  1781. 

Article  6th. — AFTER  peace  and  alliance  is  made  between  me  and  the  Englifh 
Company,  the  enemies,  the  fecurity,  and  the  dangers,  will  be  the  fame  ;  that  is  to 
fay,  whoever  fuffers  an  injury,  it  will  be  felt  by  both  of  us  :  I  therefore  wifh  that  the 
Englifh  in  India,  or  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  would  make  a  treaty  of  peace  with 
the  King  of  France,  and  let  the  peace  and  fecurity  of  the  Carnatic,  and  the  Rights  of 
my  Government,  without  the  connexion  of  any  one,  and  my  pow-r  to  appoint 
a  fuccelTor  in  the  Carnatic,  be  fettled  in  a  folid  manner,  and  included  in. the 
treaty. 

EXTRACT  of  -Letter  from  Alexander  Davidfon,  Efq;    to  the  Secret 
Cum.miitee  J  dattd  icth  January  17S6. 

IN  the  beginning  (f  laft  November,  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob  addrcffed  a  Letter 
to  the  Board,  repnfenting  that  the  Poligars  in  the  Tinnevilly  Country,  from  the 
earliefl  tin  es,  had  bt-en  refradlory  in  withholding  the  Pcifliciifh  from  the  Circar,  until 
compelled  t(-  pav  it  ;  and  that,  for  the  purpofc  of  colitding  it,  a  ftrong  force  had 
alwavs  been  kept  up  by  his  anceltors,  and,  until  of  late  years,  in  that  Province;: 
Thar  thcfe  t'oliyars  had  behaved  in  adifobedient  manner  fince  he  was  put  in  polTef- 
fion  of  his  country,  delaying  to  pay  the  balance  due  under  the  arrangement  con- 
cluded wi  h  them  bv  Mr.  irwin,  after  their  Ixing  fubdued  and  brought  to  reafon  by 
Colonel  Fullarton's  detachment  :  That  rhey  rctuled  to  comply  with  his  demands  for 
the  future  f-ttlement  of  Peifhcufh  :  That  they  had  committed  dilturbancc:.,  and 
killed  leveral  of  the  inhabitants  : — His  Higlinefs  iheretore  applied  for  the  alfiltancc 
of  iv;o  complete  battalion;' of  Sepoys  ar,d  four  guns,  which  \v..uld  be  joined  by  the 
Peons  of  thofe  Poligirs  who  continued  in  obcuieiice,  as  wt  ii  as  chofe  ofthe  I'ondi- 
fnan  and  Shcvagunda  Poliijars,  and  one  battalion  belonging  to  tlvj-Rajah  of  Travan- 

core. 
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core  tacIiaRize  and  bring  back  to  tlieir  duty  the  Pollgars  of  Tinnevclly.     His  firfl        II. 

otyed  was,  he  faid,  to  pay  piinftiially  liis  Kiftstothc  Company,  and  that  any  delay    

in  affording  this  afllftance  would  unavoidably  throwback  the  payments  of  tlie  fecond 
Kifl: :  he  concluded  by  rtquefting  that  Colonel  Sir  Henry  Cofby  might  comma.id 
the  detachment. 

In  confeqiu nee  of  the  foregoing  application,  I  propofed  that  his  Highnefs  the 
Nabob  Ummeer  ul  Omrah  Behaudiir  Ihould  attend  the  Board,  which  he  did  accord- 
ingly, and  repeated  the  fubjcft  of  the  before-mentioned  letter  from  his  Highnefs  the 
Nabob  of  the  Carnatic.  After  expatiating  on  the  bad  confequcnces  and  expence 
that  would  probably  attend  the  colleiiing  PeifhcuOi  by  military  force,  I  dcfsrcd  to 
know  if  every  lenient  mode  had  been  tried  to  obtain  it ;  infilling  on  tiie  advantages 
the  Nabob  would  derive  from  adopting  the  fyftcm  efiablifhed  during  the  Company's 
adiTiinirtration  of  the  Revenues,  and  that  it  was  the  beft  policy  to  fix  a  moderate 
tribute,  which  would  be  cheerfully  paid,  rather  than  exaiVt  what  miglit  be  collected 
vvirh  difficulty,  and  tend  to  alit-nate  his  tributaries  from  their  allegiance. 

The  Ummeer  nfilired  the  Board,  that  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob,  glided  by  the 
fame  ideas,  had  not  r.pplied  for  military  force  until  he  found  it  iinpradiicable  to 
collect  the  Pcifhcuih  wichout  it ;  and  that  he  had  pointed  out  an  ofiicer  on  whofe 
experience  and  prudent  condudl:  every  depcndance  could  be  placed.  He  repeated 
that  his  father  v^as  apprehenfive  he  fliould  not  be  able  to  pay  his  Kids,  unlefs  affidcd 
widithe  force  he  had  applied  for,  the  appearance  of  which,  he  conceived,  would  an- 
fwer  every  defircd  purpofe. 

On  ihefc  grounds  it  was  rcfolved,  that  a  detachment  cf  rroops  fiiould  be  ordered 
on  this  fervice ;  and,  conformably  to  his  Highnefs's  wiihes,  placed  under  the  com- 
m;ind  of  Colonel  Sir  Henry  Cofby,  vy'ho,  from  his  charafter  and  local  knowledge, 
•was  perfedly  qualified  to  condu6t  it,  and  in  whom  the  Board  could  place  the  fullef!: 
cor.fidence  :  we  were  willing  to  hope  therefore,  that  theobjeft  of  putting  this  de- 
tachment in  the  hM  mighc  be  accomplifhed  wichout  difaffe::lion  of  the  Poligjrs  to 
the  Nabob's  Government,  which,  in  the  event  of  war,  might  be  attended  wi;h  ferious 
confequences.  It  was  agreed,  that  in  the  inilruftions  to  Colonel  Cofby  he  fhould  be 
particularly  directed  to  refrain,  ifpcfTible,  from  proceeding  to  extremities,  and  en- 
joined to  give  the  luppcrt  of  the  detachment  under  his  command  to  the  enforcin^r 
fuch  demands  only  as  were  moderate  and  equitable.  It  was  pointed  out  to  him  of 
how  great  importance  it  might  be  to  the  fafety  of  the  Carnatic,  that  thefe  Poligars 
fhould  be  firm  in  the  intereft  of  the  Nabob  and  the  Company,  their  Pollams  form- 
ing a  ftrong  barrier  to  the  Southward.  And  in  order  that  eve:  y  light  which  could  be 
Thrown  on  the  Nabob's  demands  might  be  obtained  from  the  Poligars  in  writing  or 
in  perfcii,  by  which  an  equitable  fetl^ment  might  be  amicaoly  fixed  on,  wedirefted 
Colonel  Cofby  to  communicate  our  intentions,  and  iffue  his  Cowle  jointly  with  the 
Nabob's  n'.anager,  to  induce  them  to  wait  on  him:  we  therefore  dircfted  him  to 
make  known  to  the  Poligais,  tliat  in  cafe  of  their  coming  to  terms  vvith  the  Nabob's 
Manager,  we  fliould  bedifpofed,  on  application  t'rom  them  through  him,  to  preferve 
inch  agreement  inviolate,  and  guarantee  them  againfl  any  innovations. 

A  detachment  of  troops  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Sir  Henry  Cofliy  aflVm- 
h\^d  at  Trichinopoly,  and  moved  from  thence  to  Cilpettah.  On  th-i  29th  ultimo 
iiis  Highnefs  the  Nabob  informed  me,  ihac  the  Poligars  were  returning  to  their 
obedience.  A  letter  has  within  thefe  few  days  been  received  from  Colonel  Cofby 
confirming  that  information,  and  mentioning  in  particular,  that  Eitiaporam,  a  Poli- 
gar,  who,  in  refpe(i;t  to  family  and  extent  ot  country,  is  conficlered  as  the  fecond  in 
the  Province,  and  who  had  been  affilled  with  troops  by  other  Poligars,  has  readilv 
confented  that  his  fort  fliould  be  razed,  for  wiiich  purpofe  a  working  party  is  now 
employed.  The  acquielcence  of  kiu.iporam  in  the  requificions  of  his  Highnefs  may 
be  looked  upon  as  breaking,  in  an  eirential  degree,  the  confederacy  that  iiad  been 
entered  into,  and  promiles  a  favourable  r.rrangeiTicfit  with  the  other  Poligais  j 
and  I  am  fanguine  in  my  hopes  they  will  follow  his  example,  and  that  the  detachment 
may  be  fpeedily  recalled. 

Your  Honourable  Committee  are  now  informed  upon  every  material  fubjeft  : 
the  army  arrears  you  will  perceive  are  in  the  faireft  train  of  liquidation  j — confiderablc 
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IT..  reduflionsofexpence  have  been  made  ; — the  mofl  perfeft  harmony  fubfilts  betw.'oi 
his  Highr.cfs  the  Nabob  and  this  Government ;— the  entire  charge  of  his  affairs  is 
entrufted  to  his  ion  Ummeer  ul  Omrah,  whofe  ability  is  iinqueflionable  :  he  is  now 
exerting  himfelf  to  complete  the  payments  of  the  fecond  Kift,  which  I  have  no  doubt 
he  v;ill  accomphfli  according  to  agreement.  His  profefTions  of  an  earneft  defire  to 
merit  the  confidence  of  the  Company  are  unbounded  ;  and  no  infcance  has  occurred 
to  weaken  the  credit  of  thofe  affurances.  If  his  fyftem  of  management  is  not  founded 
on  thofe  principles  of  juftice  and  prudence  which  marked  the  conduct  of  our  own 
Adminiflration,  it  may  be  afcribed  to  the  tyranny  of  cuftom,  and  eftablifhed  modes 
inherent  in  the  nature  of  the  Moorith  Government  ;  but  while  we  have  no  power  to 
interfere  in  the  internal  management,  we  are  confined  almoft  to  ihe  fimple  right  of 
requiring  that  the  Com.pany's  orders  in  regard  to  payments  be  complied  with  ;  and 
I  think  myfelf  authorized  to  fay,  there  is  no  prefent  c.iufe  to  doubt  a  punftual  obe- 
dience to  them.  Purfuant  to  the  exprefs  orders  of  the  Governor  General  in  Council, 
materials  are  preparing  to  form,  without  delay,  the  treaty  clirci^led  to  be  entered  into 
between  his  Highnels  the  Nabob  and  the  Company. 

EXTRACT  Letter  from  Sir  Archibald  Campbell   to  the  Secret  Con> 
mittee;  dated  Fort  St.  George,  1 3th  April  1786. 

Par.  10. — I  CANNOT  at  prefent  enter  upon  a  difcuffion  of  the  agreement 
fettled  between  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob  and  the  Council  at  this  Prefidency  on  the 
furrender  of  the  AlTignment :  but  I  am  much  afraid  that  the  fum  of  four  lacks  of 
pagodas  agreed  to  be  taken  on  account  of  the  Nabob's  proportion  of  the  charges 
for  the  defence  of  the  Carnatic,  will  be  found  gready  fliort  of  what  his  Highnefs 
Tnould  contribute  on  that  account,  according  to  the  fytlcm  laid  down  in  your 
letter  of  the  9th  December,  1784. 

1  I. — I  dread  that  the  fixing  of  that  fum  at  fo  low  a  proportion  will  occafion 
much  trouble  and  difficulty  in  getting  it  increafed  to  its  proper  level.  I  fhall, 
however,  enter  upon  the  bufinefs  of  the  intended  treaty  with  the  Nabob  without 
delay;  and  though  I  may  fail  in  accomplifhing  all"  you  wifh,  be  alTured  that  I 
will  leave  nothing  untried  to  make  the  arrangement  with  his  Highnefs  and  the 
Rajah  of  Tanjore  as  confonant  as  poffible  to  your  inftrudions,  and  that  no  devia- 
tion from  them  fhali  ever  meet  with  my  approbation,  except  where  the  cafe  may 
render  it  indifpenfably  neceffary.  At  the  fame  time  I  wilh  you  to  be  aware,  that 
from  the  Nabob  being  affefied  12  lacks  for  the  payment  of  his  debts,  and  4  lacks 
towards  military  charges,  his  country  under  its  prefent  management  may  not 
perhaps  be  found  able  to  bear  any  great  additional  burthen;  although  in  ftrict 
juftice.  and  in  compliance  with  your  orders,  a  much  greater  demand  will  be  fully 
warranted. 

12. — While  I  call  in  queftion  any  part  of  the  agreement  lately  entered  into 
with  the  Nabob  of  Arcot,  I  muft  do  him  the  juftice  to  fay,  that,  fo  far  as  it  has 
gone,  his  Highnefs  has  a£l:ed  up  to  the  terms  agreed  upon,  by  paying  his  Kifts 
pundlually  as  ihcy  became  due,  which>  joined  to  the  great  refpect  I  have  for  his 
Highnefs,  cannot  fail  to  fecure  to  him  every  degree  of  kindnefs  and  attention  on 
ihe  part  of  this  government. 

EXTRACT  L  etter  from  Sir  Archibald  Campbell   to   the  Secret  Com- 
mittee; dated  24th  February   17S7.. 

Para.  10. — UPON  my  return  from  this  tour,  I  refumed  the  fubjccft  of  the 
treaty  with  liis  Highnefs  the  Na'oob  of  the  Carnatic,  and  I  foon  found  myfelf  in- 
volved in  a  complicated  n;gaciation,  in  v/hich  every  new  day  prefcijted  frefli  diffi- 
culties. His  Highnefs  was  pleafcd  to  furnHh  me  with  a  ft.ue  of  his  Revenues, 
for  the  purpofe  of  fettling  his  proportion  of  the  military  charges  in  time  of  peace 
and  war.  This  ftate  made  his  Revenues  for  laft  year  anioiint  to  22  lacks  of 
pagodas,  exckifivc  of  jagliircs,  cftimaied  at  2  lacks  of  pagodas. 
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IT, — I  had  prpvloiifly  taken  much  pains  to  inveftigate  and  inform  myfeh'  of  the       II. 

real  flate  of  the  Nabob's   Revenues,  and  brought   thtf  whole  of  my   refearches  be- — 

fore  the  Board  the  i6th  of  laft  January,  in  the  form  of  a  Minute  i  copy  of  winch  I 
have  now  the  honour  to  enclofe  (marked  N°  i.) 

I  a. — To  enable  you  to  judge  of  the  difficulties  which  have  attended  this  intricate 
arrangement,  and  previous  to  your  forming  an  opinion  upon  the  treaty  now  happily 
concluded,  I  muft  befpeak  your  attentive  perufal  of  this  Minute,  in  wliicii  [  have 
confidered  the  queftion  extenfively;  and,  as  far  as  the  grounds  of  information  could 
be  depended  upon,  I  trufl:  that  my  deduiflions  will  be  found  to  have  been  accurafclv 
and  fairly  drawn.  Indeed  the  Nabob  hirnfelf  and  his  fon  Ameer  ul  Omrah,  with 
whom  I  generally  negociated  the  feveral  articles  of  the  treaty,  admitted,  that  the 
Avhole  of  this  bufinefs  was  inveftigated  in  a  fair  and  honourable  manner,  and  that 
the  arguments  ufcd  were  in  every  refpeft  juft  and  conclufive.  They  objeifled,  how- 
ever, to  the  rate  at  which  I  had  flated  the  Revenues  of  his  Highncfs,  and  pleaded 
ftronglv  and  anxioudy  their  total  inability  to  contribute  the  fum  of  10,50,000 
pagodas  annually,  as  the  Nabob's  proportion,  for  fupporting  the  military  peace 
eftabiiOiment  of  the  Carnaric. 

13. — For  a  long  time  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  remain  obftinate  in  my  dcaiand  of 
ten  lacks  and  fifty  thoufand  pagodas;  and  to  induce  the  Nabob  to  accede  to  it,  I 
propofed  that  the  220,000  pagodas,  being  the  Pei(hcu(h,  and  arrears  of  Pcinicufh 
due  from  the  Rajah  of  Tanjore  to  his  Highnefs,  agreeable  to  th;:  arrangement  I 
had  made  for  paying  off  the  public  and  private  debts  of  the  Rajah,  fhouli  (land  in 
;part  of  the  annual  contribution  of  his  Highnefs  to  the  Company.  The  Nabob 
appeared  iatisfied  witli  his  arrangement  ibr  his  benefit ;  but  as  it  was  not  to  an 
extent  that  could  effeflually  relieve  his  fifuation,  he  declared  that  it  was  not  pofTible 
for  him  to  pay  12  lacks  to  his  public  and  private  creditors,  even  if  the  Company 
Ihould  undertake  to  receive  the  Tanjore  Rciilicufh  as  part  of  his  contribution  to 
the  general  defence.  Under  the  Nabob's  prefcnt  expenfive  fyftem  of  managing  his 
Revenues,  I  think  it  almof^  certain  that  his  Highnefs  could  not  afford  to  pay  the 
xo J  lacks  of  pagodas  annually,  and  12  lacks  more  to  his  creditors,  without  in- 
volving himfcif  and  famiiiy  in  very  great  difficulties;  and  I  think  it  my  duty  to  fay 
i"o  candi'.iiy,  rather  than  miflead  the  Company  into  expectations  v/hich  can  only  tend 
to  deceive  them.  Viewing  masters  in  this  light,  1  propofed  to  his  Highnefs,  that 
in  cafe  the  Court  of  Direftors  did  not  comply  with  his  requeft  for  an  abatement  of 
two  lacks  of  pagodas  from  the  annual  fum  paid  to  the  creditors,  and  in  cafe  the 
Revenues  of  his  Highnefs  fhould  not  be  found  adequate  to  the  difcharge  of  the 
fame,  1  Ihould  have  great  pleafure  in  afTenting  to  thofe  two  lacks  of  pagodas  being 
tarried  to  the  account  current  of  his  Highnels  with  the  Company. 

14. — On  a  fubfequent  meeting  with  the  old  Nabob,  his  Highnefs,  in  a  very 
affecting  manner,  Ilaced  his  diltrefTcs,  and  warmly  reprefented  his  tlifpofuion  to  do 
wliatever  I  Iliould,  in  the  name  of  the  Company,  fay  he  in  juftice  ought  to  pay  ; 
at  the  fame  rime  throwing  hirnfelf  upon  the  generofity  and  friendlhip  of  the  Com- 
pany, from  a  conviiflion  that  they  would  never  afk  him  to  engage  for  more  than  he 
was  able  aftualiy  to  perform.  The  old  Prince  was  confiJerab'y  agitated  at  this  • 
period,  and  retired,  leaving  his  Ion,  t!ie  Ameer,  to  communicate  hij  fentiments  as 
to  tlie  extent  of  his  powers  to  comply  with  the  requifitions  propofed. 

15. — Pleafed  with  the  moderation  and  propriety  of  the  Nabob's  conduft,  I  dc- 
.rifcd  the  Ameer  to  inform  me  what  fum  his  Plighnels  could  pay  with  eafe  to  him- 
fcif and  comfort  to  his  family.  The  Ameer  replied,  that  he  was  inflrufted  by  his 
father  to  fay,  that  he  could  pay  nine  lacks  of  pagodas  annually  to  the  army  peace 
cftablifhmcnr,  and  have  a  fufficient  furplus  to  make  hirnfelf  and  his  family  happy 
and  comfortable. 

16. — An  offer  of  fuch  magnitude,  accompanied  with  the  certain  profpefl  of 
giving  fatisfaftion  to  a  venerable  Prince,  and  happinefs  to  his  whole  flimily, 
could  not  fail  to  be  acceded  to,  efpecially  as  it  produced  an  auditional  Revenue 
of  five  lacks  of  pagodas,  or  two  hundred  thouland  pounds  ilerling  annually 
ro  the  Company  ;  and  was  unanimoully  approved  of  by  the  Council  on .  my  laying 
ti-ie  offer  before  them,

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n.  ij — Exclufiveof  the  pleaCure  I  enjoyed  in  dift'iifing  happint-fs  to  all  the  branches 

: — _    of  a  family  wl.o  Itx.k  op  to  this  Government  for  proteCiion  and  fupporr,  the  con-- 

fideration  of  the  Nabob's  invariable  attachinenc  to  the  Bri^ifh  nation,  and  the  ftrong 
afnirancirs  which  his  Highne/s  had  uniformly  received  of  the  f  iendiliip  and  liberality 
of  tlie  India  Companv,  rendered  it,  in  my  opinion,  a  matter  of  vvifdom  and  good 
policy  to  deviate,  in  a  fm-ill  degree,  from  the  rigid  princijMcs  fct  forth  in  my 
Minute,  efpecially  as  fuch  a  deviation  was  moft  likely  lo  obtain  much  greater  ob- 
jefis  in  tiie  trcatv.  If  to  thcfe  confiderations  I  am  permitted  to  add  the  im- 
preffiwns  I  had  received  from  your  letter  of  the  22d  of  September  1785, 
which  directs  every  degree  of  attention  to  the  convenience  and  happinels  of  the 
Nabo'.:>  in  forming  this  tre.ity ;  I  truft  vou  will  think  I  did  not  make  any  un-- 
warrant<'d  or  improper  facnhcc  of  the  Honourable  Company's  intereft  in  acceding 
to  tiie  Nabob's  prcpol.d. 

18. — Halving  ciius  fixed  the  fum  to  be  paid  by  the  Nabob  towards  the  military 
charors  in  lime  of  peace,  I  proceeded  earnePdy  to  adj'ilt  all  the  other  points 
necelTary  to  be  attended  to  in  war ;  and  I  have  the  pleafure  to  inform  you  that  it 
was  alfo  agreed,  that,  in  cafe  of  war,  the  Nabob  of  the  Carnatic,  after  deducting 
certain  jnghires  and  charities,  am.;unting  to  2,34,787  pagodas,  ihould  contribute 
four-f  f  hs  of  his  grcfs  Revenues  to  the  purpofcs  ot  the  war,  leaving  the  other  fifth 
to  anfwcr  for  the  current  charges  of  his  family  and  civil  Government.  It  was  alio 
ft'pulated  and  agreed  that  the  Nabob  fhould  pay  twenty-five  fifty-one  parts  of  all 
cxpenccs  incurred  in  time  of  war;  and  that  you  may  be  thoroughly  infortned  of 
the  prirciples  which  have  diicdted  me  in  this  proportion,  it  is  only'  neceflary  to 
obferve,  that  the  Nabob's  annual  grofs  Revenues,  after  the  deductions  already 
mentioned,  are  eftimated  at  an  average  of        -       -        25  lacks

ig.— Hence  twerty-five  fifty-one  parrs  becomes  the  contribution  of  his  High- 
ncfs,  proportioned  to  his  grofs  Revenues,  and  that  of  the  contrading  parties  :  and 
this  proportion  appeared  to  rne  to  be  fo  reafonable,  that  I  recommend  it  might 
alio  be  adopted  as  a  rule  for  adjufting  the  proportion  wh'cli  his  Highnefs  ought 
to  pay  towards  the  expcnce  of  the  lad  war  in  the  Carnatic,  I  am  now  happy  to 
inform  you,  that  I  have  hopes  of  its  being  fo  accommodated  ;  and  that  as  the 
Nabob  has  engaged  to  pay  a  little  more  than  one  half  of  the  wliolc  war  cxpence, 
I  propofe  that  the  Company  arid  Tanjore  muft  make  good  the  rtlh 

20. — The  care  I  have  taken  in  fecuring  to  the  Company  the  punflual  payment  of  the 
feveral  fums  agreed  upon,  will  be  fulficiently  illullraied  by  tiie  treaty  itfclf,  which  I 
have  the  honour  to  enclofc,  marked  (No.  2.)  It  is  therefore  necelTary  only  to  obferve, 
that  this,  as  wtll  as  all  the  other  ohjeds  recominended  to  m,e  by  the  Court  of  Direc- 
tors, have  been  minutely  attended  to  in  this  treaty. 

1.1. — The  power  of  tiie  purfe  and  fword  is  now  coir.pletely  fecured  to  the  Com- 
pany without  Icffening  the  confequence  of  the  Nabob ;  and  I  pledge  myfelf  that 
'  theltr  powers,  fo  long  as  I  have  the  honour  to  prefide  in  this  Government,  will  be 
exerted  with  difcretion,  and  to  the  utmoft  of  my  abilities,  to  fecure  the  interefts, 
and  promote  the  honour  and  profperity  of  the  India  Co;iii)ai)y. 

22. —  If  the  articles  of  this  treaty  appear  I'acisfadory  to  you;  if  they  produce,  as 
I  truft  they  will,  folid  and  laiting  advantages  to  the  India  Company,  by  the  very 
refpeftable  addition  of  five  lacks  of  pagodas  to  their  annual  receipts,  while  the 
Nabob  of  the  Carnatic  is  happy,  and  pleafed  with  the  arrangement,  1  (hall 
think  my  labours  well  beftowed,  and  feci  that  I  am  fully  rewarded  for  all  the 
fatigue  and  anxiety  of  mind  I  have  under^ione  preparatory  to,  and  during  the  whole 
of  this  ncLiociation,  wliich  I  can  with  truth  lay  has  greatly  exceeded  any  defcription 
that  I  can  pollibly  convey. 

29. — I  have  now  the  latisfadion  to  inform  you  that  this  treaty,  of  which  a  copy 

is    herewith  enclofed,*  was  this    day    iigned,  lea'cd,    and    mutually   exchanged   at

EXTRACT  of  Letter  fiom  Sir  Archibald  Campbell  to  the   Court  of 
Direftors  ;  dated  29th  March   1788. 

Para.  7. — ANOTHER  confideration  which  renders  what  I  have  taken  the  liberty 
to  fugged",  defcrving  of  your  attention,  is,  the  large  portion  of  our  receipts  de- 
pending on  the  Nabob  of  Arcot,  and  the  Raj.ih  of  Tanjore,  which  muft  alv/ays 
be  fomewhat  precarious,  both  as  to  the  extent  of  the  receipts,  and  the  periods  of 
payment.  At  this  moment  there  is  r-afon  to  apprehend  a  difappointmcnt  in  both 
thefe  quarters,  before  the  Kifts  of  the  year  are  completed.  But  no  pains  or  alTiduity 
fliall  be  wanting  on  my  part  to  keep  up  thefe  payments  with  the  utmofl  puncluality. 
The  tafk  is,  and  always  will  be  ditiicult,  but  we  muft  not  (hrink  from  it;  and  as 
the  countries  recover  by  the  fortunate  continuation  of  peace,  I  trufl:  your  burthens 
will  every  year  become  lighter. 

EXTRACT    of  Letter  from    Sir  Archibald  Campbell    to    the   Court 
of  Diredtcrs,  dated  5rh  Auguft   1788. 

Para.17.— HIS  Highnefs  the  Nabob's  fon  and  Minifter,  Ameer  ul  Omrah,  has  been 
for  a  long  time  dangeroufly  ill  ofadropfy,  which  had  nearly  proved  fatal  to  him. 
■He  is  now  likely  to  have  a  temporary  recovery.  '1  he  Nabob,  who  has  long  been 
in  ufe  of  to  leave  the  entire  management  of' his  affairs  to  his  fen,  found  great 
difficulty  in  making  good  his  payments  to  the  Company,  and  I  have  had  many 
difagrceable  altercations  with  iiis  Highnefs  upon  that  fubjeft. 

I'S.  — The  Kift  of  7  lacks  of  pagodas,  due  the  10th  of  lad  month,  is  not  yet 
completed  ;  but  he  has  engaged  to  pay  as  much  as  will  amount  to  5  lacks  out  of  the 
7,  by  the  25th  of  this  month.  The  remaining  two  lacks  he  prelied  hard  to  have 
abated,  under  the  ftipulation  contained  in  the  public  letter  written  to  him  the  22d 
February  1787,  previous  to  the  execution  of  the  treaty.  The  Nabob  ftated,  that 
ihe  failure  in  the  coUcdlions  in  the  country  would  cntitie  him  to  this  abatement, 
and  that  he  was  ready  to  admit  an  inlpeiflion  of  his  accounts  to  afcertain  the  fict. 

19. — I  combated  the  application  by  every  argument  I  could  think  of,  and  pointed 
out  the  difficulty  I  laboured  under  from  our  not  having  received  any  inftruclions 
from  your  Honourable  Court  relative  to  t.he  requeft  made  by  his  Highnefs  for  an 
abatement  of  2  lacks  of  pagodas  from  his  annual  payments.  After  much  altercation, 
his  Highnefs  has  at  laft  agreed  to  pay  the  two  lacks  in  quedion  j  one  lack  in  Sep- 
tember next,  the  other  in  Oftobcr,  to  which  Government  will  probably  accede,  as 
appearing  en  every  ground  preferable  to  any  other  meal'ure  that  could  be  adopted. 

EXTKACT  of  Letter  from  General  Medows  to  th?  Court  of  lii'reclors  j 
dated  31ft  March  1730.  \ 

Para,  i.— I  ARRIVED  here  in  the  Vedal  Frigate  the  2Cth  of  Februa^r,  and 
■found  things  in  that  date  of  confufion  that  is  generally  attendant  on  a  change  of 
fyftem.  Whether  a  Civil  or  a  Military  Governor  is  bed  I  iliall  not  take  upon  me  to 
determine,  but  either  is  certainly  better  I  conceive  tiian  neither  or  both.  We  have 
a  loHg  arrear  both  from  and  to  us.  His  Highnefs  the  Nabob  is  fo  backward  in  his 
payments,  fo  opprelTive  to  his  Polygars,  that  at  this  time  it  is  fo  neceflary  to  have  on 
our  fide,  that  I  conceive  it  will  be  abfolutcly  neceflary  upon  his  firft  material  delay 
of  payment  to  take  the  management  of  his  Country  into  your  own  hands ;  a  meafure, 
in  ipite  of  the  oppofuion  to  it,  fo  advantageous  to  you,  the  Country,  and  even  to  his 
Highnefs  himfelf,  when  fo  wifely  projeded  and  abiy  executed  by  Lord  Macartney. 

EXTRACT  of  Letter  from  Lord  Cornwallis  to  the  Honourable  Coorc 
ofDiredors;  dated  31ft  December  1790. 

Para.  1 1.— I  HAVE  feen  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob  twice,  and  1  have  had  frequent 

intercourfe  with  him  by  letters  and  mcdlige?,  through  the  medium  of  his  elded  fon 

Dmciut  ul  Omrah.     Although  he  continues  to  e.xprefs  an   earned  defire  that  his

I  a. — Whatever  may  be  my  opinion  reg>:rdin^the  mon:  advantageous  fyflem  for  the 
Nabob's  real  Interefls,  as  well  as  thofe  of  the  Company,  I  have  uniformly  afllired  hn 
Kighnefs  that  I  will  certainly  fulfil  the  proniifc  ihat  I  made  in  my  letter  to  him, 
datrd  the  iJth  of  September  lafl ;  that  provided  he  will  iir.m.cdiiUely  dif:harge  a 
onfiderable.part  of  the  balance  due  to  the  Company,  give  his  countenance  and  af- 
fiftance  in  the  meantime  to  our  Colleftors.  and  agree  to  fuch  arrangemcnis  as  will 
itci-rethc  regular  payment  at  fnor:  periods  of  the  flipuisted  proportions  of  his 
"Revenyes  to  the  Company's  Treafury,  the  management  of  his  Country  (hall  be  rc- 
ftored  to  him  ac  the  expiration  of  the  currer,-:  Revenue  year. 

13. —  He  h.is  accorditigly  inforiricd  me  that  he  will  ioon  ni;ikc  propofuions  to  the 
above  efFeft,  but  I  am  not  fanguinc  in  my  hopes  that  they  will  be  of  a  nature  that 
'.vould  juilify  my  affen:  to  them.  In  tlie  meantime,  however,  he  has  fhewn  a  ftrong 
inclination  to  do  every  thing  in  his  pov.er,  except  in  the  material  article  of  mcnevj 
to  promote  the  fuccefs  of  our  operations,;  for  he  voluntarily  offered  a  body  of  his 
troops,  a  few  elephant?,  and  a  number  of  camels  and  horfes,  for  the  public  fervice. 

14.  —  I  readily  accepted  the  elephnnt*^,  camels,  and  horits,  which  v;ill  be  ufeful  for 
fcveial  purpofts,;  but  as  it  would  have  been  impoffible  to  have  introduced/difcipline 
am.oiiglt  the  troops  vthiifl  they  confidtred  themfeives  to  be  in  his  Highnefs's  fervice, 
I  declined  to  receive  any  of  them,  unlels,  with  the  Nabob's  confent,  they  could  be 
prevailed  upon  to  enlift  to  fcrve  the  Company  during  the  war,  and  to  be  incorpb- 
rated  into  any  of  the  regiments  of  cavalry  or  infantry  that  I  m.ight  think  proper:  a 
few  I  have  engaged  on  thofe  terms  ;  but  as  this  plan  by  no  means  meets  with  his 
Highnefs's  hearty  concurrence,  I  do  not  expcft  that  any  material  benefit  will  be 
derived  fiom  it.

Para.  i. — I  HAVE  long  fccn  with  very  great  concern  the  various  dcfcds  of  the 
fyftem  of  theGovernment  of  the  Carnatic,  and  being  extremelyanxious  that  fome  plan 
Ihould  be  introduced  and  eftablifncd  there  that  (hould  be  better  adapted  than  any  tiiat 
has  yet  been  tried,  fcrfecuring  the  Country  againft  external  enemies,  and  forpromo:- 
ing  its  general  profperity,  I  have  been  hitherto  prevented  from  making  propoGtions  to 
the   Nabob  to  that  cfTeft,  more  by  my  diftance  from  the  fcene  or  my  otiver  occu-^ 

.  pations,  than  by  the  confideration  of  the  cbftacles  that  might  occur  in  the  negociaticn 
with  his  Highriefs,  or  of  the  difapprobation  that  interciled  and  difappointed  men 
might  afterwards  exprefs  of  m.y  conduft. 

2.  The  difadvantage  and  danger  arifing  from  the  feparation  of  the  internal  Go- 
vernment and  management  of  the  Revenue  of  the  Country;  from  the  refponnbility 
for  its  defence,  is  fo  obvious,  that  if  tliere  had  appeared  to  be  the  leaft  chance  of  ob- 
taining the  Nabob's  voluntary  acquiefcence,  I  Hiould,  without  hefitation,  have  been 
ready  to  propofe  to  him,  as  the  plan  bell  calculated  for  promoting  his  own  intereft 
and  coinfo;t,  and  the  happinefs  of  the  inhabi'tar;ts  of  the  Carnatic,  that  !ie  fiioukl 
cntrufl  the  Company  with  the  entire  management  of  the  Country,  in  addition  to  the 
refponfibility  for  its  defence,  under  an  engagement  on  their  part,  after  allotting  cer- 
tain fums  for  public  purpofes,  and  for  the  gradual  liquidation  of  his  private  debts, 
to  pay  to  him  rcguiarlv  a  liberal  portion  of  its  Revenues  for  the  maintenance  of  his 
fam.ily,  and  the  iupport  of  his  dignity.  But  the  Nabob's  own  difpofition,  and  the 
influence  of  a  number  of  interefttd  people,  of  a  variety  of  dcfcriprion':,  with  v.hom 
he  has  intercourfe,  left  m.e  no  ground  to  hope  that  he  could  be  brought  ro  give  his 
free  confent  to  an  arrangement  of  that  nature;  and  a  regard  tojuftice  and  libe- 
rality towards  an  old  Ally,  as  well  as  to  our  own  reputation  in  India,  equally  pre- 
cluded the  m.oftd'.ftan::  idea  of  making  ufe  o'"  any  other  means  than  thod-  of  p.-rfj..-

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3.  His  Hiphnefs  had  fr-^qucntly,  in  the  courfe  of  the  lafl  three  years,  rrquerred        IL 

tiiit  I  would  interpofc  and  relieve  liim  from  the  dilbeires  which  lie  faid  I;e  uificred,    

either  from  the  conduft  ofthe  (government  of  Fore  St.  George,  or  from  the  terms 

of  th.e  treaty  th3t_Jie  had j:.Qric)nd.dl_3y.;tl),.iiiiJ.aiL\.§ir._Arc;^^^^ 

\jpon  my  fetlTr!!  to  this  place  from  the  field,  he  rencwrd  thofe  applications  in  a  very 

earned  manner,  both  by  letter  and  by  meflages,  through  his  eldefc  fon  Orndut  ul 

Omrah. 

4.  Inclination,  no  lefs  than  a  f(:nfc  0^  public  duty,  concurred  to  induce  me  to 
avail  myfelf  of  the  opening  furniflied  by  the  Nabob  to  take  the  whole  fubjeft  under 
confiderarion,  and  to  endeavour  to  make  a  new  arrangement  between  the  Company 
and  his  Highnefs,  which  fhould  confine  the  demand  upon  him  for  his  fiiare  of  the 
expenceof  the  Military  Efiablifnments,  and  for  the  liquidation  of  his  private  debts 
within  reafonable  bounds;  and  at  the  fame  time  feciire,  as  far  as  mi^ht  be  pradti- 
cable,  the  regular  paym.ent  of  that  fum  in  future  into  the  Company's  Trerdury/ 

5.  A  negociation  was  accordingly  opened,  and  the  Nabob  and  his  eldeft  fori  hav- 
ing,  after  a  very  full  and  amicable  difcufTion  of  the  general  principles,  and  the  dif- 
ferent articles  of  the  plan  that  I  laid  before  them,  acquicfced  in  all  the  material 
parts  of  my  propodtions,  1  had  the  fatisfadlion  to  conclude  an  agreem.cnt  with  them 
which  I  truft  will  be  found  to  be  as  well  calculated  as  the  firuation  of  affairs  upon 

,  the  Coaft  would  admit  of,  for  promoting  theconfort  of  the  Nabob,  and  the  quiet  of 
the  Carnatic,  and  for  lecuring  aslaro;e  a  portion  of  liis  Revenues  for  the  fupport  of 
public  eftabbrhments,  and  for  the  dilcharge  of  his  private  debts,  as  the  real  refourcts 
of  liis  country  c.\n  afford. 

6.  1  have  now  the  honour  to  cnclofe  a  copy  of  ihc  ner/  treaty,  and  alfo  for 
your  fuither  iniormation,  copies  of  all  the  letters  and  written  melTages  that  have 
palfetl  between  his  Highnefs  and  myfelf  in  the  couric  of  the  neyociation  ;  but  ic  is 
likev.'ife  proper  to  give  fome  additional  explanation  of  the  reafons  on  which  feveral 
of  my  propofitions  were  founded. 

,7.  !t  would  have  been  equally  innprudent  to  have  decided  upon  the  extent  of  the 
demand  on  the  Nabob,  from  his  own  ftatement  of  his  finances,  as  from  the  fan"uinc 
opinions  of  people  who,  from  imperfcft  fources  of  knowledge,  have  formed  extrava- 
gant eflimates  of  the  Revenues  of  the  Carnatic ;  and  therefore,  in  order  to  aft  with 
moderation  and  juftice  towards  the  Nabob,  as  wdl  as  with  fairnefs  towards  the  Com,- 
pany  and  his  Highnefs's  private  creditors,  I  thought  I  cc-'ld  not  be  guided  by  a  more 
certain  rule  in  making  the  demand  upon  his  Highnefs,  than  by  the  ftatement  with 
which  I  was  furniihed  by  the  Government  of  Fort  St.  George,  of  the  aftual  amount 
of  the  fcttlements  and  collccElions  that  h.ave  been  made  by  the  Company's  own 
fervants  during  the  period  that  the  Carnatic  has  been  recently  under  their  manase- 
mcnr.  ^ 

8.  I  do  not  think  m.yfelf  called  upon  to  endeavour  to  account  for  the  Nabob's 
having  been  prevailed  upon  to  agree,  by  the  Treaty  which  he  concluded  with  Sir 
Archibald  Campbell,  to  pay  a  furn  into  the  Company's  Treafury,  which  fo  far  ex- 
ceeded the  real  refources  of  his  country;  but  Ihail  only  obferve,  that  it  v/as  full 
time  that  this  delufion,  fo  flattering,  but  in  the  end  fo  injurious  to  the  Company, 
and  to  his  private  creditors,  fhould  ceafs  j  and  !  am,  perfuaded  that  you  will  fl-el  as 
I  did,  that,  exclufive  of  the- Jaghires,  not  lefs  than  a  fifth  part  of  the  Revenues  of  the 
Carnatic  fliould,  under  any  circumftances  whatever,  be  left  for  the  fupport  of  his 
Highnefs's  family. 

9.  By  obfcrving  this  rule  on  the  prefent  agreerr.ent,  it  has  certainly  been  rendered 
pofTible  for  the  Nabob  to  be  regular  in  his  future  payments  ;  but,  from  the  general 
improvidence  of  his  management,  and  in  particular  from  his  having  unluckily  fallen 
into  inveterate  habits  of  allovv^ing  himfelf  to  be  preyed  upon  by  artful  and  interefted 
men,  I  cannot  help  apprehending  that  his  Kifts  will  before. long  fall  again,  as  for- 
merly, into  arrear  ;  and  although  the  afTumption  of  the  difK^rent  dTfrriics  at  the  period 
of  eacii  failure  will  protedt  the  Company  againft  future  difappointments,  yet,  as  his 
fhare  of  one-fifth  of  his  Revenues  is  never  to  be  diminished,  the  amount  of  thofe 
arrears,  and  the  accruing  intercfl  upon  them,  miufl:  Hand  over  in  account  as  a  debt 
to  the  Company  until  ail  his  confolidated  debts  lliail  be  diicharged. 

10.  This  could  only  have  bten  avoided  by.  an  article  in  the  Treaty,  to  entitle  the 
.'^7°-  Company, 
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If.        Companv,  upon  the  failure  of  the  payment  of  a  Kift,  to  tal;e  the  irrmediate  ma- 

. nneemc-nt  of  the  whole  of  the  clillricSi::.  inencioned  in  the  Schedule  :  biit  1  fhould  have 

been  reftrained  fronn.  making  fiich  a  propofition,  from  the  harfl-inefs  of  if.  nature, 
even  if  I  had  thought  it  pofrible  that  his  Highnefs  could  have  been  induced  to  con- 
fcnt  to  it. 

II.  I  conceive  it  to  be  the  indifputable  right  of  the  Company  to  expeft  tha^ 
prior  to  the  admifTion  of  any  other  claim  iifjon  the  Nabob,  a  jult  proportion  of  the 
Revenues  of  the  Carnatic  fliall  be  appropriated  for  defraying  the  charges  of  its 
defence;  and  I  muft  confefs,  that  notwithilanding  the  acquifition  of  territory  by  the 
Lift  peace,  yet  on  account  of  the  encreafe  of  the  public  debts,  the  declining  (late  of 
the  Revenues  of  the  Circars,  and  the  refponfibility  that  falls  upon  the  Company  by 
the  treatv  v.'ith  the  Nabob  for  the  arrears  in  his  payments,  I  did  not  think  rhar., 
confillen't  with  juftice  to  the  Company,  and  a  due  confideration  for  the  fafety  of  the 
State,  any  deduction  could  be  made  from  the  nine  lacks  of  pagodas  which  were  al- 
lotted for  the  general  defence  of  the  Countrv  by  the  treaty  that  the  Nabob  con- 
cluded with  Sir  Archibald  Campbell  ;  to  which  I  fhall  not  hefitate  to  add,  that 
although  the  fum  to  be  applied  by  the  prefent  treatv,  to  the  payment  of  private 
debi3,°r.ay  fall  fliort  of  theexpedations  of  fom.e  of  the  creditors,  yet  that  the  circum- 
iUr.ces  above-mentioned,  and  the  improvement  that  has  been  made  in  the  fecurity 
for  the  ultimate  payment  of  thok  debts,  remove  in  my  opinion  eveiy  (hadow  of  juft 
ground  of  complaint. 

12.  Your  own  Records  contain  fufficient  information  of  the  mifchievous  efFcfls  to 
the  quiet  and  profperiiy  of  the  Country,  that  have  attended  the  frequent  altercations 
and  quarrels  between  the  Nabob  and  the  tributary  Polygars,  both  in  the  Northern 
and  Southern  parts  of  his  dominions;  and   as,  in  fuch  difputes,  it  is  no:  Cafy  to  af- 
ctrtain  whether  ihe  complaints  of  the  Nabob,  that  the  Polygars  rcfufe  to  pay  his 
juft  demands,  or  their  repi  dentations  of  his  Highneis's  endeavours  to  enforce  unjuf- 
tifiable  exaf'ions,   are  well  founded,  the  beft-intentioned  Government  of  Fort  St. 
George  m;>^ht  be  embarraflfed  in  deciding  upon  the  Nabob's  application  for  the 
alliftance  of  the  Company's  troops  to  fupport  his  interefts  and  authority,;  v;hilft,  on 
the  other  hand,  I  am  forry  to  fay,  that  I  have  good  realLn  to  expcA  that  on  feveral 
occafions  of  that  nature,  an  advantage  has  been  taken  both  by  the  Company's  civil 
and  military  fervants  of  the  Nabob's  anxiety   to  execute  his  views,  whether  juft  or 
unJLft,  upon  that  delcription  of  his  fubje6ts;  and  that  he  has  only  obtained  the  fup- 
port that  he  required  by  the  means  of  the  moft  fcandalous  corruption. 

I -;.  I  confidered  it  therefore  of  the  utmoft  importance  for  the  future  good  Go- 
vernment of  this  country,  that  the  tribute  of  the  Polygars  fhould  be  fixed  and  paid 
dircftly  to  the  Company,  to  which  the  Nabob,  though  with  lomc  rcluftance,  at  laft 
confented  ;  and  as  I  hope  that  v/e  (hall  be  equally  incapabl('  of  attempting  to  comuiit 
extortions,  as  ready  and  able  to  enforce  our  juft  demands  upon  them,  I  truft  that  in 
the  courfe  of  a  few  years,  habits  of  good  order  and  fubordination  will  be  introduced 
amon"  that  irregular  and  turbulent  clafs  of  people. 

14.  The  Nabob's  failure  in  making  good  his  ftipulated  payments  alone  compelled 
u?  at  the  commencement  of  the  war,  to  take  the  management  of  his  Revenues  into 
our  own  hands  J  but  experience  having  convinced  me,  lince  my  arrival  upon  this 
Coaft,  that  it  would  have  been  impolhble  to  carry  on  the  war,  without  having  like- 
wife  the  means  in.  our  poxver  to  command,  without  d.lay  or  interruption,  the  rc- 
fourccs  that  the  Carnatic  could  afford,  of  grain  and  catde  for  tiic  ufe  of  the  army,  I 
thought  it  my  duty  to  propofe  that  the  Nabob  fnould  agree,  that  in  cafe  of  a  future 
war  with  any  of  the  n'^ighbouring  powers,  the  Company  ftiould,  during  the  period 
of  the  war,  afTume  tlie  entire  management  of  his  country;  and  it  gave  mc  great 
pleafure  to  find  that  neither  his  Highnefs  or  his  fon  made  the  leaft  obje^lion  to  that 

article. 

15.  Although  I  have  heard  ihc  moft  unfavourable  accounts  of  the  character  and 
conduft  of  the  R.jah  of  Tanjore,  I  have  thought  it  moft  fu'.table  to  the  moderate 
Ipirit  of  our  Government,  upon  t!ic  reftoration  of  public  tranquillity,  ro  recommend 
to  the  Government  of  Fort  Sc.  George  to  make  another  trial  of  the  Rajah,  and  to 
reftore  the  management  of  his  country  to  him;  but  as  the  failure  laft  fcafon 
in  ihc  Revenues  of  lanjore,  fcems.to  have  bicn  owing  to  teu'pjrary  caulcs  only,  I 

.have 
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have  feen  no  p;ood  reafon  for  propofing  that  a  remiffion  fhould  be  made  to  the  Ra-        n 
jah,  either  ofany  part  of  his  debt  to  the  Company,  or  of  the   Peifhcufii   which  is  ' 

due  from  his  country,  and  I  have  pointed  out  to  this  Government  the  neceflity  of 
keeping  a  watchful  eye  upon  the  Rajah,  2nd  of  applying  to  him  the  principle  of  the 
agreement  which  has  been  concluded  widi  the  Naijob,  by  refuming  the  manage- 
ment of  his  Country,  in  cafe  he  fliall  fail  in  the  regular  difcharge  of  the  Company's 
juft  demand  upon  him. 

1 6.  I  feel  a  perfeft  confidence  that  I  fhall  meet  v/ith  the  moil  cordial  concurrence 
from  the  Members  of  the  Supreme  Board,  of  the  different  articles  of  the  new  agree- 
ment that  I  have  concluded  with  the  Nabob  ;  and  as  no  kind  of  inconvenience  can 
arife  from  a  Ihoi  t  delay  in  the  final  execution  of  the  Treaty,  it  is  my  intention  to 
defer  it  on  my  parr,  until  I  can  fign  it  in  Council  at  Fort  William. 

17.  I  fliall  carry  with  me  from  hence  two  Copies  figned  and  fealed  by  the  Nabob, 
one  of  which,  when  executed  by  me,  will  be  returned  to  his  Highnefs,  and  the  other 
will  be  depofued  at  Fort  William;  and  as  the  Treaty  is  to  takeeffrft  from  tlie  12th 
inftant,  I  have  furnilhed  the  Government  of  Fort  St.  George  with  a  Copy  of  it, 
and  of  my  correfpondence  with  the  Nabob  on  the  fubje61:,  and  requeftfd  that  liis 
Highnefs  may,  according  to  the  terms  of  it,  bereinftated  without  lofs  of  time  in  the 
jnanagement  of  his  Country.

Honourable  Sirs, 

Para.  i. — THE  Supreme  Government  having  been  pleafed  to  tranfmit  a  Copv  of 
their  Addrefs  to  you  of  the  i  ith  July,  for  the  purpofc  of  communicating  their  fentiments, 
principally  upon  my  condu£t  and  minute  rcfpefting  tiie  negociation  with  the  Nabob, 
and  having  Hated,  "  that  their  principles  are  fiirly  at  iffue  with  mine,  and  that  it 
"  will  remain  with  your  Honourable  Court  to  determine  v/hich  you  deein  beftadapt- 
''  ed  to  promote  the  permanent  interefts  of  the  Company;"  I  feel  much  fatisfac- 
tion  at  the  appeal,  and  fliall  iubmit  to  your  decifion  v.'ith  deference  and  refped.. 

a. — Your  Honourable  Court  muft  cxcufe  my  prefacing  this  fubjeft  by  intrud^n"' 
a  few  words  upon  the  following  obfervations  of  the  Governor  General  in  Council. 
"  On  the  language  of  declamation  or  intemperance  we  (hall  never  animadvert,  un- 
"*'  lefs  it'becomes  neceffary  to  the  fupport  of  the  authority  of  the  Supreme  Govern- 
'^'  ment,  leaving  it  on  this,  as  on  former  occafions,  to  the  obfervation  and  notice  of 
"  your  Honourable  Court." 

3. — I  truft  that  the  zealous  obedience  to  the  orders  of  the  Supreme  Board,  which 
1  have  manifefted  on  every  occafion,  will  afford  arnple  tcftimony  of  the  refpeft  I 
entertain  for  their  authority;  but  if  I  am  not  to  defend  my  condudt  when  attacked, 
in  terms  not  indeed  of  intemperance  and  declamation,  but  of  cool  deliberate  cen- 
fure  and  feverity,  impeaching  m.y  charafter  as  a  public  fervant,  in  a  manner  not 
pofiible  to  be  mifunderllood,  I  am  placed  in  a  fituation  w.hoUy  incomparible  with 
a  due  regard  to  my  own  reputation. 

4. — The  Bengal  Government  having  declared,  that  "  they  fliall  never  regret  the 
"  time  given  to  difcufuons  which  tend  to  bring  under  your  review  and  iudcment 
"  the  principles  by  which  it  appears  to  them  the  Governments  of  India  ihould  be 
"  regulated,  in  the  convidlion,  that  the  ftability  and  profperity  of  the  Bricifh  power 
"  in  India  materially  depend  on  the  clear  afcertainment  and  definition  of  ti^^ie  prni- 
"  ciples,  and  on  a  fteady  adherence  to  them  :"  coupled  by  the  obfervation,  "  that 
*'  their  principles  are  fairly  at  ilTue  with  mine;"  it  would  fetm  their  intention  to 
imply  that  there  v/as  a  fundamental  difference  between  us,  ard  confequentlv  that  if 
you  acquiefce  in  the  principles  laid  down  by  them,  you  muft  of  courfe  difippro^e 
of  thofe  by  which  my  conduft  has  been  aftuaied. 

5. — An  expolition,  therefore,  of  our  principles  becomes  the  more  ncceflarv,  for  the 

purp-i'eof  afcertainingupon  what  points  wc  really  arc  at  ifiue.     Whether  and  how

.    us  confitis  lo  ely  in  the  application  of  thofe  maxims. 

6. — The  Governor  General  in  Council  ftates  it  his  firft  pofition,  that  the  Nabob 
has  fbcceeded  to  the  rights  and  ftation  of  his  father,  under  the  folemn  obligation  of  a 
Treaty,  and  that  thofe  rights  may  bii  conceded,  bur  cannot  be  extorted  without  a 
violation  of  public  faith,  andly,  That  the  inviolability  of  public  faith  is  incul- 
cated by  the  orders  of  our  fuperiors,  the  prefcriptions  of  the  legiflature,  by  juftice, 
policy,  and  law;  that  Its  infringement  v/ould  be  a  departure  from  m.oral  rectitude, 
andconfcquently  can  never  be  politically  right;  and  that  the  admifTion  of  arguments 
in  deviation  from  this  principle,  would  be  the  certain  prelude  to  the  fubverfion  of 
the  Briiiili  power  in  India,  jdly,  That  this  principle  admits  of  deviation,  for  "  he 
"  cannot  ^o  fo  far  as  to  afiVr.t  that  no  circumftances  could  cxift  to  jaibfy  the  depriva- 
■"  tion  of  thofe  rights  v/hich  the  Nabob  holds  by  Treaty,  but  before  he  affented  to 
"  fuch  a  meafure  he  fnould  require  the  clearc-ft  proofs  of  their  exrftence,  and  thac 
"  they  were  of  a  nature  to  juftify  to  the  world  the  violation  of  thefe  fanftions  which 
"  he  is  bound  to  obierve." 

7. — Thcfe  being  the  rules  of  policy  propofed  by  tliC  Bengal  Government,  as  a  clear 
afcertainment  and  definition  of  the  regulating. principles  of-Britifh  pov/er  in  its  rela- 
tion to  the  Nabob  of  the  Carnatic,  the  diiculiion  can  only  beufeful,  in  as  much  as 
ir  may  lead  to  diiccver  whether  xhefe  rules  be  lu.frici;ntly  definite  to  refer  to,  when 
exigencies  may  require  fpecific  inftruflions  to  determine  the  meafures  of  your  Go- 
vernments in  India;  but  as  principles  profeffedly  admitting  of  deviation,  flafluiiting 
with  circumftances  neither  alluded  to  nor  enumerated,  but  to  be  eftimated  as  they 
arilc  by  the  exifting  Government,  the  propriety  or  impropriety  of  that  eftlmacion 
to  d;pend  not  upon  precedent  analogy  or  any  written  law,  but  upon  the  fubfequent 
opinion  of  the  v/orld,  can  never  be  produiflive  of  thofe  beneficial  cfi^^dls  avowedly 
fought  for  by  the  Supreme  Beard  ;  it  would  be  dcfirable  that  you  fliould  be  induced 
to  convey  your  inilrufhions  for  a  more  precife  application  of  the  foregoing  princi- 
ples, if  they  be  fuch  as  are  honoured  by  your  approbation. 

8. — Having  eftablifhed  \i  as  a  maxim  of  Britiili  Government,  that  circumftances 
may  juttify  the  depiivaticn  of  the  Nabob's  guaranteed  rights,  the  Governor  Gene- 
ral in  Council  proceeds  to  enumer-ate  fome  of  the  evils  which  have  refulted  to  him- 
felf,  his  people,  and  the  Company,  from  the  undue  cxtrcife  of  thofe  rights.  Tne 
mal-adm.iniftraticn  under  which  his  Country  has  fo  long  fuffcred  the  evils  of  a  divided 
Governmenr,  the  pernicious  eft'cfts  of  Uurbar  inflaerice  and  intrigue,  the  cmbar- 
rallment  of  the  Nabob  and  the  Company  from  the  ufurious  fyftem  of  loans  and 
afiignments,  and  the  ruinous  confequcnces  attending  it  to  his  Highnefs's  lubjefts,  are 
•all  acknowledged  and  Jarnented  by  the  S'lpreme  Board;  and  it  appears  from  the 
tenor  of  the  Govern  .r  Gcnfral's  corrcfpondi-nce  to  be  a  defideration  of  national  im- 
portance, implicating. the  moil:  fe.'-ious  intercfvs  of  humanity,  that  thefe  caules  of 
cieciy  Ihouid  be  removed,  and  fuch  an  arrangement  introduced  for  the  Adminiftra- 
tion  or  the  Carnatic  as  might  avert  impending  ruin,  and  lay  the  foundation  of  future 
prolperity. 

9. —  In  aggravation  of  thvfe  abufes  it  has  alio  been  admitted,  that  mofl:  of  them  have 
origiiMted  from  the  Ntbob's  violation  of  a  Icle  nn  engagement;  yet  under  the  full 
conviction  of  theexiflence  of  all  tlufe  evds,  and  of  the  opinion  that  circumftances 
might  juftify  the  deprivation  of  thole  rights  which  the  Nab^b  holds  by  Treaty,  the 
Governor  General  in  Council  has  charged  the  Pr^^^fident  of  Fort  St.  Georsrs  with 
having  been  guilty  of  a  CO. iduft  caUulatedtofubvert  the  Briti'h  power  in  India,  be- 
caufe  he  has  pr'  pufed,  and  at  a  time  of  pecuniary  emergency,  that  the  Nabob  (bould 
be  urged  to  liqu.date  an  unqueltionable  debt,  in  the  hope  that  it  might  induce  h;s 
acquiefccnce  in  the  modification  of  a  compaft  which  he  has  fo  grofsly  and  openly 
violated,  luch  ir.odification  having  for  its.fole  object  the  prevention  ot  violations  of  a 
fimilar  nature  in  future,  and  offering  as  an  additional  inducement  to  obtain  t\is 
Highnefs's  acquitl'v-ence,  that  the  difcharge  of  the  debt  in  qucftion  fliould  be  jolt- 
poned  to  a  limited  period,  and  that  another  demand  upon  him  from  the  Com[j  ny, 
which  cannot  amount  to  Icfs  than  thirty  ]ac];s  of  pagodas,  fliould  be  relinquished 
lorcvff. 

jc.  I  .mull 
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10.— I  nniifl:  howt- ver  obfirrvc,  that  at  that  tinr.e  I  was  not  aNvare  that  the  Nabob         II. 
confidercd  it  "  a   derciidion   of  Iiis   honour,  as  well   as   his  intcrcft,"  to  pay   h:s    -■■ 
debcs,  much  lefs  that  he  could  have  been  prevailed  upon   by  any  circumllances  to 
hazard  a  dc  claration  lb  profligate  and  unprincipled. 

II. — It  cannot  ffcape  the  difccrnmcnt  of  your  Honourable  Court,  that  if  the  af- 
certaininent  of  principles  for  guidance  of  your  Governments  in  India  be  expe- 
dient, and  if  the  pofirion  of  tlse  Governor  General  in  Council  be  correa,  "  that 
"  circumflances  may  exifl  to  juftify  the  depriv:ition  of  thofe  riglits  which  the  Nabob 
"  holds  by  Treaty,"  it  would  be  difficult  to  appreciate  furh  circumdances  if  thofe 
•which  have  b(  en  flared  be  not  of  that  defcription;  and  more  efpecialiy  when  you  refl^d't 
that  this  power,  the  calamitous  exercife  of  which  is  annihilating^  rhe  refources  on 
which  your  Eimpiremay  depend,  has  been  nourifhed  and  upheld  by  Britifh  arms,  and 
that  it  is  now  perverted  from  the  legitimate  ejid  of  all  authority  into  an  oppreffive, 
perfidious,  and  depopulating  tyranny. 

i  2. — I  fiiall  clofe  this  part  of  the  fubjeifl  with  a  remark,  that  if  experience  has  nor, 
I  am  convinced  it  Vv'il!  completely  fubftantiate,  that  no  point  v/iil  at  any  time  be 
carried  with  the  Nabob  or  the  Rajah  of  I'anjore,  v/hich  does  not  hold  out  to  them 
ibme  immediate  advantage  from  their  acquiefcence,  or  his  difadvantage  from  their 
refufal;  and  that  the  means  of  perfjafion  alone,  however  pleafing  a  found,  will  at  all 
times  be  found  nugatory  and  inoperative. 

13.—  I  flull  now  take  the  liberty  of  drawing  your  attention  to  the  repetition  of  the 
•charge  of  the  negcciarion  with  the  Nabob,  having  been  unedvifdJly  frezi-pitate, 

14. — To  this  accufarion,  after  what  I  have  already  faid,  I   can  liave  but  little  to 
add  ;  I  ha\t;  exprefsly  ftated,  that  I  had  prevailed  upon  the  Nabob  to  recall  his  firft 
refulal;  that  he  rcquetled  it  might  not   be  forwarded  to  England;  that' he  affirmed 
it  to  be  nn  acft,  not  of  his  own  convii^Lion^  but  extorted  from  him  by  the  meafures 
■  of  his  Miniflers  ;  that  he  had  not  maturely  v/cighcd  the  fubjeft,  and  that  he  defired 
.the  Packet  might  not  be  difjatched  until  thetimiC  of  his  mourning  (a  period  of  forty 
days)  had  elapf.d  ;  I  am  therefore  to  lament  that  the  Supreme  B  ;ard  fhould  have 
brought  forward  their  conjetSlures  and  partial  quotations  upon  this  fubjeifb,  in  oppcfi- 
.tion  to  my   pofitive  and  public  declaration   to  th.s  conciary,  and  upon  a  point  in 
which  it  is  net  poffible  for  me  to  have  been  mlftaken  ;  nor  can  I  well  conceive  how  an 
•event,  the  beginning,  continuance,  and  termination  of  which  were  circumllances  of 
public  notoriety,  marked  by  the  fears,  intrigues,  and  exultation  of  every  corrupt 
-Member  of  the  Dinbar  com.bination,  and  by  the  hopes,  anxiety,  and  difappointment 
of  every  mind  that:  I'elt  for  the  injured  rights  of  humanity,  and  the  interefts  of  the 
=Eaft  India  Company,  fhould  have  been  unknown  to  the  Governor  General  in  Coun- 
cil.    Public  report,  I  lliould  have  thought.vvould  have  fpoken  in  Bengal,  and  corro- 
borated my  declaration,  that  the  negociation   was  protrafted  to  the  p'eriod  I  have 
•itated. 

15. — The  force  of  the  reafons  I  have  alTigned  for  the  early  introdufticn  of  thefub- 
jedt,  having  been  admitted  by  the  .Governor. General  in  Council,  I  do  not  think  it 
necefiary  to  advert  to  them  further  than  to  obfcrve,  that  if,  with  the  Supreme  Board, 
-YOU  admit  the  force  of  the  reafons  for  the  earlv  introduflion  of  the  fubjed;,  and  if  you 
.believe,  what  upon  my  honour  I  aflev:  as  a  fadb,  that  the  negociation  did  not  termi- 
nace  for  at  leaft  forty-five  days,  you  cannot  agree  in  the  cenfure  of  unadvifcd  preci- 
.pitation  which  has  been  paffed  upon  my  conduft. 

16.  The   Supreme  Government  having   refumed  the   fubjeft  of  the  5th  SefVion 

of  the  8th  Article  of  the  Treaty  of  1792,  I  muft  refer  your  Honourable  Court  to 

my  IVIinute  of  the  7th  of  Auguft  refpecling  the   Tanjore  Treaty,  in  which  I  have 

pivcn  the  beft  confideration  in  my  power  to  that  point;  upon  the  prefent  occafion, 

I  fliall  briefly  remark,  that  the  Article  is  made  to  alfcd  tv.o  parties,  the  Nabob  and 

the  money-lender.     If  the  former  grants  Alignments  on  the  mortgaged  diftricts, 

he   is  liable  t:)  fuch  penalties  as  generally  attach  upon  a  breach  of  engagement.     If 

the  latter  advances  his  money  upon  fccurities  on  the  ditlricts  in  queibon,  he  hazards 

-the  lofs  of  it  on  their  falling  in'.o  our  hands.     How  a  claufe  diftindly  aifeching  two 

fcparate  objecls  can  ju^lly  be    conltrucd   to   exonerate   the  one  froin  all   penalty, 

.Ijcc-iu'c  its   final  .ope:a:ion   is   fpecifically  provided  fur;  is  beyond  my  capacity  to

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II.         difccver.     The  Governor  General  in  Council  has  explicitly  dated  his  conftruPcion 

■    of  the  terms  of  the  Treaty  of  1792.     You  are  in  pofTcfllon  of  mine.  To  whom  the 

charge  of  an  attempt  "   to  explain  away  the  obligations  of  a  Treaty"  is  mofl: 
applicable,  your  Honourable  Court  will  determine. 

17. — The  principle  I  maintain  is,  that  fo  long  as  th.e  party  Vv-idi  whom  a  Treaty 
has  been  made,  Qjall  adhere  to  his  cna;3gcments,  a  fimilar  obfervance  from  us  is 
indifpenfible;  but  that,  from  the  hour  it  is  violated  by  him,  our  obligation  ceafes. 
Were  it  necefiarv  to  go  beyond  an  appeal  to  common  fenfe  upon  the  fubjeil,  I 
might  refer  you  to  Vatel.  He  fays,  "  If  a  power,  which  has  foughc  the  proteflion 
"  of  another,  does  not  fulfil  his  engagements  with  fidelity,  the  protedting  party  is 
"  difcharged  from  his;  he  may  rcfufe  his  proteflion,  and  declare  the  Treaty 
•  "  annulled,  if  he  fhall  think  it  expedient  fo  to  do." 

J  8. — It  being  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Board  that  it  will  not  be  difficult  to 
"  fliew,  that  arguments  founded  on  the  views  of  t!7e  Company  at  the  original 
."  formation  of  the  Treaty  of  1787,  or  at  the  fubfequent  modificauon  of  the 
"  pecuniary  ftipulations  of  it  in  1792,  are  either  inapplicable  or  overftrained," — 
my  own  juftification  demands  that  I  fiiould  affign  my  reafons  for  having  reforted  to 
fuch  arguments.  I  have  the  befc  authority  for  afierting,  that  the  Nabob  had  been 
in  the  habits  of  complaining,  that  his  engagements  under  the  Treaty  of  1787 
involved  him  in  the  greateft  difcrelTes,  alledging  that  the  relburces  of  the  Carnatic 
were  not  competent  to  enable  him  to  perform  liis  pecuniary  ftipulations.  I  am 
confident,  that  one  of  the  principal  objefts  of  the  Treaty  of  1792  was  to  relieve 
thofe  refources,  by  leffcningthe  Nabob's  payments  (fix  lacks  of  pagodas  annually); 
r;nd  that,  in  confequence  of  fo  confiderable  a  dedudion  from  the  receipts  of  the 
Com.pany,  the  Nabob  was  obliged  to  enter  into  certain  new  ftipulations,  having  for 
their  objedl  the  prefervation  of  thofe  refources  which  he  had  reprefented  to  be 
endangered  by  the  exilling  Treaty.  Now  if  the  fubjcft  of  the  modification  of  the 
Treaty  of  1787  really  was  the  prefervation  of  thofe  refources,  and  he  has  violated 
the  conditions  agree  d  upon  for  that  purpofe,  a  reference  to  that  Treaty,  with  a  view 
to  prove  not  only  that  t^ie  letter,  but  the  fpirit  of  that  which  was  a  modification  of 
it  had  been  infringed  by  liis  Highnefs,  does  not  appear  to  me  to  warrant  the  terra 
"  inapplicable." 

19. — Whether  the  fentiments  of  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  and  particularly 
thofe  conveyed  in  his  letter  to  the  Nabob  refpefting  your  orders  on  the  fubjeit  of 
the  Polygars,  be  calculated  to  affect  the  faiutary  objeft  you  had  in  view,  or  to 
impede  its  attainment,  is  a  point  to  which  your  early  aiten.ion  is  certainly  required. 
The  queftion  at  ifTue  between  the  Governor  General  in  Council  and  me  arifes  from 
the  foliov-'ing  paragraph  in  his  letter  to  the  Nabob. — Y  )ur  Hignnefs  cannot  but 
recoiled!:,  "  Tnat  on  the  death  of  the  late  Rajah  of  Calaftry,  your  honoured  father 
"  conferred  the  fucccffionon  the  prefent  Rajah,  and  received  the  Nuzzernahon  the 
'■'  occafion.  This  was  an  a£t  of  fovereignty  coming  clearly  within  the  reiervation 
"  of  the  Treaty,  and  the  exercife  of  it  conlequently  readily  admitted."  To  which 
.1  have  obferved,  in  reference  to  the  manner  in  which  the  Nabob  was  allowed  to 
exercife  his  right  of  fovereignty,  upon  the  occafion  alluded  to,  that  "  if  the  Nabob 
"  be  at  liberty  to  make  pecuniary  demands  upon  the  Polygars  upon  ail  occafions, 
"  whenever  the  cultoms  of  his  Durbar  may  furnillb  claims  for  Nuzzernah,  under 
"  the  idea  of  fuch  deaiands  coming  dearly  within  the  refervaticns  ot  the  Treaty, 
"  as  adls  of  fovereignty,  I  was  under  the  neceffny  of  declaring,  that  the  right 
"  which  has  been  countenanced  and  aflVrted  by  the  Governor  General,  is  abfolutely 
"  incompatible  with  the  realizariv<n  of  the  Polygars  tribuce." 

20. — if  1  had  the  arguments  of  the  Governor  General  to  combat  upon  this  point, 
I  fliouKI  certainly  meet  them,  but  with  a  deference  I  cannot  now  feel,  fince  he  has 
refied  the  calc  upon  my  inconuilency,  and  rcqucfted  your  d^-cifion  upon  tha:  ground. 
A  reference  to  the  whole  of  the  corrcfpondence  on  the  fubj  -A  of  the  Cahilby 
Nuzzer  is  all  I  dcfire  in  proof  of  my  confiftency  j  but  I  mull  beg  not  to  be  j.idgcd 
by  the  partial  abltrad  which  the  Goveinor  G;;neral  in  Council  has  thought  proper 
to  annex  to  their  letter.  Upon  the  candour  of  fuch  a  proceeding  it  would  be 
unbecoming  in  me  tu  make  any  remark  i  I  confidcr  ic,  however,  my  duty  to  fay, 
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that  had  I  entcrt.iincd  at  tliat  early,  or  indeed  at  any  other  period  of  my  refidence        II. 

in   India,  an  opinion   which   further  experience  had  taught  me  to  alter,  and  more    — • 

cfpecially  after  the  comprehenfive  communication  of  your  fentiments  upon  the 
fubject,  I  fhould  have  been  more  proud  to  have  acknowledt^ed  my  error  than  to 
have  preferved  my  confidency,  and  thus  have  adled  in  oppofition  to  my  own  judg- 
ment and  your  inflruftions.  But  I  am  not  reduced  to  fuch  an  alternative.  A 
detail  of  the  tranfaftion,  and  a  more  enlarged  reference  to  the  Records,  will  demon- 
llrate  diat  the  fentiments  fubfcribed  by  me  throughout  are  both  reconcileable  and 
confluent. 

21. — Upon  the  death  of  the  lace  Rajah  of  Calaftry,  the  Nabob  intimated  his 
intention  of  demanding  a  Nuzzer  on  the  inveftiture  of  his  fon,  which  underftanding 
to  be  the  cuftom  of  the  Carnatic,  and  looking  upon  it  as  a  complimentary  acknow- 
ledgment of  the  Nabob's  right  of  iovereigncy,  I  was  difpoled  to  admit  ;  but  at  all 
events  judged  it  prudent  to  lolicit  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Government  upon 
the  fubjeft.  Jn  reply,  the  Governor  General  in  Council  conceiving  that  the 
Nabob  "  was  rather  tenacious  as  to  the  principle,  than  anxious  as  to  the  amount," 
fuggefted  that  he  fhould  be  allowed  to  receive  a  fum,  which  might  fairly  be  deemed 
a  complimentary  acknowledgment  of  his  fovereign  right,  but  alfo  directed,  "  That 
"  it  fhould  be  fettkd  with  his  Highnefs's  acquielcence." 

22. — A  communication  of  the  Nabob's  fentiments  foon  difcoveredthat  he  looked 
upon  the  Nuzzers  as  a  iource  of  Revenue,  and  not  as  mere  compliment,  upon 
which  I  immediately  lav/  the  ncceffity  of  urging  the  terms  of  the  Treaty  as  a  bar 
to  that  undcrftanding  of  the  fubjeft.  His  Highnefs  adhered  to  his  original  idea; 
a  fecond  reference  was  made  to  the  Supreme  Government,  and  the  difcullion  termi- 
nated in  the  Nabob's  receiving  a  lack  of  rupees,  The  Governor  General  has  (fated 
the  precedent  to  the  Nabob,  as  the  rule  by  which  he  is  at  liberty  to  exercife  his 
fovereign  rights.     I  refill  it,  as  incoimpatible  with  the  realization  of  the  tribute. 

23. — An  ajipeal  to  the  whole  of  the  proceedings  upon  this  tranfa6tion  would  be 
the  mioft  ample  teftimony  of  my  confiftency ;  but  I  fliall  m^erely  trouble  your 
Honourable  Court,  in  addition  to  the  extradts  furnifhed  by  the  Governor  General 
in  Council,  with  copies  of  m.y  Letter  to  the  Nabob  of  the  26th  April,  of  my 
Minute  of  the  2 ill  May  1795,  and  of  the  concluding  paragraph  of  the  Letter  from 
this  Government  of  the  fame  dace. 

24. — I  cannot  forego  this  opportunity  of  exprelTing  to  your  Honourable  Court, 
the  deep  regret  I  have  felt  at  the  frequent  animadverfions  the  Supreme  Govern- 
ment have  made  upon  my  conducfl.  1  will  not  prefume  to  allert  it  is  free  from 
errors ;  but  whatever  thofe  errors  may  be,  I  can  confidently  declare  they  have  been 
the  refult  of  the  molt  zealous  anxiety  to  promote  the  interefts  of  the  Eaft  India 
Company. 

25. — The  fatisfaftion  to  be  derived  from  difintereftednefs  and  generofity,  is  too 
grateful  to  a  well-difpofed  mind  to  be  checked  by  any  confiderations  except  thofe  of 
duty  ;  but  to  publilh  to  all  the  Indian  world,  that  our  allies  may  violate  the  faith  of 
Treaties,  undermine  the  relources  of  the  Britifh  Government,  and  withhold  the 
liquidation  of  their  debts  to  the  Company,  without  incurring  any  pofTible  incon- 
venience, rppears  to  be  a  facrifice  ilefperaceiy  alarming  to  the  public  welfare. 

26. — For  my  part,  I  mufl  for  ever  difclaim  that  fpccies  of  reputation,  which  is  to 
be  raifed  upon  the  ruin  of  thofe  interefts  which  it  is  my  duty  to  preferve,  or  to  be 
acquired  by  relorting  to  popular  -Tguments  in  fupporc  of  a  depopulating  fyftem. 
An  adherence  to  the  faith  of  treacles  is  a  great  principle  of  the  firlt  public  utility, 
but  if  it  be  not  uniform  it  cannot  be  juft.  Ic  muft  be  binding  on  both,  or  conclulive 
againft  neither  party.  Vatel  tells  us,  "  If  the  engagements  of  a  Treaty  impofe 
"  on  one  fide  a  perfeft  obligation,  they  give  to  the  other  a  perfect  right.  To 
"  violate  a  treaty,  is  to  violate  tiie  perfcdl  right  of  him  with  whom  it  has  been 
"  contrafted;  ic  is  to  da  him  an  injury." 

27. — The  relative  fituation  of  the  Nabob  and  the  Company,  renders  our  protection 

to  his  Country  an  adt  of  indifpenfable  necefficy  ;  he  is  indebted  to  our  arms  for  the 

poffeirion  of  it,  and   his   intereft  is  fo  interwoven  v/ith  ours,  as  to  have  become 
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II.         abfohitely   infeparable    from    it.      Various  engagements    have   been   entered    into 

—     beiwtcn   the  Company  and  his  father  for  tlie  purpofe  of  realizing  his  proporiioa  of 

the  military  expences,  and  for  feciiring  the  liquidation  of  his  private  debts  ;  but  it 
is  notorious  that  the  Nabob  has  never  fulfilled  his  engagements;  and  that  his 
arrears,  at  the  opening  of  the  laft  war,  were  fo  enormous  as  to  oblige  Lord 
Cornwallis  to  take  his  Country  into  the  immediate  management  of  the  Company's 
ferviints.  The  Treaty  of  1792,  had  it  been  adhered  to,  was  admirably  calculated 
to  coneft  the  evils  of  the  prevailing  fyftem  ;  fince,  by  making  the  forfeiture  of  a 
large  proportion  of  the  Country,  the  inevitable  confequence  of  a  defalcation  in  his 
Kills,  it  fecured  the  payments  to  the  Government  and  the  Creditors  from  falling 
intoarrear;  and,  if  the  exprefs  flipulation  againft  praniing  Affignmcnts  upon  the 
rnorrgaged  dilUifts  had  not  been  violated,  the  cffecft  of  the  mcafure  would  have 
been  as  beneficial  as  its  defign  was  fagacious.  The  fulleft  confidcration  of  this 
important  fubjeft,  wich  the  contemplation  of  that  ruin  in  which  the  Nabob's  breach 
of  engagement  is  involving  the  Carnatic  ;  the  daily  accounts  I  receive  of  the 
opprelTion  and  miferies  of  the  unfortunate  iniiabitants,  and  the  convidtion  I  have  of 
the  progrefiive  annihilation  of  the  rclourccs  of  the  Company,  have  fo  llrongly 
imprcffed  my  mind  with  the  necelTity  of  a  change  of  fyftem,  that  I  have  no 
hefitation  in  faying,  if  there  be  no  doubt  (and  it  is  not  polTible  that  any  man  in 
India  can  doubt  it)  of  the  Treaty  of  1792  having  b_-en  violated  by  the  Nabob, 
there  can  be  no  queftion  of  our  right  to  avail  ourfelves  ot  every  means  in  our 
power  to  enforce  luch  a  modification  cf  the  Treaty  as  will  guard  againft  the  fatal 
confequcnces  of  future  violation  ;  and  I  am  not  afraid  to  hazard  my  character  upon 
this  opinion,  refting  it  upon  the  policy,  the  juftice,  or  the  humanity  of  the 
meafures. 

28. — I  fhail  conclude  this  Addrefs  with  the  recital  of  two  paragraphs  from 
Lord  Cornwallis's  letter  to  the  Court  of  Diredtors,  dated  the  icth  of  Auguft 
1792. 

29. — The  change  of  circumftances  fince  that  period,  feems  to  have  lefTened  the 
weight  of  thofe  arguments  which  his  Lord/hip  was  apprehenfive  might  be  urged 
againft  an  alteration  in  the  fyfl:cm.  The  prelcnt  Naoob,  though  heir  to  the 
poficfTjons,  cannot  have  the  fame  claim  to  your  con fidi ration  to  which  his  father 
was  entitled.  The  exptftations  julliy  entertained  from  the  operation  of  the 
Treaty  of  1792,  have  been  difappointed  ;  and  the  evils  of  the  Adminiflration  of 
tlie  Carnatic  have,  if  pufTible,  been  increakd  tenfold,  fince  die  deceafe  of  Ma- 
homed Ally. 

EXTRACTS    of   a    Letter   from   Lord    Cornwallis   to   the    Court  of 
Directors  J   dated  loth  Augull   1790. 

Par.  22, — "  1  MUST  freely  own,  that  I  could  not  venture  to  propofe  any  plan, 
on  the  fuccefs  of  v  hich  I  could  have  any  firm  reliance,  unlcis  the  Nabob 
could  be  induced,  by  a  large  annual  Revenue  regularly  paid,  and  properly  fecured 
to  liim,  to  furrender  the  management  of  his  Country  for  a  long  teim  of  years 
to  the  Company." 

Pnr.  24. — "The  Nabob's  age,  his  long  connection  with  us,  his  rights  to  the 
poffcfrion  of  the  Country,  which,  however,  without  our  affiftance  would  have  been 
but  of  little  value  to  him,  and  exaggerated  accounts  of  his  former  fervices,  may 
furnifli  topics  for  iiopular  declamation,  and  may  pofCbly  engage  the  nation  upon 
milfakcn  ideas  of  humanity  to  fupporc  a  fyflcm  of  cruelty  and  opprcinon.  But 
whilft  I  feel  conlcious  that  I  am  endeavouring  to  promote  the  happinefs  of 
mankind,  and  the  good  of  my  country,  I  fhall  give  very  little  weight  to  fuch 
confidcrations,  and  (hould  conceive  that  I  had  not  performed  the  duty  of  the  high 
and  r>. fp'nfib'e  office  in  which  you  did  me  the  honour  to  place  me,  if  1  did 
not  d  clare,  that  the  prefent  mixed  Government  cannot  profper  even  in  the 
bcfl  hands  in  which  your  part  of  it  can  be  placed;  and  that  unlefs  fome  fuch 
plan  as   thai   which  I  have  propolld  fliould  be   adopted,    the  inhabitants  of  the 
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Carnatic    muft  continue   to   be  wretched ;    the  Nabob  muft  remain   an  indigent        II, 
bankrupt ;  and  his  Country  an  ufeicfa  and  expenfivc  burthen  to  the  Company  and  to  - 

the  Nation."

Gentlemen, 

T  HAVE  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  that  I  arrived  here  this  morning  on  board 
^  the  Swallow  Packet,  after  a  palTage  of  four  months  and  twenty-two  days  from 
the  lime  we  left  the  Pilot  at  the  mmith  of  tlie  Ganges. 

2.  A  few  days  after  the  date  of  my  laft  Letter  to  you  from  Calcutta,  of  the  27th 
July  1785,  with  a  Poftfcript  of  the  28th,  your  overland  Dilpatches  of  the  loth  of 
March,  and  thofc  aifo  by  the  Rodney  Indiaman,  were  received  at  Fort  William, 
Xignifyin;^  your  pkafure  that  the  Government  General  of  India  fhould  devolve  upon 
me  at  the  departure  of  Mr.  Warren  Haftings.  '  That  Gentleman,  you  will  have  been 
informed,  had  long  before  refigncd  it  into  the  hands  otMr.  Macpherfon. 

Had  1  fuffercd  myfelt  to  be  influenced  by  the  common  views  of  the  generality  of 
mankind,  I  fhould  probably  have  entertained  few  fcruples  in  accepting  of  that  high 
office  ;  but  in  declining,  at  the  time  I  did,  to  take  it  upon  me,  I  was  governed  by 
fuperior  motives,  and  kt  afide  every  confideration  of  my  own  private  interefl:  or  per- 
:fonal  advantage. 

No  man  can  value  more  highly  than  I  do  the  honour  conferred  up*^n  me  by  your 
appointment,  and  there  are  many  circumftances  which  ought  to  render  it  particularly 
flattering  ;  but  it  is  only  from  a  very  ferious  confideration  of  the  (late  of  your  affairs, 
as  they  now  Hand. in  India,  thatyou  can  judge  how  far  any  exertions  of  mine  can  be 
made  tffcdlual  to  retrieve  them.  You  may  be  alTured  that  I  fliall  never  fhrink  from 
refponiibility,  wh-ere  a  foundation  is  given  for  it  to  reft  upon;  and  that,  wlienever  I 
am  empowered  to  a£l  with  honour  to  myfelf,  and  with  t'lat  energy  which  can  alone 
enfure  the  fucccfs  which  your  interefts  require,  my  zeal  for  your  Icrvice  will  furmount 
every  obltacle  that  might  anfe  from  difficulty,  from  ill  health,  or  former  difappoint- 
ments. 

I  inclofe  in  N°  1,  a  copy  of  Mr.  Secretary  Bruere's  Letter  to  me,  dated  Council 
Chamber,  Fort  William,  Auguft  3d,  1785,  communicating  tome  your  letter  of 
the  10th  March  17S5  ;  and  I  alfo  tranfmit  a  copy  of  my  anfwer  in  N'  2. 

I  flatter  myklfvvich  hopes  of  having  the  honour  of  paying  my  refpefts  to  your 
Honourable  Court  in  a  very  few  days,  and  of  aiTuring  you  in  perfon  how  much

Our  Governor  General  and  Council  at  Fort  Wiliiann  in  Bengal, 

OUR  Governor  General  having  in  his  Letter,  dated  30th  March  1783,  fignified 
his  earnefl:  dcfire  that  we  would  nominate  a  fuccefTor  to  the  Government  of  Bengal, 
we  have  appointed  the  Right  Honourable  George  Lord  Macartney  to  fucceed  to 
the  Government  General  of  Bengal,  upon  the  death,  rem.oval,  or  rcfignation  of 
Warren  Haftings,  Efquire. 

Our  Governor  General  having,  in  his  Letter  of  the  20th  March  1783,  fignified  his 
earned  defire  that  we  would  nominate  a  fuccefilir  to  the  Government  of  Bengal,  we 
have  accordingly  appointed  Lord  Macartney  as  fucceflbrto  the  Government  Gene- 
ral ;  and  having  taken  into  confideration  the  long,  faithful,  and  able  ferviccs  of 
Warren  Haltings,  Efquire,  we  have  unanimoufly  refolved  that  he  be  permiitttd  to  refign 
the  Government  of  Bengal,  i^reeably  to  his  requeft  contained  in  the  above  Letter. 

We  have  not  fixed  any  particular  day  for  Iiis  quitting  the  Government,  but  direft 
that  he  take  the  firfl:  convenient  opportunity  in  the  enfuing  feafon,  commencing  in 
Oiflober  next,  to  return  to  Europe  :  and  as  we  have  inflrufted  Lord  Macartney  to 
hold  himfelf  in  readinefs  to  proceed  to  Bengal  immediately  after  the  departure  of 
Mr.  Haftingj,  we  order  that  the  Senior  in  the  Supreme  Council,  on  whom  the 
Government  is  in  the  interim  to  devolve,  fliall  lofe  no  time  in  conveying  to  Lord 
Macartney  the  earlieft  information  of  that  event.

I  HAVE  received  the  favour  of  Mr.  Secretary  Briierc's  Letter  of  the  jd  inflanr, 
written  by  your  order,  inclollng  a  copy,  attcllcd  by  liiin,  of  a  Letter  from  the  Ho- 
nourable Court  ofDireftcrs,  dated  loth  March  1785,  informing  you, 

ifl:.  "  That  the  Governor  General  Jiaving,  in  his  Letter  of  ihe  ccth  March  1783, 
"  fignifitd  his  earncfc  dcfirc  that  they  would  nominate  a  fuccefTor  to  the  Govern- 
"  mcnt  of  Bengal,  they  had  appointed  the  Right  Honourable  George  Lord  Macart- 
"  ney  to  fucct-cd  to  the  Government  General  of  Bengal,  upon  the  death,  removal, 
*'  or  rcfignation  of  Warren  Hilling?,   Elquire. 

2d.  "  And  that  the  Govcrrnor  General  having,  in  iiis  Letter  of  the  aoth  March 
"  1783,  n^nified  his  earnfft  defire  that  they  would  nominate  a  fuccclTor  to  the 
"  Government  General,  and  having  tak'-n  into  confidcration  the  long,  faithful, 
"  and  able  fervices  of  Warren  H.iftings,  Efquire,  they  had  unanimoufly  rcfolved  that 
"  he  be  permitted  to  rcfign  the  GovcriiaK-nt  of  Bengal,  agreeably  to  his  requeft  con- 
"  tained  in  the  above  Lecier. 

Jd.  "  And  that  they  had  not  fixed  any  particular  day  for  his  quitting  the  Go- 
vernment, but  directed  that  he  take  the  firlt  convenient  opportunity  in  the  enfuing 
"  feafon,  commencing  in  October  next,  to  return  to  Europe;  and  as  they  had  in- 
ftrucled  Lord  Macariney  to  hold  hiiufeif  in  readincfs  to  proceed  to  Bengal  imme- 
*'  diately  after  the  departure  of  Mr.  1  laltings,  they  ordered  that  the  Senior  in  the 
*'  Supreme  Council,  on  whom  the  Government  was  in  the  interim  to  devolve,  Ihould 
"  lofe  no  cim.e  in  conveying  to  Lord  Macartney  the  earliell  information  of  that 
"  event." 

So  diftinguifhed  a  mark  of  honour  conferred  on  me  by  the  Court  of  Direftorsbeino- 
entirely  fpontaneous,  without  any  foliciution  from  me  or  my  friends,  I  muft  ever 
fet  a  high  value  upon  ;  but  I  have  many  reafons  which,  I  flatter  myfeif,  will  be  fa- 
tisfaftory  to  the  Court  of  Dire/flors,  why  1  wifli  at  prcfeat  to  declirx  taking  upon  me 
this  Government, 

Very  early  after  my  arrival  here  in  the  middle  of  June  laft,  long  before  the  arrival 
ofthe  late  Letters  from  England  of  the  loth  March,  long  before  the  arrival  of  Lieu- 
tenant General  Sloper  in  Bengal,  1  exprelTcd  my  fencimeiits  to  Mr.  Macpherfon  and 
to  Mr.  Stables,  and  informed  them,  that  even  in  cafe  an  appointment  of  me  to  the 
Government  General  (hould  be  lent  out,  and  received  here  before  my  departure,  (an 
event,  however,  notwithftanding  the  public  rumour,  I  thought  very  improbable, 
confidering  the  recent  orders  from  home  to  the  Government  of  Fort  St.  George), 
my  intention  was  not  to  remain  in  India  :— my  reafons  were  then  ftrong  j  they  are  now 
ftronger. 

Expeding  to  have  heard  from  you  again  before  my  departure,  I  delayed  till  now 
the  acknowledgment  of  your  Letter  of  3d  inllant.

MINUTES  of  Lord  Hobart  in  Council  at  Fort  St.  George  ;  dated  the  24th  Odober       IV, 

.and  24th  November  1795.  ■ 

Lord  Hobart's  Minute  in  Council,  the  24ih  Odober  1795. 

*~r^  H  E  propofed  arrangements  which  have  been  brought  into  difcufllon  fince  the 
death  of  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob  Wahijah,  make  ic  necefTary  for  me  to  advert 
with  more  minutenefs  than  has  been  ufual  upon  the  Public  Records,  to  the  fyftem 
on  which  the  Adminiftration  of  his  Revenue  has  been  condu6ted,  becaufe  it  mani- 
feftly  fhews  the  neceffity  of  that  change  which  it  is  my  objeft  to  accomplifh,  both 
in  refpciSl:  to  the  Country  itfelf,  which,  though  under  the  immediate  controul  of  his 
Highnefs,  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Government,  in  a  general  point  of  view,  to  cheriih 
and  protcft;  and  in  rtfpeft  to  the  fecurity  which  has  been  pledged  to  the  Company 
for  the  fupport  of  their  Military  Eftabli/hment,  and  for  the  difcharge  of  the  Confo- 
lidated  Debts  guaranteed  by  Parliament  to  the  private  creditors  of  his  Highnefs  the 
Nabob.  I  fliall,  therefore,  in  this  Minute  lay  before  the  Board  the  information 
which  I  have  collefted,  and  the  confequent  oblervations  which  have  occurred  tome, 
upon  the  ufurious  loans  which  it  has  long  been  the  praftice  (principally  among  the 
European  Gentlemen  of  the  Prefidency)  to  make  to  the  Durbar,  for  mortgages 
upon  the  different  provinces  of  the  Carnatic  ;  and  here  I  may  be  allowed  to  exprefs 
my  belief,  that  though  the  Honourable  Court  of  Direftors  have  been  extremely 
pointed  in  their  orders  and  obfervations  againft  this  pradlice,  the  continuance  of  it 
has  been  owing  in  fome  meafure  to  the  want  of  that  candid  expofition  of  the  fadi, 
which  it  is  my  intent'-on  to  make. 

The  Southern  Diftrifts  of  the  Nabob's  country,  and  Tinnevelly  in  particular,  as 
being  the  moil  diftant  from  the  Prefidency,  have  been  the  theatre  in  vvhich  thefe 
fcenes  have  been  chiefly  exhibited  j  but  it  is  notorious  that  fimilar  praftices  have 
been  introduced,  and  are  now  adlually  in   ufc,  in   Nellore,  Arcot,  and  Trichino- 

poiy- 

The  tranfaftion  commences  at  Madras,  where  the  Kifts  of  his  Highnefs  are  pay- 
able, and  is  opened  by  an  agreement  between  the  Nabob  and  fome  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal houfesof  bufinefs,  or  even  fome  of  the  Company's  fervants,  for  the  payment 
of  a  certain  fum  into  the  Treafury  on  account  of  his  Highnefs 's  public  engagem.cnts. 
The  advancers  of  this  m.oney,  knowing  from  experience  that  a  fimple  mortgage 
would  be  iniufficient  fecurity,  unlefs  the  means  of  reimburfing  thcmfelves  fliould  be 
placed  in  their  own  hands,  find  it  neceiTary  not  only  that  a  perfon  of  their  own  nomi- 
irition  fiiould  be  appointed  to  the  management  .of  m<t  morrgiged  province,  but  that 
thrre  ihould  be  a  vigilant  fuperintendance  and  a  powerful  lupporc  of  tlie  concern 
upon  the  fpot ;  hence  the  expediency  of  a  conneftion  between  tnem  and  the  military 
commauviing  officer  in  the  Dlftrift  ;  he  alfo  finds  it  advantageous  to  embark  in  the 
fpcculdtion ;  becaufe  he  thereby  adds  confiderablc  weigh:  to  his  own  intereft,  and 
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IV.       becaufc  it  facilitates  the  means  of  raifing  money  to  carry  on  his  part  of  the  conrcrn, 

— From  this  connection  both  parties  derive  ample  fecurity  for  their  money  hv  the  abfo- 

lute  power  of  the  one  in  command  upon  the  fpot,  and  by  the  weighty  influence  of 
the  other  in  command  of  monied  intereft  at  Madras.  This  outline  is  filled  up  by  a 
further  connexion  with  the  perfon  who  appears  to  receive  the  appointment  of  Au- 
mildar  or  Manager  from  the  Nabob  ;  hence  it  is  either  ftipulated  that  a  perfon  chofen 
by  the  money  lenders  at  Madras  fhall  be  nominated  to  manage  the  DiHridt,  or  where 
men  of  rank  may  have  already  been  appointed  as  Foujdars  by  his  Highnefs,  the 
fame  efFeft  is  produced  by  a  communication  between  him,  the  commanding  officer, 
and  the  money  lenders,  previous  to  the  agreement  for  a  loan  at  the  Durbar.  The 
-combination  is  in  this  latter  cafe  completed  by  the  appointment  of  a  Tehfaldar  on 
the  part  of  the  money  lenders,  and  thenceforward  produces  an  uniform,  conHflcnr, 
and  connefted  operation.  His  Highnefs  having  by  thi$  arrangement  obtained  his 
principal  objeft,  provifion  for  the  payment  of  his  Kift,  without  any  immediate  dif- 
burfement  from  himfelf,  delivers  his  people  and  his  province  up  to  the  controul  and 
powerof  the  Manager,  evidently  without  regard  to  their  ficuation  ;  becaufe,  as  his 
terms  with  the  money  lenders  neceflarily  provide  for  the  removal  ot  all  reftraint  from 
the  governing  power,  fo  he  muft  expedt  that  the  Manager,  who  can  have  no  intereft 
in  the  future  profperity  of  the  Country,  will  have  recourfe  to  every  means  by  which 
he  may  hope  to  bear  himfelf  and  his  connedlions  harmlcfs,  and  that  within  the  fliorteft 
time  pofTible. 

The  intereit  allowed  bv  the  Sirkar  varies  in  different  places,  and  depends  not  a 
little  upon  the  influence  which  the  lender  may  happen  to  have  at  ti)e  Durbar  :  at  a 
medium  however  it  may  be  llated  at  4  per  cent,  per  month,  befides  the  pay  of  all  the 
fervants  employed  by  thejunto  in  receiving  the  Revenue.  This  laft  charge  is  always 
a  fixed  fum  at  the  expence  of  the  Nabob,  confiderably  above  the  aftual  expence  in- 
curred by  the  Tehfaldar,  and  the  difl-ertnce  is  confidered  amongft  the  cuftomary 
advantages  of  the  concern.  The  Manager  arrived  within  his  Dillrift  immediately 
affemblcs  his  under  Managers,  Aumildars,  and  Renters,  and  then  enfues  the  fecond 
part  of  this  opprcflive  fyfl:em  : — The  Tehfuldar  is  importunate,  and  the  Manager 
muft  find  means  of  fatisfying  his  demands  : — fubordinate  Soukars,  native  as  well  as 
ii,uropean.  are  caUed  upon  for  a(rifl;ance. — The  Soukar  makes  his  advance;  and  in 
:the  firfl:  inflance,  the  Aumildar  or  Renter  of  the  Diftricfts,  afllgned  over  as  fecurity 
for  fuch  advance,  grants  his  bond  until  other  fecurities  fliall  be  forthcoming:  thefe 
are  cither  the  bonds  of  the  inhabitants  or  grain.  In  time  about  three-fourths  of  the 
fum  are  fecured  to  the  Soukar  by  grain  made  over  to  him,  and  placed  under  charge 
of  his  fervants  ;  and  for  the  other  one-fourth  the  bonds  of  the  inhabitants  are  made 
over  for  that  part  of  the  Revenue  payable  by  them  to  the  Sirkar  in  ready  money  upon 
the  cultivation  of  doy  grain,  &c.  Thofc  are  frequently  forced  from  them  at  the 
commencement  of  the  fealbn,  which  confequently  compels  them  to  anticipate  the 
crops,  and  pay  intereft  upon  money  before  it  be  due  from  the.ii. 
■  At  this  p' riod  of  the  tranf^ftion  t!ie  Soukar  fends  his  fervants  and  Peons  into  the 
Country,  with  an  order  from  the  Nabob's  Manager  to  the  guards  placed  therein  to 
afford  every  afiiftance  (as  it  is  generally  called),  but  in  faft  to  obey  them  implicitly 
in  cclie^^ling  the  amount  of  the  bonds  from  the  inhabitants.  Anxiety  to  fccure  fo 
ijrecarious  a  property,  naturally  leads  the  Soukar  to  adopt  fuch  meafures  as  power 
enables  him,  and  the  cuftom  of  the  country  authorizes.  Then  follows  this  pro- 
cefs :  if  the  Ryot  is  dilatory  in  the  difcharge  of  his  bond  he  is  confined  without: 
viduals,  beaten  with  rods,  and  compelled  to  pay  Batta  to  thole  very  Peons  and 
guards  who  are  the  means  of  his  confinement  and  punifhment.  In  this  manner,  I 
am  credibly  informed,  that  an  inhabitant  v/ho  gra.r.s  his  bond  for  lOD  chuckrums 
(nearly  40  pagodas)  is  compelled,  before  he  is  rcle.dcd  from  the  confequences,  to  pay 
from  1 10  to  115  chuckrums,  according  to  circutr.ftanccs.  If  his  credit  or  his  other 
.means  is  exhaulkd,  which  is  too  often  the  cale,  he  mufb  ncctfiaiily  difpofe  of  forne 
part  of  his  ftock,  which  confifts  of  cattle  and  feed  grain. 

The  firft  part  of  the  fyftem  which  I  have  ftatcd,  defcribcs  the  original  caufe  at  the 
fountain  head  :  the  fecond  compriz.-s  the  detail,  winch  fprings  out  of  it ;  in  both  tlvj 
4:onfiderat:ons   of  the    ineans  which   are    immediately  employed,  and  of  the  tfi".-ct 
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•w'- 1      it  may  produce  upon  the  future  Revenue,  is  abandoned  ;  and,  while  the  grand       IV. 
niDvvT  of  thefe  effefts  is  at  a  diftance  from  the  fcene,  and  the  fubordinate  inftrument  ■"< 

is  hardened  by  praftice,  confcience  is  lulled  to  reft  by  the  delufive  opiace  of  intereft 
upon  intereft. 

Thus  ftr  I  have  traced  the  progrefs  of  a  loan  fecured  upon  the  bonds  of  the 
inhabirants  :  it  will  not  be  Itfs  principal  for  me  to  purfue  it  to  the  difpofal  of  the 
Paddv.  '  • 

The  firft  endeavour  of  thofe  who  are  engaged  in  a  concern  of  this  nature  is,  to 
enhance  the  price  of  grain  by  artificial  means,  left  the  ordin:iry  price  of  that  article, 
the  f<'le  fubfiftence  of  the  natives,  fliould  fail  to  anfwer  the  large  advance  of  money, 
and  the  exorbitant  advantage  expedled  upon  it  by  the  Soukar.  The  means  of  elFed- 
iiig  this  purpofe  is  eafy  ;  for  the  necefTitous  condition  of  the  Ryots  compels  them  to 
difpofc  of  their  grain  as  foon  as  it  comes  into  their  pofleffion,  in  order  to  Hitisfy  the 
urgent  demands  upon  them  which  I  have  already  defcribed  :  the  purchafers  of  this 
grain  monopolize  it  until  the  demand,  which  increafes  v.ith  the  conlumption,  ad- 
vances the  price  :  if,  towards  the  expiration  of  the  feafon,  any  part  of  the  grain  ftiould 
yet  remain  on  hand,  the  expedient  is,  to  divide  the  whole  qu:intity,  in  whatever  con- 
dition it  iTiay  be,  among  the  inhabitants,  and  to  force  it  upon  them  by  Guddyum. 
This  Guddvum,  it  appears,  compels  the  people  (in  general  the  manufadurcrs)  to 
•receive  grain  at  a  valuation  confiderably  above  the  mas^ket  price;  and  it  would  feem 
to  bet'rf  ancient  eftabliftiment  and  current  pri:6tice  ;  for  in  the  agreement  which  I  was 
fuccefbful  in  negociating  with  his  late  Highnefs  the  Nabob  Walajah,  for  placing  a 
portion  of  the  1  inneveliy  weavers  under  the  immediate  fuperintendance  of  the  Com- 
pany's Rcfident,  his  Highnefs  has  exprefsly  referved,  nor  could  be  prevailed  upon  to 
rclinquift),  the  right  of  his  Sirkar  to  exercife  this  Guddyum. 

The  inferior  fervants  of  the  Sirkar,  whofe  duty  ihould  be  to  watch  of  the  public 
in^ererts,  are  placed  under  the  arbitrary  controul  of  the  moneylenders,  without  whofe 
r,  -mifiion  not  an  anna  can  be  expended  nor  a  mcafure  of  grain  iffued,  except  bv 
■ft'.alth  :  indeed  I  underftand,  that  upon  the  arrival  ofa  Soukar  or  his  Rcprelentative 
in  a  mortgaged  Diftrift,  the  ufual  cuftom  is,  to  notify  his  authority  throughout  the 
villages,  and  to  prohibit  the  expenditure  of  grain  or  money  but  by  his  order  :  this 
prohibition  extends  to  the  ordinary  charges  of  pagodas,  maniums,  and  fibbcendy  ; 
and  when  an  order  is  granted  from  the  Sudder  Cutcherry  for  any  of  thefe  purpofes, 
the  perfons  receiving  the  Sunnud  muft  wait  at  the  Cutcherry  of  liie  money  lender  for 
a  confirmation  of  his  right. 

Inftead  of  receiving  relief  by  Tukavy  (or  advances  for  cultivation)  at  the  proper 
feafon,  by  which  to  replace  their  cattle,  and  to  provide  feed  for  ex:endino-  their  culti- 
vation, the  inhabitants  are  often  obliged  to  facrifice  both  to  their  own  immediate 
wants  and  the  rapacity  of  the  Soukar;  of  courfe  no  fyftem  of  regulation  can  prevail, 
and  every  hope  of  improvement  muft  be  relinquifticd.  Some  of  the  means  for  en- 
hancing the  price  of  grain  I  have  already  related,  but  the  fubjed  is  exhauftlefs.  The 
Poligars  have  been  prevented  by  the  Manager  of  Tinnevelly  from  felling  within  the 
Sirkar  lands  the  grain  which  is  allowed  them  for  Dnfti  Cavellry  (or  watching  fees)  ; 
and  I  fliould  hefitate  to  advance,  if  I  was  not  fupported  by  the  authority  of  public 
record,  that  during  a  late  fcarcity  of  grain  in  the  Southern  provinces,  Extabar  Khan, 
the  Nabob's  Manager,  had  the  hardinefs  to  write  a  public  complaint  to  the  Com- 
pany's Colleftor  againft  the  Poligars  for  felling  grain  to  the  inhabitants ;  nor  was  the 
evil  removed  without  the  interpofition  of  this  Government,  who,  by  fendino  vefTels 
loaded  with  grain,  induced  the  monopolizers,  from  regard  to  their  own  interefts, 
to  reRore  their  ufual  fupplies  to  the  market :  yet  did  the  Company  not  cfcape  tho 
efFefts  of  this  monopoly,  for  they  were  reduced  to  the  neccpaty  of  pu'rchafing  grain  at 
the  price  to  which  the  monopolizers  had  railed  it,  for  the  fubfulence  of  thofe  troops 
who  were  ftationed  there  for  the  proteftion  of  his  Highnefs's  territories. 

After  this  expofition  no  comment  can  be  required  to  fnew  that  this  fpecies  of 
Government,  if  it  deferves  the  name  of  Government,  contains  the  moft  "-rievous 
oppreffion  of  the  people,  the  certain  impoverixliment  of  the  Country,  and  confe- 
quently  the  inevitable  decay  of  Revenue;  but  it  wiU  be  ufeful  to  fhew  the  parti- 
cular manner  in  which  it  affefts  the  relburccs  of  his  Highnefs  tiie  Nawaub. 
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IV.  It  is  eftimated,  and  I  believe  not  with  exaggeration,  that  the  Province  of  Tiii- 

nevclly   alone  is  annually    mortgaged  upon   the  terms   I    have   defcribed,    to    the 

amount  of  3,00,000  pagodas;  and  calculating  the  period  for  which  intereft  is   paid 
upon  the  whole  fum,  at  fix  months,  the  amount  of  intereft,  at  4  per  cent,  per 
month,  is-  -  -  -  -  -  -  72,000 

The  charges  paid  by  the  Sirkar  for  the  Sibbundy  of  the  money  lenders, 
during  that  period,  cannot  amount  to  lefs  than  -  -  -  3,000 

The    amount  of  lofs  therefore   to   the  Sirkar,   on  this  tranfaftion,  is, 

pagodas  _  -  _  -  -  75,000 

That  an  individual  gentleman  fhould,  in  lefs  than  three  years,  amafs  a  fortune 
of  more  than  £.50,000,  wouki  be  a  matter  of  wonder,  if  this  flatement  did  not  at 
the  fame  time  airbrd  a  folution  of  the  difEculty,  and  a  proof  of  its  own  cor- 
rectnefs. 

But  the  fcene  is  not  clofed  here:  Bcfides  the  dealings  of  the  principal  Soukars 
with  the  Head  Manager,  there  are  fubordinate  tranfaftions  of  a  fimilar  nature 
among  the  inferior  officers,  and  thofe  who  polfefs  but  fmaller  means  for  ufurious 
praftices,  amounting  in  all  perhaps  from  fifty  thoufand  to  a  lack  of  pag9das;  this 
brings  an  additional  expence  upon  tl;e  Sirkar,  becaufe  intereft  is  allowed  on  all 
advances  made  by  the  Renters  on  preiTing  occafions,  before  the  Kills  are  due; 
and  on  the  other  hand,  the  inhabitants  are  not  exempt  from  a  part  oi  this  expence, 
which  is  impofcd  upon  them  by  fine,  forfeiture,  or  guduyum,  in  order  that  he  may 
be  enabled  to  make  the  advance,  upon  which  he  receives  incen  ft. 

As  the  Manager  is  under  engagements  to  pay  the  fullcft  computed  value  of  the 
diftrifl,  he  is  juftified,  according  to  the  cuftom  of  the  country,  in  availing  him- 
Iclf  of  every  poflible  refource.  A  proportion  of  the  church  allowances  is  with- 
held ;  the  pay  of  all  defcriptions  of  fervants  is  kept  in  long  arrear,  and  in  particular 
the  Sibbendy  Sepoys  :  a  fmall  advance  indeed,  is  fometimes  made  for  fubfiftence  ; 
but  their  principal  refource  (and  it  is  not  unprodudlive)  is  in  the  Batta,  which  they 
receive  by  acknowledged  pradtice  while  doing  the  duty  of  Sezawuls  and  in  the  dex- 
terous managem.ent  of  the  power  which  that  fcrvice  gives  them,  to  extort  prefents 
for  their  forbearance.  The  Manager  knows  from  experience,  that  in  the  event  of 
afluming  tlie  Country,  the  Englifti  Government  will  be  induced,  either  from  motives 
of  humanity  to  attend  to  the  calls  of  thele  unhappy  people,  or  from  motives  of  po- 
'licy  to  latisfy  the  clamours  ofa  mutinous  and  undifciplincd  rabble.  Thus,  at  the 
very  time  when  the  exigencies  of  G(wernment  became  moft  prefllng,  a  part  of 
their  rcfources,  which  ought  to  be  immediate,  is  appropriated  to  the  liquidation 
of  arrears. 

If  this  is  a  true  hiftory  of  the  prefent  management,  it  may  be  afked,  why  an  imme- 
diate and  large  defalcation  of  the  Revenue  docs  not  follow  ;  for  the  operation  of  fucli 
jyftem  as  I  iiavc  defcribed  tends  direccly  to  the  point  of  ruin  ?  Nothing  kfs  than 
the  hand  of  arbitrary  power  could  avert  it,  even  for  a  time.  In  proportion  as  the 
means  of  cultivation  decreafe,  the  price  of  grain  is  enhanced  ;  and  it  is  a  notorious 
but  inhuman  maxim  of  Eaftcrn  finances,  that  a  year  of  fcarcity  is  more  produftive 
than  a  year  of  plenty  to  the  Sirkar ;  becaufe,  as  a  given  number  of  months  can  only 
confume  a  proportionable  quantity  of  grain,  the  immediate  advantage  or  difadvan- 
lage  ofGoverninent  arifes  from  the  price  at  which  that  given  quantity  is  fold. — In 
jears  of  plenty  the  foperfluous  grain  is  in  a  great  meafure  u'elefs,  owing  to  the  partial 
and  diflicuk  means  of  exportation  ; — in  years  of  fcarcity  the  fame  given  quantity  is 
nquired  for  the  iubfiHtnce  of  the  people  ;  and  as  the  demand  is  greater  than  the 
fiipply,  an  increafc  of  the  price  is  produced  by  tiie  uiual  cftefts  of  a  competition 
in  the  market. 

Though  tht  dealings  of  Soukars  in  the  colkfbion  of  the  Revenue  are  not  of  recent 
cft.iblilhmentj  yet  the  terms  ofioans  have  never  been  carried  to  fo  ufurious  an  exteiic 
as  fince  the  pi  adice  has  been  introduced  among  Europeans  ;  and  though  the  inevi- 
table tfTcds  of  it  may  be  protra£led  by  the  haifli  expedients  of  an  aibitrary  Govtrn- 
iiicnt,  yet  no  man  who  leficds  upon  fuch  a  fyltem  can  doubt  th.u  the  refcu.ces  of  the 
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Country  have  been  undermined;  that  the  wealth  of  the  people  is  exhaufteu;  and  that       IV: 

a  principle  of  decline  has  been  edabliflied  which  is  now  precipitating  the  Carnatic,    • ■ 

with  accurhukted  weight  and  rapidity,  to  deftrlidtion,  Impfefled  as  lam  with  a 
fcrious  conviftion  of  this  truth,  I  cannot  but  lock  with  extreme  anxiety  to  the  nature 
of  the  fecurity  provided  by  the  Treaty  of  1792,  for  thofe  refources  on  which  the  Bri- 
tifh  intereft  on  the  Coaft  of  Coromandel  materially  depend  ;  I  cannot  but  fee  that  the 
prefcnt  fyftem  of  collefting  the  Revenues  of  the  Carn?.tic  manifefirly  invalidates  that 
fecurity  i  and  that,  whenever  a  failure  may  happen  in  the 'nyment  of  his  Hip,hne{s's 
Kids,  we  fhall  in  vain  .have  rccourfe  to  it  for  the  recovery  of  the  defalcation.  As  thofe 
payments,  though  avowedly  moderate  in  their  extent,  are  now  kept  up  by  the  extra- 
ordinary means  which  I  have  defcribed,  fo  it  is  reafonable  to  fuppofe  that  a  failure, 
v/henever  it  may  happefi,  will  arife  from  the  total  impoverifliment  of  the  people.    In  , 

taking' poffeffion  of  a  Diftrifl:  under  fuch  circumftanccs,  for  the  amount  of  a  Klfl: 
which  will  then  have  fallen  in  arrear,we  flia!!,  inftead  of  finding  the  immediate  means 
of  reimburfement,  become  chai^gedwith  an  cxhaufted  Country,  requiring  all  the  libe- 
ral afilftance  and  foftering  attention  of  a  lenient  and  indulgent  Government.  It  is 
not  only  that  our  means  will  be  curtailed  at  our  greatcil  need,  but  that  humanity.and 
policy  will  call  upon  us  for  advances  of  money,  at  a  time  when  our  expenccs  will  be 
mcft  burdicnfome.  This  is  an  embarralTment  from  which  the  knov/n  refources  of  this 
Government  are  unequal  to  extricate  us,;  and  ic  is  a  dilemma  unprovided  for  by  the 
Treaty  of  1792  ;  for  the  objefirs  of  that  Treaty  are,  the  paym.ent  of  a  debt  guaran- 
teed by  Pariiamrnt,  which  we  are  not  at  liberty  to  poftpone ;  and  tne  difcharge  of 
ir.ilitary  pay,  which  cannot  be  intcriiupred  without  danger  to  the  State. 

To  avert  the  confequenccs  of  an  evil  big  witli  fuch  eminent  danger,  is  an  objeft  that 
merits  the  moil  feriousas  well  as  the  mod  unwearied  attention  of  this  Government : 
and  it  is  a  niatc.r  of  very  great  mortification  to  me,  that  feeing  the  progrcfs  of  this 
calamity,  and  anticipating  as  I  do  its  peftiferous  effcfls,  I  am  compfHed  to  acknow- 
ledge, that  the  means  of  arrefting  its  courfe  is  extremely  difficult. 

Tiie  prohibitory  orders  hitherto  pubiiflied  have  all  failed  of  their  objecl,  becaufc 
the  evafion  of  them  is  eafy  to  Europeans,  through  the  agency  of  thcTrnacive  fervants, 
?.nd  becaufe  the  enonnous  profits,  which  arilc  from  thofe  ufurious  loans,  hold  our  an 
irrcfiftible  temptation  to-  adventurers.  To  prohibit  the  intercourfe  of  Europeans  at 
the  Durbar  is  incffcftual  ; — other  channels  of  communicauon  are  open;  and  the  fu- 
perintcndant  of  an  ufurious  loan  at  Fabmcotah,  conveys  h's  demands  to  the  ears  of  the 
Nabob  with  no  lefs  certainty  than  lie  who  lives  in  the  precinfts  of  Chepauk  :  as  long 
therefore  as  his  Highnefs  fhall  be  fo  regardlefs  of  his  true  interefts,  as  to  deliver  up  his 
provinces  and  his  people  to  public  depiedation,  io  long  will  there  be  found  men  who, 
in  the  purfjit  of  exLiava^ar.f  advantages,  wiilov'T-  i  the  bounds  of  difcretion  and 
of  m.oral  obligation. 

So  defperate  a  malady  requires  a  remedy  that  iiiiiil  reach  its  fource;  and  I  have  no 
hefication  in  flating  my  opinion,  that  there  is  no  mode  of  eradicating  the  difeafe  but 
by  removing  the  original  caufe,  and  placing  thofe  Diftrids  which  are  pledged  for  the 
fecurity  of  his  Kills  beyo.nd  the  reach  of  his  Highnefs 's  m.an'agemc  nt.     The  difpofir      JUaJ^W*^ 
tion  which  his  Highnefs  has  already  evinced  to  I'uppofe  fuch  an   arrangement,  leaves       *^^r 
i  -c  in  no  doubt  of  the  real  caufe.     Ic  is  not  poffible  to  calculate  the  extent  and  va- 
riety of  intereUs  which  are  involved  in  this  one  purfuit ;  and  though  they  are  fubdi- 
vidcd   in   every  direction  of  the  Carnatic,  yet  at  the  call  of  danger  they  all  rally 
round  a  common  center.     The  great  houfes  of  bufinefs,  who  are  the  principal  money 
lenders  at  the  Durbar,  borrow  from  individuals,  wh'  h  not  abfolutely'engaged 

ih  the  loan  irft'ir,  are  partaj<ers  of  the  fpccuhtion  :;:   .  ...  ..;ce  degree,  and  feel  with 

tio  iefb  ftr.fibiiiiy  than  their  principals  the  approach  ofil^nger  :  fimilarity  of  intercit 
inaki's  it  id  common  caufe ;  and  the  great  body  which  is  condenfed  upon 

this  principle,  is  uniformly  exerted  to fjpport  hii;  ..   , .  .,=eNabobin  an  inflexible 

rcfilranceagainft  a  melioration  of  fi'ftem,  and  to  oppoie  a  reformation  wliich  Icon- 
:.  Jer  eficntial  to  the  national  v/elfarr". 

In  the  propofition  which  1    have  ;......j  to  his  Higiinefs  the  Nabob,  I  am  aware 

tl^at  I  have  offered  great  conceflions  on  the  part  of  the  Company  4  but;  with  the  im- 
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IV.      prcfiion  cr  the  evils  I  hcve  ftated  ftrongl"  on  my  minJ,  I  could  not  but  confider  the 

— •    oh)C(fl  I    had   in  view  above  every  idea  of  a  pecuniary  nature,  even  if  the  fyftem  of 

the  Nabob's  Government  was  not  in  iclelf  calculated  completely  to  annihilate  every 
Iburce  of  Revenue.

EXTRACT  of  Fort  St.  George  Military  and  Political  Confultations,  the 

24th  November  1795- 

Prefident's  Minute  in  Council,  24th  November  1795. 

ENTRUSTED  with  ihe  Government  of  the  Company's  aff-iirs  upon  the  Coafl:, 
it  is  my  duty  not  merely  to  look  to  that  temporary  prcfperity  which  an  increafe  in 
their  Revenues,  and  the  manifeft  improvement  of  their  commercial  concerns  is  cal- 
culated to  afford  ;  but,  confidering  their  permanent  interefts  as  the  fubftantial  objeft 
of  every  adminiftration,  to  point  out  all  defeats  in  their  fyftem,  and  more  particu- 
larly if  they  are  of  a  nature  tending  to  undermine  their  refources,  and  contribute,  in 
an  alarming  degree,  to  the  infecurity  of  their  pofTeffions. 

Under  this  convidion  the  Minute,  to  which  the  opinions  I  am  now  offering  nrviy 
be  deemed  fupplementary,  has  been  fubmitted. 

The  Treaty  of  1792,  entered  into  by  Lord  Cornwallis  on  x!\\^  part  of  the  Company, 
and  the  Nabob  VValajah,  appears  to  have  embraced  ihri.e  objefts  ;  viz.  thedifchargb 
of  the  Nabob's  private  confolidated  debts  •,  provifion  for  a  military  eftablilhment 
in  time  of  peace  ;  and  an  arrangement  to  fupply  refources  for  a  period  of  hof- 
tility. 

The  Company  binding  themfelves  for  a  ftipulatedfum  (nine  lacks  of  pagodas)  to 
furnifli  a  fufficient  military  force  for  the  defence  of 'he  Carnatic,  and  the  Nabob 
engaging  to  pay  a  certain  fubfidy  under  a  guarantee  of  lan<ied  fecurity,  whereby  a 
proportion  of  the  Revenues  of  the  Carnatic  were  mortgaged  for  the  execution  of  the 
prcvifions  of  the  Treaty  ;  and  therefore,  fo  long  as  i\\>i  Company  fulfil  the  conditions 
on  their  par.t,  they  have  acquired  an  intereli,  and  eventually  a  right  or  interference, 
to  prevent  the  declenfion  of  thufe  Revenues  to  the  extent  of  their  being  rendered  ina- 
dequaic  to  the  fecurity  for  which  they  have  been  pledged. 

As  they  can  have  no  claim,  and  notvvithftandir  g  the  increafe  of  their  military  ex- 
pcnres,  have  made  none,  under  any  circumllances,  for  calling  upon  the  Nabob  to 
augment  his  ftipulatcd  payments  ;  fo,  on  the  other  hand,  under  a  liberal  and  equal 
conftruftion  of  the  Treaty,  they  would  bejuftified  iri  interpofing  their  authority  to 
guard  againft  a  pofuive  deficiency  in  the  appropriated  refources. 

Was  the  fecurity  in  bullion  or  moveables  of  any  kind,  an  attempt  to  tranfport  \t 
out  of  the  reach  of  the  Company,  even  duriiig  a  period  that  no  defalcation  had 
arifen  in  the  payment  of  the  Kills,  would  probably  be  refifted,  if  ncccirary  by  force. 
The  difference  in  the  cafe  now  under  diicuffion  is,  that  whatever  diminution  (and  it 
is  confiderable)  in  value,  the  fecurity  is  gradually  though  rapidly  fuilaining,  caf- 
ries  al';ng  with  it  the  deftrudion  of  the  human  race,  and  the  dcfolation  of  the 
Counrry. 

The  Treaty  is  formed  upon  a  well-founded  prefumption,  that  the  Diflrids  fpecified 
therein  are  capable,  either  in  the  hands  of  the  Company  or  of  the  Nabob,  of  pro- 
•ducing  Revenues  competent  to  the  purpofes  for  which  they  are  given  as  fecurity  : 
but  that  fecurity  becomes  nugatory,  if  the  exceffive  deterioration  of  it  fhall  not  be 
deemed  a  virtual  violation  of  the  Treaty,  and  warrant  the  adoption  of  mcafures 
with  a  view  to  avert  the  injurious  tffefts  of  fuch  deterioration. 

If  we  look  back  to  the  origin  of  the  Treaty  of  1792,  we  (hall  find  that  it  arofe 
from  the  reprefentations  of  the  Nabjb  Walajab,  that,  without  impofing  burthens 
upon  his  people  which  they  were  not  able  to  bear,  he  could  not  make  the  payaient* 
J.0  the  Company  ftipulaced  for  in  the  Treaty    of   17 S7  ;    but  he    had  no  fooner 

prevailed

prevailed  upon    the  Government  to  acquiefce  in  a  redudlion  of  thoft;  payments,        IV. 
which  he   effccfted    by  the  Treaty  of  1792,    than,    by  the    manner    in  which  he    - 1 
carried  the  provifions  of  it  into  execution,    he  increafed  the  mifcries  of  his  peo- 
ple tenfold,    and    defeated   every  humane  and  falutary  objed  it  was  intended  to 
attain. 

Should'the  principle  I  have  laid  down  be  deemed  infufficient  to  warrant  a  revifion 
of  the  Treaty,  the  open  and  notorious  violation  of  it  on  the  part  of  the  Nabob,  by        ___^ 
granting,  without   the   authority  of  Governmenr,  Juijcas  or  Afiignments  upon  the  / 

mortgaged  Diftrifts,  contrary  to  an  exprefs  articlcfof  it,  would  indifputably  juftify 
fiich  meafures  as  might  be  thought  advifeable  for  the  fecurity  of  the  Company;  and, 
in  my  opinion,  calls  upon  the  Court  of  Direftors  ro  i(Tue  fuch  orders  as  may  be  bcit 
calculated  to  sruard  the  intereiis  of  their  conTdtuents  from  fo  aiarmin^  and  cxtenfive 
an  evil. 

Under  fuch  an  imprefilon  I  have  ventured  to  make  a  propofition  to  the  Nabob, 
cfi'ering  great,  but,  in  my  mind,  neceflary  facrifices  on  the  part  of  the  Company,  for 
theaccomplillim.ent  of  an  obje6l  connefting  their  fubflantial  intcrefts  with  the  wtlfare 
of  the  people  of  the  Carratic. 

To  thofe  who  may  think  the  fitcrifice  too  great  I  would  obfcrve,  that  the  realiza- 
tion of  the  fums  propofed  to  be  relinquifhcd  ([)robably  above  thirty  lacks  of  pa- 
godas) under  the  prefent  fyftem,  is  a  phantom  that  may  be  held  up  to  their  view, 
but  muft  for  ever  difappoinr  their  expectations. 

The  advantages  to  the  Nabob,  as  well  as  to  the  Company,  in  the  plan  I  have 
jTuggefted,  are  extremely  obvious :  during  the  period  of  hoftilicy,  an  increafe  of 
Revenue  arifing  from  an  improved  management,  would  be  an  clTential  refource  to 
Government,  in  which  his  Highnefs  would  participate,  from  the  receipt  of  a  piopr>r- 
tional  addition  to  his  fifth  of  the  whole  produce  whilft  in  peace,  the  benefit  would  be 
exclufivcly  his. 

Under  exift'r.g  circumftances,  the  Company  fuftain  no  lofs  except  in  cxtinflion  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  Carnatic  -,  but  in  the  arduous  feafon  of  war  they  mull  experience 
the  moft  fatal  defalcations. 

It  has  been  with  the  dcepefl:  regret  that  I  have  found  the  Nabob  unmoved  by  my 
entreaties  and  remonftrances  upon  this  fubjeft ;  not  that  he  has  been  infenfible  to  the 
jufliceand  expediency  of  what  I  have  propofed,  but,  as  he  has  candidly  confefled  at 
feveral  interviews  with  me,  that  he  has  not  the  refolution  to  comply; — inr'orming 
me,  that  his  native  Minifters  and  European  advifers  fo  perplexed,  plagued,  and  inti- 
midated him,  that  he  could  not  venture  upon  the  m.eafure,  notv/itliftaading  his  con- 
viction that  he  ought  to  do  fo. 

In  my  Minute  of  the  24th  ultimo  I  went  into  a  full  explanation  of  the  mifchiefs 
refulting  from  the  pernicious  praftice  of  ufurious  loans  :  1  traced  the  iniquitous  fyfcem 
through  all  its  intricacies,  and  expofed  a  detail  oi  opprefTion  and  rapine  not  iefs 
ofFeijfive  tohumanity  than  dtftruftive  of  public  property,  and  ruinous  to  thepcrma- 
nent  interefts  of  the  Carnatic. 

The  operation,  however,  of  this  fyftem  is  not  confined  to  the  fubieCls  of  his 
Highnefs;  it  takes  a  wide  range,  and  affeds  in  a  fcnfible  degree  the  public  credit  of 
the  Company;  for  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  fpecie  in  circulation  being  applied 
to  the  ufcs  of  the  Nabob  at  an  exorbitant  inteiefl:,  Government  are  forced  into  the 
meafure  of  depreciating  their  own  paper,  in  order  to  raife  funds  adequate  to  the  exi-  - 
.gencies  of  the  State. 

1  he  perfons  concerned  v/ith  the  Durbar,  from  the  immenfe  profit  they  reap,  are 
well  able  to  afibrd  to  raife  money  at  12  per  cent,  the  legal  intereft  of  the  Country, 
and  to  ledge  ample  fecurity  for  the  debt ;  and  hence  it  is  that  the  Company  are  driveri 
to  the  neceffity  of  increafing  the  rate  of  intereft  upon  their  ov/n  paper,  in  order  to  kip- 
ply  their  immediate  wants. 

The  efFefts  of  thefe  ufurious  loans  upon  the  commercial   interefls  of  the  Country, 
as  well  as  every  national  improvement  which  would  require  a  capital,  are  mcft  la- 
mentable :  no  trade  can-  ft  md  a  competition  with  fuch  exorbitant  profits  ;  and  when 
the  pradice  which  lo  generally  prevails  with  the  Eaftcrn   Princes,  of  hoarding  up 
176.  every 
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IV .      every  pagoda  thev  can  lay  hold  of,  is  flipesadded  to  the  various  corroding  evils  that 

have  been  ftated,  it  would  lepm  that  fuch  a  complicated  fyftenn  of  ruin  and  devafta- 

tion  was  without  a  precedent  in  the  anna's  of  the  world. 

Had  the  Treaty  of  179c  bteen  adhered  to  with  that  good  fafth  which  the 
Britifli  nation  had  a  right  to  expeft  from  his  Flighnefs  the  Nabob,  the  Country 
would  have  found  in  it'  a  fource  of  increafing  profperity ;  (ince,  b"  its  wife  pro- 
vifions,  a  confiderable  {)ortidn  of  the  Carnatic  was  exonerated  from  thofc?  private 
AiTlgnments  which  have  ever  been  productive  of  fuch  oppreflion  and  diftrefs  to  the 
inhabitants.  • 

To  the  violation  therefore  of  th-"  Treaty  may  be  attributed  thofe  evils  which  have 
been  fo  fully  fet  forth,  and  which  loudly  demand  inftant  eradication. 

The  fituation  of  theTanjore  Country,  from  precifely  the  fame  caufes,  is  flili  more 
defperate.  It  has  recently  been  developed  with  an  accuracy  not  to  be  queftioned ;  by 
which  it  appears,  that  notvvifhftanding  the  Conipany  confented,  with  a  view  to  the 
Rajah's  accommodation,  to  remit,  .for  the  term  "of  three  years,  more  than  one-fiuh  of 
his  annual  payments,  his  Excellency  is  at  this  moment  embarrafied  with  a  debt  of 
at  lead  twelve  lacks  of  pagodas;  and  when  we  con  fider  there  is  an  intereft  chargeable 
upon  it  of  two  and  thrre  p-r  ^e^^  per  rnenfem,  and  that  the  whole  Country  is  mort- 
gaged for  the  pa;,-  the  means  by  which  the  Rajah  will  be  enabled  to 
fulfil  his  engagcmtrr.is  :u.i:;:c  '^c.r.:.-any  v^ithout  ruin  to  his  people  ? 

Were  I  to  attempt  to  defcribe  the  prefent  ftate  of  the  Tanjore  Country,  it  would  be 
little  mere  than  a  repetition  of  what  I  have  faid  refpefting  the  Carnatic,  fince  the 
fame  fyilem  prevails  throughout;  but,  ifpofllb'e,  has  been  productive  of  a  quicker 
progrefs  to  decay  "nd  imnoveriniment  in  the  Rajah's  dominions. 

I  have  it  there;  nplation  to  authorize  MivM^dsildjo  propofe  to  the 

Rajah,  to  afllgn  ovtr  to  th;  ^„ompany  the  Difcricts  mortgaged  for  his  ftipulated  pay- 
ments, upon  a  footing  Hrnilar  to  that,  as  far  as  circumftances  will  permit,  which  T 
have  fuggefted  in  the  arrangement  relative  to  the  Carnatic. 

I  muft  candidly  acknowledge,  that  I  am  not  fufficiently  {^tnguine  to  expeft 
that  the  influence  which  has  operated  to  prevent  the  Nabob's  concurrence,  will 
not  have  equal  effect  with  the  Rajah  ;  as  precifely  the  fame  arguments  and  the 
fame  urgency  apply  to  the  one  caic  as  the  other.  I  truft  an  earlv  rem.'dy  for 
both  will  be  provided  by  the  Court  of  Diieflors,  and  before  the  Countries  are 
irretrievably  ruined. 

Theafls  of  the  legifl.;ture  with  rcfpedl  to  ufurious  barg:iir.s  ; — the  reiterated  or- 
ders of  the  Cop.ip:'.ny  on  the  fubje%  and  the  iniquity  of  fuch  tranlaftions  abftractedly 
confidercd,  have  had  fo  little  efflct,  that  I  fcarCcly  know  what  to  fugged:  as  a  means 
of  future  prevention.  Poffibly  it  mighr  be  attended  with  good  ctMifc-quences,  if  the 
Court  of  D.refbors  were  to  order  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Fort  St.  George  ta 
take'anoath,  th:.t  in  every  cafe  whert,  according 'to  his  orrhcrr  belief,  there  (hall  be 
reafon  to  fuppofc  thatany  fcrvantofthe  Company,  or  perfon  living  under  the  Com- 
pany's proteftion,  fiiall,  fubftquently  to  die  publication  of  the  orders  in  qucftionj 
have  been  concerned,  direflly  or  indireftly,  in  any  loan  or  other  money  tranfaftion 
with  any  of  the  native  powos,  unl  fs  with  the  knowledge  and  exprefs  permifiion  of 
Government,  fuch  fcrvant  of  t!'.e  Company,  or  pfrfoa  living  under  the  Company's 
protection,  fhall  be  called  before  the  Council  Board,  and  examined  upon  oath 
touching  fuch  fuppof-d  loan  or  money  tranfactio:! :  and  in  the  event  of  fuch  fervant 
of  the  Comp;'.ny,  or  other  pi'rfon  living  under  the  Company's  protedion,  refufing  to 
anfv/er  to  fucii  qucitions  as  may  be  put  to  hiin,  or  not  anfweriiig  fatisfadtorily,  fo  v.s 
to  exculpate  hirnfclf  from  all  concern,  direftly  or  indir.diy,  in  fuch  loan  or  money 
tranfaftion,  he  Ihall  be  fent  to  Europe  by  the  firft  opportunity,  for  having  b.-en  guilty 
of  a  dif;)bedience  of  the  orders  of  the  Company,  and  punilhed  accoidingly.  And 
.widi  a  viewmore  eifeCluaily  to  check  this  mifchief,  I  v/ould  recommend  that  a  pro- 
clamation ihould  be  iillu-d  inviting  to  the  difcovery  of  tiiefe  nefarious  tranla-^Uon-, 
and  cfftring  a  reward, to  any  one  that  fliould  bring  forward  fubftantial  proof  tba:  fuch 
prohibited  loans  had  been  negotiated. 

The 
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The  pains,  the  trouble,  the  anxiety,  and,  above  all,  tlie  prefTure  upon  my  perfonal       IV. 

feelings,  arifir.g  from  the  inveftigation  and  expofureof  this  fubjeft  in  its  true  colours,    

muft  be  a  tift  to  the  Court  of  Direftors  how  important  I  confider  it  to  their  interefl', 
as  well  as  to  the  welfare  of  Bricil}i  India. 

I  am  awa-e  of  the  numerous  enemies  who  will  ftart  up  againft  me  for  the  part  I 
have  taken  ;  but  I  have  a  fiiield  in  the  confcioufnefs  of  an  honell:  execution  of  my  duty 
which  blunts  their  arrows,  and  which  will  ultimately  render  all  their  efforts  impotent 
and  unavailable. 

I  have  forborne  to  bring  forward  the  names  of  individuals,  not  becaufc  I  am  not 
able  to  do  (o,  but  becaufc  the  fubjectis  above  pcrfonal  confiderations.

Laiichlane  Macleme  upon  Sir  John  Macpherfon,  who  had  then  left  India  ;  which 
Bills,  as  Sir  John  was  not  indebted  to  Colonel  Maclcane,  were  accepted  by  Sir 
Charles  Oakeley,  as  Sir  John  Macphcrfon's  attorney,  at  the  earneft  reaueft  of  the 
late  Nabob,  who  promiled  to  pay  them  when  due  ;  but  having  neglcdled  to  do  lo.

Board,  contained  in  your  Military  Secretary's  Letter  to  me,  that  I  received  the     n°  io( 
18th  ultimo,  enclofing  my  I-etter  to  his  Highnefs  the    Nabob  back  to  me,  as 
follows,  direfted  to  Mr.  Charles  Darke,  at  the  Red  Hills. 

Sir,  Military  Department. 

I  am  direfled  by  the  Honourable  Prefident  in  Council  to  acknowledge  the  receipt 
of  your  Letter,  dated  the  15th  inftant :  and  to  inform  you,  that,  as  the  Board  are  of 
opinion  you  have  abufed  the  indulgence  they  were  difpofed  to  grant  you  of  a  written 
application  to  the  Nabob  refpecting  your  firuation,  by  indecent  animadverfions  on 
the  conduft  of  the  Durbar,  they  do  not  think  proper  to  comply  with  your  requeft 
of  tranfmitcing  it  to  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob.  The  Letter  is  therefore  returned 
to  you.

The  diflrefies  that  I  have  fo  long  and  do  at  this  time  fo  cruelly  labour  under. 
Honourable  Sir,  through  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob  and  his  family,  muft  and  will 
jiirtify  my  Letter.  As  I  am  fo  unfortunate,  and  fo  greatly  concerned  in  the 
mifdoings  and  ir.juftice  that  has  kept  me  fo  many  years  out  of  my  property,  to  the 
great  injury  of  my  numerous  creditors,  as  well  as  to  myfrlf;  as  from  all  the 
humble  and  deplorable  reprefentations  of  my  very  unequalled  diflrefs  and  fuppli- 
rations  for  relief,  through  your  Honourable  Government,  from  his  Highnt-fs  the 
Nabob,  for  the  payment  of  the  fmallcO:  part  of  what  is  due  to  me,  even  co  provide 
the  neceifaries  of  life  for  my  family,  until  the  pleafure  of  the  Honourable  the 
Court  of  Direftors.is  known  refpeding  m.y  cruel  cafe.  And  to  this  time  I  have  nor 
.received  the  fm.dlcft  relief.

" —    very  materially  concerns  the   Honourable   Eaft  India  Company  and  the  Enirlifli 

Nation;  and  as  I  refide  under  the  proteftion  of  the  Honourable  Company  as  an 
indentured  free  merchant,  I  humbly  conceive  that  I  have  done  no  more  than  my 
duty  to  the  Honourable  Company,  and  to  th?  Engiifh  Nation  as  a  Britifh  fubjedl, 
by  the  informations  contained  in  my  Letter  to  hisHighnefs  the  Nabob,  dated  ihe 
i_5th  June,  fubmitted  to  the  infpeftion  of  your  Honourable  Board,  and  alfo  by  any 
further  information  I  may  give  for  the  interefi:  of  the  Honourable  Company  :  r.nd 
that  my  duty  to  my  creditors  and  to  my  family,  anci  juftice  to  myfelf,  bound  me  to 
fubmit  the  fafts  therein  ftated  to  the  Nabob,  of  my  legal  and  jiiil  claims,  together 
-with  the  information  from  the  infpeclion  and  notice  of  your  Honour  in  Council,  as 
guardians  of  the  Honourable  Company's  interefi,  and  proteftors  of  the  Britilh 
fubieds,  and  their  property,  refiding  under  your  Honourable  Prefidency. 

I  cannot,  to  m.y  great  forrow,  and  prefent  great  diftrefs,  acknowledge  any 
indulgence  from  your  Honourable  Board.  I  have  moft  humbly  rcqurftcd  per- 
milTion  for  my  pcrfonal  application  to  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob  and  family  on  my 
own  bufinefs-  That  being  refufed  me,  I  have  implored  the  payment  of  a  part  of 
one  year's  intereft  on  the  money  fo  many  years  due  to  me  from  the  Nabob  and  his 
family,  through  your  Honourable  Government  being  ftridtly  forbid  all  odier  mode 
of  application,  to  enable  me  even  to  pay  the  debts  I  have  for  a  long  time  pad 
unavoidably  contrafted  for  neceflaries,  and  the  arrears  due  to  my  old  fervants,  and 
to  enable  me  to  fupporc  my  family,  as  in  my  many  M  raorials  to  your 
-  Honourable  Board.  This  reafonable  requeil  not  being  granted  mc,  I  have  in  vain 
mod  humbly  implored,  as  though  I  v;as  afking  charity  inltead  of  fo  fmall  a  part  of 
iny  own,  for  a  monthly  fum  to  be  paid  to  me,  even  fuffieient  to  provide  the 
neceflaries  of  life,  until  the  pleafure  of  the  Honourable  Court  of  Dircftors  vvas 
known  refpefting  my  cruel  bufinefs. 

His  Highnefs  the  Nabob,  in  his  Card  to  the  late  Honourable  Governor,  was 
pieafed  to  fay,  that  my  diftrefled  fituation  has  given  pain  to  his  Highnefs,  and  that 
he  is  willing  to  f^ew  me  fuch  favour  as  he  fliall  think  proper. 

I  have  moft  humbly  implored  your  Honour  in  Council  to  name  what  you  might 
deem  proper,  as  that  Card  was  addrcficd  to  Sir  Archibald  Campbell,  was  entered 
upon  the  Minutes  of  the  laft  Confultation  that  he  prefided  at  ;  and  to  all  my 
hum.blc  folicitations,  I  received  an  ofiicial  refufal  by  your  Military  Secretary, 
dated  the  a4th  March  lall,  faying,  the  Governor  and  Council  do  not  intend  to  make 
any  further  application  to  the  Nabob  on  the  fubjedt  of  my  Letters. 

I  was  then  forced  by  the  utmoft  diftrefs,  not  having  the  means  to  provide  the 
common  neceflaries  of  life,  humbly  tc  pray  your  Honour  in  Council  to  alter  your 
intention,  and  to  name  what  you  might  think  proper,  or  leave  to  addrefs  the 
Nabob  by  Letter.  Your  Honour  in  Council  was  pieafed  to  g.ant  me  permifuon, 
provided  fuch  Letters  were  fent  open,  to  be  tranfmitted  through  the  channel  of  your 
Honourable  Government.  In  obedience  to  your  orders  I  encloled  my  Letter  to  your 
Honour  in  Council,  and  my  Letter  is  returned  to  me. 

This  my  cafe.  Honourable  Sir,  is  lb  very  hard,  becaufe  feveral  European 
Gentlemen  have  forfomie  time  paft  conflantly  attended  the  Nabob's  Durbar,  making 
rev/  ;.nd  very  large  loans  to  the  Nabob,  and  including  old  bufmefs  therein,  upon 
Aflignments  of  his  Highnels's  Country  for  fccurity,  at  a  very  exorbitant  intcieft, 
much  greater  than  any  I  ever  knew  or  hcaid  of  before  j  and  this  is  publicly 
known  to  the  Settlement. 

And  I  have  riot  been  allowed  by  Government  to  afk  even  for  the  fupport  of  my 
family,  althougli  I  have  no  other  means  to  do  ib.  As  I  am  not  in  any  (ervice,  (o 
I  iiave  no  falarv;  and  I  have  been  diftrcflcd  fince  the  year  1777,  by  greatly  more 
than  my  own  fortune  being  in  the  hands  of  the  Nabob  and  his  family,  and  thereby 
my  credit  totally  d>fboycd,  and  deprived  of  all  manner  of  means  and  dealings  as  a 
merchant;  all  which  1  do  now  moft  Iblemnly  proteft  againft  ;  and  all  lolTes  and 
dangerous  confequences  that  may  happen  and  befal  myfelf  and  family,  as  we  are 
in  ilie  dread  even  of  being  ftarved  to  death,  from  being  thus  illegally  kept  from 
riiy  property,  and  from  ever  afliing  it. 

I  have 
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I  have  now  moft  humbly  to  requcO:,  Honourable  Sir,,  that  you  will  be  pleifed  to  VI. 
order  iry  Letter  to  his  Highnefs  the  Nabpb  to  br-  entered  upon  the  Records  of  the  ■ 
Flonourablr  Company,  and  that  it  may  with  this  Letter  go  numbers  in  your  next 
packet  to  the  Honourable  the  Court  of  Direflors,  and  your  Military  Secretary's 
Letter  to  me,  dated  the-a4th  Mnrch  iaft,  and  my  Letters  to  your  Honour  in 
Council,  dated  the  24th  of  April  and  4th  June,  with  ygur  Military  Secretary's 
Letter  to  me  the  6th  June,  and  my  Letter  to  your  Honour  in  Council  dated  the 
15th  Junc-j  all  which  I  have  now  the  honour  to  enclofe  copies  of  for  that  purpofe. 
As  I  am  firmly  of  opinion  that  my  information  at  this  juncture  is  matter  of  much 
fi-.omeiit  to  the  Honourable  Company,  as  his  Kighnefs  the  Nabob,  by  the  lafl: 
Dilparches  to  London,  has  made  all  the  interetl  in  his  power  to  get  himfelf  freed  as 
much  as  pofllble  from  the  immcnfe  expences  of  the  late  war  with  Hyder  Ally ; 
alledging  and  protefting  that  the  war  v/as  not  brought  on  by  any  means  of  his  ;  and 
my  information  proves  that  the  war  was  caufed  by  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob  Wallajah.

TOconfider  the  very  great  ciiftrefsof  meanJ  my  family,  being  abfolutely  in  want 
of  the  common  neceflaries  of  life  ;  which  has  been  made  known  to  your  Highnefs  a 
long  time  paft  by  the  Honourable  the  Govenm^ent  of  Madras,  from  my  public  repre- 
iisntations  to  them  of  my  cruel  fuuation,  owing  to  the  large  fums  ofnioney  fo  long 
due  to  me  en  Bctids  from  your  Highnefs  and  your  Highnefs's  family. 

And  that  your  Highnefs  will  be  pleaf^d  to  confider  how  many  years  I  faithfully, 
diligently,  and  honourably  ferved  your  Highnefs  and  your  family  as  your  onlv  Eu- 
ropean mcrchanr,  by  yoi:r  Highnefs's  exprcfs  order;  and  that  the  great  diftrcfs  that 
mvfelf  and  family  now  fuffer,  and  have  long  fuffered  for  many  years  paft,  are 
entirely  owing  thereto,  and  caufcd  by  your  Highnefs  and  famiily,  from  the  large 
fums  of  money  fo  long  due  to  me. 

And  particularly  that  your  Highnefs  will  be  pleafed  to  remember,  that  I  never 
did  in  any  way  whatever  interfere  or  meddle  at  your  Highnefs's  Durbar  in  politics, 
or  do  any  thijig  out  of  my  line  and  profeffion  as  your  Highnefs's  and  family's 
sr.erchmtj  and  that  I  never  did  diredtly  or  indireftly  afli  for  or  receive  more  than 
the  legal,  intereft  of  1 2  per  cent,  per  annum  for  money  lent  and  for  goods  fold  to 
your  Highnefs  and  to  your  family. 

in  the  year  1773  I  was  fent  for  by  his  Highnefs  Ameer  ul  Omrah  B.ihauder,  and 
introduced  by  him  to  your  Highnefs,  and  to  his  HighnefsOmdut  ul  Omrah  Eah:.uJer, 
Sum  Siinri  Dowla  Kyroodeen  Cawn  Bahauder;  and  1  was  requeiled  to  be  the  merchant 
to  fupply  your  Highnefs  and  family,  and  to  attend  the  Durbar  daily.  The  honour 
and  profpedt  was  very  flattering;  and  I  was  careflcd  and  conflantly  fent  for  by  your 
Highnefs  and  family,  and  loaded  wiih  great  promifes  of  fricndfliip  and  fervices,  and 
almoft  daily  honoured  with  a  vifit  from  one  or  other  of  your  Highnefs's  fons. 
From  this  time  I  conftantly  daily  attended,  morning  and  afternoon,  your  Hiah- 
ncfs's  Durbar,  and  your  fon's  feparately;  and  if  I  once  omitted  attendance,  I  had 
iTieflenger  afrer  meficnger  to  call  me.  Thus  have  I  been  ruined;  and  I  continued 
my  rcfpectful  attendance  until  June  1786,  when  Mr.  Binney,  your  Highnefs's 
Secretary,  went  with  a  meffage  from  your  Higljnefs  to  Governor  Sir  Archibald 
Campbell,  to  requeft  of  him  as  Governor  to  ftop  me  from  going  any  more  to  your 

17O,  Highnefs's 
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VJ.       Highnefs's  Durbar;  and  Colonel  Rofs,  in  confequence  of  the  meflfage,  came  to  me 

-^ from  Sir  Archibald  Campbell,  .to  tell  me,  that  by  defire  of  your  Highnefs,  the 

Governor  requcfied  I  would  not  go  any  more  to  your  Durbar.  After  the  year  1777, 
on  account  of  my  unfortunaie  concerns  with  your  Highnefs's  Circar  and  your 
family,  I  was  ruined  as  a  merchant,  not  being  able  to  purchafe  one  Europe  or 
.Chiiia  inveftrnent,  to  f^ipply  your  Highnefs  and  family  with  the  goods  you  wanted; 
as  before  this  time  I  purciialld  nearly  all  the  cargoes  that  came  to  Madras,  to  the 
amount  of  many  lacks  of  pagodas  a  year;  but  the  large  fums  kept  from  me,  due 
by  your  Highnefs  and  family,  dcfiroycd  my  credit;  and  from  that  time  I  found  my 
reception  daily  grow  cooler,  and  I  was  no  longer  fo  carcfied  ;  but  ftill  I  perfevered 
in  my  refpeftfui  attendance  to  your  Highnefs  and  all  your  family,  in  the  hope  that 
juftice  would  at  length  be  dooe  me,  at  leail  fo  far  as  the  payment  of  the  money  due 
to  me,  though  nothing  could  make  me  amends  for  what  1  fuffered  by  being  ruined 
as  a  merchant;  fince  that  period  my  lofs  has  been  great  indeed.  And  my  loC; 
then,  by  the  fale  of  a  large  and  valuable  Itock  of  goods  that  was  fold  by  my  creditors, 
was  feventy-nine  thoufand  pagodas,  which  all  my  late  truftees  and  creditors  know; 
and  that  it  was  owing  to  the  want  of  my  money,  that  your  Highnefs  and  family 
owed  me,  which  made  me  unable  to  pay  my  creditors ;  and  the  fums  of  money  that 
law  fuits  coft  me  thereby  have  been  very  great ;  but  alfo  from  all  my  refpeftfui 
perfeverance  in  attendance  and  humble  folicitations,  I  have  not,  fince  the  beginning 
of  the  year  1777,  received  one  fingle  pagoda  from  your  Highnefs  and  family  (fave 
only  one  hundred  and  fifty  rupees  fent  me  by  his  Highnefs  Omdut  ul  Omrah  the 
12th  March  iafl:)  ;  and  to  prevent  my  further  humble  and  refpedfui  folicitations  for 
my  juft  right,  Iv/as  thus  prevented,  by  your  Highnefs's  meJTage  to  the  Honourable 
the  Governor  in  June  1786,  io  contrary  to  what  yonr  Highnefs  exprefi'ed  to  me  in 
the  year  1775.  In  Mr.  Wynch's  Govcrnmenc,  when  all  Europeans  foralhort  time 
were  forbid  to  go  to  your  Highnefs's  Durbar  by  the  Governor,  when  I  wrote  to 
him,  praying  leaife  to  attend  your  Highnefs  and  famdy  on  my  own  bufinefs  as  your 
merchant,  the  Governor  gave  me  leave  in  writing  to  do  fo,  faying,  the  prohibition 
was  not  meant  to  me,  as  he  knew  that  I  never  interfered  in  politics  at  your 
Durbar.  When  I  waited  upon  your  Highnefs,  you  complained  to  me  greatly  that 
you  was  very  ill  ufed  by  the  Governor,  by  his  preventing  your  friends  from  coming 
to  you,  which  made  you  prifoner  in  your  own  palace  ;  and  your  Highnefs  was 
pleafed  to  fay  that  you  would  complain  to  the  King  of  England  of  it.  The 
prohibition  was  meant  to  prevent  the  fecret  confultations  of  Government  being 
carried  to  your  Highnefs's  Durbar;  but  the  prohibition  did  not  do  (o  ;  for  one  of 
the  members  of  Government  met  his  Highnefs  Ameer  ul  Omrah  in  the  roads  on 
Choultry  Plain,  as  ibon  as  the  confultations  vi^ere  over,  who  went  into  his  Highnefs's 
carriage,  and  told  hirn  all  that  was  done  in  confultation  as  long  as  the  prohibition 
Lifted,  which  was  a  very  fliort  rime ;  and  I  have  frequently  heard  his  Highnefs 
mention  what  was  done  by  the  Governor  and  Seledl  Committee  on  the  day:  and 
your  Highnefs,  for  this  fervice,  gave  the  member  of  Government  your  Bond  for 
pagodas  twenty-nine  thoufand  fix  hundred,  which  he  immediately  fold  for  25 
per  cent,  difcount,  payable  in  England  ;  and  Sir  George  Pocock,  K.  B.  paid  the 
money  for  a  gentleman  then  here  ;  and  I  believe  that  Sir  George  to  this  hour  is  not 
repaid  the  money  :  and  the  Gentleman  that  held  the  Bond  received  from  your 
Highnefs  a  premium  of  50  per  cent.,  .iddcd  to  the  principal  and  intereft  of  the 
Bond,  to  confolidate  it. 

At  the  fame  time  that  I  attended  your  Highnefs's  Durbar  on  my  own  bufinefs  for 
thirteen  ypars,  although  I  did  not  meddle  or  interfere  in  the  politics  of  it,  your 
Highnefs  kfiovvs,  and  all  your  Durbar  know,  that  I  knew  them  all;  and  of  the  im- 
inenfe  bribes  that  were  made  in  them,  and  of  tlie  ruinous  loans  to  raife  money  to  pay 
them  thiu  were  made  in  ready  money;  and  that  the  new  Confolidated  Debt,  amount- 
ing to  fifty-four  lacks  ninety-eight  thoufand  and  five  hundred  pagodas,  chiefly  arofe 
thereby,  and  bribes  made  in  Bonds  :  for,  a.i  your  Higlmefs  and  your  Highnefs's  mi- 
nifters  have  often  told  me,  that  you  never  did  receive  in  value  more  than  feven  lacks 
of  pagodas  for  that  Debt.

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I  will  iiCre  mention  ihat  moil  impolitic  and  rviinous  bufinefs  of  your  tligiincfi's  VI. 
bribing  the  Members  of  the  Englifh  Government  of  Madras  in  tlie  year  1779,  ^^  "-  ' ' '"  ' 
■was  a  mod:  fatal  bufincfs  to  the  Englifli  nation  and  to  the  Honourable  Ealt  India 
Company,  as  well  as  to  your  Highnefs,  becaufc  it  was  thefole  caufe  of  the  late  c>:- 
penfivc,  dreadful,  and  bloody  war  in  theCarnatic  ;  and  as  I  took  the  particulars  do'.vn 
in  writing  by  your  Highncfs's  order,  to  prevent  your  DubaHi  Killniifamv  Braminy 
from  being  profecutcd,  I  can  fpeak  to  it  with  firmnels  ;  wiiich  was  for  the  votes  i:i 
Council  of  the  following  Gentlemen,  for  the  detachment  of  the  Honourable  Com- 
pany's troops  that  were  fent  to  take  pofTefTion  of  the  Gunioor  Circar,  and  for  your 
Highnefs  to  be  put  into  the  poOeirion  of  that  Circar;  for  which  your  Highnefs  paid 
for  this  vote  to  Sir  Thomas  Rumbokl,  in  ready  money,  one  hundred  thoufand  pago- 
das ;  and  to  General  Sir  Heiflor  Munro  thirty  thoufand  pagf)das  in  ready  money  ;  and 
to  Charles  Smith,  Efquire,  your  Highnefs  gave  your  Bond  tor  fixty  thoullind  pagodas: 
—he  foon  after  was  Govfrnor,and  obliged  your  Highnefs  to  pay  the  money :  and  tt> 
Samuel  Johnfon,  Efquire,  your  Highnefs  gave  your  Bond  for  fixty  thoufand  pagodas, 
dated  I  ft  November  1779,  made  payable  to  Mr.  John  Douglas.  The  money  not  being 
paid  by  your  Highnefs  for  the  Bond  on  the  ift  May  1780,  Kiflnarwamy  Braminyand 
Covabidinaders  Bonds  were  given  to  fecure  the  payment  of  your  Bond  and  the  (even 
months  intereft,  together  fixty-four  thouland  two  hundred  pagodas  ;  Kiftnafwamy's 
Bond  for  fourteen  thoufand  two  hundred  pagodas,  and  Cavadinada's  Bond  for  fifty 
thoufand  pagodas,  both  Bonds  payable  to  Mr.  John  Douglas  ;  thirty  thoufand  of 
which  Covedinadar  paid,  and  Mr.  Bromley  was  ordered  to  fue  them  for  the  remain- 
der;  which  was  prevented  by  your  Highnefs  ordering  me  to  write  down  the  whole 
particulars  of  the  unhi'ppy  bufinefs,  in  order  to  employ  a  lawyer  to  fave  Kiftna- 
jaumy.  And  as  your  Highnefs  and  Kiftnafaumy,  and  your  Minifters  know  that 
my  telling  Mr.  Bromley  of  the  confequences  that  would  follow,  by  your  Hio-hnefs's 
orders  the  fuits  were  ftopr.  The  rulers  in  England  of  India  affairs  well  knov^,  as 
dees  every  one  here,  that  the  Guntoor  Circar  expedition  was  the  fjle  caufe  of  brin'^- 
ing  on  the  war  with  Elyder  Ally,  but  they  do  not  know  that  vovr  Highnefs  v.as  the 
caufe  of  it,  by  thus  bribing  the  Governor  and  thofe  Members  of  Council. 

I  fpeak  becaufe  I  feel  and  have  long  telt,  and  do  now  feverely  feel,  the  orefent  v/an^ 
of  my  money  ;  and  I  am  thereby  concerned,  and  therefore  I  have  a  right  to  fpeak  of 
all  I  know. 

I  will  not  for  the  prefent  mention  the  bribes  given  by  your  Highnefs  on  account 
of  the  unhappy  bufinefs  of  the  arreft  of  Lord  Pigot ;  but  the  amount  of  them,  make  a 
great  part  of  your  Highnefs's  New  Confolidared  Debt. 

It  is  my  very  great  misfortune,  as  well  as  the  prefent  want  of  mv  money,  that  has 
been  kept  from  me  fo  many  years  by  your  Highnefs  and  fimily,  and  thereby  ruined 
as  a  merchant  for  thefe  thirteen  years  pad,  which  has  made  my  lofs  great  indeed,  and 
reduced  me  from  being  one  of  the  firlt  merchants  in  Madras,  to  the  greareft  mifery 
end  even  want,  that  I  have  loft  your  Highnefs's  favour  and  friendftiip  ;  butbv  v/ha't 
means  1  know  not,  as  I  never  have  done  any  thing  to  forfeit  it,  although  I  have  lono- 
feverely  felt  the  lofs  of  it  ;  now  twelve  years  paft  fince  I  have  received  any  part  of 
the  money  fo  long  due  to  me  :  And  I  hold  your  Highnefs  anfwerable  for  all  your 
family's  debt  to  me  :  And  it  is  now  upwards  of  four  years  fince  my  family  arrived  in 
this  country,  as  they  came  in  the  fliip  that  brouglit  your  Highnefs  the  welcome  tid- 
ings of  the  rcftoration  of  your  country.  The  lofs  of  your  Highnefs's  friendfliip  to 
me  has  fuifered  you,  fo  contrary  to  your  wonted  princely  goodnefs,  to  fufFer  them, 
as  refpectable  a  family  as  ever  came  into  your  Highnefs's  country,  to  remain  fo  lono 
infuch  a  diftrefiing  fituation,  in  want  ol  every  convenience  and  fometimcs  even  the 
common  neceilaries  of  life,  and  banifhed  to  this  diftant  defart  place  from  ail  fociety, 
by  being  turned  out  of  our  houfe  on  Coultry  Plain  by  an  execution,  all  owing  to  yoiir 
Highnefs  and  family.  Although  I  am  now,  and  have  been  fo  long  thus  cruelly 
■ufed,  I  never  have  heard  named  any  one  thing  that  your  Highnefs  has  to  accufe  me 
of  during  m,y  long  fervices  to  your  Highnefs  and  family  ;  therefore  I  refpedfully  pray 
you  do  me  thcjuiiice,  if  your  Highnefs  has  any  thing  to  alledgc  againil  me,  to  name 
ir,  that  I  may  have  the  opportunity  to  vindicate  rayfelf.

It  is  a  difhonour  to  your  Highnefs,  to  fulter  my  family  and  myfclf  to  remain  in  the 
very  unequalled  diftrefs  we  have  lb  long  endured  on  account  of  your  Highnefs  and 
family. 

.  Your  Highnefs  has  long  known  my  very  dIftreiTcd  fituation  : — It  is  now  fo  very 
deplorable,  that  I  moft  reipeftfully  and  humbly  pray  immediate  relief  from  your 
Highnefs,  by  the  payment  of  the  fmalleftpart  of  the  large  fums  that  arefojuftly  due 
to  me  from  your  Highnefs  and  your  family,  all  on  Bonds,  the  amount  of  which 
were,  the  ift  January  1786,  ftar  pagodas  3,34,802.  with  interefl:  at  12  per  cent,  per 
annum  from  the  day. 

I  have  patiendy  waited  more  than  thirteen  years,  fuffering  the  greateft  diftrefs 
and  very  great  lolTes,  humbly  reprefenting  them,  and  imploring  relief  and  juftice 
from  your  Highnefs ;  and  1  have  not  to  this  time  received  the  fmallt-n:.  if  your 
Highnefs  lliould  not  be  pleafcd  to  grant  me  my  humble  and  realonable  requeft  now, 
which  your  Highnefs  is  bound  to  do  by  the  laws  of  all  nations  upon  earth,  my  duty 
to  my  creditors  and  to  my  family,  and  juftice  to  myfelf,  will  compel  me,  as  aBritifti 
fubjed:,  10  prefer  an  humble  petition  to  the  Honourable  the  Houfe  of  Commotis  of 
Great  Britain,  to  obtain  juftice  on  the  recovery  of  my  property;  and  a  copy  of  this 
Letter  Inall  make  a  part  of  my  Memorial  by  the  firlt  convenience,  to  be  laid  before 
that  grand  affembly  of  the  Engiilh  nation.

32. — Mr.  Darke  has  lately  addrcffed  us  a  Letter,  enumerating  the  inftance  wherein 
(according  to  his  opinion)  his  Highnefs  applied  his  Revenues  to  an  injurious  and 
unjuft  ufe,  inftead  of  appropriating  them  to  the  difchargc  of  his  debrs,   Irom  the  year 
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1776  to  the  prcfcTit:  time.  He  has  exprifd^d  his  acknowledgments  for  the  fopport  we  VI. 
had'promifed  him,  but  declared  that  the  Committee  whom  we  had  appointed  to  re-  ..i 
drive ,inj4:)roofs,  or  examine  any  wirncfles  he  might  have  to  cfRr  in  liipport  of  the 
f.ifls  ailedged  in  iiis  Letter  to  the  Nabob  of  the  J5th  June  1789,  were  incompetent  to 
effect  the  objcds  of  their  appointment :  he  fubmittcd  to  us  therefore,  v;hether  a  fubjedl 
of  fuch  importance  might  not  be  taken  cognizance  nf,  and  proval  before  us  as  a  Bcn:h 
of  Juftices,  and  whether  the  witneffes  he  fhould  have  to  call  ujion  ought  not  to  be 
fworn  ac  the  Triplicane  Pagoda  to  depofe  the  truth.  He  then  proceeded  to  a  rela- 
tion of  his  own  diftreflcs  ;  ftating,  that  feverai  fuits  were  now  againft  him  for  money 
adually  borrowed  for  the  purpofe  of  procuring  the  common  neceflTaries  of  life,  and 
that  he  was  deftitute  of  every  rcfourcc  whatfoever  ;  and  finally,  he  requrfled  we  would 
either  intercede  with  his  Highnefs  ior  the  payment  of  one  year's  intertfc  on  the  money 
fo  long  due  to  him,  or  that  we  would  give  fandlion  to  his  commencing  luits  againtt 
the  Nabob  and  his  family  for  the  recovery  of  his  lawful  debts ;  and  which  he  was 
taught  to  believe  his  Highnefs  had  fubjcflcd  hiinfclfro,  in  ccnfequenceof  his  having 
commenced  a  fuit  againft  the  Company  in  the  Court  of  Chancery. 

32- — We  informed  Mr.  Darke,  that  we  were  fincerely  defirous  of  aiding  his  endea- 
vours by  every  juft  means ;  but  having  already  appointed  a  Committee  of  Gentlemen 
lornake  the  enquiry  direfted  by  your  Honourable  Court,  agreeably  to  the  ufual  and 
approved  praftice  ;  and  being  of  opinion  that  no  alteration  could  with  propriety  be 
allowed,  unlefs  this  mode  upon  trial  (hould  appear  defedive,  we  exprtflTed  our  hope 
that  he  would  not  have  any  further  objcdion  to  lay  before  them  the  documents  on 
which  his  complaint  v/as  founded,  and  point  out  to  them  the  means  by  which  he 
propofed  to  eitablilh  his  proofs.  That  with  regaid  to  the  witnciTcs  whofc  evidence  he 
wiftit-d  to  adduce,  the  fame  mode  was  open  to  him  that  had  been  ufuaily  praftifcd  :  — 
A  Member  of  Government  would  be  ready  to  receive  their  depoiiuons  on  oath,  but 
that  it  was  not  in  our  power  to  compel  them  to  give  evidence  in  the  manntr  he 
propofed. 

34. — We  intimated  at  the  fame  time  our  concern  to  learn  that  his  diftrefies  were 
fo  great,  and  informed  him  that  we  would  certainly  mention  this  circumftanceto  the 
Nabob  (which  we  have  fincedone),  in  the  hope  that  his  Highnefs  would  be  difpofed 
to  grant  him  fume  prefent  relief ;  but  that  we  could  not  in  any  refptft  give  our 
iandion  to  the  propofition  he  had  made  of  taking  legal  meafures  to  compel  payment 
of  his  claims. 

35. — For  the  more  eafy  reference  to  your  Honourable  Court  to  the  Papers  chat 
have  paffed  on  this  fubjcd,  we  have  ordered  them  to  be  copied  into  feparate  fedionsi 
which  make  a  number  in  tiie  Packet.

— Mr.  Charles  Darke  having,  in  a  late  Letter  which  he  has  ad- 
drefied  to  us,  perfifted  in  declining  to  communicate  with  the  Gentlemen  whom  we 
had  appointed  for  the  purpofe  of  affording  him  the  means  of  fubftantiating  the  affer- 
tions  contained  in  his  Letter  to  the  Nabob  of  15th  June  1789,  we  came  to  the  rtfoUi- 
tion  of  diffolving  the  Committee:  and  upon  this  occafion  it  may  be  neceffary  10 
obferve,  that  Mr.  Darke's  reafon  for  declining  to  come  forward  in  the  manner  vc 
wiflied  him,  do  not,  to  our  minds,  carry  that  convidion  to  which  he  feems  to  think 
they  are  entitled.  We  humbly  conceive,  that  aff.-rtions  fimilar  to  thofe  contair/cd  in 
his  Letter  to  the  Nabob,  and  which  involved,  at  kail  by  infinuation,  the  honour  and 
charadcr  of  fo  many  perfons,  ought  to  have  been  tlipported  by  proof  the  mofl  un- 
queftionable,  and  tliat  he  fhould  not  have  hazarded  them,  unlefs  he  had  the  means  at 
hand  to  evince  their  truth.  Thofe  means,  it  would  now  appear,  vvcre  never  Withia 
his  reach ;  and  if  tiiey  exifl  at  all,  are  moft  certainly  not  within  the  reach  of  our 
authority  to  procure  in  the  way  he  has  pointed  out.

the  Nabob  and  family,  for  the  whole  of  which  his  Highnefs  is  anfwerable  to  me, 
having  given  me  fecurity  fur  the  payment  of  all  that  is  due  to  me;  yet  notwlch- 
llanding  my  demands  (all  on  Bonds,  for  mcncv  lent  and  goods  fold)  rv;main 
totally  unprovided  for,  while  fuch  immenfe  fums  were  {o  injurioudy  fquandered 
away. 

All  the  matters.  Honourable  Sir,  contained  in  my  letter  to  his  Highnefs  the 
Nabob,  and  to  Governor  Hollond,  I  am  ready  to  prove,  if  I  am  Juppcrted  by  your 
Hanourahle  Government  in  doing  Jo,  which  I  now  moft  humbly  crave  for  the  intereib 
of  the  Hcnourabie  Company  and  my felf;  therefore  I  moft  refpeftfully  pray  that 
your  Honour,  &c.  will  firft  be  plcafed  to  direft,  that  the  cxtrads  of  the  general 
letter  from  the  Honourable  the  Court  of  Dire61:ors  by  the  Airly  Caftle,  concern- 
ing the  matters,  charges  of  miKloings,  and  my  claims  contained  in  my  leitcrs,  be 
fent  to  rre,  as  vour  Secretary's  letter  afiords  me,  for  my  guidance,  very  little  in- 
formation indeed,  of  the  orders  and  intentions  of  the  Honourable  the  Court  of 
Dire(5lor-s.

THE  Committee  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  feveral  circumftances  con- 
tained in  your  letter  to  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob,  under  date  the  15th  June 
1789,  having  reported  to  the  Board  that  they  are  unable  to  make  any  pro- 
grefs  in  the  enquiry,  as  you  have  not  yet  come  forward  with'  any  evidence  or

HonoiiraMe  Si--, 

I  HUMBLY  ar,.i  thankfully  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Military  Secre- 
taiy's  letter  of  the  12th  Oftober,  by  order  of  your  Honour  in  Council,  with  the 
txrradl:  of  the  ger;erai  le;tcr  frcin  the  Honourable  the  Court  of  Direftors,  para- 
graph 57,  under  dare  the  6th  May  1791,  as  humbly  prayed  for  i:i  niy  letter  to 
your  Honour  in  Council,  the  ^vh ;  and  I  ir.oft  humbly  thank  your  Honours  for  the 
aifurances,  that  cvriy  fupport  I  can  wifn  for  from  Government  will  be  readily 
aBbided  n-.e,  to  ennble  me  to  prove  the  afferrions  contained  in  my  letter  to  his 
Highnefs  the  Nabob,  dated  the  i5Lh  June  1789. 

That  fupporr,  Honourabii-  Sir,  "  every  fupport  I  can  vvifh  -for  from  your 
Honourabie  Government,"  will  enable  me  fully  to  frcvs  every  iota  contained  in 
rny  letter  to  lis  Highnefs  the  Nabob,  and  muchiTiore  than  I  have  therein  alledged 
of  tlie  injuri;ais  and  urijufl  ufe  of  his  Highnefs's  Revenurs,  inllead  of  applying 
them  to  the  difcharge  of  his  jufl:  debts,  and  the  payment  of  his  troops.  For  in  the 
latter  end  of  the  year  1776,  I  law  his  Highnefs's  regiment  of  cavalry,  commanded 
by  the  late  Captain  Macalifter,  come  down  from  Arcot,  and  pafs  my  garden  houfe 
.on  Choultry  ITain,  in  the  mod  orderly  manner,  without  their  horfes  and  arms, 
going  to  Chcpauck,  humbly  to  afk  their  pay  from  the  Nabob,  as  themfelves  and 
families  were  in  the  utmoft  diftrefs,  and  ftarving  for  want,  as  upwards  of  20  months  pay 
was  due  to  them  ;  and  at  tlie  tinie  they  fo  paffed  my  houle  Governor  Stratton,  Sir 
Jidward  Hughes,  and  Mr.  Macpherfon,  now  Sir  John,  and  fevcral  other  gentlemen 
were  dinin.e  with  me,  and  faw  them  fo  paf  towards  the  Nabob's  ;  they  were-  met  near 
my  gardens  by  his  Highnefs  Omurcl  Omrah  Bahauder,  their  Captain  General, 
attended  by  a  body  of  horfe  and  foot,  and  told  by  him  to  return  to  their  duty,  and  . 
their  pay  (liould  be  fent  them  ;  they  anfwered  that  they  had  not  rice  to  eat,  nor 
money  to  buy  it,  and  that  them.felves  and  families  mufl  llarve  without  their  pay,  or 
the.v  would  readily  obey  his  Kighnefs.  He  then  told  them  to  go  and  ftay  quietly 
at  Nungumbacum,  about  a  mile  back,  and  tl^ey  (hould  be  fatisfied  on  the  next 
morning;  the  whole  regiment,  native  officers,  and  troopers  immediitely  obeyed, 
and  early  on  the  next  morning  his  Highnefs  went  to  them,  and  rook  with  him 
Mr.  Ncrris,  Governor  Scratton's  private  fecretary,  and  lent  the  regiment  three 
months  pay,  and  faithfully  promifed  them,  if  they  returned  immediately  to  their 
-duty,  that  the  whole  of  tiieir  arrears  (hould  be  paid  to  them  within  a  month. 
Ail  the  regiment  obeyed  his  orders.  His  Highnefs  honoured  me  with  a  vifit  on 
his  return,  and  told  n^e  that  he  had  fatiified  the  regiment;  and  as  they  were  going 
back  to  Arcor,  faid,  they  had  done  very  wrong  in  coming  to  Madras  without  leave  j 
but  as  they  behaved  very  peaceably  he  had  forgiven  them,  and  would  not  punifh 
any  one  of  them.  But  his  Highnefs,  unfortunately,  did  not  keep  his  faithful 
promife  of  paying  their  arrears,  nor  any  further  part  of  it. 

The  other  regiments  of  cavalry  were  in  the  fame  deplorable  fituation  for  want  of 
their  pay  J  and  Ihortly  after,  I  believe  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  1777,  the  regi- 
ment then  commanded  by  Captain  Rawlinfton,  and  before  by  the  brave  but  unfor- 
tunate Captain  Rumlcy,  came  down  alfo  f)r  thei--  pay,  but  they  came  with  their 
hcrlcs  and  arms.  On  my  going  to  the  Durbar  as  ufual,  I  palfed  the  regiment 
near  to  Chepauk,  and  going  down  the  gardens,  I  met  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob  walk- 
ing, attended  by  his  (ow  Ameer  ul  O.mah  Behauder,  and  his  Dewan  Cojee  Aufurn 
'Cawn  Behauder,  Mr.  Crawford,  Mr.  Benfield,  DiJelor  Storey,  and  Captain  Rumlcy, 
to  m.eet  the  regiment  at  the  gatCi  ofChepauck  ;  but  jufl:  as  I  joined  them  his  Highricfs 
ordered  his  Hjn  and  his  Dcwan,  and  ail  t!ie  European  gentlemen,  to  go.  and  meet  the 
regiment,  to  prevent  their  coming  into  the  gardens,  as  he  faid  their  doing  fo  would 
alarm  his  ladies;  Mr.  Crawford  and  Mr.  Benfield  excufed  themfelves  from  going, 
fayin'T,  they  would  flav  and  attend  his  Highnefs's  perfon.  Cojee  Aufum  Cawn  and 
iJodur  Storey  attended  his  I  li<j!inels  Amccr  ul  Omrah  in  his  carriage,  and  Captain 
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Rumley  went  with  me  in  my  carriage ;  we  met  tlie  regiment  between  Cliepauck  VI. 
gates  and  the  Government  garden'  houfc;  tliey  inftantiyfurroiinded  the  two  car-  - 
riages,  and  aflced  his  Highnefs  and  the  Dewan  for  their  arrears  of  pay  ;  but  in  the 
mod  humble  manner  rcprefented  to  his  I  lighneis  their  great  diftrefs  for  tlie  want  of 
lb  many  months  pay ;  laid  they  came  humbly  to  make  i<nown  their  didreflcs  to  Wau- 
laujaw  their  mailer,  as  they  had  not  further  credit  in  the  Buzars  for  a  meafure  of 
rice,  which  they  had  long  reprefentcd  to  his  Highnefs  through  tht-ir  commanding 
oflicer,  but  having  had  no  relief  they  dcfired  leave  to  go  on  to  Waulaujaw,  to  make 
their  miferable  ficuation  and  their  families  known  to  him,  and  then  they  faid  they 
fliould  be  relieved  by  receiving  their  pay  which  they  had  ferved  for,  and  ordered 
back  to  their  ftation  and  duty.  Every  thing  was  faid  that  could  be  by  the  young 
Nabob  to  induce  them  to  return,  and  not  to  alarm  and  make  angry  his  father  Wau- 
laujaw, piomifing  they  fhould  have  their  arrears  paid  to  them  as  foon  as  they  re- 
turned back  to  their  duty,  with  which  they  were  not  fatisfied  :  they  were  then  defired 
to  go  to  any  pluce  near,  and  remain  together  quietly,  and  told  that  pay  fnould  be 
fent  to  them  the  next  morning  ?  They  wanted  the  Dewan  ora  European  gentleman 
to  go  with  them  for  their  fecurity.  After  about  two  hours  Captain  Rawlinfton 
joined  us,  and  the  regiment  confented  to  take  him  with  them  for  their  fecurity  for 
their  arrears  being  paid  the  next  morning;  the  young  Nabob  defired  him  to  go  with 
them,  and  faithfully  promifed  they  fhould  be  fatisfied  on  the  next  morning.  They  went 
near  to  St.  Thome,  and  after  keeping  Captain  Rawlinfton,  their  commanding  officer, 
a  few  hours,  they  let  him  go  to  liis  dinner,  although  themfelves  had  none.  On  my 
going  the  next  morning  early  to  the  Dui  bar,  I  was  greatly  furprifed,  and  very  forry 
to  hear,  that,  inftead  of  the  faithful  promife  of  their  Citptain  General,  that  they  fhould 
be  fatisfied  that  morning  with  their  arrears  of  pay  due  to  them,  that  Colonel  Eiding- 
ton  had  been  ordered  out  from  the  Fort  of  Madras,  in  the  dead  of  niglit,  with  a 
party  of  the  Honourable  Company's  Europeans  and  Sepoys,  and  had  furrounded  ' 
them,  and  taken  them  all  prifoners ;  and  that  morning,  inftead  of'  being  fatisfied, 
as  faithfully  promifed,  their  horfes  an.i  arms  v/ere  taken  from  them,  and  they  were 
turned  adrift  without  a  fanam  to  help  them,  or  to  carry  to  their  families,  or  to  pay  the 
debts  they  had  contrafted  in  the  Buzars  for  many  months  back  for  the  neceffaries  of 
life.  This  news  reaching  the  other  regiments,  fome  confined  their  European  officers, 
and  this  regimicnt  of  Rawlinfton's  went,  native  officers  and  men,  into  Hydei's  fer- 
vice.  Mucalifter's  regiment  confined  fome  of  their  European  officers  ;  meafures 
were  planning  to  furprife  them,  and  take  them  prifoners,  when  I  heard  Captain 
Macalifter  beg  and  pray  the  Nabob  not  to  do  fo,  but  to  be  pleafed  to  order  them 
fix  months  pay  of  their  arrears,  and  that  he  would  go  with  it  and  fatisfy  them,  or 
otherwife  he  v/as  certain  they  would  all  go  into  Hyder's  fervice;  but  no  pay  was 
fent  them,  and  that  regiment,  with  their  arms,  went  alio  into  Hyder's  fervice.  Two 
of  the  belt  d!fcii)lined  regiments  of  cavalry  thit  ever  had  been  at  that  time  in  India, 
went  into  f-iy;ier  Ally's  fervice;  and  th-y  were  the  very  mien  that  led  that  fatal 
charge  againit  Colonel  Baiilie's  detachment  returning  from  the  Guntoor  cxpe- 
diiion. 

And  at  this  very  time,  Honourable  Sir,  that  thefe  regiments  were  thus  Iham.efully 
turned  adrift  without  the  pay  due  to  them,  his  Highnefs  was  making  immenfe  bribes 
and  prefcnts  in  ready  money  and  in  bonds,  as  the  confolidated  debt  of  his  Highnefs 's 
of  that  year  will  prove,  if  a  proper  inveftigation  of  that  debt  takes  place;  and  v/hich 
I  pledge  mylcif  to  your  Honour  to  prove,  with  that  fupporc  your  Honourable  Board 
has  been  pleafed  to  promife  me,  as  well  alpj  of  the  very  large  fums,  bribes,  that  were 
remitted  by  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob  to  Bengal,  as  partly  mentioned  in  my  letter  to 
your  Honourable  Board  the  28th  February  1789. 

Thefe  very  ferious  fads,  as  well  as  thofe  ftated  in  my  letter  of  the  15th  June 
1789,  to  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob,  as  well  alfo  many  others  that  I  know  of,  are  very 
ferious  matters  to  the  Englifa  nation,  and  particularly  to  the  Honourable  Eall  India 
Companv,  and  very  cruelly  fb  to  myfelf,  as  I  mentioned  in  my  laft  letter  to  your 
Honour,  and  as  1  fhall  be  obliged  herein  more  fully  to  lay  before  you.  The  dreadfu  1 
■confequences  alio  of  thefe  mifdoings  were  woefully  felt  by  all  the  inhabitants  of  this 
ccui'.iry  during  the  laft  war,  which  thefe  mifdoir.gs  alcogither  were  thecaufeof; 
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VI.      therefore  I  mofc  humbly  fubmit  to  your  tlbnour,  whether  thefe  h&s  ought  not  to 
—- -be  f fiablifliedj  as  I  certainly  can  by  means  the  moft  authentic  and  folemn. 

The  pcrfeft  refpeft  and  veneration  I  feel  for  all  your  commands,  have  thrown  me 
on  this  occafion  (to  attend  vour  Committee  with  mv  proofs  and  witnefTes  to  fupport 
my  allegations)  into  the  greateft  embarraflTincnt,  becaufe  ic  will  be  impoffibl:  for  mc 
to  ellablifh  the  charges  through  the  means  of  the  Committee  that  you  have  been 
pleafed  to  appoint,  in  that  moR  authentic  and  folemn  manner  that  the  import  of 
them  requires,  for  rcafons  that  I  crave  leave  to  ftate,  and  which  are  noways  per- 
gonal to  tlje  Gentlemen  v^ho  compofe  it,  v/hom  I  rcfpefb  and  efteem  as  I  ought. 

To  add  to  the  proofs  rh.u  I  am  in  full  poflefTion  of,  I  humbly  conceive.  Honour- 
able Sir,  that  the  vvitncfTcs  I  fliall  have  occafion  to  call  upon.,  ou  'ht  to  be  examined 
upon  oath,  in  the  moll  folemn  manner,  according  to  their  fcveral  laws  and  cuftoms. 
-Malabars,  not  limply  upon  mint  and  water,  but  at  Triplicane  Pagoda,  in  the  fame  • 
manner  as  they  are  fworn  in  caufesof  confcquence  which  concern  themfelves.  This 
■Committee,  as  neither  of  them  are  Juftices  of  the  Peace,  fo  neither  of  th^-m  are 
legally  authorifed  to  adminifter  an  o:ith;  and  I  am  confident  in  opinion,  that  many 
of  the  vvitnefies  that  I  fliall  have  occafion  to  call  upon,  would  not  attend  a  fummons 
from  the  Commirree,  as  they  are  under  the  infliicnce  and  authority  of  his  Highnefs 
the  Nabob;  and  if  any  did  attend,  unk-fs  they  were  firft  fworn  in  the  mod  folemn 
manner,  the  qucflions  put  to  them,  thf.  anfwers  they  Ih'juld  give,  fhould  be  the 
truth,  the  whole  t.'uth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  they  would  not  anfwer  truly. 

The  Coinmictee  that  was  appointed  by  your  Honourable  Governjncnt  to  i.'.vefti- 
•gate  and  take  co'gnizance  of  the  matters  and  charges  againfl:  Mr,  Holland,  of  the 
nioney  forced  and  extorted  from  the  Nabob  during  his  Government,  by  himfelf  and 
his  brorher,  were,  I  know,  compoled  of  Gentlemen  that  neither  of  them  were  Juflices 
of  the  Peace,  and  confcqucntiv  could  not  adminifter  an  oath  to  thofe  fummoned,  or 
that  ar  peared  voluntarily  before  them  to  prove  the  charges.  That  I  humbly  con- 
ceive ought  not  to  be  a  precedent  for  the  taking  cognizance  of  the  very  ferious  mat- 
ters, charges  of  m.ifdoings,  allcJgcd  by  me;  becaule  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob  him.- 
leif  made  the  charges  a^ainlt  the  late  Governor  Holland,  and  ordered  his  own  fer- 
vants  and  others  dependant  upon  his  Highnefs,  to  appear  before  the  Committee  to 
prove  tiie  charges ;  and  his  Highnefs  employed  a  profefiional  Gentleman  to  attend 
his  Durbar,  to  afilit  and  prepare  the  evidences  ;  and  when  the  witnefTes  had  appear- 
ed before  your  Committee  and  given  evidence,  they  afterwards  went  before  a  Ma- 
giftrate  and  dcpofed  to  ilieir  evid'rnce  they  had  before  given.  There  is  all  the  differ- 
ence that  can  be  in  the  bringing  forward  the  charges ;  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob, 
from  whom  all  the  money  came,  made  the  one,  and  forced  his  fervants  and  de- 
pendants to  freely  go  forth  to  prove  his  charges  :  and  thefe  prefent  charges,  thofe  in 
uny  letter  co  his  Plighnefs  of  15th  June  1789,  and  thefe  now  laid  before  your  Ho- 
.nour,  are  made  by  me,  a  merchant,  and  injured  creditor  of  his  Highnefs  and  family, 
•fctting  fonh  the  unjuft  and  injurious  uk  of  his  money,  and  of  not  paying  me  the 
fmalleft  part  of  my  juft  demands;  therefore  cruel  necelTity  forced  me  to  make  my 
complaint  to  his  Flighnefs,  and  now  to  continue  it  by  thefe  charges,  which  with  that 
'fupport  you  have  been  fogood  to  promilc  "  every  fupport  I  can  wi!h  for  from  your 
Honourable  Government  to  enable  me  to  prove  them,"  I  can  and  will  moft  cer- 
tainly do  fo,  otherwife  I  well  know  without  that  fupport  the  witneffes  1  fluU  have 
■occafion  to  ca'l  upon,  will,  as  much  as  can,  be  prevented  from  coming  forward  to 
fupport  the  proofs  1  already  have  got,  unlefs  they  are  compelled  to  do  lo  by  the  full 
and  high  authority  of  your  Honourable  Government,  and  firll  fworn  in  tlie  manner 
1  have  dcfcribed  to  anfwer  the  queltions  that  may  be  put  to  them. 

Therefore,  for  m.y  reafohs  given,  I  beg  leave  to  iuggcft,  with  the  moft  humble 
•deference  to  your  authority,  whether  a  fubjeil:  of  fuch  importance  might  not  be 
taken  cognizance  of,  and  proved  before  your  Honour  and  Council,  as  a  Bench  of 
Juflices. 

If  you  are  pleafed  to  grant  this,  I  have  not  the  fliadow  of  a  doubt  but  that  my 
charges  will  end  in  the  fulli-lt  convittion  of  them.  By  any  other  means  I  fear  they 
will  fail  of  that  ample  faciifafliion  the  cafcdemanls,  for  the  reafons  i  have  llated. 
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Itwasdiftreffing  to  me,  Honourable  Sir,  to  be  forced,  and  theiitmoftdiftrefsdid  force  VI. 
nv-,  to  write  my  letter  to  the  Nabob,  to  be  fent  open  through  Government  for  their  no-  ■ —  ■ 
tice  ;  for  it  was  diftrcfTing  to  me  as  a  merchant  to  interfere  and  bring  forward  thefc 
matters,  alihouiih  th;y  h:id  been  fo  long  the  caufc  of  my  great  didrefs;  for  upwards 
of  thirteen  years  did  I  fuffer,  although  knowing  of  thefe  bad  doings,  in  filence  as 
I  knew  they  would  involve  many  j  fome  that  I  have  lived  in  terms  of  intimacy 
with,  and  others  that  prevented  my  getting  my juft  right;  for  I  have  feen  many 
princely  fortunes,  as  well  as  many  thati»fi^■^  been  called  fmall  fortunes,  obtained  frorn 
the  Nabob  in  bribes  and  corruption,  while  I  was  daily  attending  his  Durbir  an:l  I 
could  not  obtain  of  what  is  due  to  me,  fuffiqient  even  to  buy  bread  for  my  fjjmilv. 
I  am  well  aware  that  my  charges,  as  they  are  iufl  and  true,  will  caufe  me  many 
enemies;  and  being  loaded  with  debts,  great  and  fmall  ones  that  I  owe,  will  add  • 
greatly  to  my  diftrefs.  Had  my  juft  claims  been  put  even  into  the  fame  train  of  pav- 
ment,  as  fo  many  bonds  granted  bribes  are,  fo  that  I  could  have  fatisfied  my  cre- 
ditors and  Uipported  my  family,  I  would  have  been  iilcnr,  as  my  letters  to  your  Ho- 
nourable Gove  nment  do  plainly  iliev/,  wrote  before  my  letter  to  his  Hio-hnefs  the 
Nabob.  I  did,  in  the  mo(l  humble  manner,  folicit  a  part  of  my  own,  to  relieve  my 
diftrefics,  in  vain,  when  I  was  forbid  my  perfonal  apjjlication  to  (he  Durbar  for  my 
own  by  Government,  I  moil  humbly  implore  from  time  to  time  relief  to  my  dif- 
treffes,  through  Government.  As  I  was  forbid  all  other  mode  of  application  to  the 
Durbar,  I  humbly  afked  the  payment  through  them  of  one  year's  intereft  or  a 
part  of  one  year's  intereft,  6n  t!>e  fums  fo  long  and  fo  juftly  due  to  me,  and  receiv- 
ing no  manner  of  relief  to  my  cruel  diftrefs,  I  again  and  again  humbly  implored, 
as  though  I  was  aficing  chariry,  inftead  of  fo  fmall  a  part  of  my  own,  for  a  monthly 
fum  to  be  paid  to  me  to  procure  the  necelTaries  of  life,  even  what  your  then  Go- 
vernment fnould  deem  fo,  until  the  pleafure  of  the  Honourable  the  Court  of  Direc- 
tors was  known  refpefting  my  cruel  cafe.  To  this  huinble.  and  reafon able  prayer,  I 
received  an  official  letter,  dated  the  24th  March  1789,  faying—"  The  Governor 
"  and  Council  did  not  intend  to  make  any  further  application  to  the  Nabob  on  the 
♦'  fubjecl  of  my  letters." 

Not  knowing  what  to  do,  I  further  perfevered,  and  went  perfonally  to  .'•eprefenc 
my  deplorable  fituation  to  the  Governor,  in  the  hope  of  obtaining  his  permiinoa  for 
my  perfonal  application  to  the  Durbar  to  aflc  for  my  own,  or  that  he  v.ould  name  to 
his  iiighnefs  what  he  might  deem  proper;  his  Aid-de-Camp,  Mr.  Wilks,  told  me 
that  the  Governor  was  then  engaged,  but  defired  that  I  would  come  the  next  morn- 
ing at  nine  o'clock,  and  that  he  would  t'^cn  fee  me.  1  went  at  the  appointed  hour,  and 
was  met  in  the  hall  by  the  Governor's  brother,  Mr.  Edward  John  Holland,  v/ho 
told  mc  in  the  rudeft  manner,  that  I  could  not  fee  the  Governor,  and  that  it  would 
beofnoufem.y  feeing  him,  as  neither  tlie  Governor  nor  the  Board  would  allow  the 
Nabob  orhisfimily  to  be  flagued -,  and  that  1  ftiouid  not  go  to  the  Durbar,  nor 
■write,  if  I  did  I  Ihould  be  icnt  to  England  agreeable  to  the  notice  of  Government ; 
and  laid  that  Government  would  not  apply  to  his  Highnefs  on  my  behalf,  and  that  it 
was  ufeiefs  my  talking  any  more.. 

Thus  after  fo  many  years  painful  attendance  at  the  Bu:bar,  humbly  foliciting  my 
own,  and  after  every  humble  and  refpcftful  application  to  Government  for  relief,  I 
was  forbid  and  prevented  from  even  afking  my  ovjn,  under  pain  of  bcino  feizcd 
and  fent  away  from  my  family,  and  from  where  all  ipy  property  is,  to  Enalur.d. 

The  utmoft  diftrefs  forced  m^r  again  husr.bly  to  pray  Government  to  "alter  their 
intention,  and  to  have  the  humanity  to  name  to  the  Nabob  wnat  they  might  deem 
proper  for  my  immediate  relief,  or  leave  to  addrefs  his  Highnefs  by  letter,  as  from 
my  letters  to  unir  Honourable  Board,  dated  the  a4th  April  and  4th  June  17^9.  In 
reply  to  my  iaft  letter,  I  received  official  leave  to  write  to  the  Nabob,  provided  1  fent 
my  letter  open,  to  be  tranfmitted  to  his  Highnefs  through  the  c,-.aniiel  of  Govern- 
ment. 

This  continued  and  unprecedented,  and  unlawful  cruelty  and  injuftice  to  me,  and 
knowing  at  the  very  dme,  from  authority  that  I  could  depend  upon,  that  Governor 
Tlolland  and  his  brother  were  qxtorting  very  large  fum.s  from  the  Naboo.  The 
moil  levere  diftrefs  and  ill  u'age  forced  me  to  write  the  fads  itaccJ  in  my  letter  to 
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VI.  liis  Highnefs  the  Nabob,  for  the  information  and  notice  of  Governmenf.  I  did  not 
■  -  give  the  information  as  an  informer^  but  as  my  duty  to  my  numerous  creditors 
(whnfe  monev  the  Nabob  withholds  and  prevents  my  paying)  and  as  mv  duty  to 
ixiyfeif  and  family,  as  I  knew  the  fame  corruption  was  going  on  then  as  before;  and 
I  faw  no  profpi'tl;  for  my  relief,  or  of  even  getting  my  juft  right  any  otherwife. 
Government  was  pleafed,  after  confulting  with  the  young  Nabob  upon  the  contents 
of  my  letter,  to  return  it  to  m.c,  faying,  that  I  had  abufcd  the  indulgence  they 
•were  difpufed  to  grant  me,  by  indecent  animadverfionson  the  CQnduft  of  the  Durbar  j 
and  did  not  call  on  me  to  prove  the  very  fcrious  matters  contained  in  my  letter. 

As  I  well  knew  the  origin  of  the  Mr.  Holland's  money  tranfiitlions  with  the  Nabob, 
I  had  wrote  a  paragraph  ftating  them  in  my  letter  to  the  Nabob ;  but  as  Mr,  Hol- 
■land  was  GovL-rnor.  and  veftcd  with  power  and  authority,  I  judged  it  prudent  in 
my  then  very  diftrelTed  fituation  to  leave  it  out  of  the  letter,  for  fear  that  under  fo:ne 
pretence  he  might  have  fent  me  to  Europe  out  of  the  way,  and  I  had  not  money  ; 
in  fuch  cafe  my  family  would  have  been  Icfc  in  diltrefs,  uni)r:jtec"ted  and  unprovided 
for.  But  now,  I  thank  God,  by  my  daughter's  marriage  in  January  laft  with  Colonel 
Floyd,  fhe  is  very  rcfpeftably  and  honourably  protected. 

The  Mr.  Holland's  monev  tranfaftions  with   the  Nabob  concerns  very  materially 
thejuft  and  legal  creditors  of  his  Highnefs,  as  well  as  the  Public,  therefore  I  will  now 
ftate  them  to  your  Honour  in  their  true  light.     The  origin  was  in  the  beginning  of 
the  year  1775,  when  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob  fent  for  me,  and  told  me  that  he  had 
immediate  occafion  for  a  lack  of  pagodas  to  pay  the  Coif  pany  on  account  of  their 
Jaohire,  and  dcfired  of  me  to  procure  it  for  him  :   I  anfvvered  his  Highnefs,  that  I  had 
no!  the  monev,  and  all  the  money  I  could  raife   his  Highnefs   and  family  had  got. 
He  faid  young  Mr.  Holland  had  money,  and  defired  m,e  to  go  to  him,  and  alk  him 
to  lend  it.   I  anfwcred,  that  i  was  always  ready  to  obey  his  Highnefs,  but  I  was  cer- 
tain Mr.  Holland  would  not  lend  him  money,  as  it  was  the  general  complaint  of  all 
the  monied  people,  th.at  his  Highnefs  had  their  money,  and  they  could   not  receive 
any  of  it  from  his  Circar.  His  Highnefs  then  faid,  that  he  had  Buckunjee  Dofs's  Teep 
for   one  lack  of  pagodas,  payable  in  two  months,  and  defired  that  I  would  afk  him 
to   advance  the  money,  deducting  the  intcreft.     1  obeyed  his  Highnefs's  orders,  and 
Mr.  Holland  did  difcount  the  I'eep,  deducting  two  per  cent   per  month,  and  deli- 
vered to  theNabob's  fervants  96,000  pagodas  for  the  Teep,  which  was punftually  paid 
to  Mr.  Holland  by  Buckunjee  Dofs  when  due.    After  which  his  Highnefs  told  me  that 
he  was  in  want  of  money  again,  and  that  he  had  another  Teep  of  Buckenjee  Dofs's 
for  a  lack  of  pagodas,  and  d'.fired  me  to  go  again  to  Mr.  h'olloiid,  and  get  the  mo- 
ney for  him  on   the  Teep  as  before.     1    anfwered,  that  his  Highnefs's  people,  who 
before  went  to  receive  the  money  from  Mr.  Holiond,  their  going  to  him  would  be 
the  fame  as  mv  goings  for  if  he  advanced  tiie  money  it  would  be  for  the  fake  of 
the  intereft.     Hi:  Highnefs  fent  his  people  to  Mr.  Hollond  with  the  Teep,  and  he 
4idvanced  the  money  on  the  fecond  Teep,  in  like  manner  as  on  the  firftj^but  when 
this  Teep  became  due,  Mr.  HoUond  fent  it  for  payment,  and  Buckunjee   Dofs  re- 
fultd  payment,  faying,  his  Teep  was  payable  to  the  Nabob  only,  and  that  his  High- 
nefs had  received  more  money  from  him  than   the  amount  of  the  Teep,  and  he 
would  not  pay  the  money.     Mr.  Hollond  was  much  enraged,  and  threatened  pro- 
fccution,  he.  for  a  long  time  in  vain,  and  fent  a  cafe  home  for  the  opinion  of  Mr. 
Dunnintr,  to  know  if  the   Nabob  was  or  was  not  a.nncnable  to  the  Mayor's  Court 
Sic  Oiig.      of  Madras  for  debt ;  which  cafe  and  opinion  L,  was.      At   length  Mr  Holland  v.cnc 
to  the  Durbar,  and  was  induced   to   take  confolidated  bonds  fur  the  Teep  and  in- 
tereft;  and  a  Perfian  bond  of  the  Nabob's  for  one  lack  of  pagodas,  bearing  intcreft 
at  twelve  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  a  preniium  fur  taking  coniolidated  bonds.     1  law 
Mr.  Edward  John  Holland  at   the  Duroar  fettling  the  bufincls,  and   I    was  prefent 
when  it  was  IctthU.     The  Nabob  infilled  upon  his   figning  a  paper  of  thanks,  and 
promifcs   of    icrvices  for   the  Perfian  bond,    piomiling  that  his  brother  and   him- 
jclf  would  ever  be  friends  to  his  Highnefs,  and  ferve  him  upon  all  occafions.     Mr. 
Holland  for  fome  time  rcfufed  to  fign  the  paper,  and   I  heard  him  giyc  his  reafons, 
that  his  brother  was  high  in  the  fcrvice  and  might  fuon  be  in  power,  and  fo  he  might 
be   himlelf,  and  that  diey  might  have  occifiun  to  differ  in  opinion   witli  his  High- 
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iv:fs ;  but  at  length  lie  ■(igned  the  paper,  and  received  the  confolidated  bonds  for        VL 

the  amount,  Tcep  and  intercll  ;  and  the   Pcrfian   bond   for  a  lack  of  pagodas  pre- 

irsium.  Mr.  Holland,  upon  his  arrival  fccond  in  Council  at  Madras  in  1787,  en- 
deavoured in  vain  to  obtain  payment  of  the  Perfian  bond  from  the  Nabob ;  but  as 
foon  as  he  was  Governor,  and  iiis  brother  was  taken  into  Council,  they  prevail  upon 
tbe  Nabob  to  pay  the  Perfian  bond  and  the  inrerefl:  thereon,  from  the  year  1777. 

His  Highnefs  the  Nabob  ftates  on  the  credit  fide  ofhis  account  with  the  Honourable 
Company — "  To  cafli  paid  for  the  public  fervice  in  Mr.  John  Hollond's  Govern- 
"  ment,  through  his  Dubafli  Paupia  Bramine,  as  proved  before  the  Committee  of 
*'  Inveftigation,  ftar  pagodas  4,69,8  17." 

I  well  know  that  his  Highnefs  will  not  pay  any  money  for  the  public  fervice  with- 
out a  receipt  given  for  it  by  the  public  fccretary  of  your  Honourable  Government, 
The  truth  of  the  matter  is,  that  the  above  large  funi  was  extorted  from  the  Nabob 
by  Governor  Hullond  and  his  brother,  and  their  Dubalh.     The  firft  part  of  it  was 
obtained  for  the  Perfian  bond  and  intereft.     A  further  fum,  part  of  it,  was  one  lack 
of  pagodas  given  as  a  bribe  to  Governor  HoUond,  for  the  detachment  that  was  order- 
ed   into  the  Marawar  Country  againll  the  Shevegunga,  two  Murdoos  under  the 
command  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Stewart,  and  the  remainder  of  the  fum  was  ex- 
torted from  time  to  time  by  direats  from  Governor  HoUond,  through  his  brother 
and  Dubafh,  threatening  to  take  away  his  Highnefs's  Countries  from  time  to  time, 
unlefs  a  certain  fum  was  paid  on  this  day  and  on  that  day  ;  that  CoUeftors  would  be 
appointed  in  Council,  and  fent  to  take  charge  of  his  Countries.     The  Nabob,  by 
his  fon  Omdut  ul  Omrah  Behauder,  and  by   his  Dcwan,  conilantly  defired  the  ac- 
count  between   him  and  the   Honourable  Company  ;  but  Mr.  Edward  John  Hol- 
lond's anfwer  always  was,  what  fignifies  accounts;  roaring  out  in  the  Durbar,  mo- 
ney, money  we  want,  and  will  have,  or  fequefter    your  Countries.     Thus  this  large 
fum  was  obtained,  and  this  I  well  knew  at  the  time.  Honourable  Sir,  that  I  was  for- 
bid by  that  Government  to  alk  for  my  own,  even  for  fufficient  to  procure  the  necef- 
faries  of  life  for  my  family.     Befides  the  before-mentioned  fums  adlually  received, 
they  obtained  in  the  fame  manner  by  threats,  obligations  for  the  payment  of  the  fol- 
lowing fums,  the  amount  of  which  lafl:,  but  for  the   happy  arrival  of  General  Me- 
dows,  they  would  have  enforced  the  payment  of  Ram  Row,   the  Nabob's  Dewan's 
note  of  hand  payable  to  Tyapah  Moodalur,  for  36,000  pagodas ;  a  bond  from   his 
Highnefs  Omdut  ul  Omrah  Behauder,  for   1,00,000  pagodas ;  a  note   of  hand   of 
Ram  Row's  Dewan,  payable  to  Mr.  Edward  John  Hollond,  for  50,000  pagodas  j  a 
bill  of  exchange  and  Carnama  of  Kevel  Row,  the  agent  of  Soucar  Bhoodinjee  for 
50,000  pagodas ;    and   a  Carnama  or  bond  from   the  Shevegunga   Vackeel,    for 
1, 00,000  rupees.     This  laft  was  a  bribe   to  let  the   Murdoos  remain  undifturbed  by 
any  more  detachments  of  the  Honourable  Company's  troops.     But  his    Highnefs 
the  Nabob,  hearing  for  certain  that  General  Medows  was  coming  Governor  of  Ma- 
dras, he  delayed  and  prevented  the  payment  of  the  fums.     All  this   I  can   and  v/ill 
prove  alfo.  Honourable  Sir,  before  you,  with  your  fupport  to  do  fo. 

Being  a  large  creditor  and  the  moft  injured  creditor  of  tlie  Nabob's,  as  my  claims  are 
totally  unprovided  for  in  payment,  on  which  account  I  am  now,  and  have  been  tiiefe 
fifteen  years  paft,  fufFering  the  greateft  diftreffes  ;  I  have  a  juft  right,  therefore,  to  lay 
open  and  to  prove  all  thefe  iniquities  ;  and  as  the  Mefiirs.  Hollonds  received  the  amount 
of  the  Perfian  bond  for  a  lack  of  pagodas,  and  the  intereft  thereon,  which  was  theori- 
o-inal  amountoftheTeepof  BuckunjeeDofs's,  tor  which  the  confolidated  bond  of  1777, 
was  aifo  granted  tn  Mr.  Hollond,  payment  oftiie  confolidated  bonds  ought  to  ccafe, 
injuftice  to  the  Nabob's  legal  creditors;  the  bonds  Handing  in  his  name  are  twenty- 
three  bonds,  N°  252  to  N°  275.  amounting,  as  certified  the  J  ift  Decemberi784,  to 
pagodas  1,73,472.  34.  52.  For  the  Right  Honourable  the  Board  of  Controul  only 
admitted  the  jultnefs  of  the  confolidated  debt  of  1777  prcfumptively,  open  to  every 
kind  of  challenge  ;  for  they  were  pleafed  thus  to  determine — ^hat  it  /j  only  apreju/nptive 
admijfion,  JuhjeEl  to  every  kind  of  complaint  againjl  it,  either  from  the  Nabob,  the  other 
(laffes  of  creditors,  or  from  am  perfons  having  a  proper  interefi  on  reqfonahle  grounds  of 
objection,  and  to  this  admifllon'the  Honourable  Court  of  Directors  gave  their  ftrongeli 
diffent.

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VI.  All  the  frrounds  of  objection  that  an   injured  creditor  pofTibly  can  have,  to  my 

, forrow  and  unequalled  diftrefs,  I  have  ;  for.  Honourable  Sir,  I  have  m  income  what- 
ever to  fupporc  myfelf  and  family  :  as  i  am  not  in  any  fervice,  fo  I  have  no  falary  ; 
and  every  cafh  that  I  have  received  from  the  Nab(vb  or  his  family  fince  the  yearr/yy, 
was  the  i  50  rupees  fent  mc  by  his  Higlinefs  the  Nabob  Omiut  ul  Omrah,  the  lath 
March  1789,  as  mentioned  in  my  letter,  defiring  that  I  would  nor  be  angry  nor 
ftjrry ;  and  promifcd  to  fend  me  a  little  money  every  two  or  three  days  till  he  could 
fettle  all  my  bufinefs.  Cruelly  bad  as  my  ficuatioii  is  ftated  in  my  letter  to  the  Na- 
bob, and  alfo  in  my  many  humble  and  deplorable  reprefentations  to  your  Honourable 
Board,  fupplicating  relief,  there  is  not  a  tythe  part  therein  ftated  of  the  difficulties 
and  diftrefles  I  have  fo  long  and  do  ar  this  moment  labour  under  ;  and  my  cruel  fitu- 
ation  every  day  grows  v/orle.  I  have  not  known  for  many  years,  from  day  to  day, 
how  I  fliould  be  able  to  manage  f  jr  the  next  day  ;  with  conftant  fuits  againft  me,  as 
the  Records  of  the  Honourable  the  iVlayor's  Court  will  fliow,  for  years  paft  :  And  I 
have  been  obliged  to  beg,  and  pray,  and  borrow  how  I  could  for  years  paft,  to  pro- 
cure unavoidable  neceflaries,  and  to  obtain  on  credit  the  common  neceflaries  of  life  : 
and  my  fervants  are  unpaid  their  wages,  as  from  time  to  time  I  iiad  juft  reafon  to 
hope  relief,  by  receiving  at  leaft  a  fmall  part  of  my  own.  Some  that  did  long  ago 
fupply  me  with  neceflaries  are  tired  out  in  waiting  for  their  money  ;  and  I  have  ar  this 
hour  feven  fuits  againft  me  for  the  nectilliries  of  life  fupplied  me,  and  for  money 
borrowed  to  procure  them;  and  many  more  fuits  I  am  threatened  with.  One  fuit 
now  ao-ainit  me  is  brought  by  the  executors  of  McflVs.  Leatham  and  Mackintofti,  for 
neceflaries  had  from  them  long  ago  : — this  is  an  execution  ;  and  there  is  another  exe- 
cution by  Mr.  Thomas  Barter;  another  execution  by  Chowreapah,  a  poulterer,  for 
fowls  long  ago  fupplied  me  with  :  thefe  two  laft  executions  are  returned,  and  war- 
rants of  commitment  prayed  againft  my  pcrfon,  and  taken  out,  fo  that  I  am  obliged  to 
fhut  myfelf  up  for  fear  of  a  prifon.  There  is  another  execution  in  the  Sherifl^'s  hands 
againft  me  by  Mr.  Duprey ;  and  there  are  two  other  executions  againft  me,  one  by 
Mr.  David  Young,  and  the  other  by  Mr.  Charles  Lloyd  ; — both  of  thefe  for  the  bread 
that  my  family  have  been  fupplied  with  by  them  for  years  paft. — And  there  is  a  decree 
of  the  Honourable  the  Mayor's  Court  againft  me  by  Moota  Kiftna  Naik,  for  money- 
lent  me  to  provide  abfolute  neceflaries  ;  all  of  which  I  am  totally  unable  to  pay  or  fa- 
tisfy  ;  as  well  as  a  great  many  more  that  have  not  fued  me  for  finall  fums,  at  which  I 
am  greatly  diftrefled  that  I  cannot  pay  them,  my  indulgent  creditors,  that  I  owe  large 
fums  to  Jo  many  ; — they  know  that  I  cannot  pay  them  until  I  am  paid  what  has  been  fo 
long  owing  to  me  by  the  Durbar.  The  Nabob  and  hisfon  have  lately  made  me 
many  repeated  daily  folemn  promifes,  until  within  thefe  two  months,  that  they  would 
fettle  with  me,  and  that  the  firft  money  that  came  in  I  fhould  receive  a  part ;  but 
conftantly  complained,  that  he  had  no  money,  as  his  countries  were  taken  from  him  ; 
but  fince  they  made  me  thefe  iare  folemn  promifes,  they  have  purchafed  many  houfes 
in  town,  and  many  in  the  country;  and  one  in  particular  from  Mr.  Moubray,  that 
the  Nabob  paid  40,000  pagodas  for  ;  fo  that  it  has  not  been  for  the  want  of  money, 
that  he  has  not  even  paid  me  to  relieve  my  diftreflfes  and  wants:  for  I  well  know, 
that  he  had  an  immenfe  large  private  treafure  before  the  death  of  his  fon  Ameer  ul 
Omrah  Bahauder,  by  which  it  was  very  greatly  enlarged  indeed. 

I  did  humbly  hop?,  and  with  great  juftice  and  reafon,  that  the  juftice  and  huma- 
nity of  the  1  Icnourable  tlie  Court  of  Direcftors  would  have  relieved  me,  by  ordering 
myjuft  claims  into  a  train  of  payment  ;  therefore  my  difappointment  and  forrow  is 
great;  that  in  the  paragraph  you  have  been  pleafed  to  furnifli  me  with  of  their  letters, 
no  notice  is  taken  of  my  claims  and  my  great  diftrefles ;  fo  I  can  only  hope,  and  do 
humbly  pray,  for  prefcnt  relief  from  the  power  and  authority  of  your  Honourable 
Government,  by  your  humane  interference,  to  obtain  for  me  one  year's  intereft  on 
the  money  fo  long  due  to  me  from  the  Nabob  and  his  family,  for  my  prefcnt  prcfling 
wants,  until  my  juft  bonds  are  put  into  train  of  payment. 

If  I  am  not  fo  fortunate  as  to  obtain  this  relief  through  your  Honours  juftice  and 
humanity,  1  know  not  what  to  do  to  obtain  juftice  and  relief;  but  that,  as  the  Nabob 
of  Arcot  has  commenced  a  fuit  at  law  in  the  High  Court  of  England,  againft  the 
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Honourable  Company;  and   by  his  having  done  fo,  I  have  been  advifld  by  all  the        VI. 

Gendemfn  here  nnoit  learned  in  the  law,  that  his  llighnefs  has   thereby  made  him-    '. 

felf  and  family  amenable  to  the  Honourable  the  Mayor's  Court  of  Madras. 

If  I  am  fo  unfortunate,  Honourable  Sir,  as  to  fail  of  iinmediate  relief,  as  humbly 
prayed,  through  your  authority,  I  then  moft  humbly  beg  to  know  from  your  Ho- 
nour, if  my  comniencing  fuits  againft  the  Nabob  and  family  for  the  recovery  of  my 
legal  debts,  will  give  offence  to  your  Honourable  Government,  either  from  inyfelf 
or  from  the  lawyer  1  may  employ  in  the  fuits. 

The  very  great  cmbarrafiTment  I  have  been  under  from  your  commands,  from  the 
moft  perfecft  deference  I  feel  for  them  all,  added  to  the  very  great  difficulties  and  dif- 
trefles  I  am  labouring  under, /o/t'/y  from  the  very  great  injuftice  done  me  by  his 
Highnefs  the  Nabob  and  family,  will,  I  humbly  hope  and  pray  it  may,  caufe  your 
pardon  for  the  delay  of  th.is  my  humble  addrefs.

To  Mr.  Charles  Darke. 
Sir, 

I  AM  direfled  by  the  Honourable  the  Prefident  in  Council,  to  acknovi'ledge  the 
receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  19th  inftanr. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  on  the  27th  September  laft,  to  receive  any  -proofs  or 
examine  any  witnefles  you  might  have  to  offer  in  fupport  of  the  fads  alleged  in  your 
letter  to  the  Nabob  of  the  15th  June  17  89  ;  but  though  repeated  applications  have 
been  made  to  you  for  this  purpofe,  and  Government  have  promifed  you  every  aftift- 
ance  in  their  power  to  enable  you  to  fubftantiate  your  accufations,  no  progrefs 
whatever  has  yet  been  made-;  and  you  now  come  before  them  with  apropofition  for 
changing  the  mode  of  enquiry. 

The  Board  are  fincerely  defirous  of  aiding  your  endeavours  by  every  jufl:  means; 
but  having  already  appointed  a  Committee  of  Gentlemen  to  make  this  enquiry^ 
agreeably  to  the  ufual  and  approved  pradtice,  and  being  of  opinion  that  no  alteration 
Ihould  take  place,  unlcfs  upon  the  ground  of  Ibme  trial  this  mode  appears  defeftive, 
they  truft  you  will  not  have  any  further  obje6lion  to  lay  before  them  the  documents 
on  which  your  complaint  is  founded,  and  point  out  to  them  the  means  by  which  you 
propofe  to  eftablifh  the  proofs. 

With  regard  to  the  witneffes  vvhofe  evidences  you  may  wifh  to  adduce,  the  fame  mode 
is  open  to  you  that  has  been  ufually  practifed  : — A  Member  of  Government  will  be 
ready  to  receive  their  depofuions  on  oath  ;  but  it  is  not  in  the  power  of  Government 
to  compel  them  to  give  evidence,  much  lefs  to  force  them  to  attcft  their  depofuions 
at  the  Triplicane  Pagoda. 

The  Board  are  concerned  to  learn  your  diftrcfl*es  are  fo  great,  and  will  certainly 
mention  this  circumftance  to  the  Nabob,  in  the  hope  that  he  may  be  difpofed  to 
grant  you  fome  prefent  relief;  but  thev  cannot  in  any  refpedl  give  their  fanction  to 
the  propofition  you  make  of  taking  kgal  meafures  to  compel  payment  of  your 
claims.

himforae  prefent  relief,  which  will  be  an  ad  of  great  humanity  in  your  Highnefs.

Honourable  Sir  and  Sirs, 

I  MOST  humbly  thank  you  for  your  humane  promife  to  me  in  your  public 
Letter  of  the  24rh  ultimo ;  that  your  Honourable  Board  will  certainly  mention  my 
great  diftrefltrs  to  the  Nabob,  in  the  hope  that  he  may  be  difpofed  to  grant  me  fome 
prefent  relief. 

As  nothing  can  equal  my  prefent  diftrefles,  his  Highnefs's  delay  in  relieving  them, 
as  humbly  prayed  through  your  Honourable  Government,  leaves  me  in  the  moft 
dreadful  fituation,  with  warrants  of  commitment  againft  my  perfon,  and  warrants  of 
execution  againft  my  efFefts  in  the  Sheriff's  hands,  fo  that  I  cannot  ftir  out  of  my 
houfe,  but  am  obliged  to  fliut  myfeifup  from  his  officers,  and  am  living  in  hourly 
dread  of  a  prifon;  befides  the  pain  to  me  of  many  poor  people  afking  from  me  all 
day  long  what  I  owe  them,  whom  I  cannot  in  juftice  and  humanity  fliut  my 
doors  and  ears  againft,  but  give  tliem  the  beft  anfwers  and  hopes  of  payment  I  am 
able,  as  I  am  not  able  to  pay  them  what  I  know  they  are  in  diftrefs  for:  And  all 
my  fervants  are  in  the  greateft  want  and  diftrefs  for  their  pay  due  to  them  ;  which  al- 
together makes  my  exiltence  miferable  indeed,  and  which  I  have  too  long  borne  from 
the  great  injuftice  done  me  by  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob  and  his  family  ;  as  theyjuftly 
and  truely  do  owe  me  the  large  principal  fum  of  3,34,802  pagodas  on  the  1  ft  January 
1786,  all  on  bonds  not  accumulated  and  made  up  of  bribes  or  ufury,  nor  even 
compound  intercft,  but  all  for  money  lent  and  goods  fold,  with  legal  interell,  as  his 
Highnefs's  and  family's  fole  European  merchant  for  many  years,  by  his  Highnefs's 
own  particular  ckfire,  as  you  all,  Honourable  Sir  and  Sirs,  mull:  well  know  that  I 
was  :  therefore  it  will  be  impofTible  that  his  Highnefs  can  refufe  my  very  humble 
prayer  for  immediate  relief,  as  it  is  now  made  to  him  for  me  through  the  humanity 
of  youi  Honourable  Board  ;  more  efpcciaHy  as  your  Honours  were  pleafed  to  tell  me, 
that  you  Ciinnut  in  any  rcfpedt  give  your  fanftion  to  my  propofition  of  taking  legal 
meafures  t )  compel  payment  of  my  claims,  although  the  Nabob  has  himfclf  appealed 
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to  our  Englifh  Courts  of  law,  and  aftually  commenced  a  fuit  againft  the  Honourable       VI. 

Company.

Honourable  Sir, 

1  SHOULD  fooner  have  replied  to  the  Letter  which  your  Secretary  Mr.  Jackfon 
did  me  the  honour  of  writing  to  me  on  the  ci4tii  of  la(t  month,  and  of  which  I  before 
acknowledged  the  receipt,  had  I  not  conceived  that  the  folicitude  you  there  exprefs 
for  my  fupporting  the  afiertions  in  mv  letter  to  his  Ilighnefs  the  Nabob  before  the 
Committee  you  had  appointed,  required,  if  pofl'ible,  my  ready  compliance  with  your 
willies  :  or  if,  after  mature  deliberation,  and  the  advice  and  difcufiion  of  others,  it 
"fnould  appear  moft  prudent,  and  beft  fitted  to  anfwer  the  intentions  of  t!ie  Honour- 
able the  Court  of  Direftors,  as  well  as  of  your  Honourable  Board,  to  poftpone  the 
enquiry  until  it  could  be  brought  before  a  more  competent  tribunal,  I  thought  it  an 
lead  a  duty  incumbent  on  me,  from  the  refpeft  I  owe  to  you.  Honourable  Sir,  as  well 
■as  to  the  otherHonourable  Members  of  the  Board,  not  haftily  to  adopt  this  refolu- 
tion  ;  and  if  at  length  I  adopted  it,  to  flate  to  you,  in  as  full  and  facisfaftory  a  man- 
ner as  I  could,  the  reafons  that  have  induced  me  to  do  it. 

To  that  purpofe  it  appears  to  me  neceflary  to  makefome  remarks  upon  die  diffe- 
lent  paragraphs  of  the  letter  which  1  am  now  replying  to. 

It  begins  with  ftating  that;"  A  Committee  was  appointed  on  the  ayth  of  September 
"  laft,  to  receive  fuch  proofs,  and  to  examine  any  witnelTes  as  I  might  have  to  offer; 
"  but  that,  though  jepeated  applications  have  been  made  to  me  for  that  purpofe,  and 
"  although  Government  had  promifed  me  every  alTiftance  in  tht-ir  power,  that  no 
~"  progrefb  had  yet  been  made ;  and  that  1  now  come  before  you  with  a  propofition 
"  for  changing  the  mode  of  enquiiy." 

As  I  am  convinced,  from  the  tifual  indulgence  and  liberality  of  your  Honourable 
Board,  that  thofe  exprelTions  are  not  intended  to  throw  a  ccnfure  \ipon   my  conduft, 
but   merely  to  urge  me  to  an   expeditious  performance  of  the  mode  of  enquiry  you 
iiave  recommended,  I  lliould  not,  in  reply  to  your  Honourable  Board,  think  it  neccl- 
iary  to  make  any  remark  upon  them;  but  as,  no  doubt  this  letter  of  the  24th  Decem- 
ber will  form  a  part  of  the  correfpondence  that  will  be  tranfmittcd  to  the  Ilonoiirable 
the  Court  of  Directors,  and  may  imprcfs    them  with  ideas  that  I  have  unrieceiriHly 
procraftinated  the  giving  in  my  proof's,  although,  as  you  (late  it,  you  had  promifed 
me  every  afilftance  in  your  power  ;  and  may  imply  {(jme  degree  of  inconfiHency,  or 
.at  Itafl.  of  levity  in  my  condud',  in  now  propofing  a  new  moilc  of  enquiry,  as  you  are 
pleafed  to  (late  it ;  I  am  fare  you  will  forgive  me  if  I  beg  leave  to  recal  to  your  recol- 
•ledlion,  that,  during  the  whole  courle  of  my  corr-fpondcnce,  boch  with  your  Honour- 
able Board,  and   the  Gentlemen  you  have  appointed   a  Committee,  I   have  never 
Jiitherto  intimated  the  imalleft  idea  of  communicating  what  proofs  I  had  before  the 
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Yj        Ccmmirtee  vou  have  appointed  ;  or,  indi-ed,  before  any  Board  lefs  competent  to  re- 
'        reive,  or  vtfted  with  Ids  authority,  than  either  your  Honourable  Board  or  fonie  regu- 
lar Court  of  Juftice. 

And  when  vou  informed  me,  as  you  did,  on  the  lath  Oftober  lafl,  through  your 
Secretary  Mr.  Jackfon,  that  I  inight  be  afTured  that  every  fupport  I  could  wifh  for 
from  Government  would  be  afforded  nie,  to  enable  me  to  prove  my  aflerrions  ; 
I  did  not  conceive  it  to  be  an  unreafonab'e  wifli,  that  you,  Honourable  Sir,  and 
the  Honourable  Members  of  Council,  would  be  plcafed  to  fit  as  a  Bench  of  Juftice 
orotherwife,  as  you  might  be  beft;  advifed,  and  that  you  would  in  this  manner  afiift 
me,  agreeably  to  the  words  of  the  paragraph  you  hav\fent  me,  in  making  a  very 
particular  enquiry  into  the  circumftances  contained-in  my  letter  to  his  Highnefs  the 
Nabob,  ofthe  15th  June  1789.  ...  - 

ImprclTed  with  this  idea  you  will  obfcrve,  that  in  the  three  letters  which  form  the 
whole  correfpondence  I  have  ever  had  with  the  Committee,  and  which  are  dated  the 
10th,    nth,  and  coth'of  Oftober  laft,  1   have  conftantly  informed  them  that  I  am 
addrefilng;  your  Honour  in  Council,  upon  the  fubjeifl  of  enquiry,  and  accordingly  I 
invariably  avoided  entering  upon  the  fubjed  with  them  j  and  as  a  further  proof  that 
this  was  conftantlv  my  intention,  v/hen  your  Secretary  Mr.  Jackfon,  upon   a  Report 
of  the  Committee,  urged  by  your  diredlion  my  bringing  my  proofs  before  them,  my 
only  reply  to  this  letter  was  an  addrefs  to  your  Honourable  Board,  which  contains 
the  propofal  which  you  novj  mention ;  fo  that  I  humbly  fubmit,  I  never  have  in  the 
lead  changed  my  original  idea,   but  that  I  have  confi:andy  faid  what  I  now  conti 
to  fay,  tliat  it  is  your  Honourable  Board,  or  fome  other  Board  of  equal  refponlibi 
and  authority,  that  can  be  alone  competent  to  inveftigate  the  high,   important,  a., 
extcnfive  charges  that  the  Honourable  the  Court  of  Direiftors  have  direcled  may  be 
enquired  into. 

Your  Secretary  proceeds  to  inform  me,  "  that  the  Board  are  fincerely  defirous 
"  of  aiding  my  endeavours,  but  having  already  appointed  a  Committee,  according 
"  to  theufual  and  approved  praftice,  and  being  of  opinion  that  no  alteration  fliould 
"  take  place,  they  trufl  I  fhall  not  have  any  further  objeClion  today  before  them  the 
"  documents  on  which  my  complaint  is  founded,  and  point  out  to  them  the  means 
"  by  which  I  propofe  to  eftablifh  my  proofs." 

Far  be  it  from  me.  Honourable  Sir,  in  the  fmallefl:  degree  to  doubt  the  fincere 
defires  of  your  Honour,  and  the  other  Honourable  Members  of  your  Board,  to  aid 
my  endeavours  to  bring  to  light  thefe  tranfadlions  ;  I  certainly  do  not  doubt  it,  and 
I  hope  and  truft  that  your  Honourable  Board  will  believe  that  I  am  equally  defirous 
of  rendering  any  fervice  in  my  power  to  the  Honourable  Company  in  the  enquiry 
they  havediredted  :  but  I  mufi  flill  fay,  that  the  appointing  of  a  Committee,  however 
ufual  and  approved  the  praiflice  may  be,  and  how  well  foever  I  imagined  as  a  mode 
of  enquiry  into  any  improper  behaviour  of  the  Honourable  Company's  own  fervants, 
or  otiicr  individuals  under  their  immediate  control,  it  cannot  be  cxpeded  to  be 
cquallv  efficacious  in  the  prefent  cafe.  The  difference  ofthe  prefent  objeft  of  en- 
quiry from  all  former  ones,  both  as  to  the  magnitude  of  the  charges,  the  number 
that  will  be  involved  in  it,. and  the  elevated  rank  ofthe  principal,  is  by  far  too  ob- 
vious for  my  pointing  out.  To  common  cafes  common  remedies  are  fufficient;  but  on 
great  occafions,  as  the  prefent  is,  it  cannot  be  expefted  that  any  thing  can  be  effec- 
tually done  without  one  much  more  powerful  fupport  than  any  Committee  can 
afford.  Between  my  fuuation  and  that  of  tholi;  1  fhall  have  to  oppofe,  the  contraft 
is  peculiarly  ftriking;  myfelfa  fingle,  moncylefs,  unproteftcd  individual,  involved 
in  diftrefi.furrounded  by -enemies,  perfccutcd  by  clamorous  creditors,  purfued  by  law- 
fuits,  and  in  daily  dreadof  a  jail;  an  individual  roo  not  in  the  habits  of  legal  invelliga- 
tioiis  unaffilled,  incapable  from  indigence  of  oLtaining  the  alfiftance  of  thole  v/ho  may 
be  better  informcdj  how  can  fuch  a  one,  without  ihellrongeft  fupport  to  bring  to  light 
traniactions  that  might  eventually  annihilate  thegreated  part  of  a  debt  of  upwards  of 
two  millions  llerling,  fix  a  charge  of  no  very  honourable  nature  upon  fo  powerful 
an  opponent  as  his  Highnefs  the  Nabob,  and  prove,  that  while  he  was  openly  pro- 
fcffing  the  fincereft  fricndihip  to  the  Honourable  Company,  and  to  the  Englifli  Na- 
tion, 
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tion,  he  was  fecrctly  their  enemy,  by  corrupting  their  Tervints  to  dcfcrt  their  duty,       VI. 

and  getting  them  to  employ  the  j^owcr  they  v/cre  vefted  with  to  fcrvc  the  fecret  pur-    • 

pofes  of  his  own  ambition,  nnd  thereby  involving  them  in  the  late  v^ar  with  Hyder 
Ally,  which  was  attended  with  the  lofs  of  fo  many  lives  and  fo  much  rrcafure,  and 
which  had  ncarlv  ended  in  their  total  extirpation  from  the  Coaft  of  Coromandcl. 
When  thefe  circumftances  are  confidercd.I  will  not  allow  myfelf  to  fuppofe,  but  your 
Honour,  and  other  Honourable  Members  of  the  Board,  will  r«.-adily  fee  the  infufh- 
ciency  and  inadcquatcncls  of  any  Committee  to  make  the  enquiry  dircfted  ;  and  I 
am  convinced,  cannot  continue  of  opinion  that  a  trial  is  neceffary  to  make  it  appear 
defcftive  :  fuch  a  trial.  Honourable  Sir,  I  humbly  prcfume  would  be  not  only  inef- 
ficacious, but  in  tiie  higheft  degree  impolitic  and  imprudent,  as  it  would  difcovcr  to 
thofe,  whofe  intereft  it  is  to  oppofe  fuch  an  enquiry,  the  proofs  intended  to  be  pro- 
duced, and  by  that  means  furnifh  them  wich  an  eafy  means  of  preventing  their  ever 
being  produced.  In  the  purfuit  of  every  objeil,  every  unfucefsful  attempt  increafes 
the  difficulty  of  future  fuccefs  ;  and  in  the  prefent  purlluf,  I  humbly  conceive  that 
every  feeble  efiort  to  difcovcr  the  truth,  inftead  of  aiding  the  enquiry,  will  but  fcrve 
furtiier  to  obliterate  the  ftill  remaining  vefiiges  of  the  fafls  charged.  That  fuch 
■charges  are  well  grounded  1  do  moft  certainly  infift  ;  that  if  properly  fupporced  I  can 
bring  fufficient  proofs  of  them  I  do  alio  infift;  but  to  attempt  to  prove  it  in  tlie 
manner  your  Honourable  Board  has  propofed  to  me  J  moft  certainly  decline,  and  I 
humbly  prefume  I  liave  already  ftated  fufficient  reafons  for  doing  fo :  but  if  I  have 
not,  with  the  utmolt  humility  I  beg  leave  to  fubmit  to  you,  whether  the  next  para- 
graph of  the  letter  which  1  have  now  the  honour  of  anfwering,  does  not  iticif  con- 
tain a  fufficient  reafon  for  my  declining  it;  for  there  y^wr  Secretary,  by  your  Ho- 
nour's direftion,  informs  me,  "  that  with  regard  to  the  wiciefies,  whofe  evidence  I 
"  may  Vv'ifn  to  adduce,  it  is  not  in  the  power  of  Government  to  compel  tliem  to  give 
"  evidence,  much  lefs  to  force  them  to  atteft  their  depofuions  at  the  Pagoda." 

And  another  reafon  is,  becaufe  that  about  ten  years  ago,  the  Honourable  the 
Court  of  Diredtors  ordered  an  enquiry  to  be  made  at  Madras  ol  a  fimilar  nature,  to 
no  effeft.  although  they  direftcd  that  a  Gentleman  of  the  law  ftiould  be  fent  from 
Bengal  for  the  purpofe  of  affifling  and  i'upporting  the  enquiry;  and  akhougii  during 
the  time,  Honourable  Sir,  that  this  enquiry  was  on  the  carpet,  his  Highnels  the  Na- 
bob of  Arcot  addrefled  a  letter  to  his  creditors,  of  which  notice  was  fenc  round  to 
them,  and  many  afiembled  at  the  Court  Houfe  to  hear  the  letter  read,  as  I  did, 
wherein  his  Highnefs  told  his  creditors,  that  he  had  been  prevented  paying  them 
agreeable  to  his  engagements,  by  reafon  and  becaufe  that  very  large  fums  of  money 
had  been  extorted  from  him  by  perfons  high  in  power  in  the  Company's  fervice. 

Mr.  Wooley,  who  had  late  before  been  the  Nabob's  Secretary,  and  one  of  his 
Truftees,  declared,  that  he  knew  of  upwards  of  twelve  lacks  of  pagodas  that  had 
been  in  a  fliort  fpace  of  time  received  by  one  pcrfon  from  the  Nabob;  and  he  pro- 
pofcd  a  letter  of  thanks  to  his  Highnefs  for  the  information,  &c.  and  to  defire  that 
his  Highnefs  would  name  who  the  perfons  were,  and  the  amount  fo  received  from 
him,  and  that  he  would  give  a  power  to  the  creditors  to  recover  the  money  from 
them.  Mr.  Pclling  and  myfelf  joined  Mr.  Wooley  in  the  propofal,  which  was  ob- 
jected to  by  a  great  majority,  and  there  was  no  reply  made  to  the  Nabob's  letter, 
and  nothing  done  by  the  meeting;  nor  was  there  any  thing  eftablifhed  by  the  en- 
quiry ordered  by  the  Honourable  the  Court  of  Directors,  as  the  mode  of  enquiry 
was  inlufficient  and  incompetent. 

I  have  in  this  manner,  Honourable  Sir,  fully  dated  to  you  my  reafons  whv  I  decline 
adducing  my  proofs  before  the  Committee  you  have  appointed  ;  and  having  taken 
the  liberty  of  pointing  out  the  infufficiency  of  the  mode  of  enquiry  propofcd,  it  may 
naturally  be  expefted,  and  it  becomes  my  duty,  from  the  refpefc  I  owe  to  the  Ho- 
nourable Company^  under  whofe  protection  I  have  fo  long  lived,  to  point  out  fome 
other  means  of  inveftigation  that  appears  to  me  likely  to  prove  effectual. 

The  firfl:  which  has  occurred  to  me  is  what  I  mentioned  in  my  Letter  of  the  19th 
December  laft  :  I  was  then  given  to  underftand,  but  it  is  poffiljle  I  may  have  been 
mifinformed,  that  His  Majefty's  charter  had  vcfted  your  Honour  and  the  other  Mem- 
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VI.  bers  of  your  Honourable  BoarJ,  with  a  power  to  fit  as  a  Bench  of  Judiccs,  and  to 
— — ^  examine  into  any  complaint  that  was  brought  before  you,  and  for  that  purpofe  to 
compel  the  appearance  of  fuch  witnefTes  as  might  be  nece(T:ry,  and  fwear  them  in 
any  manner  you  thought  proper,  and  examine  them  perfonaily  before  you,  and  re- 
cord their  examinations-  and  do  every  other  aft  incident  to  a  Court  of  Jufticc,  in  the 
fame  manner,  and  with  the  fame  authority,  as  you  praftife  at  the  Quarter  Seflions, 
But  fliould  this  not  be  praflicable,  I  fubmit  to  your  Hjn(;ur,  &c.  whether  it  would 
not  be  mod  expedient  to  ftate  to  the  Honourable  the  Court  of  Direftors  the  diffi- 
culties that  are  likely  to  arife  in  the  enquiry  they  have  dirc£ted,  unlefs  fome  method 
is  adopted  fufficiendy  competent  to  carry  it  into  full  effeft.  From  the  Letters  which 
I  have  already  written,  their  law  ofRcers  in  England  will  be  able  I  prefume  to  col- 
left  a  fufficient  knowledge  of  the  fafts,  to  draw  up  the  charges  in  fuch  legal  form  as 
they  may  think  mofl:  advifable,  and  upon  thefe  charges  I  fuppofe  their  counfel  in 
L'.no-land  may  file  informations,  and  thereon  pray  a  Mandamus  to  the  Mayor's  Court 
here,  to  take  the  examinations  of  witnefles,  and  make  full  enquiry  into  the  truth  of 
the  fafts,  in  the  manner  the  Aft  of  Parliament  dircft.s  :  or  if  it  be  true,  as  it  is  re- 
ported, that  a  new  Court  of  Judicature  is  loon  to  be  eftabliffied  here,  and  Judges 
appointed  in  the  fame  manner  as  they  have  been  at  Bengal,  it  is  poffible  the  Ho- 
nourable the  Court  of  Direftorsmay  think  it  proper  to  procure  them  a  fpecial  com- 
inifiion  for  that  purpofe  ;  or  if  neither  ot  thefe  Ihould  meet  with  their  approbation^ 
they  may  ftill  think  proper,  as  the  Nabob  has  inftituted  a  fuit  againft  them  in  the 
Court  of  Chancery,  to  bring  thefe  charges  againft  him  in  the  faid  Court,  by  filing 
a  crofs  bill ;  they  may  theretipon  obtain  a  commiffion  to  be  fent  out  to  this  country, 
to  examine  into  the  truth  of  the  fafts.  This  is,  after  much,  confideration  of  the  fub- 
jeft,  what  has  occured  tome  as  bed  fitted  to  attain  the  end  propofed,  which  I  humbly 
beg  leave  to  lay  before  your  Honourable.  Board,  and  pray  that  it  may  betranfmitted, 
with  the  other  parts  of  my  correfpondence,  to  the  Honourable  the  Court  of  Direftors 
by  the  firfl;  Difpatch  :  a  copy  of  the  whole,  in  my  own  hand  writing,  I  have  the  ho- 
nour to  enclofe  herewith  for  that  purpole,  a  feparate  number  in  your  packet. 

And  I  humbly  beg  leave  to  aifure  the  Honourable  the  Court  of  Direftors,  through 
vour  Honours,  &c.  that  I  fliall  be  at  all  times  ready  to  forward  their  willies  to  the 
beft  of  my  abilities,  in  any  manner  that  it  is  at  all  likely  to  produce  them  any  effec- 
tual advantage. 

pAt  the  fame  time  Honourable  Sir  and  Sirs,  I  hope  you  will  urge  to  the  Honour- 
able the  Coort  of  Direftors  the  cruel  fituatioa  I  am  placed  in  by  my  own  diftrelTes,  For 
my  prefent  relief  to  them,  I  have  the  fulled  reliance  from  the  humane  promife  of  your 
Honourable  Board  to  me  of  the  24th  December  laft ;  but  the  Nabob's  delay  in  doing 
ib  I  feverely  and  cruelly  feel  every  hour,  and  the  more  fo  as  I  have  fo  juft  a  right  to 
expeft  it.  And  I  humbly  pray  you,  Honourable  Sir  and  Sirs,  to  be  pleafed  to  ufe 
your  endeavours  to  prevail  on  the  Honourable  the  Court  of  Direftors  to  grant  me 
relief,  by  ordering  juftice  to  be  done  me  by  the  Nabob,  for  to  them  alfo  1  mull  now 
look  up  for  proteftion.
